UNBU...begger 
child of mystery 


Nothing is known about Unbu. In 
India, names have a meaning and her 
name means “love” but she has never 
had any. She was found in a small vil- 
lage down on the plains in Coonoor, 
South India, in the early morning, with 
a coconut shell which she used for beg- 


ging in her hands. She was sobbing and | 


no one knew how she came to the vil- 
lage. She had evidently been dropped 
there deliberately by someone during 
the night, as she had not been there the 
day before. 


She explained the long gash in the 
side of her head by saying she was torn 
by the claws of a dog which had knocked 
her down to take the few scraps of food 
someone had put in her coconut shell. 
She shook her head when asked about 
her mother and father and said she 
never had any. 


She did not know the place she came 
from but she said it was big. She seemed 
to think she had always been on the 
streets alone. She had never eaten a 
regular meal, just scraps put in her shell 
or some cooked rice or vegetable she 
bought for a.few annas (an anna is 
worth about two U. S. pennies) when 
she was lucky enough to be given any. 
She had never been in a house, she al- 
ways slept on the streets, and her stom- 
ach always hurt. 


There are thousands of little Unbus 
in India—hungry, sick, homeless and 
friendless. CCF cares for as many as 
funds permit in CCF affiliated orphan- 
ages. In Calcutta alone, thousands live 
on the streets with families staking out 
bits of the curb. Here they sit, sleep, 
wash their clothing, cook their skimpy 
messes over a fire made from the shreds 
of dung picked up from the tracks of the 
skinny sacred wandering cows. 

Indian children can be “adopted” and 
admitted to CCF’s 12 affiliated Indian 
orphanages.

@ The best travelers we know are open-minded, open-eyed and, 
above all, open-eared. They are, in fact, eavesdroppers in a 
nice quiet acceptable way, never missing an opportunity to pick 
up the name of a hotel here or a restaurant there.

their helpful hints will hardly help 
us. Everyone to his own taste, how- 
ever, and when you start keeping 
a notebook like this you will be 
astonished how the items you con- 
sider worth noting will reveal, even 
to you, what your own taste as a 
traveler adds up to. Incidentally, 
neatness counts with this note- 
taking. Organize its pages accord- 
ing to country or area and try to 
write legibly, even when brain- 
picking at a cocktail party. Next 
time you're off to foreign parts, 
you'll have your own district di- 
rectory. 

It goes without saying, or should, 
that smart travelers don’t bite off 
more than they can chew. They 
concentrate on one or two areas. 
settling down long enough to get 
the feeling of one place at leisure. 
If you have a month or six weeks 
to spend free of your usual routine, 
it seems like an endless treasure of 
time, so the temptation is great to 
try to see everything you’ve ever 
dreamed of. The reality is that the 
more places you go, the more you 
dissipate your time, since many 
hours must go into gettting from 
place to place. The grand-tour-in- 
six-weeks makes travel a physical 


and emotional ordeal. You are as 
busy watching the clock and pack- 
ing up to move on as you are see- 
ing what you're there for. More 
serious, the impact of one new im- 
pression after another results in a 
sort of cerebral indigestion. 


KNOWING traveler tends to 

be more of a scrooge about 
time than money. To hire a 
car and English-speaking chauffeur 
may sound like wild extravagance, 
but the alternative of touring the 
countryside in igno- 
rance of what you’re seeing, with 
no one to tell you what it’s all 
about, is a frightful waste of tray- 


frustrating 


eling time and money. This doesn’t 
mean you must be a millionaire. 
It means that you make up for this 
rewarding luxury by cutting down 
on something else. Go without a few 
meals or try a second-class hotel. 

As for hotels, we’ve noted that 
the real travelers don’t make a 
steady diet of the de luxe Grands 
and Excelsiors. Much as they may 
make you feel like Princess Grace 
when you walk through their state- 
ly halls—and we think the sybaritic 
experience of old-world service is 
something every American deserves 











to sample—if you put up consist- 
ently at nothing but the plush 
there persists a curious impression 
that you’re always in the same 
place with the same people. For 
the quintessence of the 
hotel, 


luxury 
its almost the unanimous 
vote of world-travelers that the 
Vier Jahrezeiten in Hamburg wins 
the honors, hands down.

@ Why learn a skill? Our answer is that you have to 
learn a skill to find out why. A skill is merely a means 
to an end.

And you simply do not 
know what you’ve been missing until you've had the 
exhilarating adventure of seeing what you can create 
with your own hands, out of your own ideas.

From this tentative beginning has emerged a fully mature 
technique, making possible the intricate designs you see on 
these four pages. All of these examples are from houses de- 
signed by Architect Jones, yet all of the work was done by 
carpenters on the job, none by skilled craftsmen. 

Jones’s technique uses two basic cuts (illustrated at far left) : 
1. The full end cut, which goes completely through the piece 
of wood. 2. The scored line, which makes only a groove in 
the face of the wood. The first is used where light or air coming 
through is an advantage, in addition to surface decoration. 
The second is used for surface decoration only, but this can 
count for a lot in the play of light and shadow. 

Anyone who has ever worked on a power saw will recognize 
the simplicity of the cut and the number of variables possible. 
The length, width, and depth of the cuts can be easily changed 
and easily matched from one cut to the next because of the 
precise calibration of the saw. Then, too. the cuts can be grouped 
in a specific pattern that can easily be varied. In combination. 
these variables will produce endless design possibilities. 

In studying the examples on these pages you will see

By 
comparing this with the light shafts on page 46 
and the cabinet doors on page 47, you can see 
how Jones has developed the technique since its 
beginning here. Each step has evolved logically. 


How does Jones apply this new technique? He now uses it in 
nearly every house he builds to emphasize forcefully the design 
theme of the house. He will use it to bring architectural lines 
across the flat face of plywood making it relate to the module 
on which the house is built. He will use it on built-in furniture 
that he designs as part of the house, to relate these pieces to 
the rest of the house. 

The full saw-cuts are used specifically where there is an ad- 
vantage of light or air coming through the cuts, in addition to its 
value as a surface design element. (Where there is no such ad- 
vantage the scored line will suffice.) But this is surprisingly often. 
Jones has designed doors, for example, where the saw-cuts work 
to ventilate a clothes or linen closet. The cuts are made in the edge 
of the door, then trimmed with a finishing piece. Thus there is 
air circulation even when the doors are fully closed and the 
interiors out of sight. In the same way, he has worked out 
hi-fi and TV cabinets with cuts in the doors or sides so that 
the accumulated heat from the built-in electronic equipment 
can be dissipated, a mechanical problem solved artistically. 

Most of the examples on these pages show the most natural 


use of the technique—to shield some type of light fixture. In 
most cases, the cuts are not designed to be the primary release 
of the light from the fixture, but simply to take advantage of 
the fact that the light is there. This often takes the form of 
light out the side of a fixture when the primary direction of the 
light is up or down. 

However, in some cases Jones uses a light merely to give 
effect to the saw-cut decorations. One fascinating aspect of such 
lighting is that when no other lighting is on in the room, there 
is only the wondrous glow through the saw-cuts. The form of 
the fixture is destroyed because there is no front lighting, and 
the light lines seem to be floating in the darkness. It is a supreme 
achievement of mood lighting. Jones sometimes plans his fix- 
tures so that, even when there is a major source of light, it can 
be cut off to achieve the effect just described. Use of the saw- 
cut technique is often requested by Jones’s new clients. 

A new world of decorative possibilities is opened up by this 
technique—for the home craftsman as well as for the architect 
and designer on the job. The power saw has come into its own

@ Picking a skill out of the blue with no relation to 
anything else in your life never leads to much. Your 
attention may drift away before you master the technique. 

Mrs. Juanita May’s love of orchid-growing and her 
desire to bring her best specimens into the living room 
at the peak of their bloom, in pots suitable for indoor 
décor, led to making her own containers. Now, several 
years later, her pots are carried by three art galleries, 
and she has won innumerable art awards for the sensitive 
character of her work. Potters from other countries trek 
to her door to see her work. 

She grew orchids for three years before she saw how 
unsuited the commercial pots were for both the culture 
of orchids and their aesthetic enhancement. She had done 
some ceramic work, but it was of an entirely different 
sort (wall plaques, table tops). Now she made a real begin- 
ning, for there was a purpose to her work. She tailors 
each pot to a particular plant’s appearance and its cultural 
needs. The high expressive quality of the pots makes them 


much sought after by orchid growers everywhere. 


Some orchids can’t tolerate wet roots, so Mrs. May cuts 
great holes in the pot to speed evaporation of moisture. 





Some orchids need weighty pots so they will not tip 
over when their sprays of bloom cascade to one side.

Cre ative Stit chery 


Here’s a woman who found her own ways and followed them to create 


@ Stitchery is one of the most charming, expressive, and 
delicate of the decorative arts. I find it wholly enjoyable 
and absorbing, and perhaps I can encourage or inspire 
you to slip on your thimble (and your glasses? ) to begin. 
If you find the bright colored shelves of fabric shops 
irresistible; if you have (somewhere!) some needles and 
thread; if you possess a measure of enthusiasm, a some- 
what greater measure of patience, and a spirit of inven- 
tiveness; then you’re ready to venture into the delightful 
and satisfying art of creative stitchery. 

I cannot say what is the best way for you to work. 
I can simply describe what I do, and list those things 
that I consider important. 

The list would start with my suggestion that you for- 
get whatever you've learned about color wheels and color 
theories, for they tend to make you regard color as a 
thing apart from the design. Color must not be thought 
of as something separate, to be ‘“‘added” to the idea. 
Let color choices evolve as the work develops. Colors 
are exciting and fun to use, and it’s hard not to use 
every color you like at once. But be selective. 

Think of subject matter, and a color may suggest it- 
self—as with the browns and ochres of seed pods, or 
the yellows, golds, and oranges of the sun. It is difficult 
to tell if the yellow suggests the sun, or the sun suggests 
the color. 

Design, like color, is an inseparable part of the idea. 
It is not the next step after the idea, nor is it some- 
thing you “put on” like putting the icing on a cake.

When our great-grandmothers made quilts, they fol- 
lowed no rules of design, yet in their work we can see a 
complete unity of design with method and materials. So 
well integrated were they that it is impossible to tell

from the way they were sewn, or from the idea. Harmony 
existed between the creative idea and the material used. 

If we bring a fresh and enthusiastic contemporary 
approach to this traditional art form, we can produce 
quilts as meaningful and expressive as theirs. But as long 
as we continue to copy the design (which may have re- 
sulted from Grandmother’s love of the columbine), or 
use a brown and rose color scheme because so-and-so used 
it in her bedroom, then hastily sew by hand or machine 
with no sense of craftsmanship, we will fail. 

The old quilts were beautiful, and they were beauti- 
fully made. They tell us much about the people who made 
them. We need noi reiterate. There are things to be said 
about our own time. Our heritage is rich in both appliqué 
and embroidery, and when we have absorbed its beauty, 
we are better prepared to interpret the present. 

I can offer no rules on how to work. You see things 
differently from the way I do. We react differently and 
express ourselves differently. It is these differences at the 
heart of our work that make it personal and expressive. 
If you bring deep feelings, a sense of values, and crafts- 
manship into your work, you cannot help being original. 
It is the inevitable by-product of these things. 

There is a frantic attempt by many people to be “orig- 
inal” at all costs. So much emphasis is given to originality 
that the creative becomes confused with the novel. And 
the thing that was novel soon becomes a cliché. The most 
common materials can become works of art if the ideas 
and the execution are approached creatively. 

Good craftsmanship is an essential on my list. A hastily 
done piece will always look like a hastily done piece. 
Sloppiness and novel effects are not virtues, even if they 
pass at first for “original.” If you enjoy the materials 
you work with, and you value your time and your idea, 
the craftsmanship will grow out of this. 

I work within the limitations of certain materials, pre-

To appliqué one piece of fabric on top of an- 
other is simple. Mrs. Laury uses a simple run- 
ning stitch, both to sew down the fabric and to 
outline and heighten the forms and meanings 
of what she wants to express.

Though Mrs. Laury’s technique relies 
mainly on appliqué, she uses the straight 
running stitch to emphasize and underline 
the forms she has created through appliqué.

It goes 
through several fabric layers, creating 


the puckering we associate with quilting.

These open tapestries look most engaging 
when their transparency is brought out by 
back lighting. They can be hung against 
glass windows, or against walls if hung 
eight or ten inches out from a plain wall 
that is flooded with crosslight from an un- 
seen and shaded light source. 


@ These fragile gossamer tapestries have 
never been seen in print before. They are 
the personal expression and creation of a 
weaver who took up the craft only about 
ten years ago. Quite apart from their 
charm, they are proof that, in a not-unrea- 
sonable span of time spent learning a 
craft, a person can not only master it but 
break through its clichés and establish new 
frontiers of technique and expressiveness. 

They are the work of Lenore Tawney, 
whose extreme modesty runs neck and 
neck with her ability. The story of her 
arrival as a fine, serious artist contains 
much hope for the beginner. For, to put it 
in her own words, “I didn’t learn too much 
as a student weaver, so I was free of the 
common taboos. Knowing all the official 
ways doesn’t necessarily stultify a person, 
but it can. A little ignorance (or inno- 
cence) leaves you freer to try, to see, to 
pioneer. It leaves you freer, as a child is 
free.” 

But Mrs. Tawney believes you have to 
have enough knowledge and skill about 
any craft so that the “how-to-do-it” does 
not stand in your way of doing what you 
have in mind to do. 

This technique might be called finger 
weaving, as opposed to shuttle weaving. 
She rolls up little balls of yarn and weaves 
them in and out of the warp with her 
fingers, fashioning ‘the lines of color into 
trees or flowers or birds or pure fantasy 
shapes. She pushes these lines of color 
into the forms she wants with a pointed 
instrument, spreading them or collecting 
them together tightly. 

One asset of this type of weaving is 
that you can undo and revise in the 
process. So you are free to explore and 
try things. It is not so final as other types 
of weaving. An added asset is that to begin 
does not require any great investment 


in materials. (Please turn to page 100) 
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The litile jewel, at right, is the kind of project 
one might begin with, since it is not too ambitious 





in size. Your success depends on having exhilarat- 
ing colors on hand to choose from in making a 
composition. The top and bottom of this hanging 
by Mrs. Tawney is truly woven, but it could ke done 
with a threaded needie if you have no loom.

@ Here is an idea, if you are short of extra seating for 
parties. The fact that so much seating can be gained from 
units stored so neatly (and so visually satisfying) leads 
on to other projects using the same stacking principle. The 
designer, Architect Euine Fay Jones, has since put together 
seats in which the stacking unit is a storage or serving tray 
itself (see page 61). And his latest project (too recent to be 
photographed) is a two-stack bed that hides a full 614” 
innerspring mattress, designed on this same principle. 
The two stacking units shown in detail on the next two 
pages make really productive projects for the home wood- 
working craftsman. For one thing, they serve a solid func- 
tion in any modern household. Yet they are, individually, 
as artistic as any of the usual knickknacks produced by the 
amateur hobbyist. For another, though their ornamentation 
may seem complex, the fact that there is only one basic 
unit to be repeated over and over makes a kind of assembly- 
line production possible. Each part seems like less of a 
chore, and when the whole group goes together at the end, 


it gives you a big payoff for your investment in time.

How to turn 
scratch-pad doodling 
into art

@ There is a little bit of the artist in all of us. But it does 
not come out because we are scared, or have an inferiority 
complex, or have not yet met the right medium. 

But wait till you meet the felt-tip marker! It holds in 
the hand like a bulky school crayon. It comes in delectable 
ink colors. It makes broad, bold strokes which can be 
varied immensely by pressure. Waterproof ink dries in- 
stantly, so it leaves you no time to fiddle—which makes you 
do bold, decisive things. And it can be played with on tissue 
paper, old sheets, or rice paper. Because you are doodling 
only on expendable materials, you loosen up inside and 
do wonderful things. (Please turn the page)

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Thin lines drawn directly on fabric after a motif is 
made with a marker can make even the most casually 
placed patterns harmonize. Use a long ruler and make 
the lines by running the marker quickly against it. Don’t 
worry if the color spreads when you lift the marker. 
Irregularities usually add to the spontaneity of the 
whole. Sometimes a beginner’s mistakes or blots with 
this technique can add unexpected freshness to design. 





If a series of practice flowers suddenly become too 
charming to reject, bring them together into a total 
design by ink-doodling freely with the pen. Make a 
fantasy background of leaves and flowers over the 
cloth or just a series of cascades of pen dots. 


Massed and random blotches (made by holding the tip of 
marker directly on the fabric to let color spread) can 
become a garden of blooms with the addition of straight, 
ink-line stems. Elaborate within the blotches with pen 
lines, and then use your pen to scatter more flowers 
and petals freely around the massed blotches (above). 













Especially designed for use with waterproof 
India ink, the Koh-i-noor **Rapidegraph” tech- 
nical founiain pen, shown here, is used mostly 
by draftsmen. Almost no pressure is needed 
to draw with it. It costs about $4.50 and has 
a varying range of point sizes. We have found 
the fine ones (#0, #1, #2) most satisfactory 
for drawing on fabric in this technique.

You will discover irresistible patterns in the most naive 
strokes.

the marker. Even when you get to the stage where you are 
doing permanent designs on fabrics, you will want to draw 
through tissue paper much of the time for its blurring, faded 
effect. It makes you look like a better artist. 

Since the ink bleeds through both tissue paper and fabric, 
you can get several duplicate layers of pattern out of one 
drawing. By folding, you can get reverse versions of your 
drawing too. (See pictured example of this.) 

After trying out all kinds of markers on all kinds of 
fabrics, we have two special recommendations: 1. If you 
plan to launder your finished work, be sure to wash out 
any sizing in the original fabric before you decorate it. 

i 2. Get the best quality markers—they cost only a little 
, more. The three we show on page 63 all worked well for us.

Framing your patterns can give a different and 
original feeling to a design. Blocked border at 
right was first inked in, then patterns scaled to fit 
frames.

Right above, scattered bouquets of 
flowers are unified into an all-over design with spot- 
ting of tiny strewn flowers over the background. 


Sheer fantasy can result from making completely random dots, lines, 
and shapes directly on folded fabric. (Diagram, left, shows how this 
was folded.) Open fabric and let blotches suggest their meaning to 





you as you doodle with the drafting pen. Forget any rules, for the 
repeat is already there in the color blotches. Scale doesn’t matter, 
nor the ability to draw. Stick figures and doodle lines can some- 
times have more charm than the most carefully-made drawing.

@ A mosaic is only as good as its design. Precious and 
unusual materials, excellent workmanship—all are wasted 
if a mosaic project is not planned and developed with an 
eye to sheer decorative effect. After the great periods of 
mosaics in the Sixth and again in the Twelfth Centuries, 
the art has frequently lapsed into illustration: portents of 
the kind of pictorial allegory we used to see in public build- 
ings. Now the recently revived art of mosaics is already 
threatened with another decline. This is at the hands of 
enthusiastic amateurs who have somehow got the notion that 
“anything goes” concerning mosaics—as if mosaics were a 
magic kind of mud pie that could be redeemed by their

prime importance. When one of my first pupils announced 
she wanted to make a mosaic Santa Claus, to bring out once 
a year, I looked, as she said later, so unhappy that she came 
up with the excellent idea of a row of stylized daisies to set 
in the wall above the fireplace in her bedroom. I realize, 
now, that all mosaics need not be architectural, or even made 
with permanent materials. There are times and places for 
occasional mosaics, even mosaic valentines! Nevertheless, it 
is best to plan your first piece as if it were to occupy a fixed 
spot in or around your home. 

Mosaic is one of the most ancient decorative mediums and 
it will repay all the thoughtfulness you bring to it. There 
is a floor in the Laternan Museum in Rome which epitomizes 
the perfect mosaic subject. It shows the fruit skins, fish 
bones, and flowers which might have fallen on the floor dur- 
ing a typical Roman banquet. A bit untidy-looking, perhaps, 
but certainly logical.

It is futile for the artist-craftsman 
to aspire to no more, “artistically,” than what he could buy for 
less money. Therefore, any serious project, particularly one that is 
to be permanently installed, should be preceded by a serious effort 
to obtain the richest variety of colors and materials.

that work for you 





Here is how a work surface should look before the mosaic is started. 
It has a 34” plywood base, firmly supported beneath on all sides, to 
hold the weight of the mortar and tesserae. All edges (including those 
around the sink, in this case) have a rigid frame standing 34” above 
the plywood. This will be the depth of the mortar bed plus tesserae. 
Frame should be metal or thick wood. Plastic protects the back wall. 





Indirect method of setting mosaic is the only one that results in a 
level and permanent work surface. Tesserae are first glued to heavy 


paper. Any pattern you use must be reversed because mosaic is then 
turned over into mortar bed. Paper and glue are soaked off top after 
mosaic is set in place. If area is too large to be turned as a unit, 
paper sheet should be cut apart irregularly before gluing mosaic to it. 


A work surface made from a random mix 
of colors can have the brilliance of the finest 


glass mosaic and still perform its function 


@ A simple, yet satisfying mosaic project for a begin- 
ner is to make something useful out of a random mix 
of colors. The pleasure lies in deciding what mix of 
colors to use and learning what effects can be achieved 
by using more contrast or less. 

This pantry counter was made “in place” inside a 
previously made and installed metal-edged frame. But 
the mosaic work was pasted up elsewhere, in reverse, 
and brought to the frame in six pasted pieces to be 
flopped over into the fresh mortar bed. 

This reverse, or indirect, method is the one to use 
when you want a completely flat work surface. It also 
frees you to take all the time you want for the designing 
{and pasting), for it could continue for weeks in your 
spare time. But when you get ready to install the pasted 
parts, the work must go fast and, preferably, be 
finished in one day, for wet mortar will not wait. (You 
might very well want to retain a professional tile setter 
to help you the first time you install an ambitious 
project like a counter.) 

The process we detail on these four pages was taught 
us by the Venetian Art Mosaic Studio of the Rambusch 
Decorating Co., a firm famous for their mosaic installa- 
tions in churches and public buildings. 

Byzantine tesserae, or smalti as they are called, 
such as those used in both old and new mosaics of 
the finest order, differ materially from the little 
molded square-shaped mosaics more commonly sold 
in this country as craft material. It is smalti that 
for the most part give brilliance and distinction te 
the mosaicist’s work, whether used alone or in com- 
bination with other material such as stained glass chips

simple repeated square shape is specifically 
wanted as a background part of a design, 
will most of the finest mosaicists use the 
molded squares in preference to smalti. 
Smalti are made only in Italy in a very 
few factories in or near Venice, where they 
have been made for generations. They are 
made by first pouring a pie of molten glass 


about 34” 


thick, and then splitting this 
pie, usually into little blocks about 14” x 
14’, These pieces are used with the split 
side up to produce a variegated, faceted 
texture which is much more brilliant than 
that obtainable with the molded glass 
squares. Also, because these are the ma- 
terials used by professionals in executing 
large commissions, they are made in a very 
wide range of colors. 

Smalti, because they have such glowing 
color and constantly varying facets to pro- 
duce texture and reflection of light, can, 
much better than any paint, produce a sur- 
face of constant interest even without resort- 
ing to any formal design at all. In fact, one 
of the weaknesses in many works of mosaic 
is in over-designing, which tends to produce 
a fractured, too-busy effect. Mosaic is, as 
a matter of fact, a clumsy medium in which 
to delineate, so forms must of necessity be 
simple and fairly large in scale. 

You might find it helpful to study good 
existing examples of mosaics to observe 
how various effects can be produced. For 
instance, the direction in which tesserae 
are set can frequently make or mar the

When mortar bed has begun to set, butter 
mosaic sheets (tesserae side), pressing lightly 
but firmly so mortar fills the space between 
tesserae. Use a newly-mixed batch of mortar. 














Turn mosaic sheets over into mortar bed, 
beginning at one end of counter. Position 
carefully. Before buttering last piece, test 
it for fit. Adjust other sections to take up 
or make space if necessary. If space is 
slightly too small, arch last section and press 
it in, compressing others to make room. 





Tap whole area with block and hammer 
fo settle ali sheets into similar spacing. 





Wet down paper covering generously with 
sponge. Let it soak for about a half hour. 





Remove paper when it peels off easily. Soak 
remaining glue off tesserae by sponging on 
more water. Clean up by constant sponging. 





Close any open joints in the tesserae by 
tapping and shoving them with the edge of 
a trowel. At this point, the surface may well 
show dents and uneven places (above). 


To embed tesserae firmly and complete 
the leveling process, pound and rub the sur- 
face with a circular motion using hard wood 
block with rounded edges. Then trowel sur- 
face with wood float so that mortar will work 
through to the top, filling joints completely. 
Don’t be afraid to use pressure; the first 
bed of mortar will have set up quite firmly. 





At this point, the mortar will make a muddy 


film obscuring entire mosaic surface.

Take up this muddy film with sponge. 
Sprinkle on dry mortar mix to absorb extra 
moisture from joints. Brush off dampened 
mix with scrub brush. Rubbing-troweling- 
sponging-sprinkling should be repeated until 


smooth, level, fully grouted surface is reached. 





Imperfect tesserae can still be removed 
and replaced. Lift carefully with knife blade 
or finger nail, turn to good side or replace 
with perfect piece. Work in some of the 
dampened dry mix around the new piece. 





After grout begins to set, wash entire 


surface with water. Next day, scrub with 
50% solution of muriatic acid and water to 
remove all mortar film (above). Use plastic 
or glass bowl for acid and protect hands with 
rubber gloves. Rinse mosaic thoroughly with 
water. Coloring of grout, if desired, is done 
after this wash-up. Use dry cement color 
diluted with water to the shade you want 
(it is darker when wet). Brush on and let 
dry. Color will not permanently stain tesserae, 
so the whole surface can be water-washed 
again after color has taken effect on grout.

e need to rediscover ourselves in creative

Perhaps, 
for this reason, Anne Morrow Lindbergh’s lovely 
Gift from the Sea was so welcome to many readers. 
But we shy away from being alone. Left to ourselves 
we flip a switch and fill the emptiness with a voice, a 
picture, music. Yet what a challenge to be by oneself, 


to face oneself as in a mirror and see, however darkly, 
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what is there, to explore in quiet the waiting self and 
join hands with one’s spirit across the pathway of the 
mind. Perhaps we should find, as Admiral Byrd writes 
in the diary of his isolation in the long polar night, 
“There were moments when I felt more alive than at 
any other time in my life.” Or we might agree with 
Scipio Africanus who said in 200 B. C.: “I am never 


less alone than when alone.”’ 


n creative solitude we can fill the reservoir 

from which we dip so constantly, and each 

must do it in his or her own way. It could 

be a time of physical, intellectual, artistic, 
or spiritual activity. Some may want to take a walk 
or, better still, wait and simply listen by the roadside 
or in the back yard to the sounds of this “universe of 
senses keyed to the rustle of a weed,” to hear the “little 
things that run and quail,” and chirp and twitter, or 
note the private purring of the friendly kitten at one’s 
feet. “A man ought to be able to spend two or three 
hours waiting for a train in a little country station 
when he was all alone and had nothing to read,” said 
Robert Louis Stevenson, “‘and not be bored a moment.” 
Perhaps one could! Many people know fulfillment by 


working alone in their gardens. Last summer I watched 








alone for thirty suspended moments while a dragon 
fly stepped from its gray nymph body and clung to a 
fallen log along the lake’s rim, its face tipped to the 
wind, motionless, drying in the sun. I saw the tiny 
black hairs on its head and thorax, the intricately 
fitted mouth pieces, and watched the slow darkening 
of its color, the sudden outspreading of its wings, and 
the final triumphant take-off. My reservoir was filled 
for days. Yours can be replenished too, but only in 


a way you, yourself, can determine. 


erhaps, sparked by an adult class or study 
group, we notice the nudgings of a talent 
or an interest begin to develop. First the 
technique or skill must be learned so that 
the result is not a puttering but an art. Then comes the 
exciting leap—alone—into one’s imagination. Goethe 
said, ““Talent is best nurtured in solitude.”

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For the novice: 
Two projects 
in ceramic

@ Velma Dawson, the woman who amazed so many 
of our readers when we reported on her in the August 
1956 issue, continues to intrigue the editors of House 
BEAUTIFUL. Now she’s come up with two completely 


fresh ideas 





one so simple to execute that absolutely 
anyone can do it. The other, while a little more com- 
plicated in that it requires the use of a kiln and the 
handling of moist red clay, is similar to making mud 
pies and baking and decorating them. 

We think the reason Mrs. Dawson is so successful 
with her craft projects is that she doesn’t fiddle with 
the ash-tray and cookie-jar kind of craft. She starts 
with a specific need in mind. She knows exactly where 
the finished product will be placed. Before she branches 
out into a new area of work, a whole set of questions 
has occurred to her—questions to which she then finds 
the answers. She may start by buying the most ordinary 
how-to-do-it book. From it she sorts the basic facts of 
the technique, skipping all the illustrations of common- 
place objects suggested for the beginner. Then she’ll 
visit a factory or watch a professional at work, noting 
the tools and materials. Often she’ll reject their system 
and do a little improvising. 

She’s been improvising for years. Until a few years 
ago her big love was puppet-making and the associated 
arts of stage and costume design. Recently she began 
applying her accumulated creative know-how to new 
kinds of homework. As a result she made mosaics, em- 
broidered large panels,.started her first oil, and de 


signed lamps. Now she has added a new dimension— 


ceramics, but ceramics with a fresh approach. Mrs. 
Dawson didn’t invent the two craft tec hniques shown 
on these four pages, but she developed and interpreted 
them in her own atypical way. (Please turn the page) 
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Ingredients for the little tile mural shown opposite: Eight ceramic 
6” x 6” tiles, in unglazed or bisque state; fourteen 2” x 6” border 
tiles, glazed; several jars of Super-1-Stroke ceramic colors and a jar 
of white underglaze. The sketch, drawn to the exact scale of tiles 
should be on architects’ tracing paper which is strong, transparent. 





On the back of her original sketch, Mrs. Velma Dawson outlines the 
design with a soft marking pencil. Again putting the sketch right 
side up, she lays it on white bisque tiles. Now she traces over 
the original drawing with a slightly harder pencil—the intention is 
to leave a delicate impression of the design right on the unglazed 
tile. Mrs. Dawson has exaggerated the result for this photograph. 





Now, using the clay colorings (designed specifically for ceramics), she 
paints directly over the light pencil impression, choosing whatever 
color seems appropriate. A clear glaze is applied over the colors 
after they have dried, and the tiles are fired in a kiln at 1900°. This 


glazing guarantees the washability and permanence of the little mural.

The need for a backsplash that would take a beating 
from spattering grease inspired Mrs. Velma Dawson 
to paint this “Lion in the Herb Patch” mural. The 
whole process is so simple, Mrs. Dawson feels it’s 
a wonderful beginning for the person who claims he 
ean’t do creative work. The only investment is the 
purchase of some 6” x 6” unglazed or bisque tiles, 
some 2” x 6” border tiles, and a few jars of coloring. 


Winter headquarters for the John Dawsons is a two- 
bedroom cottage at the new Eldorado Country Club in 
Palm Desert, California. Throughout the cottage are 
evidences of Mrs. Dawson’s investigation into the arts 
—a mosaic in the garden, an oil painting in the 
bedroom, some Persian figurines in the living room, 
and the ceramic plaques shown on the following pages. 
In the kitchen, which was decorated by Howard Bristal, 
she added the yellow awning over counter cooking unit.

Mrs. Dawson can make ceramics of almost any design 





Knowing this ceramic figure would 
require many firings due to the 
size of her kiln, Velma Dawson 
made an individual pattern for each 
part out of her husband’s shirt card- 
boards. (She says they’re just the 
right weight.) Once she had these 
patterns, it didn’t matter in what 
order she fired the various sections 
of the body. She just chose which- 
ever one interested her as a starter.

Using a moist red clay which she buys 


already prepared, Mrs. Dawson sets 
out a layer about 4” thick. Two 
strips of wood just this depth act as 
forms, help her judge the thickness, 
and also prevent clay from flattening 
out at the edges. She keeps a pan of 
water handy and uses it whenever the 
clay seems too dry. Set on the table are 
a rolling pin, wet cloth, and the bag of 
prepared clay (it is bought this way). 









Here the wet cloth is placed over 
the strip of clay before it’s smooth- 
ed out with the rolling pin. In these 
photographs Mrs. Dawson is getting 
ready to make some of the small 
parts for her ceramic girl, but 
when she made the larger units for 
the family group, opposite, she 
naturally rolled out bigger sections 
of clay. However, no piece can be 
larger than the kiln tray or rack. 
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When clay is well rolled, Mrs. Dawson lays the cardboard patterns 
right on top and with a sharp tool trims off excess. (This is never thrown 
away, but re-wet if necessary and returned to bag of clay.) When a 
texture is desired, such as the scallop on the slipper, the indentations 
must be made before the first firing at 2100°, while the clay is malle- 
able. Pieces above were stippled with a little sponge dipped in water. 


Here you see the final stage—the second firing. All paints and decora- 
tions haye been applied, including long strands of ‘curls. This baking 
in the electric kiln at 1900° will seal and make permanent all the 
ceramic colors. Mrs. Dawson particularly enjoys these rolling-pin 
ceramics because she’s free to change and improye as she goes along.

This textural woodland scene was Mrs. Chapman’s first effort. ‘“‘Trees”

imprints of the backs of leaves pushed into sand. Honeycomb texture is the

Delightful adornment in the Chapman garden took its 
concave form from the impression of a real fish, its 
convex form from a fish-shape mound of damp sand. 
Radiating lines of this mosaic 
starburst were made in sand 
by edges of wood slats. Pieces 
of mosaic tile were pushed 
into the indentations so they 





would be embedded in plaster. 
Mr. Chapman used medium coarse sand for his spoon-scooped horses, gave 


the background a texture by throwing water at the damp sand from a bottle.

Sand Casting 


@ A box of sand, a bag of plaster, your own free-soaring 
imagination—and you can turn out such intriguing sculp- 
tural creations as these, looking like bas reliefs carved out 
of sand-dusted ancient stone. 

But you can make them in a few hours’ time, exercising 
little more skill than it takes to make a mud pie. For sand 
casting is basically an elementary process used by prehistoric 
man to mold objects of iron. It’s a matter of indenting or 
scooping out designs in a bed of damp sand and then cover- 
ing the sand with plaster. The plaster fills the indentations 
and, when it hardens and is lifted out of the sand, there are 
your designs in astonishingly sharp relief. 

The designs you can create are limitless. Draw your pat- 
terns freehand or make imprints on the sand with almost 
anything you can think of—leaves, corks, potato mashers, 
footprints, fish, ad infinitum. It’s as full of surprises as a 
whodunit, for the most unlikely objects form unexpectedly 
interesting designs. 

Children are as enthralled as adults, so this is a natural 
family project. One family is “writing a diary” in plaques 
to sheathe the walls of a room. Another invites each guest 
to make a casting to be set in a grille-like patio screen. Using 
concrete instead of plaster, you could even create a new 
facade for your house. 


On the next two pages I describe the step-by-step process.

] The materials you need for sand casting are: 

| Casting plaster or painter’s plaster, available at build- 
ing supply dealers. 100-lb. bag makes four or five castings 
of size shown here. Prices vary country-wide. In N. Y. 5 lbs. 
casting plaster is about 70¢; painter’s about 30¢. Don’t use 
old lumpy plaster. 

Sand, from a beach, a cement dealer or a sand lot. Toy 
shops have sterilized sand-box sand of good uniform quality. 
Two bucketfuls are enough. If uncolored, sand is reusable. 
A wood casting frame, made of four 1” x 3” wood strips 
and four 4d finishing nails. (Directions on page 97.) 
Copper wire or wire coat hangers for hanging hooks. 
Plasterer’s screen mesh for reinforcing large castings, from 
hardware stores. Chicken wire is good if it’s flat. 

Colored earth pigments for coloring plaster, at hardware 
dealers, from 35¢ to 90¢ lb., depending on color. 

Large sheet of plastic to work on, like a dry cleaner’s bag. 
Tools: spoons, knife, pencil, bottle with sprinkler top for 
water, a board for smoothing sand, whisk broom. 

3-gallon dishpan for mixing plaster. Plastic cleans easiest. 
Pint-size plastic bowl for pouring plaster. 

Newspapers.in quantity, for protection and cleaning up. 





¢y Work at table height. Set the casting frame on a plastic 
— sheet. If your casting will need a hanging loop or 


reinforcement, get these ready now to be embedded _ in 
plaster later. For reinforcement, cut plasterer’s mesh a little 


smaller than the finished casting. Fill the casting frame 


with sand to a uniform thickness of one inch. Thoroughly 
dampen the sand. To hold impressions well without crum- 
bling, it should be no wetter than the edge of a beach 
after a wave has washed away. For a smooth background, 
dampen sand with a sprinkler and smooth the surface with 
a small board. You can get a textured background by 
throwing water out of a bottle onto the dry sand. Vary 
the texture by regulating the amount of water spilled with 


your thumb (above). 
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To dampen a textured background like the one this 

casting will have, sprinkle the sand, being careful not 
to destroy the texture already created by water spills. You 
can also create texture by smoothing the surface with a 
board and pressing pieces of wire mesh, screening, or wood 
on the sand to form imprints. Or you can get interesting 
textural effects by sprinkling the sand with sands of varying 


coarseness. As you work with sand you will discover how 
much it can vary in color, fineness, and its ability to take 
impressions. A flat bed of very fine sand takes astonishingly 
accurate, almost etching-fine impressions of leaves, shells, 
and similar delicate forms. 


A, Now that the background is made, just go ahead and 
experiment with textures, colors, and shapes. This is 
the real fun of creation, drawing freehand designs with 
knife or pencil, scooping out or building up forms with 
spoons and fingers, and—most intriguing for the complete 
amateur—discovering objects with which to press impres- 
sions in the sand. The scope is almost limitless, from obvi: 
ously moldable forms to such unlikely things as potato 
mashers. Remember two important things: every hole dug 
into the sand will be a positive form (sticking out) in the 
finished casting; the finished casting will be a mirror image 
of the design in the sand. A fish facing right in the sand 
mold, faces left in the finished cast. If you want to get 
convex (raised) forms, like hand-prints, they must be built 
up on the surface of the sand. Coarse sand produces heavy 
texture, so in coarse sand make designs bold and impres- 
sions deep to get high relief. Stones, shells, pieces of glass, 
string, or wire can be stuck in the sand, face down, to be 
embedded in the plaster. To color areas, carefully sprinkle 
pigments on sand wherever you want the color to be. 














D CASTING continued 





Now mix the plaster. But first read these rules care- 

fully and have all necessary tools lined up, for mixing 
must be done rapidly and accurately. Allow three pounds 
of plaster to a quart of water, or use this rule: Fill dishpan 
two-thirds full of cool water. A handful at a time, gently 
sift plaster through your fingers into water until an island 
of dry plaster builds up in center of pan. This should cover 
about one-fourth the surface area of water. Let this stand 
for two minutes. Put one hand underneath the surface of the 
water and gently agitate until mixture is smooth, squeezing 
out any lumps. Plaster should be the consistency of heavy 
cream. With experience you learn how to gauge this. 





6 With a pint-size bowl, pour creamy plaster gently over 
the entire surface of the sand until a thin layer is built 
up. For a 2’ x 4 casting, plaster should be at least 14” 
thick, preferably 2”. You may need to make several batches 


of plaster, but don’t worry about pouring a second batch 
after the first has started to set. The layers will adhere if 
you use good plaster. Keep plaster a heavy-cream con- 
sistency. Thicker than this, it starts setting so fast you have 
to work too quickly. Thin plaster will ruin the mold at first 
pouring. To keep plaster from hardening under your finger- 
nails, scrape nails on soap before putting hands in plaster. 


Hi 


If you’re using reinforcing mesh, lay it carefully on 

top of first-poured plaster covering. You can use several 
small pieces of mesh instead of one large piece, but criss- 
cross them. Lay your pre-bent wire hanging loop on top of 
mesh. Cover all this with another layer of plaster or as 
many as you need. After mixing each separate batch of 
plaster, wipe the pan carefully with your hand so there will 
be no hard plaster in the next batch. Immediately after the 
last plaster is poured, clean off your hands and utensils. 
Use newspapers for the clean-up; dispose of them in the 
trash. Never wash plaster down the sink. It hardens and 
may clog the sink trap.

Now comes the big moment for viewing your work, but 
don’t be tempted to peek until the plaster is set. 
Plaster will be warm during the setting process. When it 


is cool, the setting is complete, but plaster will still be 
fragile. Wait several hours or, better, overnight. Then re- 
move the frame. Gently tap one projecting end of the frame 
with a hammer to loosen it from the plaster. Remove the 
whole frame. Cautiously lift one long edge of the casting 
from sand. Stand it on edge and lightly brush off excess 
sand with a whisk broom. Remember, the plaster is still 
delicate, not completely dry. A 2”-thick casting may take 
a week or so to cure thoroughly. Then you may sandpaper 
its edges smooth or burnish highlights in your design be- 
fore hanging the work of art on the wall.

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The Perfect Omelet 





The omelet is the most useful single thing you 
can cook. It can be the first, middle, or 

last course. The “omelet king” of the U. S., 

who makes 20,000 to 30,000 a year for big’ parties, 





explains his technique and gives 7 recipes 


: 


® Being able to make a perfect omelet is as necessary to 
the good life as making a good cup of coffee or tea. But 
a perfect omelet has the advantage of changing its character 
to fit all types of menu planning and social life. 

The omelet can be a main course dish, a dessert, a feature 
at a cocktail party or at a reception. It can be all things to 
all people and all occasions. The only requirement is that 
it be a perfect specimen of omelet cookery. And that takes 
nothing but skill, which means attention to details. 

The perfect omelet is golden in color, light in texture and 
voluptuous in outer appearance. Its center should be not quite 
liquid but creamy. Since a rolled omelet continues to cook 
even after it is on the plate, you should cook it till it just 
sets, which could be called 95 per cent done. 


The Egg Is Crucial 


The eggs for pure omelet making should be very fresh. 
If your eggs come from your own hens, you can know exactly 
how fresh they are. If you buy them in the market you may 
want to test their freshness at home. The easiest method is 
to place the egg in cold water just to cover. If it lies flat 
it is full and fresh. The fresher the egg the fuller it is. If it 
tilts slightly, it is good for baking or frying. If it sits up, it 
is not fit to eat. 

The best way to keep an egg fresh is to store it in a cool 
place away from odors of strong-smelling fish or cheese. 
However, the eggs for the perfect omelet should be at room 
temperature. For best results remove the eggs from the 


refrigerator about one hour before using. Each omelet should 


have three eggs. This will give you an omelet with enough 
thickness so that it may have a filling. One dozen large eggs 


will make four omelets.

The Right Pan 

A special pan should be kept solely for making omelets 
and crépes. It may be of cast iron, stainless steel, or cast 
aluminum. Its sides should be sloping and it should measure 
8 to 10 inches across. Weight can vary according to prefer- 
ence. I use the Cordon Bleu omelet pan of heavy cast alumi- 
num. [Epiror’s Note: Available by mail, $7.50 postpaid, 
from Thompson-Winchester Co., 165 Bridge St., Cam- 
bridge 4, Mass.] When the pan is new, it should be cured 
by heating a tablespoon of butter or oil in it slowly. Sprinkle 
on a little salt and with a paper towel rub it well on sides 
and bottom. 

The pan should never be washed after it is thus cured. To 
clean away small egg particles that may remain, use a little 
salt and wipe out with a paper towel. If a cast aluminum 
pan is selected, before curing it, polish the inside surface 
with a soaped steel wool pad till shiny. The pan should never 
be washed again. Dry it and give it the salt and butter 
treatment outlined above. 

When using a new pan, be generous with the butter. The 
more the pan is used, the better it becomes. If you get in 
trouble and some day an omelet sticks, clean the pan by 


scouring it with salt and wipe it out with a paper towel. 


Making the Plain Basic Omelet 

A single omelet for a main dish requires three eggs, and 
this recipe and all others here are for one person. Break 
3 fresh eggs in a bowl. In a cup place 2 tablespoons of 
water (or beer), 14 teaspoon of salt, a scant 14 teaspoon of 
Tabasco. Dissolve the salt. Beat eggs just enough to mix 


them. Do not over-beat as they will (Please turn the page) 








Do not overbeat eggs; they should look stringy and 
make a sticky thread when you lift the beater or whisk. 
Pre-mix other seasonings, then add to eggs. 





For a standard-size omelet use 24% cup beaten eggs, 
which is about 3 large eggs. For a small reception om- 
elet, suitable for cocktail parties, use 14 cup. 


After 8 to 12 circular motions, spread mixture evenly 
over bottom. Pause briefly while mixture sets. When 
all liquid has set and looks glossy it is time to roll.

@® You can get professional-looking results from plastic-em- 
bedding with your very first try. Many of the panes and 
panels we show on these and the following pages were the 
first tries of home craftsmen, and some were done right here 
at House BEAUTIFUL. Even among the studio-designed pieces 
we show, you'll see first-time efforts of pros tackling this 
fascinating new medium. 

Without any fear of failure, pour yourself a pane or panel. 
For a fraction of the cost of custom-made pieces you can 
turn out your own, which will be as unlike those rolling out 
of a factory as any of these one-of-a-kind designs. 

You can make yours to set in existing glass doors or win- 
dows to insure privacy or conceal bad views without blocking 
out light. You can make yours to decorate windows too awk- 
ward to drape: to filter a lovelier light from a skylight.

Such plastic panels are usually set over glass 
window walls or doors and held in place with wood strips 
or moldings. Since plastie may tend to weather when used 
for outside panels, you would not use it in most climates 
as a substitute for glass. They can stand on their own, how- 
ever, for various interior uses. In this same house more of 


these panels are used as room dividers.

using your decorative plastic panels for screens, room dividers, 
partitions for interiors, enclosures for bathtubs. For these 
purposes, plastic panels don’t need glass, only framing with 
wood strips or molding. (We think it isn’t very suitable for 
use as table tops or counters because not enough light can 
come through plastic and because hand-crafting gives it a 
textured surface.) 

lor your entry into this wonderful world, make a trial 
run, investing $10 or $12 in enough materials to make a 
sampler and a small project. (See our sampler, page 90, and 
pane set in a bathroom window, page 93, made as a trial run.) 
You'll find, as we did, that doing a real piece makes your 
experiment in plastic much more rewarding. 

Just try it, following our step-by-step technique on page 96, 
for which you'll need these materials: One gallon can of 
polyester resin (syrupy liquid that looks like apple jelly just 
before it jells) and its own little bottle of catalyst which 
hardens the liquid into a rigid panel; a small box of string- 
like putty for making your leak-proof form; one square yard 
of fiber glass mat for reinforcement. 

Fiber glass mat (we prefer it to fiber glass cloth) is a rein- 
forcement that does for plastic what iron rods do for concrete 


slabs. It comes in several weights. Use the one-ounce weight 











for small pieces, the 114-ounce weight for larger panels. You'll 
get between eight and nine square feet of plastic paneling 
from these materials. 

For your trial run, have everything ready-cut, assembled 
and planned because once the resin is mixed, it won't wait 
for you to cut your mat, to search for shells, pebbles, or tis- 
sue papers to embed or to arrange in a composition. (Farther 
on you'll read about the fine points of embedding and all the 
decorative things you can use.) If you want to protect your 
hands, wear re-usable polyethylene (not rubber) gloves. 

After your first experiments, you can go on to more ambi- 
tious projects. For larger pieces, you'll save money by buying 
polyester resin in lots of five gallons or more which will keep 
well at low temperatures but hardens in summer heat. (See 
sources on page 97 for buying this plastic which, of all the 
family of plastics, performs the best for the home craftsman. ) 
In spite of its slightly permeating odor, it is not toxic or 
explosive, and needs no heat or machinery for molding.

1. Plain rice and mulberry papers, 36” x 24”, available 
at art supply and oriental stores, are excellent carriers of 
creative art work. When saturated with resin, they become 


translucent, leave only the pigment (Please turn the page)

drop your design into the plastic when youw’re ready to embed. 
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Limbering up her designs to look as though sea ferns sway in 
the water and grass bends with the breeze pays off for Nancy 
Hutchings in screens like these shown above and at the left.

Pour more resin on mat if needed. working 
it in gently, until the mat is completely saturated.

If bubbles of air have been trapped, 
use the edge of the cardboard to chop them 
up and pop them. When more resin is needed, 


mix only what you are sure to use immediately. 





Putty edging will probably adhere to the em- 
hedment, but most of it can be peeled off. Do 


not try to use this putty again. Remaining putty 
and rough edges of embedment can be smoothed 
considerably with ordinary scissors (above). It 
can also be trimmed on a power saw or, when 


clamped between two pieces of wood, planed off. 


Mix resin in quart batches (or 
less). This makes 2 square feet of 
plastic. One tablespoon of catalyst 
per quart (*4 teaspoon per cup) al- 
lows 20 minutes of work before it 
begins to jell. Less slows process; 


more speeds it. Cover bottom of form., 


This embedment used decorated 
rice paper similar to that in window 
on page 93. Lay paper or other em- 
bedment in accurately, pressing down 
into resin to remove air. Coat with 
resin to glaze surface. Clean all tools 
immediately in rich prepared suds. 


Finished embedment shows 
transparency of panel—for light and 
objects against it (note clarity of 
hands). Objects at any distance be- 
come indistinct. See general story 
for what to embed, where to use 
embedments, material sources, etc.

Solid cotton fabrics do not. Press 
any fabric you use free of wrinkles.

How to make a casting frame 


Walter Chapman, who made the 
castings and gave the directions for 
send casting on pages 82 to 85, 
makes his casting frame _ three 
inches deep, using four pieces of 
1” x 3” lumber. Length of boards 
depends upon the size and shape 
of the casting. The frame is a de- 
vice to retain the sand bed and 
plaster while you’re working and 
to hold the casting in shape until 
it hardens. 

The frame is purely temporary, 
so should be made to be easily dis- 
assembled. Mr. Chapman nails it 
together with a four-penny finish- 
ing nail at each corner. Nails are 
driven only partly through, so they 


can be pulled out easily and the | 
frame taken apart. | 

The lumber should be butt- 
jointed at the corners, with one 
side overlapping the end of the 
adjoining side for a few inches. It 
is then easy to knock the frame 
apart by tapping the extended sides 
with a hammer. Lumber can be 
used time and again to make cast- 
ing frames. 

William Ward Beecher, another 
aficionado of sand casting, has de- 
vised a hinged, permanent frame 
which flattens out into a long strip 
and hangs on the wall between 
castings. Making butt joints, he 
hinges three corners of the frame 
and joins the fourth corner with 
two hooks. When casting is finished 
he unhooks the frame and removes 
it in one piece.

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This tapestry of a prancing horse, by Walter 


Chapman, is more densely woven 
Tawney, and casts quite positive 


than those by Mrs. 
shadows. Here his 


warp is jute string, but he uses anything, even double- 


twist sewing threads. He weaves with a threaded needle. 


Rich variety in colored yarns is 
the main necessity, for expressive- 
ness in color is how Mrs. Tawney 
achieves the abundant richness that 
makes her tapestries so eye-filling. 

She goes to great lengths to pro- 
cure yarns with differing character. 
She will buy already-woven fabrics 
from Haiti or Morocco and unravel 
them to get more variety of tex- 
tured yarns than can be bought 
through normal yarn sources in 
this country. 

Her workshop seems like a fan- 
tastic flower garden in some “Never- 
Never Land,” due to the heaped 
baskets of brilliantly-colored balls 
of yarn sitting about the floor. Even 
a twelve-inch length of something 


may be precious because it can be 


intertwined with some other color 
to create a new hue. 


A beginner can get fast results 


The open tapestries on these fac- 
ing pages are early attempts by 
rather a beginner working, not 
with a loom, but with a carpentered 
stiff frame. Walter Chapman had 
never heard of Leonore Tawney’s 
work when he made these tapes- 
tries. He had some previous ex- 
perience on a loom, having used a 
two, a four, and an eight harness. 
But he had never gone very deeply 
into it.

or wood frame is optional. 

At first it was thought the mag- 
nesite mortar needed to be at least 
an inch deep in order not to crack, 
but a well-mixed, fairly wet batch 
one-half inch thick (with or with- 
out a frame) will set nicely and 
be much lighter in weight. Using a 
brush and India ink we draw our 
design on the shellacked panel in 
bold outline, then staple it with 
the wire mesh called “hardware 
cloth.” This mesh is what holds our 
mortar—and the materials we 
embed in it—to the panel.

The tools needed are relatively 
few. Beyond a good pair of tile 
nippers, bought where you buy 
your tile, and a nice flexible pal- 
ette knife, from an artists’ supply 
house, all implements come from 
the dime store or your own kitchen. 
You will need (1) a white or clear 
plastic bowl to mix your mortar 
in, (2) a “Scotcher” or rubber pot 
scraper to mix your mortar with, 
(3) large and small spoons for 
dishing out magnesite and dry col- 
or, (4) a spatula for smoothing out 
large areas of mortar—the palette 
knife is for shaping them, and (5) 
a pair of tweezers for picking out 
materials embedded wrongly. 

Now the fun begins! The great 
joy of magnesite is that if you mix 
the batter to the right consistency 
you can start setting in your col- 
ored shapes wherever you please, 
adding shape to shape—like a jig- 
saw puzzle—as time and expedi- 
ence allows. The dry mortar will 
bind to the fresh wet mortar simply 
by being moistened. Dried areas 
can also be matched by being mois- 
tened. But only from experience 
will you learn how much lighter 
each color will dry. Until then it 
is good to know that a mortar back- 
(which should not match 
the embedded material exactly’) 
can be discreetly but permanently 
tinted with thin washes of casein 
paint, used like a dye. Magnesite 
panels are feasible wherever they 


ground 


are not actually exposed to sun 
and rain. 

For all completely exposed, all- 
weather mosaic jobs (like my pool- 
side “flower-beds”), there has until 
now been no substitute for cement. 
That remains true for pavements. 
and possibly for swimming pools. 
For all other outdoor installations 
there is now a marvelous new prod- 
uct called Crest Tile Set Com- 
pound, manufactured by the Kaiser 
Company. It is a fine-grained and 
neat mortar for setting tile on gar- 
den walls and ornaments, 
vided only that they have been 
proved weather-worthy—like con- 
crete, brick, rough exterior 
plaster. As Tile Set Compound is 
a kind of cement there is still some 
doubt as to how permanently it 
will stick to wood, but for that 
matter mosaic tile really does not 
look well with wood; mosaic wants

If you feel uncertain or hesitant 
about beginning, think in terms of 
something you may use: a crib 
quilt or a pillow cover. A pattern, 
to be repeated, is a good way to 
start. Use a simple geometric shape 
—a square, a circle, or a rectangle. 
Cut a number of these in various 
colors, and then start arranging 
and rearranging them. Just rectan- 
gles of several sizes can be com- 
bined to make a handsome cover, 
perhaps in combination with ap- 
pliqué or embroidery. The rectan- 
gles can be either joined together 
or appliquéd to a backing piece. 

I prefer using a simple running 
stitch for appliqué, as I like to be 
able to see the threads that join the 
pieces. I have used the blind-stitch 
when this seemed preferable and 
have also made use of embroidery 
stitches, though I rely mostly on 
the plain stitch. This allows the 
thread showing on top to vary from 
a dot appearing at intervals to an 
almost solid line. (See Fig. 1.) 

I would not suggest studying the 
various stitches before starting to 
sew and embroider. As you work,

If 
you collect fabric scraps of an in- 
determinate source, rinse and iron. 
Don’t take a chance with fading 
materials. Most wall hangings re- 
quire little care. If they collect 
some dust. a light shaking will re- 
move it. Quilts can easily be made 


show you quilt fillers that are moth 
proof, washable, non-shrinking. but 
read the labels. 

My work is primarily with wall 
hangings. so I am not greatly in- 
volved with quilting. If you are 
going to be. find out if there is 
someone in your community who 
can show you how it is accom- 
plished. Most libraries contain some 
books on the technique of quilting. 
I use some 2” x 2” boards, covered 
with muslin, and secured at the 
corners with C-clamps.

Quilting is simply a way of join- 
ing a quilt-top with the backing 
and a filling, with continuous lines 
of a running (or quilting) stitch. 
Along with the tendency to use the 
old quilt block patterns over and 
over, there is a general “lifting” of 
quilting patterns. The result of this 
is that a quilting pattern is some- 
times laid over a quilt top, with 
no regard for the design of the 
quilt. One pattern occurs over an- 
other, like printing a plaid over a 
floral print. The quilting pattern 
must grow out of the quilt-top. The 
lines of stitches must relate to the 
shapes and forms in the quilt. The 
quilting should, besides function- 
ing to join the three layers of ma- 
terial, enhance the quilt top. 


HOPE you’re now ready to col- 

lect your materials and begin 
work. Don’t bog down over thumb- 
pricks; they are an occupational 
hazard of stitchery. And keep your 
sewing handy, carry it with you. 
You can take a few stitches while 
the roast browns. or while you wait 
for the cub scouts to adjourn. Chil- 
dren will love the work and can 
provide much free inspiration. May 
you enjoy the colors, find delight 
in the work, feel satisfaction in the 
finished piece.

I suppose the main rea- 
son it is hard to get a stand is 
that they take so long in germi- 
nating, and thus are long vulner- 
able to these fungi.

others. Follow the very simple di- 
rections on the package. With car- 
rots I think treating seed with fun- 
gicide is a must. 

The fungicide may not prove all- 
seeing and all-doing, so the wise 
gardener avoids setting up con- 
ditions where the fungi will grow 
in strength. Do not plant too early, 
for these microscopic no-goods 
thrive in the cold and the wet. Like 
mushrooms, their favorite bed is 
manure—again we observe that too 
much manure is a bane on the car- 
rot crop. At any rate, if you use 
manure, do not do so the year you 
sow carrots. Never plant carrots in 


newly-broken ground. Make sure 
the earth has enough lime or wood 
ashes, which are also quite alka- 
line. These conditions cannot be 
avoided by starting the seedlings 
indoors, nor is it feasible to piece 
out a seanty row by moving the 
seedlings around, for, like many 
plants with a tap root, carrots do 
not take well to transplanting. 
Otherwise, carrots seem to be 
fairly safe against the collywobbles 
and pests of life.

Carrots should be planted in 
rows fifteen inches apart and seed 
sown a quarter-inch deep.

Roses will grow in most garden 
soil. They won’t do well in too 
much clay, or too much sand. Peat 
moss can solve either problem. 
Where too much clay makes the 
soil hard or gummy, peat can be 
mixed in to lighten and open it up. 
If soil is too sandy, and won’t hold 
water, the peat can be added to 
give it the substance it needs. Al- 
though they do well in a wide range 
of soils, roses perform best in a 
slightly acid condition. Peat moss 
is on the acid side. 

When you plant be sure to dig 
the hole large enough to accom- 
modate the roots without crowding. 
And keep the soil moist until the 
plant is established. 

Opinion differs as to whether the 
bud-union should be planted above 
or under the ground. The bud- 
union is the enlarged section be- 
tween root and stem where the hy- 
brid selection is grafted to a native 
root chosen for its hardy vigor. 

The best general advice is to put 
the bud-union two to three inches 
under the surface 
weather gets down around zero.

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HOW TO MAKE MOSAICS THAT WORK FOR YOU

ducing functional surfaces usually 
use the indirect method which has 
always been used, even in ancient 
times for practically all architec- 
tural installations. 

This consists in pasting tesserae 
on paper (usually yellow detail 
paper), according to a pattern of 
the finished piece desired, placing 
them in the exact position they 
should be, allowing just a bit of 
space between them for mortar 
grouting. If the mosaic is being 
done according to a planned de- 
sign, the design can be sketched on 
the detail paper as a guide and 
should be in reverse. 

Most professionals make their 
own glue for this purpose. It must 
be one that is tough and will not 
crack in handling, yet can be 
soaked off finally with water. 

You can make one of the best 
glues yourself. It consists of flour 
and water paste, cooked to the con- 
sistency of a thick custard, with a 
twentieth part each of molasses and 
glycerine added to keep it from 
getting brittle. This glue will sour 
and dry out eventually, so new 
batches will have to be made if 
you are working ever a long period 
of time. 

For a random design such as we 
used on the counter shown on page 
70 and which is also frequently 
used for table tops, a sufficient lot 
of smalti were mixed together in 
amounts of each color proportion- 
ate to that desired in the finished 
design. In estimating how much 
material to prepare, one can figure

Steps to take afte 
your pasting is done on the pape 
templates is explained earlier. 





To obtain samples 


We have arranged with Leo P. 
Popper & Sons who import and 
distribute Italian smalti in this 
country, to send you a sample bag 
of the 250 or more colors that they 
carry, together with a price list. 
This bag of samples costs $2.50 
parcel post prepaid. Their address 
is 147 Franklin St., New York 13. 

After you have chosen the colors 
with which you wish to work, each 
smalti sample can be broken in 
half with your mosaic clippers, one 
half for you to keep as a record, 
the other half to be sent back with 
your order for materials. Paste the 
collection of samples on a sheet 
of paper with scotch tape and state 
the amount desired beside each 
block. : 

Smalti cost from $2 to $3.25 a 
pound, according to the color de- 
sired. Gold and silver are $5.25 - 
a pound. It takes roughly 214 
pounds to cover one square {oot. 

Popper cannot measure out le<s 
than 44 pound of a given color. 
They can give an assorted range 
of colors by the pound within a 
single price range. The minimum 
order Popper will accept is for $5, 
shipped F.O.B. 

The world’s leading manbfac- 
turer of smalti, Ugo Dona, in Ven- 
ice, carries stock on a minimum of 
6.000 colors and often has 8,000 
to 10,000 colors available. The 
company does not like to bother 
with small orders. But to have their 
sample bag of 6,000 colors is excit- 
ing and stimulating and could help 
you enrich your less widely-colored 
supplies from U.S. dealers. 

Detail paper and mosaic nippers 
are available at most art goods 
stores. But if not to be found lo- 
cally, order by mail. A favorite 
type with mosaicist Louisa Jen- 
kins is a 5%” expandable jaw 
nippers made by L. S. Starrett Co. 
and sold by mail from Marwedel, 
1235 Mission St., San Francisco. 
California.

The Tassel Stitch. Working from right to left on the surface of 
fabric, take one stitch, picking up two or three threads of the fabric 
(1). Leave the end of the yarn exposed on the surface of the fabric for 
about 144”. (This makes half the tassel.) Now, take a similar stitch, 
starting a little to the right of your first stitch (2). Bring the needle 
up through the cloth immediately next to exposed piece of yarn (3). 
Pull yarn through cloth and clip it 144” from the fabric (4). 


twisted yarn of three strands, each 
strand a twist of two-ply in it- 
self. Miss Smith 
yarns, regroups the colors and 
threads the needle with them. She 
doubles them clear back so she is 
actually embroidering with six 
threads instead of three. The yarn 
comes in wonderful colors, and on 
page 45 we tell you how to get 
samples of 75 of them. She uses a 
big-eyed, No. 13 tapestry needle. 

With yarn of this bulk, the most 
satisfactory fabrics to embroider 
on are the fairly loosely woven 
types such as linen, monks cloth, 
burlap, and soft lamb’s wool inter-

CONTINUED FrRoM PRECEDING PAGE 


A basket-weave of Fiberglas is 
a possibility. A loose transpar- 
ent casement cloth offers another 


| choice, although fabrics with a 


firmer body are perhaps easier for 
a beginner to handle. Miss Smith 
suggests also that your fabric may 
help you gauge the placement of 
your pattern. A cloth that is woven 
or printed with a quiet repeat of 
self-color, stripes or crossbars can 
serve as a built-in measuring stick. 

Despite its bulkiness, the stitch 
lends itself to great variations of 
effects. as you can see in the pat- 
terns on pages 44 and 45. By 
spacing the tassels very close to- 
gether in regular lines, you can 
get a dense, heavy texture. By 
scattering them almost at random, 
it becomes light and airy. 

To get a contrast in texture, 
Miss Smith occasionally introduces 
French knots. You might simply 
concentrate on tassels alone or ex- 
periment by combining them with 
a flat stitch you feel is effective. 

We feel that the stitch is espe- 
cially appropriate embellishment 
for draperies and curtains, not only 
because of the pendant quality of 
the tassels, but also because it is 
so effective over a broad expanse 
of fabric. But the stitch is eminent- 
ly usable to give texture and color 
to a bedspread, a slipcover, a bed 
ruffle, or, in smaller applications. 
as trimming fringe. 


N PLOTTING your pattern it is 

easier to mark out general areas 
for color and the direction you 
want your pattern to take, for the 
threads in the fabric weave itself 
tend to keep your pattern in a 
straight line. A striped or self- 
patterned fabric, as suggested, can 
also help you determine your de- 
sign. But the stitch is so simple 
that your eye can fairly well judge 
how effectively you are covering 
the cloth. Specific marks for indi- 
vidual stitches are unnecessary.

Converting a dozen tin cans 
into a caterpillar pull-toy 
can turn into 


a lesson in awareness

1. Stevie and I bought tin 


cans of all different sizes. As 
we used each one, he smelled and 
tasted a bit of the contents. He 
learned to identify many of the 
food items just from the aroma.

@ As the grandmother of Stevie, 
just turned three, I have been ex- 
ploring the magical world of play.’ 
At first I made the mistake of 
thinking of play as a frivolous, use- 
less pastime, something to be done 
“just for the fun of it.” I couldn't 
have been more mistaken, for to. 
Stevie play is a full-time career | 
devoted to finding out al] about this 
exciting world we live in. 

He lives on the edge of a vast, 
unexplored wilderness—a big, 
wide, beautiful world filled with | 
unlimited possibilities for tasting, | 
seeing, hearing, smelling, and | 
touching. Stevie is well-equipped | 
for his task. His sharp eyes observe } 
in detail how the older first-graders 
conduct themselves (“Bang, bang, | 
you're dead”), and he has a talent | 
for re-enacting the role so that he, 
too, may live by these standards.

Notice particularly how this small 
explorer concentrates not one but 
all five senses, his entire sensory 
equipment, on finding out about 
this simple tin can. You can see 
that he seems to know instinctively 
that everything he will ever know 
about this world must come to him 
channeled in over his five senses. 

The child’s first problem is to 
gain skill in using those senses to 
plug in on the world. This is your 
clue. You can help by setting the 


stage, supplying the simple props 


in great variety and richness, then 
guiding your child into play activ- 
ities difficult enough to challenge 
his ability, yet simple enough to 
give him the joy of success in ex- 
ploring.

This simple homemade toy will 
be treasured by your child who has 
learned that toys need not material- 
ize out of thin air on a toy counter.

A light tower in the center 


of the house gives 20th-century drama 


This house does not imitate any previous building. But it does 
symbolize those hopes, aspirations, and human emotions that 
are summed up and expressed in the single word, home. 

Take the entrance hall, for instance (seen on these and the 
following two pages). It is where you enter, true enough, but it 
is far more than that. It is a tower of light—with sky at the 
top instead of a roof. 

It is the reversal of the usual entrance—leaving bright light 
and entering into shade. Here you leave the shadows of the porte- 
cochere and come into a joyous “outdoor” space where light and 
sun stream down the stone walls and the sound of a fountain 
fills your ears. Your mind says you are indoors, for indeed you 
came through what is clearly the front entrance. But you feel 
more outdoors than when you were outdoors. You immediately 
get the feeling that what is beyond is going to be worth paying 
attention to. 

Here is an emotionally thrilling space. It is impressive but 
not because it is trying to impress. It surpasses the old “grand 
staircase” by giving you the sense that you are enclosed 


by an even more important space (Please turn the page) 
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A stone tower, topped with a clear plastic “sky- 
dome” instead of a roof, is the mood-setter for 
this house. It produces the light of an outdoor 
condition, yet you feel enclosed and sheltered 
at the same time—truly a contradiction but an 
intriguing one. Part of the mood is evoked 
by the fact that this space is taller—for its 
horizontal dimensions—than any of us are 
used to. At night, down lights in the ceiling 
surrounding the sky-dome reproduce same light 
effect. Light tower, as an entrance hall, is the 
pivot of the plan for the whole house. A second- 
floor bedroom opens into this light tower like 
a romantic baleony, with shutters for privacy. 





How the sky-dome looks from the rooftop 
(above) and how it looks from inside when you 
are looking straight up (below). Shuttered bal- 
cony seen just below the skylight is a second- 
floor bedroom, which can enjoy the same light. 








Arrival at the house is by a drive-through porte- 
cochere which is under and sheltered by the second 
floor. This situation supplies weather protection 
for guests and family when they get out of their 
ears, either at the front door or in the carport. 


Front door with the light tower beyond it, seen 
from outside in the porte-cochere. Tiled floor ex- 
tends out through the glass doors, making the in- 
doors reach out to welcome you before you actually 
enter. Shutters made of grillwork may be closed.

Arriving in interesting space 
is a real event and a promise 


of what is to come, once you are inside 


condition. It reminds you of the Pantheon in Rome: soaring 
exaltation, with the sky the only dimension above you that might 
stop you. Yet the enclosed space is only 18 feet high. 

Here is a space that is a powerful conditioner—making you 
forget the street and the world you have just left. Once inside 
most houses, you are drawn to their perimeter—to the windows 
—because the outlook is the main attraction, and nothing inside 
can compete with it. In this house, the sky tower is an im- 
mensely dramatic interior. It is The Center, both as to room 
circulation and as to emotional impact. It is a real atrium— 
water and all—for you come in under a low space (6’9’’) into 
a high, seemingly roofless space. Your mind and your eyes are 
intrigued. This is something new in shelter. And indeed it is, for 
until the clear plastic sky-dome came into being as commer- 
cial reality, such a space would not have been feasible. Here is 


real exploitation of a 20th-century tool! 








Major ingredient in the 
drama of the light tower is 
the way the Indiana lime- 
stone is cut and laid, with 
“stick-outs” protruding as 
much as two inches. This 
in-and-out character pro- 
duces strong horizontal 
shadows and gives the sense 
of solidity that a masonry 
enclosure ought to have. 
But the reverse of this 
truth is that the same ma- 
sonry-laying would not be 
so characierful without the 
strong light of the sky. 
This irregularity, which is 
both vertical and horizon- 
tal, gives a character and 
depth of interest pointing 
up the fact that stone is a 
natural product and _ that 
this texture is even remi- 
niscent of how the strata 
of stone look in a quarry. 
Without ever stopping to 
rationalize, this essential 
rightness gets through to 
you emotionally. 


View of the light tower as 
you enter the front door, 
conveys the strong impres- 
sion that you are entering 
no ordinary space. Strong 
downlighting of stonework 
gives it an immensely in- 
teresting texture. If these 
same walls had not been 
rough stonework, the play 
of light on this hollow tow- 
er space would have been 
no more interesting than 
in an open-end tank. Vista 
through far opening is 
across dining room and 
out through southern win- 
dows to a distant view of 
the Ohio River valley. So 
the strong sense of enclo- 
sure is coupled with the 
promise of vistas. A front 
hall (which this is) can af- 
ford to be dramatic since 
you never stay there long 
enough to find such drama 
wearisome or distracting. 
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From the slope below the house, facing the side opposite 
the street approach, one can see how the house is harmo- 
niously related to its hillside site. It does not seem a 
foreign or an intruding eiement. The colors and textures 
of the materials used mingle without discord with those 
of the surrounding environment. The forms of the house 
enhance and emphasize those of the site with a counter- 
play of form. Note how the long horizontal lines of the 
roof are used to make the shape of the site more evident.

@ Architecture, aesthetically and in actuality, has its begin- 
nings as a design process with the site upon which it will 
eventually and irrevocably rest. Once the site has been deter- 
mined, it is the one fixed and dominant element in the design. 
To ignore it is folly. The changes that one may make in it 


are limited 





and expensive. Its: characteristics and qualities 
will be determinants of form and character in the design, if 
unity is to be achieved and conflict avoided. 

The site is more than a piece of real estate lying within the 
legally proscribed boundaries of its deed. Its actual bound- 
aries are as far away as one can see. Its characteristics are 
those of a region and a climate. They include natural elements 
of landscape and topography as well as the contributions of 
civilization to the scene. 

As the exterior and interior photographs of this house 
show, it has been beautifully and harmoniously related to 


its sloping hillside site. There is (Please turn to page 176) 
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The site. its total development and advantageous use 


as determined by the owner’s needs, were the starting 
points in the design of the house. It began with the 
planning of approaches and parking, guided by the 
desire to preserve the natural design values of site. 


Approaching the house from the street one looks out 
over it and sees it in relation to its environment. 
Since the house is seen from above and does not 
confront the viewer with a facade blocking out the sur- 
rounding landscape, its over-all form and the pattern 
of the roof become important features of the design. 





A modern interpretation of the porte-cochere and garages for 
three cars are provided beneath the higher element, the upper 
floor level. It bridges the space between the crown of the hill 
and the low, larger element and separates the service area from 
the main approach to the house. Note in the plan on page 114 
how space for two of the ears is unobtrusively tucked into the hill 
below the planted terrace outside of the girl’s bedroom. 











The exterior terraces of the house are, in all cases, aesthetic 
and useful extensions of the interior spaces. The terrace in the 
foreground of the above photo is a projection into the outdoors 
of the raised floor at the end ef the living room. Other examples 
can be seen in the plans and in interior views which face outward.

Broad terraces and steps

Unity of environment is emphasized not only by 
the continuity of spaces but also by the manner 
in which the forms of the building are interpen- 
etrated and interwoven not only with themselves 
but with the surrounding environment. Examples 
of this can be seen in this view of the service 
area: the projection into space of the kitchen 
yard at the right of the photo; the overlapping 
of the spreading roofs and balcony-like terraces; 
the extension of the foundation wall below the 
kitchen yard into the retaining wall of the serv- 
ice area.

This detail of the tile-covered steps of the living terrace, 
seen in the photos on this page and at the left, is an 
example of how the building is interlocked with its site. 
These steps do not appear to be built on top of the ground. 
Instead they appear to be a portion of it that, through 
a kind of transformation, has taken on architectural 
form and risen to merge with the forms of the house. 


This view of the fountain, a feature of the living room 
terrace, shows how natural features, such as water, sun- 
light, and planting, are used in the house as an integral 
part of its design: The play of water as it is thrown 
into the air falls back with a splash and cascades to the 
lower pool; the changing light patterns play on details of 
roof openings; planting areas are built into the terrace. 
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In this environment there is no separation 
between landscape and architecture;

In this view of the living terrace 
one sees how architecture and 
landscape can become mutually 
enhancing and interdependent el- 
ements. Having seen this house 
in this setting, one has difficulty 
realizing that it has not always 
been there. As a design it seems 
more pre-destined than _pre-de- 
termined.

The Significance of Beautiful Space 


The meaning of architecture is in-

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In the entrance hall (more details are on page 93) the guest re- 
ceives his first impression of the space within the house. One of 
its qualities is a sense of depth, secured by vistas penetrating 
deep into space. An example is this view along the gallery-like 
area at one side of living room, through the wife’s, bedroom, into 


the swimming pool area beyond, and finally into the out-of-doors. 
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@ ach of the arts has a particular medium through 
which its meanings are conveyed. (Meanings in art are 
not limited to those which can be stated and conveyed 
in words.) The composer communicates through sound, 
the painter through color, the sculptor through form. 
The medium unique to architecture is space itself. 

At times the use of these mediums may seem to over- 
lap. A painting may depict space; words may describe 
it: music may evoke some image of it. But the archi- 
tect works directly with space as his material. He 
shapes it as the composer gives form and structure to 
sound to create music. But, unlike the two-dimensional 
surface of painting or the three-dimensional form of 
sculpture at which we may look, the architect gives us 
three-dimensional space in which we live. 

It is this space that he endows with meaning and 
significance as the composer, somewhat similarly, puts 
his meaning into musical sounds and rhythms. If he is 
skillfull, it is this meaning that we recognize as beauty, 
as we experience, through our senses, the qualities of 
this space. Although we may not be aware of it, these 
qualities may affect our spirit, our emotions, and our 
general state of mind. 

As can be seen in the photographs of the 1960 Pace 
Setter, this house has within it space that is highly 
poetic in character. However, excellent as they are, these 
photographs cannot convey to you all of the qualities 
of this space. They include a richness of light and 
shade, of shapes and relationships, of color and tex- 
ture, of pattern and rhythm, and of the many other 
elements of building through which the human spirit 
can express itself. 

As an experience, living within this house can best 
be described as a revelation, A person moving about in 
this house is presented with a seemingly endless series 
of delightful revelations. We are not accustomed to this 
kind of communicative impact in a residence of mod- 
erate size. We have experiénced it previously only in 
buildings of great size and importance: cathedrals, pal- 
aces, monuments, and mansions. 

They have reminded us of the glory of God, the om- 
nipotence of rulers, the powers of great wealth. They 
have impressed us with their imposing massiveness and 
majestic scale. 

This house reminds us of something entirely differ- 
ent: the infinite possibilities open to man for human 
happiness and joy. To do so, it uses space more humane 
and intimate in scale, more lively and dynamic in char- 


acter, and having a serene dignity and repose. 





Coming into the living reom from the 


entry area during the day, one feels 


that he has walked into a richly fur 
nished pavilion, a securely sheltered 
space under a broad roof resting on 
substantial stone piers but otherwise 
open to views of the surrounding land- 
scape. This openness gives a quality 
of freedom to the interior; a person 
in the room does not feel restricted 
or contained within walls. Notice how 
the deep horizontal extensions of the 
surfaces of the lower ceiling and the 
floor work with the piers to effect a 


fusion of interior and exterior space. 


A night view of the living room from 
nearly the same position as the photo 
above shows still another quality of 
this interior space, revelation. As you 
ean see from this photo and_ the 
photos on the following pages a _ per- 
son moving about in this space is 
presented with a continuous series of 
revelations. The richness of this space 
consists of ever-changing aspects, re- 
sulting from changes of position. One 
does not grasp all of its content at 
one glance. Unlike a one-course meal, 
it seems to contain a seemingly inex- 


haustible sequence of fresh delights. 
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Delight is everywhere you look. | 
This house is an endless 


series of captivating revelations 
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Behind fabric-covered doors all the components for the finest sound 
reproduction are combined in a central source. In addition to tuners, 
amplifiers for radio, turntable, and tape deck, it is the library for records, 
tapes, sheet music, and scores. Compartment dividers are removable, 
so divisions can be remade horizontally or vertically. Upper area con- 
tains required cubage for resonance chamber of organ speakers and 
amplifier. Television set projects image from rear to large screen out 
in room. All units are yentilated by continuous air space in wall behind, 
with free circulation through open toe-space and louvered side panels.

@ The ever-increasing array of appliances for 
entertainment and entertaining has become 
part of everyday life. Television, radio, and 
all the accoutrements for sound reproduction 
are as much with us as plumbing and heating. 
The serenity of fine music and the glamour 
of the theater have become part of the pleas- 
ures of the living room. At the same time 
there has been a great revival of live music 
at home. More people than ever before are 
taking up musical instruments for pleasure. 

In this house all these elements are brought 
together, creating a household center for 
musical enjoyment and participation. Built 
into one wall in the living room are all the 
components for sound reproduction through- 
out the house, along with plenty of space for 
a big library of records, tapes, sheet music, 
and scores. Also included are sound chambers 
for the organ speakers and the stereo system, 
and a TV set that projects from the rear onto 
a large screen. Movies and slides are projected 
from the far end of the room, using portable 
projectors and a new portable screen with such 
radiance there’s no need to darken the room: 

As a central feature, the piano and organ 
are grouped together in front of this sound 
wall, with plenty of room for people to gather 
around and sing or play in ensemble. In the 
past, in the salons of princes, a setting for 
court musicians was an architectural focal 
point. Now, in the 1960’s, it is reappearing as 


the heart of activity at home.

This is the first time this type of tele- 
vision has been used in a home. It is 
projected television that throws its image 
from behind onto a screen 814 feet 
ahead, giving a big picture 54” by 40”. 
lt can easily be watched from the far- 
thest end of the room. Remote controls 
permit chair-side tuning. The rear pro- 
jection screen is mounted in special 
tracks so it slides out of sight above the 
low ceiling when not in use, as shown 
above. TV projection of this kind has 
been in use in theatres for some time. 
The unit shown here, a_ pre-produc- 
tion model, will be available this year 
in finished form for residential use. 




















The organ and piano are nestled together back to back, 
making one unit. This way the player at either instru- 
ment enjoys a view of the whole room and outside land- 
scape. From the lower part of the living room a perform- 
ance is also a visual pleasure since the performers face 
the listeners. This arrangement is especially good for 
organ-piano duets, since the players can see each other. 
The instruments are out in the room, free of walls, so 
there is space for informal group singing around the key- 
boards, as well as ample room for more formal chamber 
music or accompanied soloists. The low deck, spanning 
the room above, serves to deflect sound directly out into 
the room instead of losing it upward, as in most stages 
with high lofts. Recessed spots are individually switched 
and controlled by a dimmer so the effectiveness of 
lighting adds its glamour to a musical performance. 





Sloping door-fronts of storage bays serve as display panels 
for paintings and prints. Loose wood racks have dowels that 
can be slipped into holes on door-fronts for many different 
informal arrangements of art work. Lighting strip behind 
wood cover above each panel is dimmer-controlled so paint- 
ings can be lighted subtly or brought into major prominence.

Adequate storage at point of use:

@ Included in the planning of the house for the family’s 
cultural interests is the series of storage compartments for 
paintings and prints built between the stone piers at one 
side of the living room. These cabinets also house folding 
tables and chairs needed for large parties and concerts. The 
doors of. these compartments were detailed as lighted easels 
on which, according to their interests, the owners may dis- 
play works selected from their own collection or brought 


in for some special occasion. It is a gallery in miniature. 
























Storage units form a row of plaster 
bays on the exterior. Centered be- 
tween the stone columns with glass 
above and at each side, they project 
outside the main walls of the house 
as independent cabinets, shielding 
the living room from exposure to 
the entrance drive. Below you can see 
how tray tables and folding chairs 
are stored in these compartments 
for easy access when needed. Next 
bay contains larger tables. Other 
eabinets file paintings and_ prints.

@ When discussing art we often forget that living, as a 
human activity. is the primary art. The many supplementary 
activities we call art have their origin in the humanization 
of life and the enrichment of the human spirit. 

It is possible that primordial man became a human being 
at that moment when he looked up and saw beauty, when he 
found in the world a satisfaction not based upon animal 
needs, when he first began to decorate himself or to give 
his handiwork forms and patterns which to him seemed beau- 
tiful and significant. 

This house, as a work of art, is representative of arch- 
itecture’s prime importance in this essentially human act, 
giving beautiful and significant form to life itself. 

As an idea, this house is essentially a fundamental form 
of shelter, an open pavilion with a generous roof supported 
on a rhythmic procession of stone piers. But this basic form 
has been idealized and adapted to human needs, both prac- 
tical and aesthetic. As can be seen in the plan and in the 
bird’s-eye view, this form has become articulate and ex- 
pressive of the pattern of life within it. The central living 
area. the main room of the house, is the dominant element. 
From it. as subordinate but complementary elements, extend 
the private areas, the rooms of the master suite, the kitchen 
and service area, and the children’s wing. 

The gravitational center of the whole form is marked by 
the stone mass which rises through the roof. This contains 
the living room fireplace, a focal point in that area. It 
also contains the sky-tower, a two-story space that is the 
main entrance to the house and serves as a spatial con- 
nection between the children’s wing on the upper level and 
the living space below, giving a continuity to them. 

Architecturally, it also serves as a pivot point making 
the transition in form from the larger and lower main ele- 
ment to the less important, but higher, element. 

Aesthetically the sky-tower is the opening statement of 
the dominant theme of the house: the use of space, light, 
and shadow to create fresh forms of beauty. One enters from 
the shadow of the porte-cochere into an unanticipated flood 
of light from the skylight in the roof, a full story above. 
One steps not into a space restricted by enclosure, but 
into a space that soars upward and opens outward in all 
directions. One can see the sky overhead, into the bedroom 
on the second floor, into the living area, into the master 
suite with a glimpse of the swimming pool beyond, into 
the dining area and through it to the hillslope and the 


river beyond. But what one sees is (Please turn to page 177)

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@ The master suite terminates the living area like the 
crossing of a T. Here husband and wife have their sep-

bedroom is separated from the living area with a double 
set of doors, which creates a sound-deadening space. 

So here is every couple’s dream—a completely private 
kingdom of their own, a serene and intimate retreat 
where they can escape the world together. 

Such sanctuaries have been planned before, but rarely 
as sensitively. For this suite can give its occupants the 
ultimate in purely personal privacy—an independent 








apartment in which one partner is free to sleep, work, or 
invite his soul in solitude without disturbing the other. 
They can retire from each other by closing a door at each 
end of the storage corridor, in which is also centered a 
twin set of sound-deadening sliding doors. Each bedroom 
becomes an exclusively personal pavilion, as much an \ 
elegant studio as a sleeping room. The lady of the house 
can practice piano and voice in her bedroom without be- 
ing heard elsewhere. The master of the house can work in 
seclusion at his home-office desk overlooking a vast view 
of the Ohio River. Each room opens into its own solacing 
little garden; each has its own access to the exercise pool. 


Both occupants of the master suite lead tense and busy daily lives, 
so what may seem like Sybaritic luxuries are in fact needed re- 
storatives. Beds adjust electrically to any angle, for sleeping or 
lounging. In each bedroom built into the headboard within hand’s 
reach are an intercom system and lighting, telephones, stereo- 
music, and air-conditioning controls, by which each occupant 
ean in effect create his own climate and desired atmosphere.

Telephones are installed in drawers built into 





the headboards. Their extraordinary feature is 
that, once the receiver is lifted, a two-way 
loud speaker permits you to converse without 
having to hold the phone in your hand. Here, 
for instance, the lady of the house can carry 
on a conversation, meantime dressing, writing 
at her desk, or moving about the room. Similar 
phones, which are not yet generally available, 
are in both of these bedrooms and bathrooms.

Small, new, compact telephone on the

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Few sites can match the view of the river valley which the 





master of the house enjoys from his bedroom home-oflice desk. 

But the principles that bring the drama of the outdoors into 

this sheltering room exist for anyone to apply. Three walls 

are virtually all glass, one of them opening onto the master’s 

private terrace. Nature with its changing colors and forms, 

its varying lights and shadows, is always a close, healing pre- 

sence to a man whose room is his refuge from an active business 

life. But the room has in effect two more walls—the actual 

partition wall itself, which is lined with bookshelves and serves 

as a library, and a remarkable structure, part furniture, part 

partition, which incorporates headboard, work table, and shelves 

with a 16-drawer chest and clothes cupboard. 
To such a man it is at times more relaxing than otherwise 

to be able to keep in touch with the outside world, to catch 

up on office papers in quiet, and in a sense work while he relaxes. 

The shoulder-high headboard is consequently equipped with 

a no-hands phone over which conferences of several persons may 

be held, a dictating machine, and a control panel which, like 


the one in his wife’s room, lets him regulate climate, lighting, 


and music to his taste and mood.

In this glass-walled room functions, which usually require 
solid wall space, are centered in this architectural piece 
of walnut furniture.

House Beautirut 
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@® The majority of us still live in houses that were 
planned as an assembly of box-like compartments 
placed together. One compartment is the living room; 
another, the dining room; another, the kitchen, etc. 
Doors and halls attempt to tie them all together. They 
have no unified aesthetic relationship to one another; 
they are a medley of unrelated tunes, a pot-pourri of 
bits and snatches. 

This house sets the pace in many ways, but perhaps 
one of the most important is in its fresh concept of 
space itself: space as continuity and freedom of move- 
ment; space as plastic and flowing. This is a more vital 
concept than that with which most of us are familiar. 

In this house space is basically continuous. This is 
true not only of the enclosed area but of the outside 
space around it. You can move through it with no 
sense of going from one compartment to another or 
from the inside to the outside. There are no sharply 
defined limits or barriers. 

What is experienced visually as you move about in 


this space can best be compared to what you experience 
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aurally when listening to great music, a continuity 
that is always the same and yet always changing. Its 
meaning is not something that can be expressed in 
words. Its significance is the experience that affects 
and moves the observer. 

Specifically, to the person who experiences the beau- 
ties and pleasure of living in such space, it represents 
a new sense of freedom within shelter and a refreshing 
relation to the exterior environment. 

In our ancestors’ struggle with their environment 
nature was one of the enemies, a thing to be protected 
against. Many of our homes are still burdened with 
this heritage. We surround ourselves with walls that 
are no longer necessary, in order to protect ourselves 
against inherited phobias. But having shut out our 
imagined enemies, we have also shut ourselves in. 

The person who lives in this house, instead of being 
confined and cut-off by walls from the dynamic life of 
nature, can enjoy an intimate but sheltered association 
with it. He can enjoy the changing play of light and 


shade, the changes in season, the moods of nature. 











All of these are stimulating to the mind and the spirit. 

Without this renewing, close contact with the real 
world, which only primitive people in their rude shelters 
generally know and experience, life may become unreal 
and artificial, given to arbitrary forms and capricious 
practices, and ultimately decadent. 

This house is essentially an open shelter of stone 
piers supporting a roof. Although this idea has been 
enriched and elaborated to meet the needs of the 
occupants, it remains apparent as the controlling idea. 

Many techniques of planning are used to preserve 
this openness and continuity and to provide private 
and secluded areas in which a person feels snug and 
secure. For example, the master bedroom suite can be 
completely separated from the living area by a sound 
barrier of two sets of doors. Yet as an actual experience, 
the suite seems a continuation of the total space of the 
house. You are not aware of the doors except when 
they are closed, and then they seem not closed doors 
but a part of the wail. 

In studying the plan you can see that visual move- 
ment in a space is seldom restricted. Where one might 


expect to find a closed corner, there is rarely a corner. 


Either the opening to an adjoining space occurs at 





that point, as in the doors to the master suite, or the 
corner is opened to the outdoors. The structural sup- 
ports, the piers, are kept away from these corner inter- 
sections and glass is used there instead. And, as you 
can see in the photos, this glass has no corner framing 
member; it has been eliminated and the glass mitered 
as though folded around the corner. 

In the glazing of the openings between the piers, too, 
frames are eliminated wherever possible and, where 
not possible, are kept to a minimum. At the sides of 
the stone piers the glass is set into a slot in the stone- 
work. The surface of the pier is not interrupted with a 
frame for the glass. The glass tends to disappear. On 
the floor and the ceiling surfaces the frames used in 
setting the glass present only slight breaks in the con- 
tinuity of these surfaces. It is this visible continuity 
of surfaces that assists in establishing unity and con- 
tinuity between the interior and exterior. Floors of 
rooms continue outside as terraces without change of 
material. Interior ceilings are extended to become soflits 
of exterior roof projections. 

This glazing detail is supplementary to another 
technique used to further the sense of openness. 
Wherever possible, the elements of the structure are 
kept free of each other and separated by a glass-filled 
space. One example of this is the manner in which the 
storage compartments are placed between the piers 
along the gallery in the living room. The compartments 
stand free between the piers and are joined to them 
only by a broad shelf at their top. It is possible to look 
out through the space at both sides of the compart- 
ments as well as through the space above the shelf. 
In the same way, the clerestory windows between the 
two ceiling planes in the living room provide visual 
escape. The occupant is not confined. 

These areas of glass, either as vertical or horizontal 
spaces, are characteristic of the consiruction. They 
occur often in the plans and can be seen in many of 
the interior photos. Through them one catches intrigu- 
ing views of the exterior. But also, by articulating the 
elements of the building, keeping the piers and the roofs 
clearly evident, they emphasize its pavilion-like char- 
acter. Part of the pleasure of living here is simply the 
sense of freedom that one enjoys, the sense of being 
in an open and unrestricted space, yet beautifully 


sheltered. 


Here you see how glass is mitered at 
corners, how it is set into slet in masonry 
to eliminate trim here, how top and _ bot- 
tom moldings are kept to a minimum to 
emphasize the continuity of space and of 
surfaces between interior and_ exterior. 
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Two different aspects of the same 
group of rhythmic elements are 
seen in these views of the house 
from the dining terrace. The rep- 
etition of stone piers marks the 
dominant rhythmic unit. How it is 
subdivided into smaller units is 
seen in the spacing of the trellis 
openings in the roof, in the divi- 
sions of the glass between the 
piers, in the pattern of the areas 
of grass and planting in the ter- 
race, and in the decorative edging 
of roof and trellis. The basically 
poetic idea of the house is given 
a unified and _ vital expression 
through this inner structure of 
rhythm around which the space 
is woven. The stimulating visual 
patterns of line and surface, of 
space and substance, and of light 
and shadow, interwoven and work- 
ing together, contribute to a 
richer experience.

@ We need some imaginative stimulus in our lives to carry 
us through the many necessary but routine activities of 
living. Many homes that are satisfactory in other ways fail 
to supply this stimulus. They may function well as a place 
in which to cook, eat, and sleep. They may contain all of the 
desired physical comforts but offer few aesthetic pleasures 
to stir our emotions or lift our spirits. 

This house, as you can see from the photos, does have 
many qualities calculated to delight us, to give us more 
than physical pleasure. But its poetic qualities are not super- 
ficial decoration applied to it. Since the house originated 
with a poetic concept of living, these qualities are built into 
it as an integral part of its construction. 

They are conveyed to us by the strong rhythmic organiza- 
tion of its structure which gives form to the singing quality 
of its space. 

Rhythm is perhaps such a fundamental element of life that 
we are not as consciously aware of its presence as we are 
of its absence. It is in every aspect of life from the orbit- 
ing of the planets to the drawing of our breath. When it 
is present in our immediate environment, we have a sense 
of well-being; we feel that things are in proper order. 
When it is absent we may sense a certain degree of uneasi- 
ness without being aware of its cause. It is the rhythmi

the Art of Cooking 


® This kitchen is as rich in beauty as any living area in 
the house. An inspiring studio with none of the feel of a 
back room, it has been treated with the architectural im- 
portance it deserves. From the vaulted ceiling, with its giant 
skylights overhead, to the patterned mosaic of the tile under- 
foot, the kitchen shows the same sculptural detailing of light 
and space as the rest of the house. This all-satisfying beauty 
grew simply and directly out of the desire for a kitchen 
equipped with the latest and finest of appliances that would 
also have living-room elegance. 

Wherever the eye turns, there is something to enjoy: 
handsome textures and delicate patterns; vistas of rolling 
countryside; the play of light through grillwork in the sun 
court; the luxuriant foliage of big plants that bring fresh- 
ness into the room. 

In no other room is the lighting more exciting. Many 
sources of natural and artificial light, at many levels, 
make it possible to control the mood and atmosphere. In 
addition to broad expanses of glass in windows and doors, 
there are huge diamond-shaped skylights that span the ridge 
of the roof. Between the double plastic panels of the sky- 
lights are concealed fluorescent lighting fixtures, so that 
natural light during the day, or artificial light at night, 
glows from above. Reflected from the white ceiling is light 
Work 


counters in some areas are lighted from recessed ceiling 


from fixtures concealed above the overhead decks. 


fixtures; in others, from the underside of wall cabinets or 
shelves. Thus, light from many sources is fused together 
to bathe the room and all who are in it with shadow-free, 
glare-free light. 

The working arrangement of the room was planned so it 
would function as a one-woman kitchen, yet easily accommo- 
date additional help when large groups of people are being 
entertained. The center island divides the working area in 
two. In normal family use, one side is primarily devoted to 
food preparation and cooking, while the other is used for 
cleaning up. Neither operation interferes with the other, 
so that, for example, desserts could be laid out in ample 
space at the same time the dinner plates were being stacked 
near the twin dishwashers. When the kitchen is put to use 


for large groups, it can work like the miniature of a com-

mercial kitchen, for both sides of the island are equipped 
with sinks and cooking centers. One side has the sit-down 
vegetable sink, the other a regular double sink. One side 
has a countertop range and a built-in oven, while the other 
has twin-burner fold-back units and a built-in barbecue. 
Thus, both can be used for preparing food or cleaning up. 
Two rolling tables provide still more work area—they can 
be raised or lowered for standing or sitting height. 

For all its wealth of mechanical equipment, this is a 
quiet room in which to work. The stone columns and change 
of ceiling levels, which add interest to its space, also help 
to break up the sound. The acoustical plaster of the sloped 
ceiling absorbs it. The result is a quietness not found in 
most kitchens. 

Like the rest of the house, the kitchen has its own air- 
conditioned climate, so equipment is vented wherever pos- 
sible. Heat from refrigerators and freezers vents into the 
same flue that serves the range hood. Exhaust fans carry 
off heat, grease, and moisture of all cooking areas. 

The large areas of glass make this kitchen a delightful 
place in which to work. Mitered corner windows, full-length 
glass doors, clerestory windows above cabinet height—all

Housing the laundry and other service functions is a room just two 
steps down from the kitchen. It is filled with the most modern work- 
saving equipment: two-speed washer with choice of water temperatures 
for all fabrics; three-temperature dryer; built-in electric ironer; 
built-in sewing machine; refrigerators and freezers for bulk storage of 


foods. Walls are finished with new 12” x 12” plastic laminate tiles. 
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Narrow pull-out cabinet at left of sink is open at both sides, 
making it easy to select supplies from its galleried shelves, 
just the right width to hold packaged cleaners and dishwasher 
supplies. Drawer at top is equipped with holder that keeps 
paper towels within reach of sink. Notice the interesting pat- 
tern of the plastic laminate counter top, adapted from a basic 
design used throughout the house. Artlay-process patterns like 


this are available on custom order to personalize any home. 





Each of the two large-capacity dishwashers installed in the 
center island unit holds a complete service for eight, plus 
serving dishes, glassware, silver, and even pets and pans. Pre- 
rinsing at sink is not necessary as machines do this automatic- 
ally. Heat booster raises the temperature of the final rinse 
water to 160° F., and an automatic rinse injector assures 
spotless drying. Humidity-free drying achieved by these dish- 
washers is quite important in this air-conditioned kitchen. 


Vegetables are washed and prepared at sit-down sink where com- 
fortable posture chair adjusts to proper height. Powerful gar- 
bage disposer, exceptionally quiet in operation, is installed 
in rear corner of sink instead of usual center location, giving 
more flat work area. Salad-making goes on at far end of 
island so vinegars, herbs, and oil are kept on open shelves. 





Food warmer installed beneath center shelf of island near din- 
ing room makes it possible to keep cooked foods piping hot. 
Meat taken from rotisserie grill or one of two ovens is put on 
serving platter and placed on island counter below infra-red 
heat rays of a 36” fused-quartz food warmer. Warmer also 
comes in 24” and 48” units and in portable stand model. 
For serving, a rolling cart equipped with electric warming tray 
is used to transport foods to indoor or outdoor dining area.

A real step-saver, the master intercom panel (below) puts kitch- 
en in direct two-way communication with all rooms, terraces, 
patios, and entrance doors.

Thus heat 
does not enter room and affect air-conditioning. 
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| This 12”-square built-in appliance center per-

Refrigerator and freezer are ad- 
jacent to provide the foods for cooking (see 
photo at right). Conveniently near is one of two 
rolling carts with drop leaves.

@ The useful appliances found throughout the kitchen of 
the 1960 Pace Setter were selected with two thoughts in 
mind: (1) Does the appliance really save the cook’s time 
and energy? (2) Does it do the job easily at the point of 
use, without a lot of set-up time? The food center shown 
here qualifies on both counts. It is normally installed in 
a counter top and has six lightweight attachments that blend, 
mix, juice, grind, shred, and sharpen. For complete flexibility 
in this kitchen, a second food center was built into a mobile 
cart that rolls easily alongside any counter or out onto the 
terrace. Thus it is always ready for work where it is needed 
most. And all the attachments are housed in convenient 
shelves below the cutting board top. When put away, the 


rolling cart matches the other base cabinets. 


Blender attachment for the food center is shown here making 
frozen daiquiris on the unit built permanently into the 
counter along the entertainment buffet wall. Attachments are 
placed on the drive shaft of motor recessed below the counter. 
Six-speed control dial is at the other end cf the 5%” x 11” 
counter plate. Blender is measure-marked for accurate filling.

The mixer unit on this food center is no unwieldy appliante 
but a lightweight, easy-to-handle motor-driven bowl. Set up 
on the food center in the rolling cart, it is wheeled to the 
appliance center and used here together with the electric fry 
pan to turn out perfect pancakes. Center-tube design of mixer 
whips one egg as easily as a dozen in the 3'%-quart bowl. 





Proper preparation of many foods could be said to start with 


a sharp knife. Clean cuts not only make food more attractive, 
but, since they do not tear fibers, they prevent loss of 
juices and promote better cooking. Here is the knife-sharpen- 
ing attachment of the food center at work. Knife blade is 
drawn lightly through the slot of the sharpener several times. 





Mobile cart is moved close to sit-down sink as 
juicer attachment squeezes fresh orange juice. 
Thus the rinds go directly into the garbage 
disposer along with pulp caught by the strainer. 


Grinder attachment makes it easy to chop meat 
for hamburgers just before you are ready to 
cook them. Here is an example of an appliance 
put to work to improve the quality of foods. 





Shredding or slicing vegetables is one of the chores that can 
seem endless when done by hand. Machine handling of the job is 
a valid time-saver and produces a more perfect product. This is 
especially true for slicing where thickness can be controlled 
and uniformly produced. Here cabbage starts into shredder. 
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A 16-inch section of cabinet below the counter of the center island pulls 
out and becomes a cart on wheels with a food center recessed in its 
wood-block top. This allows complete flexibility of use, for this mobile 
unit can be rolled anywhere in the kitchen, to be plugged into one of the 
many outlets installed at counter height throughout the room. Shelves 
hold all the attachments, which can be taken out from both sides of cart. 





Above you see the cabbage that was put into the shredder (photo- 


graph at left) reduced to fine, evenly-cut shreds for cole slaw. The 
cover, which keeps food neatly in the bowl, has been removed. 
Shredder, seen here being scraped clean, is one of three cutting 
plates used to slice vegetables into three different thicknesses.

Food and drink requirements of guests are 
well met by the equipment of this enter- 
tainment buffet, near doors leading to 
terrace. Between two fold-back cooking 
units is the built-in barbecue. In space below 
special tools and accessories are stored. In 
foreground, below counter, is an automatic 
ice machine that never runs out of ice 
cubes. At the other end is a second baking 
and broiling oven. Lower-level counter at 
far right has built-in blender for drinks. 


There’s no guesswork about baking an 
angel food or any other cake in this oven, 
for it has easy-to-set automatic controls. It 
also includes a broiler grill for which you 
just dial the desired doneness of steaks or 
chops. French doors save ten inches of 
space over conventional door. Electric burn- 
ers above are also space-savers, folding back 
to leave clear counter space when not in use. 








This rolling table is another House Beautiful “‘first,” designed 
at our suggestion. It is a new version of the adjustable-height 
rolling counters first seen in our January 1955 issue. This 
new one adjusts from 2714” to 3714” high and has, in addition, 
two drop leaves. When these are raised, the 24” x 36” work 
counter becomes a 40” round table, suitable for dining. The top 
is the same plastic laminate used for the counter tops. Table 
is available custom-made to match your laminate counter. 


Ice bucket stands ready to receive supply of cubes from this 
automatic ice-making machine, built-in below counter of en- 
tertainment buffet. Connected to the water line, the entire 
operation of the machine is automatic. Ice cubes are made 
and released into a stainless bin where 16 pounds can be stored 
at one time. As cubes are used, a switch automatically turns 
unit on, then stops operation again when the bin has been 
refilled. This machine will make up to 35 pounds of crystal- 
clear ice cubes during any 24-hour period, enough for any need. 





The effect of free unconfined space here is achieyed by mitering 
the glass that comes together to form this counter window. It presents 
a glorious view of the rolling countryside while meals are being 
planned and groceries ordered. This low-level counter serves as a 
desk with telephone concealed in drawer at right. Open shelves 
hold cookbooks within reach. Here, too, within a few steps of the 
table often used for informal family meals, is storage for kitchen 
linens and drawers lined with tarnish-resistant cloth for flat silver. 


In the evening gold-colored curtains are pulled across entire 


length of corner window (shown open at top). The atmos- 
phere of the kitchen becomes more intimate, taking on more 
of the quality of the living area. Portable television set has 
its own aerial built into the counter here for good reception. 
In immediate foreground, rolling counter-table, with leaves 
dropped, nests neatly under the end of the center island. 
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Storage refrigerators and freezers are in service room just 


a step from the kitchen. There are two refrigerator boxes here 


and two freezers, with two more refrigerators and another 


freezer in the kitchen. Refrigerators can be run at different 


temperatures, keeping a wide range of foods at the peak of 


flavor. Skylights here keep narrow space from seeming closed 


in.

The first gourmet 


@ One of the most pace-setting ideas in 
this house is its refrigeration of foods. 

To understand what we mean, you need 
to think a minute about how mechanical 


refrigeration came into our lives. 


It came to prevent food spoilage. It came 


long before our present-day system of fast 
transportation, food processing, and turn- 
over in the super-markets. It came out of 
a national economy based on thriftiness 
and hygiene. That was about 40 years ago. 

But things have changed a great deal 
since then. The distribution of food has 
been speeded up tremendously. Fresh foods 
are still relatively fresh when they arrive at 
the grocer’s. The ease with which we can 
get to the markets (thanks to the automo- 
bile) means we can conveniently shop three 
or four times a week—or daily by phone. 

Yet the mechanical refrigerator is still 
designed primarily to prevent spoilage. But 
spoilage-prevention is not the hub of the 
matter any more. Our efficient distribution 
system takes care of the major part of that. 

So what should a refrigerator do for

the changing requirements of the 1960’s? 
It should be capable of individualized 
treatment of foods so that each type can 
be delivered to your stove or table at the 
optimum temperature it requires and de- 
serves. This applies especially to tne fresh, 
raw, and uncooked things such as fruits, 
vegetables, melons, butter, eggs, and cheese 
(and white wine, too). To be kept at their 
prime, these require a less cold temperature 
than meats, milk, and cooked foods. In 
fact, fruits, melons, butter, cheese, tomatoes, 
and vegetables in general should not be 
kept very cold, especially if they are to be 
eaten aw naturel. The plain truth is: When 
they are too cold, they lose their flavor. 
(Remember the taste of a sun-warmed 
tomato picked from the vine and eaten in 
the garden? ) 

In a nutshell, a gourmet approach to 
refrigeration requires that you be able to 
set temperatures from about 34 or 37 de- 
grees to 55 degrees—a range of about 18 
to 21 degrees. Yet no refrigerator, till these 
in the 1960 Pace Setter House, could deliver 





this kind of variability, settings that vary 
according to need. And certainly no one- 
box unit could deliver so many temperature 
conditions, even though there are differ- 
ences in temperatures in different areas of 
one box. 

House BEAUTIFUL has known all this for 
eight to ten years. But we couldn’t call it 
more than a theory until we made a gour- 
met’s tour of France in 1952. 

Then we interviewed the owners and 
operators of some of the great restaurants 
of France about their food storage prac- 
tices. We found that they were most par- 
ticular about the temperature levels of 
different types of food storage, even to the 
extent of building custom installations to 
get what they wanted. 

The best custom refrigeration installa- 
tion in France is undoubtedly at Le Prieuré, 
an inn and restaurant at Villeneuve-les- 
Avignon in Southern France (see travel 
story starting on page 84). There the owner 
and operator, M. Roger Mille, has the fullest

that contributes to its vital order 
and its quiet repose. 

The basis of this rhythmic organ- 
ization is the unit system upon 
which the house was designed. This 
unit of measure establishes rhythm 
patterns in architecture in some- 
what the same manner that bars 
and time-signatures establish mu- 
sical rhythms.

It has the most dependable 
guide book to it—the Guide Miche- 
lin, as monumental a piece of lit- 
erature as War and Peace and, 
what’s more, one that is revised for 
annual publication every April by 
the tire company which puts it out. 
It’s the work of a vast force of 
highly critical investigators who 
are constantly at work subjecting 
the hotels and _ restaurants of 
France to what seems like micro- 
scopic analysis and evaluation. 

The Guide is a compilation of 
the ratings they bestow on these 
establishments. These are listed in 
a telegraphic system of abbrevia- 
tions and symbols which seem so 
complicated at first sight that you 
may be tempted to forget the whole 
thing. But don’t, we beseech you. 
Once you catch on to the meaning 
of the symbols, you can get from 
a single line of type a reliable and 
encyclopedic amount of informa- 
tion about a restaurant or a hotel, 
quality of accommodation, quality 
of food, 


rooms or meals, 


the range of prices for 
its specialties in 
food and wines, whether it has a 
garage, central heating, rooms with 
a bath, a fine view, historical sig- 
nificance. If you don’t know what 
to expect from any given place, it 
be Michelin’s fault. They 
told you!

HESE stern critics are masters 
of the fine distinction. Hotels, 
for example, rate in six categories; 


from “great luxury” down to “very 


simple but agreeable,” the in- 
betweens shaded as “luxury,” 
“very comfortable,” “comfortable,”

nate these distinctions among ho- 


simple.” Symbols that desig- 
tels are tiny drawings of houses. 
The more turrets they have, the 
grander they are. A crossed knife 
and spoon is the restaurant symbol. 
See five of these in front of a res- 
taurant listing and you know you're 
in for a big place, but not neces- 
sarily the greatest. (If a symbol is 
printed in red, this means the lo- 
cation is especially lovely—sceni- 
cally.) Restaurants are rated in 
three grades. Three stars mean the 
restaurant is worth a special trip, 


two means worth a detour, and one

means very good food is available

bargain in dependable directions 
even if it were only for its se 
tion on Paris alone. If you’re tour 


ing France by car, it’s nothin 
short of a bonanza. 
There are similar Micheli 


Guides for Italy and Switzerlan 
and, come spring, Spain and th 
Benelux countries may be similar 
ly evaluated. (Michelin Green 
Guides are something else again 
comprehensive sight-seeing guides 
to individual areas of France— 
Normandy, etc.) 


E’VE 
lately 


gone into this because 
weve been musing on 
the plight of hungry visitors from 
abroad looking for a good meal in 
America. Since 1960 has been pres- 
identially proclaimed to the world 
as Travel USA year, with foreign 
guests coming to the Winter Olym- 
pics at Squaw Valley, and a New 
York World’s Fair scheduled for 
1964, it seems clear that a power- 
ful lot of strangers are going to 
need some dependable gastronomic 
direction. 

It isn’t as if America Weren't 
awash with booklets, pamphlets, 
columns, and guide books telling 
you where to eat. The question is 
by what and whose standards are 
the places listed worth your time, 
money, and digestion? The inno- 
cent visitor to almost any given 
area is swamped with free litera- 
ture in which the local restaurants 
advertise and are then glowingly 
praised for their Lucullan prowess 
in the editorial columns. The basis 
for these recommendations doesn’t 
always seem to be the judgment of 
a discriminating palate. 

The most dependable, certainly 
the most commonly used, of food 
guide books are Duncan Hines’s 
Adventures in Good Eating, which | 
is as standard equipment in glove 
of American cars 
as the wiper cloth, and Gour- 
met’s Guide to Good Eating. Mak- 
ing due allowances for personal 
tastes, the judgment of their com- 


compartments 


pilers has not always been shared 
by us. Restaurants we have found 
rather ordinary to be re- 
viewed with more favor than we | 
think they deserve. Words like “ex- 
cellent,” “attractive surroundings,” 
“delightful décor,” seem to be ban- 
died about rather freely, 
panied by excerpts from the menu, 
as if variety offered might be the 
gauge of a good eating place.

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We do not believe, for instance, 
that there are 15 equally excellent 
restaurants in Toronto, any more 
than that there are 18 equally ex- 
cellent restaurants in New Orleans, 
reputedly the bassinet of good re- 
gional cooking in the U. S. A. 

We have no wanton desire to 
carp, either, for so far as we have 
discovered the restaurants listed 
are wholesome places, and the 
books certainly are a service to 
those looking for a square meal 
in the hinterlands. Their general 
intention is surely a step in the 
right direction and we do not ques- 
tion their sincerity, yet the impres- 
sion comes through that they are 
written on the principle that if 
you can’t say something nice don’t 

~ say anything at all. This is hardly 
the spur that’s needed to improve 
the quality of 
generally found in American hotels 
and restaurants. 


food-and-service 


OR the benefit of its citizens as 

well as for its visitors, it seems 
to us that what this country urgent- 
ly needs is a standard of restaurant 
evaluation which, like the Guide 
Michelin, leaves no doubt in the 
mind about what he 
may expect, and at the same time 


consumer’s 


keeps restaurateurs on their toes. 


We've been told that one reason 
we've never had such a thing is 
that Americans themselves are too 
easy-going about the food they will 
accept in public places. Or, to put 
it more bluntly, the Americans 
don’t -know good food when they 
find it. A patent untruth. (Just let 
an American loose in Paris, or hear 
his reaction to Danish smorrebrod, 
and look at the sales of cookbooks 
and the growth of gourmet food 
shops in the past few years.) 

But we have observed a curious 
supine-ness in Americans’ reaction 
to indifferent restaurant food and 
service which few foreigners would 
tolerate, especially at the price. A 
friend from Israel asked us, “Why 
do you put up with this terrible 
bread? You know good bread when 
you taste it—why accept this taste- 
less stuff?” 

No one needs to tell us how a 
Frenchman would respond to our 
experience in the largest, probably 
best known hotel in New York. At 
1:00 a.m., hungry for a club sand- 
wich and a cup of coffee, we dis- 
covered room service was closed, 
but we eventually got the sandwich 
in a brown paper bag and the coffee 
in the inevitable cardboard carton, 
sent in by the nearest open-all- 
night drugstore. Quel luxe! 

















Our foreign visitors are right. 
There'll be no change in the do- 
mestic public food scene unless we 
all demand something better—and 
for this we must be so knowledge- 
able about food and how it should 
be served that we can insist on 
public places giving us something 
as good and preferably superior to 
the food that we can enjoy in our 
own homes. 


E also have to overcome the 

snobbism that has conned us 
into thinking a restaurant is great 
as long as it is frequented by celeb- 
rities and has crépes Suzettes or 
cherries jubilee on its menu. Fine 
flames do not a banquet make. 
Neither does “delightful décor.” 
And huge portions, which guesis 
from abroad are invariably floored 
by, can never compensate for lack 
of flavor, retained or enhanced by 
the artistry of the cook, and the 
way it is presented. The sooner we 
all become aware of this, the better 
our chances for raising the stand- 
ards will be. 

In Canada’s Province of Quebec, 
hotels and restaurants are wisely 
taking steps to improve the quality 
of their area’s gastronomy. vying 
each other in 


with food-tasting 


competitions, just as they vie with 
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each other to hire the most accom- 
plished chefs. Already one begins 
to taste results. A meal at Camus 
in Quebec City deserves a star. 
(Camus, whose chef-owner was for- 
merly proprietor of a Michelin- 
starred restaurant in Burgundy, is 
quite properly listed in the Gour- 
met Guide.) 

If there’s been any such con- 
certed, self-disciplining movement 
on the part of meal-purveyors in 
the U. S. A., we haven’t heard 
of it. Until that time, it’s up to 
their patrons to do the needling. 


Troubled by tipping? 


This restaurant talk reminds us 
of tipping, the universally confus- 
ing problem of where, when, and 
how to tip appropriately. The AAA 
has come up with a tidy, pocket- 
able booklet that tells you quite 
clearly how to cope with European 
tipping on land, sea, and in the 
air (where you don’t tip).

This is not a handcrafted house. 
It is the elegantly luxurious prod- 
uct of components industrially 
manufactured. All this means that 
the handcrafting methods of the 
past have been replaced by indus- 
try products that can make possible 
a house that is not only function- 
ally more efficient, but aesthetically 
more highly developed. 


This house is pace-setting in its 


application of the most up-to-date 


construction methods and indus- 
trial products to create a building 
with a depth of quality and beauty 
that in the past would have been 
the extravagant exception. Its fi- 
nesse and intricate completeness are 
economically possible only by using 
modern standardized materials. 

The rooms are not dependent on 
special effects or one-of-a-kind dec- 
orative features. The whole house 
gains interest and variety without 
reliance on applied tricks intro- 
duced after the structure was fin- 
ished. 

Since the major expense in 
building today is the man hours of 
labor involved, saving labor on the 
job is the best economy, and tak- 
ing fullest advantage of factory- 
finished products is of the utmost 
necessity. Far from being a draw- 
back, this ever-increasing wealth 
of production offers more each year 
to the enrichment and extension of 
beauty in building. 

Some of these new products, like 
acrylic panels and plastic lami- 
nates, offer new solutions for old 
problems.

» Built-in vacuum cleaning in- 
stallation. with intakes in each 
room to suck dirt out to disposal 
bin in carport. 

e The heating, circulating, and fil- 
tering of swimming pool water. 

e Provision for future wiring by 
installing one extra electrical con- 
duit for every two now in use to 
allow for tomorrow’s necessities. 


A new fire alarm that 
requires no wiring or bat- 
teries guards the Pace 
Setter. A unit, placed in 
each room near the ceiling, 
will ring nearly five min- 
utes, can be heard a quar- 
ter of mile away. Only 136° 
of heat will set it off. 
Owner can test, rewind, 
and re-fuse it without 
need of factory service. 
Unit is only 6” across. 


These services are provided for 
within the floor slabs and along the 
overhead decks. 

Ceilings throughout the house 
follow the contour of the roof 
framing so there is no attic space. 
The ceilings are insulated with min- 
eral wool in blankets with reflec- 
tive aluminum surfaces, top and 
bottom. Ventilation between the 
rafters is provided by continuous 
aluminum breather-strips in the 
eaves (seen in several exterior 
photographs). Over the sheathing 
of the roof is a factory-finished 
aluminum roofing which provides 
additional reflective insulation. Gut- 
ters and flashings are of the same 
material. (See page 155.) 

The structural columns and other 
concrete walls in the house are all 
faced with Indiana limestone, the 
same stone that is familiar on bank 
fronts, skyscrapers, churches, and 
schools. But here the faces are 
split, rather than smooth-cut. It 
is laid in a traditional random 
ashlar pattern, but with stones of 
varying thickness to accentuate the 
horizontal pattern. These projec- 
tions of one and two inches greatly 
enrich the textural appearance of 
the walls and point up further the 
natural irregularity of the stone. 





Special corner-stone units were 
back-cut to wrap around the cor- 
ners of the columns. These are 
split on two faces. They elimi- 
nate the usual telltale joint in a 
veneer, where the lack of thickness 
shows at the corners and destroys 
the appearance of a solid mass. 

All this stone was delivered to 
the site pre-cut to order, ready to 
be set in place, according to num- 
bered patterns, without shaping on 
the job. 

The main floor slab and terraces 
are surfaced with one-inch ceramic 
tiles in four shades of gray blue, a 
random pattern that is continuous 


through all the rooms, 


except 


where areas of carpet are laid di- 
rectly over the concrete. Second- 
floor bedrooms have a flooring of 
thin walnut in tile-size squares. It 
comes mounted on sheets and was 
applied to the concrete slab with 
mastic. See this floor on page 149. 

Because of the spread-out ar- 
rangement of the plan, there are 
not many dividing partitions with- 
in the house. Those walls that were 
needed are simply privacy screens, 
of light construction, since they 
are non-loadbearing. Gypsum wall- 
board in double thickness was used 
to face all these partitions and the 
ceilings. Two coats of sand-finish 
paint give these surfaces a soft, 
velvety texture homogeneous with 
the character of the stone and tile, 
matching the cement plaster sof- 
fits outside. For the ceilings in the 
kitchen and the swimming pool, 
where noise might be a problem, 
acoustical plaster was used.

Starts in the Kitchen 


—or how a sunny window sill can give you 


a head start on the planting season 


By WILLIAM ALVADORE BUCK 


@ “You're so fussy,” complained 
my favorite wife. “Do all these 
plants have to’clutter this window 
sill? The window in the dining 
room is almost empty.” 

Notice that I was the fussy one, 
not the seedlings which would 
droop and die if they did not get 
enough sun. The dining-room win- 
dow faced northeast and was 
shaded by two trees. The ledge 
where 1 was starting a few plants 
faced southwest—fair enough, for 
they receive about six hours of 
direct afternoon sun, but a more 
southern exposure would have been 
better. Well, he who knows when 
to be fussy and when to be at ease 
knows the secret of life. That’s 
what I should have said but didn’t. 

Starting vegetables and annual 
flowers indoors for transplanting 
to the garden is in some measure a 
fussy job for a fusser, but not 


nearly so exacting as it was in a 
less scientific time. 


The reasons “why” 


You may ask, why bother? There 
are several good reasons: With 
some plants I want to get an early 
start on the season. Zinnias, for 
example, will bloom until frost, 
and it seems that we want the first 
as early as possible. China asters 
and lettuce, on the other hand, 
have their seasons and then are 
finished, but that season is all too 
short for our household, so we pro- 
long it for weeks by starting some 
indoors and others outdoors after 
the danger of frost is past. Toma- 
toes are so slow in maturing fruit 
that, if you want to eat them before 
September in our climate, you or 
the greenhouse must start them 
eight weeks before they would be 
safe against the cold outdoors. 


I have never started plants for 
my main crops of tomatoes or mem- 
bers of the cabbage family on the 
window sill, for these particular 
crops need better conditions than 
my kitchen offers. The plants are 
cheap and the varieties I want are 
in every garden shop. 

I may try my luck with tomatoes 
this year, just three or four plants, 
of a variety I have not grown be- 
fore, which I may not be able to 
find in the garden shops. Mana- 
lucie, perhaps, or Red Rich. Here. 
then, is a second reason for clutter- 
ing the window sill. One can choose 
his variety. or genus and species, 
for that matter, instead of taking 
whatever the man in the green- 
house thinks will sell this year. 

This illuminates. in fact, one of 
the best reasons for planting a 
garden at all, indoors or out. We 
are all aware that the grocer sel- 
dom has vegetables that are fresh 
and at their best; and he can sel- 
dom get the best varieties for the 
table. Where do you see Kentucky 
Wonder beans or the Tender-green 
type of snap bean? Yet these are 
so superior that he who gardens for 
good eating will not grow any 
other. So it is with many vegetables. 

The truck farmer and shipper 
need quite different qualities from 
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those the gardener desires and the 
market strains have been developed 
to fill his needs. The flavor is often 
bred out of a crop in the interests 
of production. This is not always 
so; Rutgers tomatoes are as fit for 
the garden as the field. But, if you 
want to arouse the sin of envy kk. 
friends that come to dinner, marry 
a good cook, grow a garden, and 
look twice at the phrase “‘a favorite 
of commercial growers” in the seed 
catalogs you read. 


Enter, a villain 


The worst of the malefactors 
seeds are the 
damping-off fungi that live in the 
soil. The incurable, 
spreads fast, and when a_ baby 
plant droops with damping-off, 
there is no course but to pull it out 
to prevent further infection. But

There are other ways. Commer- 
cial greenhouses have long prac- 
ticed sterilizing the beds with live 
steam, and you can accomplish the 
same on a smaller scale by roasting 
soil in an oven at 200° for an hour. 

Some prefer to start seeds in 
vermiculite or milled sphagnum 
moss. Vermiculite is exploded mica. 
made in the same way as puffed 
wheat; it is sterile and has a great 
capacity for holding water.

Seeds range in size from those of 
the begonia, which are like dust, to 
those of the double coconut, which 
are often 18 inches long and weigh 
40 pounds. Indoors or out, the tra- 
ditional rule is that seeds should be 
sown at a depth three times their 
diameter, though in the drought of 
summer they can go deeper. The 
tiniest seeds hardly need covering 
at all; merely press them into close 
contact with soil and sprinkle them 
lightly until a film of mud forms. 
Planted in any environment, seeds 
need this close contact and that is 
why gardeners tamp the row after 
covering the seed. 

Tyro gardeners make themselves 
trouble by sowing seed too thick; 
20 to the foot is as close as is 
ever necessary, and this only for 
radishes and such that stand, after 
thinning, an inch apart. Read the 
directions on the pack. There is one 
exception to this rule: when you 
plant old seeds sow them thicker. 

The reason why you do not want 
too thick a row is that they must 
be thinned, and thinning is a tedi- 
ous nuisance, which can do damage 
to tiny roots in a crowded row. 
Some gardeners take the trouble, in 
fact, to clip the unwanted stems at 
soil level instead of pulling them. 


Good soil-substitutes 


Vermiculite, sphagnum moss, 
and similar mediums are particu- 
larly useful where a quick and sure

These dif- 
fer from true leaves in several ways, 
most notably in that they cannot 
perform the supreme mystery (to 
earth-bound mortals) of photo- 
synthesis, and thus cannot feed the 
growing plant.

If you leave your seedlings in 
this material after the true leaves 
appear, you must feed them with a 
liquid plant food. In these mediums 
you will get high and sturdy ger- 
mination. For the water that oozes 
through the seed case will be pure. 
The less fertilizer that reaches the 
seed, before the second leaves ap- 
pear, the better the chances of, 
sprouting. If your tap water smells 
of chlorine now and then, better 
let it stand for a couple of hours 
before you use it on seedlings or 
any other plants. This method 
makes a good seed bed if you are 
sprouting many plants. The shock 
of transplanting from the bed to 
the garden is small. The vermiculite 
or moss clings to the roots when 
you loosen the seedling—with the 
point of a pencil—and there is little 
root loss. Better treat the seed with 
a fungicide before you plant it in 
the starting bed. 


Choosing soil and containers 


I have started both vegetables 
and flowers in Styrofoam, vermicu- 
lite, sand, soil, sods, Fert] cubes, 
peat moss pots, coffee cans, the 
aluminum containers from frozen 
chicken pies, plastic pots, pans, 
flats, plant bands, and plain old 
two-and-a-half-inch clay pots filled 
with dirt. 

None of these has proved imprac- 
tical, but now, for a few dozen 
plants. I use plastic or clay pots 
exclusively. The pots must have 
drainage holes, of and 
should be scrubbed to remove any 
lingering spore or germ. The dirt 
is one-third peat moss and _ two- 
thirds garden loam; my soil hap- 


course, 


pens to be sandy, so this mixture 
about fills the standard formula for 
a good potting soil, which is one- 
third leaf 
compost,

The earth fer our pots should be 
sifted fine, should retain water, and 
have space for the air that is neces- 
sary to root growth. 

[ treat the seeds with a fungicide, 
sterilize the soil in the oven, put 
a pebble over the drainage hole, fill 
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the pot, and plant. I write the name 
of the specimen on the outside of 
the pot with a pencil. A flat is lined 
with a waterproof plastic, so the 
housekeeper shall not be bothered 
by drippings on the waxed floor. 
I arrange the pots in the flat and 
put it in the southwest window. 
Fluorescent light, placed about five 
inches above the plants, is as good 
as sunlight for this short starting 
season, and has the advantage that 
under overhead light the seedlings 
can grow straight upward. On the 
sill they reach toward the light and 
nearly every day you must turn 
them around. With all your plants 
in one flat, however, this is no 


great trouble. 


Sowing takes time 


Of course, all this sowing is not 
done in one day. It is not wise to 
take a lead of more than eight 
weeks on the for plants 
grown too long indoors get leggy 
and weak.

Tomatoes seem to recover easily 
from damage, a capability which 
some plants do not possess. Many 
kinds cannot be transplanted at all, 
really, such as corn, beans, peas,

ishes. squash, pumpkins, turnips, 
and a host of flowers. including 
some of the wildings you may 
want to bring into your garden 


from the forest or field. But if mov- 
ing from seed flat to garden is done 


without disturbing the roots most 
anything can be “transplanted.” 

I prefer seeding in pots. When 
you transfer the plants to the gar- 
den, you hold the pot in your left 
hand upside down, with fingers on 
each side of the stem across the | 
pot, tap the pot with a trowel, and 
the entire root ball falls out into 
your hand. There is no damage; 
growth is so little hindered that it 
is not worth the bother to give the 
young leaves shade for a couple of 
days, as should be done after the 
shock and wilting of more vigorous 
transplanting. 

I use pots for seeding instead of 
the little cubes. The cubes, today 
made of vermiculite. I believe. tend 
to fall apart and the roots stray 
and may be damaged. Pots of com- 
pressed peat moss are buried whole 
at transplanting and are supposed 
to disintegrate, but I have found 
them intact at the end of the sea- 
son. Some roots had penetrated the 
peat wall: others were bound with- 
in it. I had been somewhat disap- 
pointed at the progress of these 
particular annuals, but had 
suspected that they might be root- 
bound. I learned later that manu-

to help you get more use

@ When you look at a clock, you 
want to know what time it is; when 
you strike a key on your piano you 
want it to be the note you play. 
But because of ever-changing tem-

One useful 


remedy is a hygroscopic liquid 


which tuners use. It draws mois- 


ture from the air into the wood 


and gradually tightens the pins.

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The “harp” inside 
Modern pianos have a cast-iron 
plate called a frame or harp. From 
cne piano to another, it differs 
greatly in design and mass; both 
these factors contribute to the 
structural stability of the piano as 
well as to its ability to stay in 
tune. Piano movers can attest to 
the variation in the weight of 
pianos apparently the same size. 
The harp makes the difierence. 

Pianos seem susceptible to small 
mechanical disabilities too. A bro- 
ken string. a pencil dropped in the 
action. a pedal out of order, or a 
penny under the keys are all fre- 
quent reasons for calling in a tech- 
nician. 

But for all its seeming vulner- 
ability, a piano is a marvelous piece 
of work. With stable conditions it 
can stay in tune for a year or more. 

This was not always so. In the 
early days. pianos were made en- 
tirely of wood without even the 
metal harp, and were a constant 
problem to keep in tune. The wire 
was brass and iron, very inferior 
to the wonderful steel musical wire 
we have today. And when those 
pianos were moved. it was on ve- 
hicles with very poor springs and 
hard tires. Roads were full of rocks 
and ruts. This is when the idea

piano puts it out of tune. It was 
true then, but not now. With the 
transportation of today, modern 
pianos can be moyed coast-to-coast, 
or across an ocean, and stay in 
good tune.

Using a windbreak will raise the temperature 


and give you more time outdoors 


Tempering the Wind 


e Wind is a big factor in the 


weather. A 3-mile-an-hour breeze, 


scarcely enough to stir a flag, will 
make you feel 10° cooler. And how 
many people realize that the sun is 
as strong in March as it is in Au- 
gust? The cooling power of the 
wind is so effective that many are 
not even aware of the sun’s great 
potential warmth at this time of 
the year. When the wind is con- 
trolled and sux pockets created, the 
rewards are rich: the enjoyment of 
an earlier spring and a longer fall. 

For the United States as a whole, 
the winds that most often bring us 


clear (and therefore sunny) weath- 


er are cold winds from the North- 
west and Canada. The balmy winds 
from the South often bring rainy 
weather. This pattern has many 
variations, but it points up the need 
for shelter from northern winds so 
clear weather and calm air can be 
combined. 

Wind controls are of many kinds. 
Trees do a good job where privacy 
is desired, rather than a view. Glass 
is widely used in the opposite sit- 
uaiion. From the examples of 


architectural windbreaks shown 
here you can see how the space 
they shelter is made more useful.

o you remember the morning of the

® When it comes to judging color differences, 
nearly everyone is an expert. Most of us will 
candidly admit that we have a rather good eye 
for color. In this case we all happen to be 
right. For the truth about color—one truth at 
least—is that when it comes to choosing colors 
for home decoration, we are all at about the 
same level of expertness. 

Certainly there is a science of color, and 
its studies have produced remarkably com- 
plex systems for organizing color. But the 
inventors of these systems were probably at 
just as much of a loss when their wives asked 
them what color to use in recovering the 
couch. On the other hand, professional decora- 
tors have the advantage of experience; in the 
course of their day-to-day work they must 
constantly decide on colors. This trains them 
well in the art of what not to do with color. 
Yet, unless they are very careful, it makes 
them susceptible to the fads and clichés that 
abound in the field of color. They are often 
likely to sell the “new” color. 

The truth is that there are no new colors. 
Chemists may discover new colorants—some- 


times interpreted as new colors—but the

actual colors themselves have always been 
available in the laboratory. In any case, 
one color by itself means little. You can 
prove this to yourself by taking any one of 
the colors on the following pages. Isolate it 
with four pieces of white paper covering up 
the surrounding colors. Then move the slips 
of paper first to reveal one adjacent color, 
then another. Try the color you have chosen 
with all the combinations of two and three

Each of the 14 color groups on the following pages has seven 
or eight colors arranged on a background color. Out of these

possible color schemes, taking any three contiguous colors 
as a scheme. Start with any one color of the nine in any set. 
Choose as the second color any of the colors it touches. As 
the third and final color in the scheme, use any additional 
color that touches either of your first two. Thus, each group 
will yield more than 30 three-color schemes, more than 425 
in all.

Dirace binations. It does not really change color, but 
COLOR it does give a new impression—warm rather 
continued than cool, light rather than dark, or full- 


bodied rather than thin. A machine can tell 
us in mathematical terms the value of the 
color, and that value will never change. But 
since we are not machines, we cannot react 
that way. We do see the surrounding colors, 
and our mind makes the kind of adjustment 
just described. 

Once you understand this, you understand 
many things. You will realize what a mistake 
it is to choose a color for a major finish 
material or furnishing simply because that 
color appeals to you, without regard to its 
use in combination with other colors. You 
will realize, too, that it is possible to change 
the appearance of a piece of furniture you 
may have grown tired of (but not outworn) 
by changing its surrounding colors. Thus, if 
you think in terms of color combinations, 
there is never a need to redecorate an entire 
room. 

The combinations you see in this third 
group of House BEAUTIFUL colors are merely 
suggestive. While they represent schemes that 
will become increasingly important, there is 


nothing absolute about them. Do not try to 


How to use these color schemes 


The arrangement of the colors in each of these schemes is not 
happenstance or random. The colors that look best together 
adjoin each other. Thus, you should always select colors that 
are contiguous, as many as you want or as few as three. Re- 
ducing the number of colors to fit your needs does not de- 
stroy the balance or pleasantness of the groupings. It is not 
necessary to use the background colors shown here as the back- 
ground colors in your room, but, in choosing new ones, give 
preference to the lightest and quietest colors. Proportion was 
considered carefully in making up these groups. In general, 
those colors given the most space within a group are best to 
use in large areas. Rooms can be interrelated in coler by 
continuing a color group into a neighboring room, but using 
one or more colors in both rooms. Remember, you need not try 
to match the colors shown here, but the family relationships 
and impressions shown here can confidently be used as guides. 


match them exactly with merchandise for your 
decorating scheme. For one thing, it is prac- 
tically impossible to match colors. If you 
want to prove this, take a swatch of fabric to 
a well-stocked paint store. Stand in front of 
one of those wonderfully-useful color-chip 
racks. Though there are several hundred chips 
in the rack and though your fabric swatch 
has several colors in it, you rarely find an ab- 
solute match. Even were it possible to match 
the colors in our combinations, it is not 
necessary. There are many other shades that 
will fit as well. These colors should suggest 
families of colors to you. The combinations 
you pick should give the same impression as 
yours but they need not match. 

You can see how this has been done in the 
sample merchandise shown opposite groups 
31 and 32. There are fabrics, wall coverings. 
tiles, plastic laminates—all from current 
markets. You won't find the exact colors in 
the merchandise, yet, grouped this way, they 
give the same sense of color relationships as 
the abstract colors facing them across the 
page. 

As you look through these pages of colors, 
you will find that most of them, individually, 
are old friends. But they have each been put 
with new company so that the schemes as a 
whole have a freshness that cannot be denied. 
It might be said that these old friends—the 
moss green, the sky blue, the rust brown, 
and others—are thus “always good.” Yet 
they could be combined in more stereotyped 
groupings that would immediately proclaim 
them old-fashioned. We stress this: The focus 
must be taken off the individual color and 
placed on the combination of colors. 

The value of these color groups for your 
own life lies in the great flexibility they offer 
you. They have just enough discipline built 
into them to keep you from getting too far 
afield, but they are predicated on freedom 
of choice, for you will still have many choices 
to make about how to apply them. Use them 
with confidence; they are the most workable 


color schemes we know how to put together. 





@ In the eyes of a guitar player, 
his instrument is the most versa- 
tile, adaptable, and beautiful of 
all. And he has a good case. 

In the hands of a master like 
Segovia the guitar is a voice of 


classic proportion. It is also th 


instrument of the Spanish gypsy, 


the itinerant American folk singer 
(and his legion of imitators). It is 
the favorite of such diverse per- 
sonalities as George Gobel and E1- 
vis Presley. It has status among 
the beatniks, rock-and-rollers, and 
the faculty at Juilliard. In the es- 
teem of singing cowboys it has 
overtaken the Colt .45 and is gain- 
ing on the horse. 

The guitar has been bejewelled, 
resonated, electrified, and hybrid- 
ized, but the pure form still sur- 
vives—as beautiful as ever. An in- 
strument that can withstand so 
much from so many, and _ still 
maintain its reputation, is destined 
for the ages. Such is the guitar. 

My affection for the instrument 
started in childhood and _ stems 
from that free-wheeling owl in the 
Owl and the Pussycat who sang 
“*.. to the tune of a small guitar.” 
It seemed then (and more so now) 
that the instrumental preference of 
a bird wise enough to wrap his 
bankroll in money, live where the 
Bong tree grows, and dance by the 
light of the moon was worth pay- 


ing mind to. 








A few years later, the singing 


cowboys like Jimmie Rodgers, Hank 
Thompson, and Roy Acuff were 
my guitar-playing heroes. In those 
days, the late Twenties and early 
Thirties, singing cowboys were rid- 
ing high in the saddle. Any one of 
them could whang the guitar and 
yodel such classics as Git Along 
Little Dogies, and When the 
Work’s All Done Next Fall. What 
red-blooded American boy could 
resist this musical example? Cer- 
tainly not this one! 

When the Montgomery Ward 
catalog offered the Bradley Kin- 
caid “Houn’ Dog” guitar—com- 
plete with pick, five-minute in- 
struction book, and “Kincaid’s fa- 
mous book, Favorite Mountain 
Ballads,” all for $9.75—my musi- 
cal fate was sealed. 

My father, who plays the fiddle 
and never-had-a-lesson-in-his-lifs, 
also knew a few grips on the gui- 
tar. He helped supplement the in- 
struction book and we were, for a 
while, a powerful two-man band. 
But Life, in the form of Boy 
Scouts, School, and Girls soon in- 
truded, at the expense of our mu- 
sic. Somewhere along the line that 
guitar disappeared. 

In the intervening years an in- 
strument would occasionally come 
to hand, and I would coax a few 
chords out of it and enjoy again 


the pleasure of ringing a complex 


This is the instrument that encourages the 


beginner, challenges the master, and 


provides the joy of accomplishment for both 


of notes together in a harmonic 
whole. This is one of the delights 
of the guitar: chords, once learned, 
will stick with you for years. You 
can strum them with enjoyment 
for yourself and little offense to 
listeners. 

Few other instruments are so 
forgiving. The trumpet, saxo- 
phone, or trombone will produce 
pleasant sounds only for the faith- 
ful who keep their lips in shape 
with constant practice. Even the 
piano, less demanding than the 
horns, calls for pretty constant 
attention if you would win much 
success with it. To really perform 
on the guitar takes constant prac- 
tice too. The difference is that it 
lends itself to random plunking. 
Just a few chords on the guitar, 
strummed with restrained confi- 
dence, make you seem more a mu- 
sical success than a failure—pro- 
viding you know when to stop. 

About five years ago, my wile 
surprised me with a guitar for 
Christmas. Occasional hints as to 
how nice it would be to have one 
around the house had not gone un- 
noticed. The instrument was tae 
right kind too, which proves she 
is the right kind of wife. A guitar, 
you must understand, is not just 
a guitar. There are three basic 
kinds of Spanish (six-string) gui- 
tars and variations of each. Be-

I, a flower grower, am here to do battle 
with the landseape architects who are father- 
ing “the new era” in gardens characterized 
by “the new realism.” 

In justice I will repress my wrath long 
enough to agree that a garden should have 
the unity, variety, proportion, and inter- 
esting forms, spaces, and textures of good 
design. It should be a pleasant place to see 
and inhabit—in green season and out. 

I agree, also, that landscape architects 
are giving us both intimacy and a sense of 
space by ingenious uses of terraces, decks, 
raised platforms, ground cover areas, and 
so on. Granted all that, but—and this is 
the but that has made my discomfort index 
rise—where are the flowers? 

By “flowers” I do not mean a few annuals 
for cutting, imprisoned in several small 
raised planting beds “of interesting archi- 
tectural form.” I mean annuals in abund- 
ance for cutting and bedding. I mean the 
year-in, year-out bulb and perennial and 
shrub flowers we have inherited from the 
past and should be cherishing with water- 
ing can, spray gun, and affection. 

I cannot find it in my heart to call a 
garden a garden that has no room for the 
bulbs of spring and the bulbs of summer, 
the coralbells and bellflowers of June, the 
Shasta daisies and phlox of midsummer. 


And as for having a garden without roses,

what high treason inhabits the land today? 

If the perennials gave me no visual 
pleasure from early spring to late fall, I 
would want them for the bounty they give 
for arrangements for the house. Are flowers 
to be outlawed indoors as well as out? I 
suspect [ am not alone in preferring an 
abundance of bloom to “a strong archi- 
tectural solution” in my garden. What 
pleasure can equal that of arranging lilies 
from your own garden or deciding how 
best to show off the natural grace of Solo- 
mon’s Seal or the handsome forms of the 
yellow spoon mums? 

According to the new credo, gardeners 
in the decade ahead won’t even have the 
pleasure of cutting armloads of lilacs or 
forsythia, for shrubs seem to be held in 
particular disrepute. They have, it seems, 
“the unhappy characteristic of growing to 
about eye level and taking all the volume.” 
Hence they are to be used only “for screen- 
ing purposes.” Of course, an over-use of 
shrubs in a small garden would be foolish, 
but where there is space, are the azaleas, 
the shrub roses, the viburnums to be used 
only to exclude the rest of the world? If 
this indignity is to be accorded the gen- 
erally loved shrubs, what will ever happen 
to those less well known, like Cornellian 
cherry, which gives us the first yellow 


blooms of spring, or Burning Bush, the 


deciduous euonymus that is a flaming scar- 
let wash on the fall landscape? ‘ 

And where will the birds be? Not in a 
shrubless garden, it is safe to say. There 
will be no music-making catbirds or brown 
thrashers in a garden without shelter. 

What disturbs me most about this dis- 
missal of the flowers is the thought that 
a whole generation will grow up without 
ever knowing there is a flower like a prim- 
rose or having the chance to smell a peony 
or a pink. At the present rate of the out- 
lawry of flowers, children may have to go 
to Harvard to see the blooms done in glass. 
At least New England has that surety for 
its young. 

Even more frightening to think about, 
a potential Luther Burbank or Liberty Hyde 
Bailey may be turned from his career by 
the canons of the new era. Where, I ask, 
can a child grow wiggly lines of marigold

@ Have you ever known the wonder of fresh-picked salad 
leaves, so tiny, tender, and sweet they fragment at the touch 
of a fork and dissolve at the first bite? Rare are the places 
in America where you can buy greens this young and sweet. 
But your garden can provide.them with remarkably little 
eflort on your part. 

Take lettuce, for example. The thumb-size heads thinned 
from a newly-planted row have a delicacy unobtainable in 
any store. And the sooner they are served after pulling, 
the more delicate they will be. It is the same with many 
other greens: sorrel, which turns bitter as it grows; corn 
or field salad, best when the leaves measure no more than 
three inches; arugala, a tooth-edged green that becomes 
heavily flavored later in its life: ordinary loose-head lettuce, 
pea-pod sweet and buttery in texture when tiny; chicory, 
subtle in flavor before it develops its acrid bite. 

Botanical experts have a sound explanation for the phenom- 
enal flavor of young salad leaves. The early foliage of 
plants has more glucose and sucrose than mature plants. By 
the time the lettuce is full-grown, for example, there is a 
conversion of sugar and an increase in cellulose content, 


which toughens the leaves. (Please turn to page 155)

@ Holland is—especially for the American traveler—perhaps 
the most solid and livable, kindly and comfortable and wel- 
coming place in Europe. And it is certainly the country most 
often “missed” by those who think they have seen it. 
Holland is tulips and windmills, and the traditional orna- 
ments (garlands, suns, hearts, cages, and cupid’s arrows) 
that are hung on the windmill sails at times of celebration. 
It is also the flowerpot on every window-sill and the housing 
project whose rent includes the services of a gardener. It 
is the sophisticated country housewife, her copper pots all 
shining by eleven in the morning, going in her wooden shoes 
to drink coffee-and-whipped-cream with a neighbor. It is 
grown-up birthdays celebrated as eagerly as those of the 
children. It is the deep attachment to the bicycle, the herring 
eaten at a street stand. and the great ornate street organs. 
It is the basket lowered on a string for upper-story deliv- 
eries, and the small mirrors attached to upper-story windows 
for those who like to watch the street life with dignity and 


circumspection. And it is the great Dutch paintings that were

done not for churches and palaces but for the sitting rooms 
of successful merchants and serious professional men. 

Holland is surprises. Not only does it have some of the 
most intriguing folklore and folkcraft in unspoiled, ancient, 
little-known towns, but also handcrafts and machine-crafts 
of excellent contemporary design; not only is there the most 
surprising concentration of great museums but some of the 
most exotic restaurants in Europe. Compressed within its 
contrasted design are castles and gardens and country houses 
and islands in the sea where custom has not changed in 200 
years, and new garden cities (suburbs if you like), such as 
Hilversum, that have more to teach us than all the “sights” 
and “spectacles” of Europe put together. 

There is a secret at the heart of the matter—in the home. 
It is a mystery that surrounds the hearth, the hearth as an 
emotional concept not to be defined in terms of objects but 
of mood. The genius of the Dutch is a domestic genius. 
(The Dutch, some humorist has said, invented private life.) 
The hearth—as work of art and craft, as center, as poem— 
is the very core of the Hollander’s life.

to learn new skills 


No matter what you want to tackle—touch-typing, 
Russian, the Morse code, contract bridge, banjo-playing, 
or the cha-cha-cha—the chances are good 


that there are records to speed you to your goal

@ Records that teach can open a wonderful world of 
performance. You can learn languages, music, drama, 
dance rhythms, vocal expression, job improvements, 
and games that will enrich your leisure hours. 

Teaching records range from “talking” textbooks 
that you can listen to with half an ear while working, 
to records that make an audio-visual impact with 
spoken words and printed words, which are reinforced 
by pictures. 

If you can't find these records, you can order them 
by mail from sources listed in our special leaflet, 
offered in the box at the right. 

Many such records actually take the place of teach- 
ers, for they can take over basic theories and drill- 
work, leaving teachers free for more personalized or 
advanced instruction. Many records employ advanced 
teaching techniques to cut down learning time. We saw, 
for example, two Barnard College freshmen learn to 
touch-type from a record. In four and a half hours both 
girls had mastered a blind keyboard. In another half 
hour, one was typing at a speed of ten words per 
minute with 100 per cent accuracy. 

While watching this remarkable short-cut to learn- 
ing, we couldn't help but remember the old chart-on- 
the-wall method that had taught us to type, the hour-

But no matter how magical such short cuts to learn- 
ing seem, remember the first law of magic: You don’t 
get any more out of it than you put in. “An ingredient 
of your own you ve got to throw in is a serious will- 
ingness to work,” says Ben Grauer, NBC commentator, 
who learned enough Russian from a $9.98 set of 
language records to “get by” on a Moscow assignment. 

Foreign language records: To help you get by—to 
order rolls and coffee in Hindustani or argue with 
the customs inspector in Arabic—there are 30 lan- 
guage courses on records stressing idiomatic or con- 
versationally-easy language. They range in price from 
$1 for one record—a traveler’s phrase-book that 
speaks out loud—to a $75 album of 5 records with 
printed manual and sometimes a bilingual dictionary 
to give you solid tools for further work. 

After you learn the fundamentals of a language 
you can go into its recorded poetry, prose, drama, folk 
songs and fairy tales, all learning supplements of 
great value. Although most courses are keyed to learn- 
ing levels, not age, some are specialized for children. 

Speech instruction: Record courses in public speak- 


ing or voice development differ little from those of- 


fered by speech schools except, of course, that the 
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records lack a critical teacher to check improvements. 

Vocational subjects: Besides the typing course we 
saw tested, there are records to step up dictation 
speed from 60 to 130 words per minute; to teach 
the Morse code to both the “ham” operator and the 
student studying for a career. 

In the field of sales training, records act out and 
dramatize methods for conducting effective sales con- 
ferences; teach salesmen to use simplified psychology 
to rack up more sales.

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What you should know about 


Humidity 


In summer, if it’s not the heat, it’s the humidity; in winter, if it’s not the cold, it’s the lack of humidity. 


What is this thing called humidity 





and is there any way to control it? You'll find humidity (or the lack 


of it) may be the underlying cause of such diverse problems as “winter” throats, shrinking furniture 


woods, peeling of exterior paint, even the gradual deterioration of the structure of the house

umidity is more than a summer 
problem: it is just as important 

when you're inside a heated house 

in winter. And it’s not only a problem of 
too much humidity; often it’s a problem 
of too little. Because it can be the key to 
your comfort, inside and out, summer and 
winter, you should understand what it is 
and how it affects you. And even more 


importantly, what you can do to change it. 


What is humidity—and relative hu- 
midity? By “humidity” we mean water 
vapor in the air. “Relative humidity” is 
a measurement of the amount of that water 
vapor or humidity in the air, and is ex- 
pressed as a percentage of the total amount 
of water vapor that the air can hold at any 
specified temperature. The air temperature 
is involved because warmer air will hold 
more water than cooler air, and you can 
reduce the relative humidity in a room 
by just raising the temperature without 
removing any of the water vapor in it. 
‘or example, if the room air has a tem- 
perature of 70 degrees and a relative hu- 
midity of 30 per cent, you can reduce the 
humidity to 20 per cent merely by raising 


the room air temperature to 82 degrees. 
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At what relative humidity are we 
most comfortable? The ideal amount of 
moisture you should have in the air in 
your house for healthful comfort is still 
an open question. On the low side, we 
know that a person feels more comfortable 
when the relative humidity is more than 
30 per cent. Excessively low humidity will 
dry up the skin and the mucous passages 
of the nose and throat. By absorbing 
moisture from your furnishings, it will 
dry out book bindings, leather goods, 
rugs, and carpets, leaving the fibers dry 
and brittle. It will also absorb moisture 
from the glue used in making your fur- 
niture and reduce the moisture percentage 
of the furniture wood and the interior 
trim of the house, causing them to shrink 
and separate. Relative humidity between 
25 and 40 per cent is necessary to main- 
tain the desired 5 to 8 per cent moisture 
content of wood to keep it from swelling 
and shrinking. 

On the high side, we find ourselves 
more comfortable with a relative humidity 
below 50 per cent. An indoor relative hu- 
midity that is too high can cause equally 
devastating damage to furnishings and in- 
terior trim. It will cause wood to swell, 


doors and drawers to stick; it will pro- 


duce mould and mildew on books, leather 
goods, and carpets. The ideal comfort 
level, therefore, ranges between 30 per 
cent and 50 per cent, but the practical 
level is a compromise between what you 
would like to have and the amount that 
the construction of your house will let 
you have without damage to the building. 


Why is the air in many houses too 
dry in winter? Since cold air cannot 
hold as much water vapor as warm air, the 
outdoor relative humidity will usually 
increase as the outdoor temperature slowly 
drops. It can be as high as 90 per cent 
at zero degrees, varying somewhat with 
the geographical area of the country. 
When that low-temperature, high-humid- 
ity air comes into the house through the 
cracks and around the windows and is 
heated to 70 degrees, its relative humidity 
will drop to about 5 per cent, and as it 
mixes with the room air, it will lower the 
relative humidity in the house. If it con- 
tinued long enough and no moisture was 
added to the air from indoor sources, the 
indoor relative humidity would eventu- 
ally get down to 5 per cent too. This is 


much too low for comfort and for the 








good of the house and the furnishings in 
it. Fortunately, it is never that low in an 
occupied house because just living in a 
house adds a substantial amount of water 
to the indoor air. But in loosely con- 
structed houses, the indoor relative hu- 
midity often falls to an uncomfortable 
level because of this infiltration of air. 


Where does water vapor inside the 
house come from? To give you some 
idea of the water vapor necessary to main- 
tain comfortable humidity levels, a house 
of 1,250 square feet of floor area (about 
10,000 cubic feet) with the air changed 
about 11% times each hour through out- 
door air infiltration will require the evapo- 
ration of approximately 11 gallons of 
water every 24 hours to maintain 30 per 
cent relative humidity when the outdoor 
air temperature is zero degrees and the 
indoor air temperature is 70 degrees. 
About 15 gallons would be required to 
maintain the relative humidity at 40 per 
cent. Lesser amounts would be required 
when the temperature is higher outside 
the house. 

Some of this water vapor will enter the 
air as a result of people living in the 
house, from their normal occupancy hab- 
its. Each individual, for example, evapo- 
rates between three to four pints of water 
each day from his person. Thus a family 
of four could contribute up to 16 pints 
of water, but they rarely do because they 
are not continuously in the house. About 
a half pint is evaporated by a shower; a 
tub bath releases about half this amount. 
Mopping and rinsing a kitchen floor of 
average size adds about one quart of 
water, and ten pounds of laundry when 
washed and spun dry releases about five 
quarts of water. Cooking releases mois- 
ture, but the amount of it is difficult to 
_ estimate since it depends largely upon the 
food preferences. Boiling food such as 
corned beef and cabbage and New Eng- 
land boiled dinners serve as an excellent 
means of humidifying a house. The food 
preparation for a family of four will prob- 
ably release about one pint of moisture at 
| breakfast, slightly more than one pint at 
lunch, and about three pints at dinner. 
The ordinary housekeeping activity of a 


| family of four will contribute at least four 





gallons of water to the room air per day. 
Unfortunately these sources of humidity 
are not constant but vary in quantity from 
day to day. 

There are other sources of moisture 
that do not occur in all houses. One of 
these is the gas-burning kitchen range 
and the other gas-burning appliances not 
vented to the outdoors. One medium-size 
gas burner on the kitchen range burning 
natural gas for four hours will release 
about one quart of water. 


Why do some houses have high rela- 
tive humidities even in winter? In 
addition to what might be called the man- 
made sources of moisture inside the house, 
there are also some less desirable moisture 
gains that must be considered. These may 
not be readily apparent. If the house is 
built over a crawl space, there is a strong 
likelihood of moisture from the uncoy- 
ered earth floor within the crawl space 
migrating up through the floor boards into 
the house. Moisture can also enter through 
a concrete slab floor laid on the ground 
if a suitable barrier to prevent such mois- 
ture migration was not laid on the ground 
beneath the slab at the time it was con- 
structed. Ironically enough, the floor sur- 
faces may appear to be absolutely dry, 
and sadly enough there is nothing much 
that you can do about it without taking 
up the floor. Poorly sealed basement walls 
and floor, a leaky roof, and defective gut- 
ters or leaders are other possible sources 
of unsuspected and often undesirable 
moisture gain. Thus the total quantity of 
moisture released, even in a loosely con- 
structed house, might be enough to pro- 
duce a high relative humidity.

However, there is often the opposite 
problem to be considered in modern, well- 
built houses. The new house is often built 
as tight as a Thermos bottle. In fact, it 
may be too tight. The walls and ceilings 
are better insulated; many of the windows 
are sealed in the walls and cannot be 
opened; new and improved designs of 
storm sash and storm windows are used 
in cold climate areas; new types of build- 
ing materials are used; and a special mem- 
brane or barrier is placed in the walls to 
reduce the amount of vapor movement 
from indoors to outdoors. Because of these 
improved building techniques, the house 
does not breathe the way it once did, and 
the amount of outdoor air entering 
through the walls and cracks is probably 
less than the amount necessary to replace 
the air in the house once in every two 
hours. Thus, we often find houses in 
which normal living produces enough 
moisture to push the relative humidity 
above comfort levels. 


How do we decide the right humid- 
ity level of our own house? Every 
home should have a good humidity meter 
or gauge. If you are contemplating the 
purchase of one, it will pay you to get 
a good one. The low-cost models sold in 
the corner store are usually not very 
accurate and are slow to respond. to 
changes in the humidity. A good one will 
help you to determine the effect of occu- 
pancy activity upon the relative humidity 
of your house and to establish the humid- 
ity level at which you feel the most com- 
fortable. But before you decide upon the 
temperature and relative humidity you 
would like to have in your home, you 
must face the stern fact that there is a 
limit to the quantity of moisture in the 
indoor air that the house can tolerate 
during cold weather without serious dam- 
age to the structure and to the furnishings. 
We face two undesirable possibilities. One 
is excessive condensation on the windows 
and possibly on the inner surfaces of outer 
walls during cold weather. The other 
is the possibility of ice and water forma- 
tion within the outside walls themselves. 

When room air of any given tempera- 
ture and relative humidity is cooled, it

Perhaps in the World 


From each square foot of his garden, James Viles 
gets an incredible yield of gourmet vegetables. 
Pushing to the utmost the techniques of soil 
enrichment, mulching and vertical growing, 


he has virtually eliminated weeding and watering 


@ This case history of one man’s garden is worth the atten- 
tion of all gardeners because it proves what fantastic re- 
sults can be achieved—in yield and labor-saving—when 
all the “know-how” of the past and present and of all civil- 
izations is applied in an unstinted, abundant way. 

The exuberant yet ordered abundance of this garden is 
even more remarkable when it is realized that the owner is 
away from it for five of each seven days. And he hires only 
about ten hours of labor per week from others, averaged® 
over the whole year. 

James Viles’s garden is primarily a pleasure to him, be- 
cause his techniques all conspire to eliminate the monoto- 
nous chores, leaving the interesting work to be enjoyed as 
week-end relaxation. His results are fantastic: succulent 
fruits and tender vegetables flourishing in idyllic neatness 
in an orderly, quiet realm of charm that rivals the most 
carefully groomed Japanese garden. 

Three basic practices contribute to the incredible yield 
from this small garden: initial enrichment of the basic soil, 
unusually heavy mulching, and extensive vertical growing 
that permits tremendous production in a small area. 

Fourteen years ago, when Mr. Viles started this garden, 
he went to work first to build up his own soil. Bringing 
in tons of manure and humus, he mixed them with sand in a 
three-foot-thick bed over the entire garden. “We find that 
sandy soil is wonderful for growing vegetables,” he says. 
“Tt retains spring heat, when things are getting started, and 
it lends itself well to all forms of mulching.” 

Deep mulching is the second important factor in his 
garden program. A variety of mulches are used eight inches 
deep over the whole area, selected according to the size of 
the plant, its vigor and pattern of growth, the distance 
between plants, the food value of the mulch itself, and, 
as important as any of these, its visual appearance. For 
instance, seaweed is used between the vegetable rows be- 
cause it has definite food value and lime content. Under 
fruit trees straw is best, because of the potassium content 
that is made gradually available for apples, plums, and

The orderly techniques of this garden 
apply whether you plant five or fifty 
vegetables and want two or twenty of 
each. The key to the enjoyment of a 
garden like this is whether you are 
able to make the garden do what you 
want, or whether you are scrambling 
to do what the garden absolutely re- 
quires. Viles begins his control over 
the garden by creating new beds with 
the richest possible soil, bordering 
each with 2”-by-12” planks. He al- 
lows 18-inch paths between the beds 
for access to every part of the gar- 
den. The raised beds make every job

easier. but in addition, he trellises 
everything that can conceivably grow 
“up.” This is absolutely necessary 
for many of his plants because, since 
the rich soil produces such lush heavy 
fruit, it needs support. In other 
eases, he forces plants to grow up 
with amazing results (a spinach that 
reaches six feet;*for example). By 
getting the plants up in the air 
he can mulch more completely, vir- 
tually eliminating the weeding prob- 
lem. The jobs that must be done— 





pruning, tying, and harvesting—are 
all done at a comfortable height. 
Other vegetables that lend themselves 
to trellising: peppers, eggplant, cu- 
cumbers, melons, squash, and toma- 
toes, of course—even gooseberries.

Viles began his garden on the boggy marsh that is 
Fire Island, but the principle of building up your 
own soil out of the richest material at hand can be 
applied anywhere. The basic composition of the soil 
is shown in the cross-section drawing below. Each 
year he trucks up load after load of seaweed from 
the shore. An eight-inch layer of it is laid on the soil 
at the end of the growing season. This layer is down 
to two inches by spring when more is added. It is 
spread apart to set out plants. More seaweed is used 
as a mulch after the young plants grow up, and still 
more is added as necessary during the maturing pe- 
riod. Other mulching materials are handled in the 
same manner for the plants they suit best. Fertilizers, 
both organic and chemical, are liberally used each 
year, some throughout the garden, some to add 
specific nutrients for specific plants.

By the end of the sea- 
son, it is almost indistinguishable from 
the soil itself. Whatever is left is dug 
into the ground before winter. Decay- 
ing material keeps the soil friable.

“In order to save space, we try to grow everything up,” 
Mr. Viles explains. “We find that our exceptionally rich 
soil—an organic soil, for the most part, furnishing a 
cool, constantly moist root run—creates lush, heavy 
growth that needs this support. This is an old Japanese 
method that not only conserves ground area but produces 
an extremely attractive form of horticulture. Certainly, 
this age-old Japanese system of plant control is most 
beautiful.” 

Peppers, eggplant, and tomatoes are all trained vertically, 
along with cucumbers, melons, and squash. Even peaches 
are tied flat to lattices, and gooseberries are pruned to a 
single stem in tree form. Bamboo is used for the trellises 
because it lasts for several years. They are wired together 
so they can be taken up in one piece, folded, and stored 
flat for the winter. 

Seeds ordered by mail from all over the world make 
this a gourmet’s garden. Exploring the world by mail has 
yielded many sources for special strains and rare delica- 
cies. Many wonderful vegetables with superior qualities 
are available from France and England. For instance, from 
France come peas of the mange-tout variety, to be eaten 
like Chinese snow peas, fabulous French radishes, celeriac, 
string beans, and tiny carrots. There are delicious British 
cucumbers and melons for raising either under glass or 
in frames. 

“Best of all,” Mr. Viles has discovered, “British 
tomatoes, which have been bred for glass culture, thrive 
fantastically outdoors here, bearing huge crops and_pro- 
ducing sturdy green growth that has proved to be most 
resistant to disease. There are also British leeks and 
onions, French onions, both (Please turn to page 150)

and the best in vegetable seeds 


Since Viles’s garden had its beginning in his desire for gourmet 
vegetables, he uses every resource to find seeds for the delicacies 
he wants to grow. Three are shown here in all their luxurious 
growth: spinach from New Zealand, trained up on a bamboo rack; 
leeks grown from British seed; and French cardoon, similar to our 
chard. Finding the seeds that will do best in his particular cli- 
mate conditions is one of the principles Viles lives by—and one 
that all gardeners can profit by—for not all vegetables nor all va- 
rieties of one vegetable will do well in every garden. Part of 
the Viles garden is set aside each year for experimenting with new 
seeds turned up in correspondence with seedsmen around the world.

“The wonderful point of Japa- 
nese and all eastern gardening is 
that, with an enormous population, 
no square inch of ground in a gar- 
den goes unproductive for long. 
With a very rich, well-balanced 
eround, thoroughly mulched, it is 
entirely possible to make a given 
piece of ground produce three 
crops in: our season, which lasts 
from April 15 to November 15. 

“Intercropping is one way to in- 
tensify the output. For example, 


when the vegetable rows are laid 


_out in the spring, between the even- 


tual rows of string beans we plant 
radishes, turnips, or early carrots. 
At the time the radishes or carrots 
are ready for pulling, the beans are 
not quite half grown. The root-crop 
row is then dusted with fertilizer 
and covered with seaweed to form a 
root run for the adjacent beans. 

“Successive cropping is another 
means for getting abundant pro- 
duction. We sow beets after rad- 
ishes and, after beets, onion sets 
for scallions. To do this requires 
soil that is super-rich and well bal- 
anced without undue 
content.

In a sunny spot in the garden, Viles is able to raise fig trees, a 
rarity in the eastern part of the country. Without foliage here, they 


are later thick with growth. Trees are protected in winter. 
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Europeans know and happily pay 
for primeurs, the firsts of the sea- 
son, picked prematurely and rushed 
to the market so that even the soil 
clinging to the roots remains moist, 
the leaves sweet and fragrant. In 
the American preoccupation with 
size and mass distribution, we have 
perfected vast quantities of wilt- 
resistant, bland, large-headed let- 
tuces. With the exception of the 
pampered hothouse Bibb and Ital- 
ian greens in specialty markets, it 
is virtually impossible to buy the 
kind of young greens real gourmets 
most admire. The only real way 
to get them is to grow them your- 
self, even in a kerchief-size garden 
or flower bed. 

The joys of stooping to thin a 
row of lettuces so tender that you 
must pull from the base to avoid 
bruising them; the pride of walk- 
ing guests out of the kitchen door 
to select their greens from beau- 
tifully frilled heads; the entirely 
new taste of specialty greens—for 
instance, the radishy bite of nas- 
turtium leaves; the continuing 
pleasure of successive growths of 
young heads; or the ease of pull- 
ing mint or shallot that sprouts 
for the sheer joy of growing—all 
these are yours whether you gar- 
den with dedication or casually. 


LL THE lettuce we grow stems 
originally from a wild green, 
and, while lettuces take to cultiva- 
tion, they still grow like wild. For 
summer-long service, sow relatively 
few seeds of a number of varieties 
al a time, then sow additional 
seeds at two-week intervals during 
the summer. Avoid planting dur- 
ing extreme heat. Perhaps the most 
practical method is to prepare a 
strip a foot or two wide, section 
it off for different varieties, and 
broadcast seeds in each section, 
barely covering them. As the heads 
come up, thin them for the most 
delicate early salads, leaving a 
row at the center; or thin them 
from the center leaving a low let- 
tuce border around later vegetables 
or tomato plants. 

For an early start, seeds may be 
sown in flats, or even in flower 
pots « month or more before set- 
ting outdoors. Lettuce does best in 
fertile sandy soil, with a good pro- 
portion of humus to hold ground 
moisture. Be sure soil is well-limed 
and fertilized before planting.

Now add 3 tablespoons of oil and 
stir well. Add the greens to the 
bowl. Lift and turn the leaves gent- 
ly until they are glossy with the 
dressing. Add chives or cress near 
the end of the turning to preserve 
their texture. Leaves should be 
thoroughly coated but not dripping 
with excess dressing. 


Salad variations 


From this simple beginning, 
many variations can be made. But 
don’t forget that a distinctly 


flavored green, such as watercress 
or nasturtium leaves, needs no herb 
additions. With watercress or nas- 
turtium, use only the leafy tips; 
discard lower stems. 

When tomatoes are added to a 
salad, tarragon or marjoram is a 
welcome herb accent. Thinly sliced 
cucumber does well with a sprin- 
kling of. dill tops added near the 
end of the tossing. 

Salads made up of tender leaf 
lettuce take to the addition of sec- 
tions of hard-cooked eggs or mar- 
inated shrimp, anchovies, or olives. 
Stiffer romaine types can carry 
crunchy seasoned croutons, crum- 
bled blue cheese, or slivers of 
Gruyére added in the tossing. 

If you add avocado to a salad, 
set off its bland smoothness with 
finely chopped shallot or spring 
onions. The mild nip of chives may 
be added to almost any spring 
salad, but the tender tops go soft 
quickly, so add them last. 


Wilted salads 


For all the emphasis on crisp 
greens, one of the most nostalgic 
salads, in France as in the Mid- 
west, is made of greens—prefera- 
bly dandelion greens or red-leaf 
lettuce—wilted with a hot bacon 


dressing. Edward Harris Heth 
gives this recipe in The Wonderful 
World of Cooking (Simon and 
Schuster, New York, 1956). 


Dandelion salad 


“Wash, dry, and chill some very 
young dandelion shoots. These can 
often be found in Italian vege- 
table markets in large cities, should 
your own lawn not supply them. 
Dice bacon, about 1 strip per sery- 
and fry crisp, drain, and 
crumble over the greens. Sprinkle 
with salt, fresh pepper. For enough 
greens for three or four persons, 
add 1% teaspoon sugar, 1% table- 
spoon lemon juice, 1% tablespoon 
cider vinegar, 3 tablespoons warm 
bacon drippings, and toss.

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Gardener’s Salad

this especially potent food for 
thought is that we have enjoyed, 
by the nature of our job, the most 
helpful advice and willing coopera- 
tion of business associates in the 
airlines and in the government 
travel offices, to say nothing of the 
services of a secretary, a staff of 
messengers, and the office phone. 
We also have on hand the Official 
Airline Guide which contains the 
flight schedules of airlines all over 
the world, and a pretty creditable 
library of books and _ literature 
dealing with the countries involved. 
Very few people. planning their 
travels, could count on such assist- 
ance as this. 

But even so favored, we discoy- 
ered that drawing up an itinerary 
is not quite like eating peaches 
and cream. Yet it seems so sim- 
ple—just get yourself a long pad 
of lined paper. Make a left-hand 
column by putting down on each 
line every day and date you're 
going to be away—and see what 
happens. Likely as not you'll leave 
out the Friday of one week, give 
Friday’s date to Saturday, and then 
spend half an hour trying to see 
why your days don’t jibe with the 
calendar. But this is merely the 
start of frustration. You may think 
you know where you want to go, 
but whether one place is worth 
three days or four. or might better 
be cut out entirely in order to give 
you more time somewhere else is 
clearly a matter for a travel agent. 

Even if you decide to spend four 
days in one place, the decision as- 
sumes major proportions. You may 
(as you always should) read up in 
advance and pick the brains of 
previous travelers, still the value 
of one place compared with another 
is a most personal choice. At this 
dilemma in your planning, you re- 
sort to the phone and re-check with 
friends who’ve been there before, 
an operation that takes time and 
can yield a lot of extraneous chit- 
chat that you’ve no time to indulge 
in. A good travel agent, given a 
chance to learn something about 
your likes and dislikes, your per- 


sonality and your budget, could 
make your decision for you in a 
flash. 
Eventually your itinerary ap- 
pears to have taken shape admir- 
ably, all your days neatly accounted 
for—or so you think. All you need 
to do now is to figure out how to 
get yourself transported from one 
place to another. This is where the 
headaches start. Here is when you 





begin tangling with timetables— 
always providing you know what 
timetables to get hold of and how 
to get hold of them. For most peo- 
ple have only the vaguest notion 
which airlines, steamship lines, and 
railroads service which places in 
the world. Several may go to a cer- 
tain area, but have different ports 
of call. To get this straightened out 
is a project in itself, a matter of 
calling up the companies them- 


selves and asking (and frequently | 


getting a clerk who doesn’t know 
because he doesn’t handle your 
area, so you get switched around 
until you find someone who does.) 

But then having finally acquired 





your timetables, your problem is by 
no means confined to learning how 
to read them. It’s a skill in itself, 
it seems to us, to be able to trans- 
late 15:45 on a schedule into good 
old-fashioned 3:45 Pp...

admire anyone’s mastery of those 


connecting routes that start off sen- 
sibly enough filling the column 
with the place you want to Lv, but | 
after a few stops the list goes blank | 


on you and nowhere to be found is 
the place you want to ARR. We | 
eventually got rather clever at this, 
in a shaky kind of way because 
even when we were right, we 
couldn’t quite believe that there 
wasn't a catch to this somewhere.

ing on Friday, you and your itiner- 
ary take quite a jolt when the time- 
table indicates there’s only one 
weekly plane out of the place, leay- 
ing, naturally, on Friday. But you 
can’t afford to spend a week’s time 
there, because you’re due some- 
where else Tuesday. So back you 
must go to your lists and timetables 
and telephone and rearrange your 
stays and times of departure in the 


earlier places on your itinerary. 


And when you're dealing with 
planes that leave several times a 
week—Mo, We, and Sa, perhaps— 
you can’t count on consistency in 
schedule. We’s plane may leave at 
the same time as Mo’s, but Sa’s 


| may turn out to leave at some hour 
| like 24:01. Our research into In- 


dian planes shows that a favorite 
departure time is 7 A.M., which 
suggests we won't be up very late 
admiring the moon on the Ganges. 


HE time eaten up in synchro- 

nizing your transportation is in- 
credible, and most of it is spent 
fruitlessly. Example: It took us 
two hours and phone calls to four 
major airlines before a short trip 
from Hong Kong to a town in the 
Philippines clearly proved to be 
chronologically impossible to fit 
into our itinerary. 

There is also the nasty little 
matter of buses and boats that 
connect with trains and_ planes. 
Allow yourself a nice late train— 
so you'll have a full day for shop- 
ping and dinner at a_recom- 
mended restaurant—and you may 
discover that you'll be too late to 
catch the ferry to the next stop. 
From this you could strand your- 
self in a place which has either 
no accommodation or full-up ho- 
tels. This kind of intelligence is 
often of the word-to-mouth vari- 
ety, never referred to on _ the 
printed page, a matter of knowl- 
edge acquired from experience. 
Travel agents are gold mines of 
such information. They are also 
more wary than you might be of 
connections that look feasible in 
print, but can’t really be made. 

Hotel reservations we’ve always 
been pretty airy about in our off- 
on the 
theory that if you can’t get into 
one, you'll get into another. And 
in Europe, somehow we’ve always 
been able to communicate with the 
. But when 


season European travels, 


natives in an emergency 
we noted that we were dae to arrive 
in Bangkok at 11:30 p.m. and in 
Calcutta at 9:30 p.m., it began to 
trickle into our consciousness that 
we needed some place to sleep. 


Better make hotel reservations 
right down the line. A little chancy 
to depend upon our natural apti- 
tude for languages to make our 
plight clear in Hindustani or Sia- 
mese to policemen in dead of night. 

There are, if you’re hep enough 
to know it, international hotel rep- 
resentatives in American 
cities—but all hotels are not so 
represented. You can find out what 
hotels exist from each country’s 
national travel office. (Most have 
offices in New York, some also in 
our large cities, but these cities 
vary.) Guidance is required. 

How would we have known, if 
we could not easily contact the In- 
dian offices that January is the big 
season in India when the Indians 
are filling up their own hotels? 
How else would we know that this 
or that hotel is miles out from 
town. Indeed, how would we know 
whether we were heading for a 
commercial hotel, a resort hotel, or 
an oriental version of the Mills 
Hotel. Reservations by long-dis- 
tance take time and money. You 
can cable for reservations, but if 
you want them confirmed, you have 
a collect answer to pay for. A let- 
ter abroad takes time to get there 
—at least a week to India, for in- 
stance, and that’s by air mail. 

Secretarial chores like these can 
occupy the precious hours when 
you might better be having your 
will drawn up, arranging to stop 
the milk and the newspaper, or 
organizing your luggage. How 
much more relaxing to leave this 
up to someone whose business it is 
to handle such detail as part of 
the day’s work, and who will 
charge you only the cable costs.

ND speaking of necessary chores, 

there’s a whole area of trip 
planning known as “getting your 
visas.” Most of us have forgotten 
that visas ever existed. Most West- 
ern European countries, Israel, and 
Siam no longer require them from 
U. S. citizens. Where they are re- 
quired, we don’t really have a right 
to carp about the forms to fill out 
in duplicate, triplicate, quadrupli- 
cate; those gorgeous extra passport 
pictures of yourselfi—2, 3, or 4, 
depending on the country, some 
with your signature, some without; 
that letter guaranteeing you have 
paid transportation out of the coun- 
try so you won’t become a public 
charge (this must come from your 
travel agent, or failing an agent, the 
transportation company that books 
you into and out of each place, or 


your bank, or your employer) ; 
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or the demand to see our inter- | 


national health certificate. We have 
no business to get our backs up 
if they ask us to state our crim- 
inal record, our history of dope 
addiction, our political leanings. 
our religion. Because this is all 
| kid stuff compared with what our 
own government requires of people 
trying to visit the U. S. (Finger- 
printing is now unnecessary.) 

_ What we resent most is the time 
it takes. Most visas require a fee, 
$2 to $3, sometimes more. 

We kept a messenger busy for 
the better part of two weeks run- 
ning back and forth from the New 
York City consulates of Japan, 
Hong Kong, India, and Iran. (Some 
require that you present yourself 
in person.) Hong Kong was a 
cinch. But the others never seemed 
te like the way we filled out our 
letters from the airlines, or maybe 
_-we made out an entirely wrong set 
of application blanks. 

The Iranians seemed convinced 
that we were going with Eisen- 
hower’s party and that impression 
had to be dispelled. Somewhere 
along the line our health card got 
lost. We didn’t see our precious 
passport for days at a time. 

Meanwhile, time was a-wasting, 


and the whole business seemed like | 
the introduction to a nervous break- | 


down. How, we wondered, would 
a traveler cope who lived in the 
sticks and was ill-advised enough 
to attempt this kind of solo, do-it- 
yourself travel plan? 

How to get your passport and 
how to cope with the visa bit— 
these. too, are part of a good 
agent’s services. 

All travel agents, it must be 
said, are not equally 
perspicacious, well-traveled, knowl- 
edgeable, and 
poor one can commit boo-boos, just 


sensitive, 
conscientious. A 


as a poor plumber or an inept 
lawyer can. But in general, the 
nature of their business, their fa- 
miliarity with the trains, planes, 
ships, hotels, and motels of the 
world, their daily contacts’ with 
travel as an industry makes them 


far better able than most travelers | 


to cope with the endless details

Hotels and Castles 

So strong and pervasive is the 
sense of gezelligheid that it takes | 
hold even of the hotels and puts 
heart and character into them. 
Most are small and gracefully old- | 
fashioned. Even ultra-modern ho- 
tels are almost never impersonal. 

But there is something still bet- 
ter: the high old style of a con- 
verted castle or country house with 
the quiet luxury of garden, forest, 
and fountain. For the traveler with 
a car (inexpensive to rent, at about 
$7 a day), these castle-hotels, pure 
Dutch in decor and atmosphere, 
are ideal, especially in view of the 
dificult parking problem in the 
larger towns. Eighty per cent of 
travelers in Holland bunch up in 
Amsterdam, Rotterdam, and The 
Hague under the mistaken impres- 
sion that Holland begins and ends 
with these three major towns. They 
are as beautiful and varied towns 
as Europe can offer, but there is no 
need to stay in them. The most in- 
teresting and livable hotels are not 
located there. 

Distances in Holland are neglig- 
ible. Given a car, or the fine trains 
that run about every half hour be- 
tween important towns, or the net- 
work of rural buses, or even a 
bicycle, most of Holland can be 
from one or two quiet 
places in the country. Thus, with no 
need to keep moving bag and bag- 
gage, or (in the off-season) think- 
ing about where to stay next, the

Other noteworthy inns are the

the Maas Hotel with its own wharf 
on the Maas River in Limburg, and 
those at Breukelen and Maarssen 
on the delightful little River Vecht.

be a boat. To see Holland by water, 
along 4,300 miles of navigable wa- 
terways that lead through the towns 
out to every hidden corner of the 
country, is one of the purest—and 
least -advertised—of travel pleas- 
ures. The Dutch are a land and 
water people, and it is on the water 
that they come most completely 
alive. 

Arrangements to charter a motor 
cruiser or auxiliary yacht, with or 
without crew, are easy and _ inex- 
pensive.

International Fair (in March and 
September), a major show place 
for Dutch applied art. Stay in the 
town or, better, in the sylvan set- 
ting of the elegant Huize “Den 
Treek,” 13. miles away at 
Leusden. You’re then only ten min- 
utes from the traditional costume 
villages of Bunschoten and Spaken- 
burg. 

So small is the variegated prov- 
ince of Utrecht that a trolley will 
take you from the capital into a 
fairyland of medieval castles, to 


just 


a village inn with a renowned res- 
taurant (the Figi 
Zeist), and then on to Rhenen, a 
delightful medieval Rhine town 
with an excellent hotel-restaurant, 
De Koerheuvel, overlooking the

river. 


Between Rhenen and Veenendaal 
is one of the best of the country 
dining places, ’t Koetshuis. All this 
is deep in the provinces, far from 
tourist territory, yet less than two 
hours from Amsterdam. At Groene- 
kan, near Utrecht, look for the 
handmade Majolica created by art- 
ist-ceramicists for De Lerma. 

Eighteen miles farther up the 
Rhine is Arnhem, with the lovely 
country inn, ’s Konings Jacht, in 
the nearby woods of the Veluwe, 
140 square miles of undeveloped 
moor and woodland. Here is also a 
most important point of orienta- 
tion in Holland: the Netherlands 
Open Air Museum—old houses fur- 
nished with the best of rural arts, 
crafts, and costumes from all over 
the country, open from April 1 to 
October 31. The museum can pro- 
vide an English-speaking guide dur- 
ing off months. 

From Utrecht the circle might 
be completed with a boat trip (or 
by bus or car) along the river 
Vecht past castles and great coun- 
try houses and quiet riverside vil- 
lages to Muiden with its renowned 
13th-century castle, Muidersslot. 

Again, there are no great dis- 
tances. It is about 25 miles from

The New Holland 

From the old Holland to the new 
is seldom more than a ten-minute 
walk or a fifteen-minute  trolléy 
ride. From the varied gables and 
rich ornamentation of old Amster- 
dam, for example, to the stately 
planning of Amsterdam-South, so 
much admired by the late Frank 
Lloyd Wright, is a matter of a 
few minutes. 

It is no surprise to anyone ac- 
quainted with architecture, design, 
and city planning—to find that 
three Hollanders—Rembrandt, Van 
Gogh, and Mondrian—have done 
much to influence our plastic point 
of view. What is surprising is to 
learn that Amsterdam was the first 
planned city of Europe, in the 17th 
Century; that of the best 
architecture in Scandinavia is the 
work of Dutchmen; that building 
permits are conditional on approval 
by a “Board of Aesthetics,” that 
there is no European country in 
which Frank Lloyd Wright has 
been more directly influential (Du- 
doc, Holland’s leading contempo- 
rary architect, is one of the few 
true interpreters of organic archi- 
tecture), or that Dutch innovation, 
in the work of the De Stijl group, 
lies at the root of: contemporary 
design, forerunning even the Bau- 
haus in Germany. But the facts 
cease to surprise when one realizes 
that nowhere today is there a more

general acceptance of modern ar- 
chitecture than in Holland. 
the

of Enschede, the open-air school in 
Amsterdam, the Philips establish- 
ment at Eindhoven, the Kruiskerk

veld’s houses at Utrecht and Oud’s 
at Hook of Holland—all based on 
a sound vernacular style, on a ren- 
perfection of the 


ovation and 
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handcrafts, and often with a sur- 
prising streak of romanticism run- 
ning through them. Very interest- 
ing, too, since commuting has be- 
come common, are the new country 
houses built in such garden cities 
as Bussum, Laren, Hilversum, and 
Wassenaar, and around Amsterdam 
and Rotterdam. 

Above all, see the new Rotterdam 
—the triumphant rebirth of a spir- 
ited, resourceful, boisterous city. 
The heart of it is the magnificent 
Lijnbaan, a pedestrian mall in the 
new shopping area. Here the in- 
timate human scale and the warm 
lively sunlit setting of acacia trees 
and flower beds, of colored tiles, 
and mosaics. and a cafe in the 
midst of everything, illuminate a 
new concept of urban life. The 
humane mingling of dwellings and 
business buildings, the dynamic use 
of outdoor sculpture, the simple 
aesthetic detail—of tile, wood, and 
brickwork, or contrasting textures 
in paving and flower arrangement 
—awaken a sense of possibilities. 

But the key-point of the new 
Rotterdam (for the traveler inter- 
ested in building and craft and 
decoration) is the Bouwcentrum 
(Building Center). a huge new 
workroom and information center 
as well as a window on tomorrow. 


It is an attempt to correlate under 
one roof all the elements and ideas 
that go into a house, a school, a 
hospital, ete. An international ex- 
hibition of furniture. a room de- 
voted to the building and equipping 
of kitchens, town-planning exhibits, 
a show of building materials, a 
lighting and color center—nothing 
has been omitted. 

At the Hotel Atlanta, you can 
live Rotterdam’s vision of the fu- 
ture: and don’t miss the Restau- 
rant Erasmus, a stronghold of the 
classic Dutch cooking. 


Crafts 


The old handcrafts in silver, 
wood, pottery, etc., are very much 
alive. But it is the contemporary 
work that makes one wonder why 
the crafts of Holland are so little 
known. To the eye of this traveler, 
at least, it is as imaginative and 
well-wrought, if more limited in 
range. as the work done in Sweden, 
for example. Even before the De 
Stijl movement provided so great 
a stimulus, Dutch artists were be- 
ing drawn into the production proc- 
ess (see the glass design of the 
architect de Bazel done for Leer- 
dam, for example, in 1910-1914), 
and a government regulation pro- 
vided that a portion of public con- 


struction costs be allotted as com- 
missions to artists. 

From this Holland 
has produced a surprising number 
of important craftsmen and design- 
ers in the last 40 years 
them the great potter Bert Nien- 
huis and his many students); and 
today they are working in textiles

The varied and beautiful glass- 
ware of Leerdam and Maastricht 
are easy to find. But it is worth 
going out of the way for the pot- 
tery made by Potterij Zaalberg at 
Leiderdorp, or by N. V. Keramische 
Industrie “Fris” at Edam; or the 
silver and porcelain combination 
made by “Zuid Holland” in Gouda. 
or the bronzed and chased metal 
dishes and bowls made by Brom 
Studios in Utrecht. along with su- 
perb cloissoné enamel. In the Gooi 
area around Hilversum are many 
artists and handcraftsmen working

on a small scale, among them hand 
weavers in Hilversum, Laren, and 
Baarn, and the furniture designer 
and decorator F. Eschauzier in ’s 
Gravenland. In the textile area of 
Twente one finds the traditional 
linens and lace, both crafts cen- 
tered in the towns of Hengelo and 
Haaksbergen. 

There is a great deal of con- 
temporary furniture to be seen in 
Rotterdam; and there is the ele- 
gant reed furniture and wickerware 
made by de Ridder at Hartenstraat 
21 in Amsterdam. The multicolored 
corncraft (woodwork) made by 
Pieter van Gelder in Vreeland on 
the Vecht is most unusual, as is the 
in Zeist.

the value of a protective cover on an entry walk 


@ In all but the most salubrious climates, some sort of over- 
head protection from the drive to the front door provides 
a thoughtful welcome for arriving guests. The actual design 
of the shelter depends on the design of the house, but here 
are some basic thoughts worth noting: A curb or other clear 
marker at the edge of the entry walk will help the driver 
spot the car where passengers can alight under cover. A 
raised curb, in effect, lowers the step in and out of the car. 
There should be all-around clearance for the car door as 
it swings open. It is a great advantage, where possible, to 
drive alongside, let passengers out and go on to park without 
backing up. Good lighting is important, especially in the 
darkness of a rainy night.

e The potato, you might say, is 
occidental rice. It is the main sup- 
port of whole nations, as well as 


a favorite staple in countries that | 


can afford any vegetable in the 

world. The ways of using potatoes 

are legion, and certainly storage 
does their quality less harm than 
it does any other vegetable. 

Why, then, bother to grow your 
own? One reason is to have new 
potatoes along toward the shank of 
the season, potatoes you know are 
new, and not have to shop six 
stores to find them. And if you go 
French, and eat them partly grown, 
too small for the American super- 
market to bother with, you have 
one of the joys of the garden. 

So far as we know, when Colum- 
bus landed, the white potato was 
known only in Inca Land and 
points south. There seems little 
doubt that the wild ancestor of our 
domestic species, Solanum tuber- 
osum, was native American, for 
some 100 species of the wild plant 
inhabit American highlands, at 
6,000- to 14,000-foot altitudes, from 
Arizona to Chile. 

It was long in winning the taste 
of the West, and has not won a 
high place in the diet of the Far 
East to this day, though the Chi- 
nese do like them baked. 

Their virtues as plain human fuel 
simply could not be argued down 


for long. Their long storage-life is 
a blessing. And, with a little labor, 
a single acre will provide potatoes 
for a family of five through all the 
year. It has been argued that these 
strangers from a far land actually 
created the explosion of population 
which began in Europe in the 18th 
Century; at any rate. they did 
much to make it possible. 

If you plant only a small garden, 
you will not likely give room to 
potatoes. True,

(expressed in pounds per acre) is 
as follows: nitrogen, 31.5; phos- 
13.5; potash, 45.0. The 
only trace element that potatoes 
are at all likely to miss is magne- 


phorus, 


sium. These figures give you an 
idea, but the feeding or appetite 
of potatoes and the needs of your 
garden are not the same thing. 

The wide fields of Long Island, 
for example, require much more 
nitrogen than potash. If you un- 
derstand the meaning of crop rota- 
tion, you may be surprised to learn 
that some Long Island fields, with 
the use of the right fertilizer and 
a cover crop of rye each year and 
nothing else, have produced 75 
crops of good potatoes in 75 years. 
Actually it is not too difficult; just 
make the soil rich and see that 
they get enough water. And never 
use fresh manure on the ground. 

Or try the latest method of 
planting, the very essence of up- 
to-dateness. First, I must tell you 
the traditional way, more or less 
the method the commercial grower 
uses today. He may space his rows 
three feet apart for machine culti- 
vation, but in the garden two feet 
is ample. The furrow should be 
three inches deep, and the seed 
placed eight to ten inches apart. 
Cover the seed potatoes to a depth 
of an inch. As they grow, draw 
earth around the stem until the 
furrow is level with the surface. 

When I planted potatoes as a 
child, we hilled the vines with sey- 
eral inches of soil, but today that 
is held unnecessary—actually poor 
practice in some soils. However, 
you must not let any tubers wash 
bare to the sun, for, in mere hours, 
the sun will turn them green with 
chlorophyll and bitter with a 
chemical called solanine. For cul- 
tivation, a growing mulch is better 
than the hoe. Such is the tradi- 
tional way, brought up to date. 

I have tried this new method— 
in my fashion—and it worked very 
well. First pile last 
leaves, straw, or hay in the potato

patch a couple of inches deep. 
Place the seed ten inches apart on 
top of the leaves and cover them 
with eight inches of straw or hay. 
Rows need be not more than a foot 
apart. For a single row, I suppose, 
the cover should be three feet or 
more in width. That is all. The 
roots will mine four feet deep into 
the earth, but the tubers will grow 
on top of the leaves or hay, nice 
and clean. 

There is no risk of chopping into 
the harvest when you dig, for all 
you do is remove the straw and 
pick up your potatoes. Moreover,

after the blossoms fall from potato 
vines, there are small potatoes un- 
derground, and the gardener can 
burrow into the mulch, and snitch 
a few little two-inchers for an epi- 
curean treat, without disturbing the 
growing harvest. The all-organic 
fraternity is talking about it from 
coast to coast. and, no doubt, for 
the home garden it is the coming 
thing—with all that that implies. 

I have noted the fact that more 
bugs and blights have found a 
home on the potato than on any 
other vegetable I know. However, 
fighting them today is not too com- 
plicated. There are many names in 
the attacking forces familiar to the 
gardener—leaf roll, mosaic, yel- 
low, dwarf, early and late blight, 
tiny black flea beetles, fast-moving 
leaf hoppers, aphids, and, almost 
certain to appear, the potato bug 
or Colorado potato beetle in his 
bright yellow and black stripes. 
The last is the character which the 
Kremlin charged we dropped on 
the East German potato fields. 

We have discussed the virus dis- 
eases and the scab. Be sure that 
the seed comes with a certified tag 
on it. Leave no cull piles to decay, 
and burn all volunteers that sprout 
in the garden or dump. The lethal 
late blight is a sometime thing, 
appearing when the weather is cool 
and wet late in the season. 

The Department of Agriculture 
sends out warnings in the years 
when it strikes; perhaps you can 


tune in on them. Their system has 
worked very well. In years when 
late blight damages your vines, 
wait ten days after the vines die 
before the final harvest, and choose 


a sunny day for the job. Late 
blight damage makes the vines 


look as though they had _ been 
touched by a premature frost. In 
other years, bring the harvest home 
as soon as the vines wilt and you 
may escape a little damage by 
Wireworms or white grubs. Store 
the potatoes in a cool place where 
they will not freeze.

for potatoes, there is no 
the healthful exercise of 
or dusting regularly at 
seven- to ten-day intervals after the 
stems reach six inches high, or 
earlier if the bugs appear. What 
you want is a single spray or dust 
that contains a poison for chewing 
a contact killer for leaf 
hoppers and other sucking insects, 
and a fungicide to blast the early

are covered, you 


have adequate control. 
There are on the market a number 
of “all-purpose” products which 
contain the needed matter, so go 
browse among the packages on the 
poison shelf in your seed store. 
And remember you are shopping 
not for sprays and dusts, but for 
pearly white potatoes bubbling 
gently in the pot. Such perspective 


is good for the morale.

string version favored by some folk 
singers. 

There are differences in shape, 
size, and price. In some cases 
there’s a choice of steel or nylon 
strings. So, you see, one doesn’t 
just go to the store and say, “I'd 
like a guitar please.” 

What I wanted, and got, was a 
rhythm guitar, so I could play with 
a group of other amateur jazz mu- 
sicians. I was intrigued by the puls- 
ing “chink, chink, chink” of crisply 
played chords in a rhythm section. 
Having played drums 
years, and not reading music, I felt 


for some 
the jazz guitar was logical for me. 
It calls for a steady beat and once 
you learn the fingering, you can 
play from the chord symbols on the 
music without learning the notes. 

I failed, however, to consider the 
subtle attraction of the instrument. 
After learning enough chords to 
get by, I wanted to learn some 
“passing chords” for harmonic em- 
bellishment. Now there’s the urge 


to learn to read music and play an 
occasional solo. This is one of the 
virtues of the instrument. It can 
lead you to outdo yourself. 
Anyone who really wants a gui- 
tar probably knows exactly what 
kind. But for those who are unde- 
cided, or want to buy one for some- 
one else, here are introductions to 
the living members of the family. 
Distant cousins, such as the lute 
cittern, and zither are not included. 
Classic guitar. This is the guitar 
of Segovia and a growing host of 
his followers. At its best, it is the 
epitome of the guitar-makers’ craft. 
From a distance the classic guitar 
looks like any guitar with a flat top

The tuning pegs are upright, the 
peghead is solid, and the gear- 
driven tuning keys stick out side- 
ways. Usually, as with the classic, 
the bridge and strings are attached 
to the sounding board. But some 
flat-tops have a tail-piece which 
transmits the pull of the strings to 
the end of the guitar and the strings 
ride over the bridge. Non-classic 
flat-tops cost from $20 to $400. 

Arched-top, or f-hole guitar. 
This is the jazz guitar. To get 
the crisp and brilliant tone and the 
volume needed to be heard with 
other instruments, the strings must 
be steel, and it is usually played 
with a pick. The arched top and 
back create more air space inside 
and thus a greater volume of sound. 
The sound holes are f-shaped and 
flank the strings, as on the violin. 

The neck is quite narrow and the 
strings close together to facilitate 
fast chord changes. The better gui- 
tars have a steel reinforcing rod in 
the neck to prevent warping from 
string tension. The jazz guitar al- 
ways has a tailpiece to hold the 
strings and the bridge is usually 
adjustable.

Guitar enthusiasts agree that, by 
comparison, most other instruments 
fall short. They are either too gross 
or picayune, too slender or fat, too 
shrill, boomy, hard to play, anti- 
social, or too limited in perform- 
ance to be worth while. To its ad- 
mirers the guitar is just right, and 
we commend it to your attention. 

After listening to most of the 
guitar music on record, these are 
the recordings that, to me, best 
express the musical possibilties of 
the instrument.

Guitar. Epic LC 3418. Faultless 
execution on a recording with won- 
derfully rich, full tone. 

© Laurindo Almeida, Guitar Music 
of Spain. Capitol D 8295. 

¢ Laurindo Almeida, Danzas. Cap- 
itol P 8467. 

Almeida is unique in that he 
manages to play brilliant classic 
guitar and also plays with jazz 
groups. These records are classic, 
but some of the jazz feeling is 
heard in Danzas. 
¢ Luiz Bonfa, Guitar of Brazil. 
Cook 1134-A. 
¢ Luiz Bonfas Brazilian Guitar. 
Capitol T-10134. 

This man is an incredible guitar- 
ist. His technique is so dazzling 
that it sounds like a multiple re- 
cording. Both records make a point 
of explaining that he does it all 
alone. Classic, popular, and jazz 
pieces are all played in a personal 
style that defies classification. 

Flamenco 
¢ Sabicas, The Greatest Flamenco 
Guitarist. Vol. 1. Electra 117. 

This is wonderfully strong stir- 
ring Flamenco of the “deep” per- 
suasion. In volumes 2 and 3 Sabicas 
plays the less disciplined styles. 
¢ Carlos Montoya and his Flamenco 
RCA-Victor LPM 1610. 


Montoya gives this exciting music

a more beguiling melodic quality 
than most Flamenco guitarists. 

¢ El Arte Flamenco, Carlos Ramos. 
Spanish Music Center SMC 1004. 
A beautifully balanced record, the 
guitar sound is exceptionally pure 
and Ramos has all the technical 
virtuosity needed, but doesn’t use 
it to the detriment of the music— 
as lesser Flamenco players do. 

¢ Spanish Guitars, David Moreno. 


Capitol T 10045. Here, too, the 
tone is excellent. Some of the 
pieces are multiple recordings but 
in good musical taste. They sound 
like duets or trios, and are de- 
lightful to hear.

¢ Charlie Christian with Benny 
Goodman. Columbia CL 652. Chris- 
tian was to the jazz guitar what 
Segovia is to the classic. Although 
these pieces were recorded about 
20 years ago, their imaginative im- 
pact is fresh, and as exhilarating 
as ever. 
¢ Swing from Paris, Django Rein- 
hardt and Stephane Grappely. Lon- 
don LL 1344. The haunting guitar 
of this great French gypsy stylist 
is in its best setting here—with 
the Hot Club of France in the late 
30’s. No other guitarist has ever 
duplicated Django’s personal style. 
¢ Django Reinhardt, Memorial Al- 
bum. Vol. 1. Period Records SPL 
1201. This is the postwar Django, 
and the influence of Charlie Chris- 
tian is obvious. Musically less in- 
teresting than his earlier work, but 
indicative of his amazing flexibility 
and technique. 
@ Music to Listen to Barney Kes- 
sel By. Contemporary C 3521. 
¢ To Swing or Not to Swing. Bar- 
ney Kessel. Contemporary C 3513. 

Kessel is my favorite of today’s 
jazz guitarists. He has wonderful 
taste and doesn’t allow the line of 
the music to be overwhelmed by 
his considerable technique. His 
playing has drive with a lift and 
sound musicianship with a touch 
of humor. 
e Jazz Guitar, Jim Hall. Pacific 
Jazz 1227. Here is guitar, piano, 
and bass in the “cool” idiom. Hall 
has an easy-going style that puts 
his feeling for the music first— 
reminiscent of Charlie Christian. 
e Swing Guitars, Oscar Moore, 
Barney Kessel, Tal Farlow. Verve 
MGV 8124. An engaging sampler 
presenting three top performers.

The moisture vapor will 
move into the insulation and at 
some point near the outside surface 
will encounter a temperature that 
will cause the moisture vapor to 
condense into water. Here it will 
wet the insulation and may even 
freeze, but eventually will move 
through the sheathing and siding to 
the outdoors. This will do neither 
the wall nor the insulation any 
700d.

Another method that is often 
eflective is to cover the inside walls 
with two coats of any good interior 
paint or varnish to resist the mois- 
ture penetration. Generally this is 
not as effective a preventive as a 
moisture barrier in the wall, but at 
least it reduces moisture damage in 
the walls.

occupancy comfort, to say 
nothing of the possible health as- 
pects. But deciding on the proper 
level must depend on how much 
your house can take. Though a rel- 
ative humidity of 30 to 40 per cent 
may be desirable, my suggestion is 
that you maintain a humidity level 
just below that at which condensa- 
tion appears on the glass surfaces 
of the windows. If there is no insu- 
lation in the walls you may be pru- 
dent to carry it at a slightly lower 
level and you might consult with 
your local heating man concerning 
the possibility of providing a one- 
inch diameter opening at the top 
and bottom of each stud space in 
the wall for ventilation purposes. 


How to raise 
the humidity level 

It is not difficult to increase and 
control the relative humidity in a 
house with a central warm-air heat- 
ing system, since the same ducts 
and pipes that carry the warm air 
to the rooms can also be used to 
amount of

) necessary 
moisture to them. In fact, the new- 
est warm-air heating, air condi- 
tioning systems are now including 
controlled humidification. 

Adding it to older systems of 
warm-air heating is relatively easy. 
With a gravity furnace humidity is 
provided by a water evaporating 
pan generally located at the side 
or near the top of the furnace and 
supplied with water by an auto- 
matic regulating valve or by filling 
the pan manually once or twice 
each day. One type is available in 
which the water drips into the evap- 
orating pan at a rate determined by 
the temperature of the air in the 
bonnet at the top of the furnace. 

With a forced warm-air heating 
system, several types of humidifiers 
are available. The evaporating pan 
type used with gravity furnaces can 
also be effectively used on a forced 
warm-air furnace. However. this 
type has been improved by the ad-

WHAT YOU SHOULD KNOW ABOUT HUMIDITY 
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dition of a number of porous evapo- 
rator plates (Fig. 1), the ends of 
which are immersed in a pan of 
water kept constantly full by an 
automatic valve. The other end is in 
the stream of warm air moving 
through the furnace. At this end 
the plates are enlarged and ex- 
panded in order to present a large 
surface area for the air to move 
across, thus evaporating the water 
in them. The humidifying capacity 
of this unit can be altered as re- 
quired merely by changing the 
number of plates in it. This type 
has a major disadvantage in that 
the lime and other deposits in the 
supply water remain in the plates 
as the water is evaporated from 
them and consequently the plates 
must be replaced occasionally. 
Humidifiers that can deliver the 
greatest amount of moisture to the 
room air are those that (1) intro- 
duce a fine mist or spray of water 
into a circulating air stream; (2) 
circulate a stream of warm air 
through a continuously wet pad or 
(3) apply heat to the water to va- 
porize it. These humidifiers usually 
have more capacity than the house 
requires and must be controlled, 
either automatically by a humidity 
controller (called a humidistat) in 
the living area or manually by ei- 
ther mechanical or electrical ad- 
justments on the humidifier itself.

All of these devices are easily ap- 
plied to a warm-air heating system 
and them have 
adapted for independent operation 
for houses heated with steam or 
hot-water radiators. 

Those that introduce a mist or 
spray of water into the air stream 
usually do it in either of two ways. 
One uses a spray nozzle that directs 
a fine stream of water against a 
target plate where it becomes a fine 
mist, is picked up by the warm cir- 
culating air stream and immedi- 
ately becomes a vapor. The other 
(Fig. 2) operates in a somewhat

similar fashion except that the wa- 
ter is made to flow onto a metal 
disc that is revolving at high speed. 
The centrifugal action of the spin- 
ning plate causes the water to fly 
off the edges of the plate in a fine 
mist or fog, which in turn is picked 
up by the warm-air stream and va- 
porized. 

The pad type of humidifier (Fig. 
3) is also a separate appliance 
mounted on the side of the furnace. 
Warm air taken from the warm-air 
chamber of the furnace is circu- 
lated through a pad that is contin- 
uously wet as long as humidity is 
required in the rooms. The pad, 
incidentally, may be a flat surface

and porous basket. They must be 
replaced occasionally. 

Typical of those humidifiers that 
use heat to vaporize the water is 
the one that has an evaporator pan 
filled with water in the warm-air 
chamber of the furnace. (Fig. 4) 
Immersed in the water is an elec- 
trical heating element, or a_hot- 
water coil from a boiler, in a wet- 
heat system that will vaporize the 
water independently of the opera- 
tion of the furnace. 

As I have already mentioned, all 
of these high-capacity humidifiers 
must be controlled to avoid over- 
humidification of the rooms. Some 
humidifiers provide for this by man- 
ually-made electrical or mechanical 
adjustments on the unit itself. 
Fully automatic control is possible 
with a humidistat (Fig. 5), an in- 
strument mounted on the wall in 
the living space. It resembles a 
thermostat but responds to changes 
of humidity instead of temperature. 
The responsive element inside these 
instruments may~ be of selected 
types of wood or paper, but the 
most desirable and responsive ma- 
terial has been found to be human 
hair. Humidistats are used to op- 
erate an electrical switch as the 
room-air humidity changes, and 
they can be set for any desired de- 


gree of relative humidity. 

The humidification of homes 
heated with steam or hot-water ra- 
diators presents no particularly 
dificult problems, although the ap- 
proach is different. There is no 
common circulating air stream into 
which the humidity can be intro- 
duced and circulated as in the case 
of a house heated with warm air. 


The oldest and most common meth- | 


od has been the use of evaporating | 


pans hung on the side or placed on 
top of the radiators. These have a 
limited capacity and must be re- 
filled frequently. 

Some years ago there was a hu- 
midifying radiator for hot-water 
heating systems that provided a 
special area for the open evapora- 
tion of water into the room air. 
This has since been refined to one 
(Fig. 6) that is enclosed within an 
attractive cabinet of conventional 
radiator size. Within the cabinet is 
an assembly of evaporator pan and 
plates that is placed directly over a 
compact convector type of radiator 
coil. The warm air rising from the 
convector passes over the evapo- 
rator plates and takes water from 
them. This same assembly of evapo- 
rator plates is available for mount- 
ing on an existing radiator. The

| house. It is the separate, self-con- 
tained humidifier, not connected to 
the heating system. Several of the 
varieties described above are avail- 
able for this use. Usually the unit 
is suspended from the floor joists 
| (Fig. 7) in the basement and con- 
nected to the living area above with 
short ducts. Because moisture dis- 
perses so rapidly through connect- 
ing rooms, only one outlet and one 
return duct are usually necessary. 
Dry room-air is drawn into the unit 
through one register and delivered 
back to the rooms through the other 
one as humidified air. A filter 
within the unit removes any room- 
air dust before it can be circulated. 
Humidity can be provided in a 
steam-heated house with little trou- 
ble. Every steam radiator has an 
automatic vent valve to allow air 
to escape from the radiator. These 
can be replaced with a special one 
designed to allow a_ controlled 
amount of steam to escape from it, 
an excellent source of humidity. 
Any house can be humidified by 
one of the appliance types of hu- 
midifiers that can be placed in any 
room and plugged into a convenient 
electrical outlet just like any other

a desk or table. One type uses cen- 
trifugal action to vaporize the wa- 
ter and another uses a wet pad. All 
of them discharge the water vapor 
or mist directly into the room air. 
Most of them must be refilled with 
water occasionally. 


How to lower 
the humidity level 


As we have seen earlier, some 
houses are seriously over-humidi- 
fied, to the extent of possible health 
hazard and structural damage to 
the building. These situations are 
often difficult to correct and none 
can be corrected until the sources 
of the undesired moisture are lo- 
cated and eliminated. 

I have already mentioned a few 
of the possible sources of undesired 
humidity within a house: uncovered 
earth within an improperly venti- 
lated crawl space; moisture vapor 
coming through a concrete slab 
floor; damp basements; leaky rain 
gutters and downspouts; and leaky 


roofs that permit water to enter the

walls. These should be corrected. 
You should also consider the heat- 
ing plant. 

1 have already mentioned that 
the burning of fuel creates water, 
particularly when burning gas. If 
there is what your heating man 
calls “flue gas spillage” from your 
furnace or boiler or domestic hot- 
water heater, you have a source of 
excessive moisture in the house and 
a dangerous situation as well. Ask 
your heating man to check this. 

Other sources of excessive hu- 
midity can also be controlled. Use 
exhaust fans in the kitchen and 
bathroom and outdoor vents for 
your clothes dryer; even such mi- 
nor devices as non-absorbent show- 
er curtains and a reduction in the 
number of house plants can help. 

Houses that are over-humidified 
as a result of just living in them 
present an entirely different prob- 
lem and require other methods of 
correction. It is impractical to 
change the family living habits to 
the extent necessary to reduce the 
humidity, and the only alternative 
is to find some method of reducing 
the moisture in the indoor air. 

This can be done by mechanical 
equipment, such as a cellar de- 
humidifier, but an easier way is to 
bring in outdoor air. As an illustra- 
tion, the air in a house ef 12.000 
cubic feet at a temperature of 70° 
and 60 per cent relative humidity. 
contains slightly less than two gal- 
lons of water. A similar quantity 
of outdoor air at 10° and 40 per 
cent relative humidity has only 
about one pint of water. A change 
of indoor air for a like quantity of 
outdoor air under such circum- 
stances would reduce the relative 
humidity of the indoor air to within 
acceptable limits very quickly. This 
is a very effective way of doing it 
in cold and cool weather, but is 
much less effective in mild weather 
and of little, if any, value in warm 
and damp weather. 

As a result of numerous tests, it 


| has been discovered that bringing 


sufficient outdoor air into the house 
to change the air completely once 
each hour will eliminate excessive 
humidity during and cold 
weather. It may be necessary to re- 
duce the quantity during extremely 
cold weather. This is not difficult 


cool 


to do on a forced warm-air system 
because your heating man can in- 
stall a relatively smail, but prop- 
erly sized duct from the return-air 
side of the furnace through a wall 
to the outdoors. This duct should 
be provided with a tight, shut-off 










































damper so the amount of outdoor 
air entering the heating system, | 
and the house, can be adjusted. 

When a house is heated with hot 
water or steam radiators or by elee- 
tric heat, bringing in outdoor air | 
for such purposes becomes a bit | 
more involved. The simplest method | 
is to open a window or two occa-— 
sionally. You can also operate a 
kitchen or bathroom ventilating fan 
periodically and open a window 
slightly at the other end of the 
house. Preferably the open window — 
should be over a warm radiator so 
the entering air will be warmed | 
enough to preclude the possibility 
of a chilly draft through the house. 
Your heating man may have addi- | 
tional ideas that will be helpful. 

There is little or no reason Why — 
you should not have a satisfactory — 
level of relative humidity in your | 
home. It is easy to secure and not | 
difficult to regulate in the average 
home. In most houses it is much 
too low. However, you must not lose 
sight of the fact that it is the con- 
struction of the house, not your own 
personal preference, that deter- 
mines how high it can be without 
the possibility of damage. If you 
need additional help on a humjdifi- 
cation problem in your own home, 
you should consult a heating, air- 
conditioning, or insulation contrac- 
tor in your own community.

The characteristic that will mark 20th-century man, and par- 
ticularly the American of this century, is the persistence with 
which he struggles to create a fitting habitation for his own 
personal life and for that of his family. The opposite of material- 
istic (as some critics claim). this urge to create a fitting and 
significant habitation for daily life surely reflects the feeling that 
man is the most important thing in life. For when man is housed 
so that he can grow and develop the creative soul within him, 
each generation surpasses the last and the whole human race is 
moved toward divinity. 

It is particularly interesting to see how Americans have created 
habitations for themselves in foreign lands. Even though they 
may do it within the aesthetic context of the host country, they 
bring the dominant American value: that man and the flower- 
ing of his potentials is the thing of prime importance in life.

@ On these pages you see the home, factory, and gardens of 
Mrs. Elsie McNeill Lee, President of the Venetian fabric firm 
of Fortuny, Inc. What does not show is that the way of living 
and doing business is quite American, hardly at all Italian. 

The Fortuny factory occupies six acres on the island of 
Giudecca. Three acres are devoted to gardens, which are for 
the communal use of the 50 employees, and the growing of 
vegetables and fruits for the employees’ noonday dinner. In 
buildings attached to the factory are Mrs. Lee’s private living 
quarters plus entertaining salons, which are used only for 


large parties given when important customers are visiting. 


Spacious loggia just off grand salon is bright with pinkish brick 
and the same “Venetian red” repeated in duek draperies.

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The development of the buildings and grounds, though en- 


tirely Venetian in appearance, really represent American pater- 
nalism operating at its humanistic best. The factory work-day 
(from 8:00 A.M. to 6:00 P.M.) is two hours shorter than 
that of other Venetian workers and the employees get Saturday 
afternoon off, which is rare in Italy. Lunch time is one and 
one-half hours, as opposed to two or three elsewhere, but the 
workers eat a full dinner at the plant for which they pay 100 
lire (about 17 cents).

® According to an eminent sociologist, the greatest threat 
facing Americans who take up residence abroad is a condi- 
tion he terms “culture shock.” The symptoms are a tendency 
to complain about food, climate, and housing accommoda- 
tions, and an acute case of homesickness: the end result is 
deliberate isolation and an effort to build a miniature 
America in the foreien place. 


One American who most certainly hasn’t been a victim of 


this malady is Jim Thompson, a soft-spoken, eminently suc- 
cessful businessman who lives in Bangkok. From the first 
moment he set foot in Thailand, some fifteen years ago as a 
colonel with the OSS, Thompson has been happily and over- 
whelmingly involved in the culture of the place and, to a 
large extent, with its business as well. As managing director 


of The Thai Silk Co., a Bangkok firm he founded in 1947,

he is generally credited with having sparked the international 
boom in the brilliantly-hued silks of Thailand. As one of 
the world’s leading collectors of Siamese antiques, his status 
as an expert is recognized by museums everywhere. And as 
the recent builder of a house in the classic Siamese style, 
he has realized a personal dream and provided Bangkok 
with a new landmark that may well become as celebrated 
as the shimmering palaces and temples that grace this fabled 
Asian city. 

As far as Thompson is concerned, the house is the high 
point of his long love affair with Thailand and its culture.

Because of this, Thompson soon came to the conclusion 
that it would be impossible to build an entirely new house 
in the classic tradition; the quality of workmanship that 
distinguished the old houses simply wasn’t to be found any 
more. He decided instead to buy up a number of the sur- 
viving structures and then reconstruct them according to 
plans drawn up by Professor Boonyang Mikrodhananda, a 
close personal friend and a leading local architect.

@ This is the Tokyo home of Mr. and Mrs. Richard Rees, 


Americans but citizens of the world, whose business inter- 


ests have brought them to live in Japan. Unquestionably 
their house bears witness to the fact that they are admirers 
and students of their host country’s rich culture, and re- 
specters of its traditions and customs. 

But when it came to building a house of their own here, 
they realistically decided that in plan and amenities it should 
be a Western house, geared to the familiar ways of life 
which they themselves naturally find most comfortable. In- 
tellectually and aesthetically, they admire Japanese homes, 
but admit that psychically and physically as Westerners 
they are happier in carpeted rooms than on tatami-covered 
floors which require stockinged feet. And that they are 
anatomically more comfortable seated off the floor in chairs 
with upholstery and back-rests than on floor cushions. 

Certain charming characteristics of the Japanese house, 
however, they have made their own. They are, in fact,

@ Architecture represents life in one of its noblest aspects, 
and it furnishes a fitting figure in which to portray life 
in all its dimensions, But life is a race between dynamics 
and death. When we cease to grow, we consent to die. 

The human being is born with less character, but with 
more capacity, than any other animal. Some one has said 
that the human infant has but a fraction of the sense of 
a pig or puppy of the same age. But wrapped up in the 
blueprint of his character is the awesome power to analyze 
the planets and to weigh the stars, not to mention his new 
capacity to unlock the energies of the atom and to threaten 
all his kind with annihilation, 

To fulfill these capacities and to control these awesome 
propensities is man’s majestic vocation. To fall short of 
completed fulfillment is not utterly to fail, for man’s min- 
imum is maximum elsewhere throughout nature. The call 
of ambition is, nevertheless, for man to pass, in each gener- 
ation, from the little he is at birth to the much that he may 
become ere death. For better or for worse each man is the 
architect of his soul, the builder of his own character. 

As “the child is father of the man,” so the self with 
which we start remains the core of all that we may con- 
struct. We enlarge our house by extending ourselves. Less 
obviously, though not less real, we carry our houses on 
our backs like the snail. Each rebuilding encloses the 
building before it. 

Man is capable of spiritual edifice which enfolds with 
him the whole human race, embracing “the noble living 
and the noble dead.” And man’s loftiest ambition is to 
join “the choir invisible’ which includes all mankind, 
living or dead, and reaches for community with all spirit- 
ual beings. But this is perhaps too soaring articulation 
for earthly architecture. 

We content ourselves with but three dimensions, each 
“nobler than the last” and spelling out altogether the 
creativity of man: The Family, The Community, The 
Nation. 

1. The Family. The first enlargement of the soul is 
man’s most intimate association, the society whose bond 
is personal affection. Its nature is seen with fewest com- 
plications in friendship. Across the complex sex-line we 


call it love. Friendship, as the wise old saying goes, is 


“love without either flowers or veil.” The soul extends its 
domain immeasurably when it finds a friend. New capac- 
ities of self are discovered, new depths are enjoyed, new 
skies are brightened, old folds of darkness in depth are 
pushed farther and farther away. An abode that houses 
my friend with me is much roomier than the largest room 
in which | live alone. There is no solitude so lovely as 
that shared with a friend. 

How fitting it is that the most intense bond of affection 
becomes the normal occasion for the building of a house. 
It is married love which most dependably converts a 
building into a house and in time transforms a house into 
a home. We are lucky to live in a generation in which, 
following the invasion of human privacy by war, the 
quantity of house-building has exceeded anything man- 
kind has ever known before. Architecture has found 
scope in this new time to dignify life anew and raise its 
human promise to new heights. This is manifest in every 
issue of HOUSE BEAUTIFUL. 

Nor has the building boom been merely quantitative. 
This aspect has been phenomenal—quite without pre- 
cedent—and quantity alone is good, whereby the soul is 
given larger breathing-space. But quality has followed 
hard upon. Modernism has itself been a blessing. It has 
led to experimentation out of which comes larger choice 
and greater chances for improvement. The New Roman- 
ticism, proclaimed in an earlier issue of HOUSE BEAUTIFUL, 
will extend the soul’s domain and is already furthering 
chances at diverse excellences. 

Marriage gives sex its sacred privacy; it gives talk its 
sounding board. As marriage is communion and com- 
munication, so wedded souls find in its spiritual archi- 
tectonics a communion in amplitude. 

“Compared with marriage.” declares Dorothy Dix,

versions because they are engaging tunes in the familiar 
musical language of the popular song. The tunes are melodic, 
the harmonies close, the beat jazzy and strong, and the 
musicians are polished performers—by our standards. But 
this is not the musical idiom in which these songs developed. 

In its original form, American folk music speaks a lan- 
guage that offers far greater rewards than just pleasant 
listening. After you have heard your fill of the popular 
versions, you are ready for the next step—the step toward 
the original source of our folk music. This is where the real 
payoff is, if you know how to listen for it. 

Under the smooth bland surface of the popularized folk 
songs lies a bubbling stew of work songs, country blues, 
field hollers, hobo songs, prairie songs, spirituals, hoe- 
downs, prison songs, and a few unknown ingredients. This 
is the varied voice of our people crying out because they 
have something personal to say. Originally the folk singer 


was more interested in telling a story, in venting his feelings 


through music, than in performing for someone else. He cried 


out in the only way he knew. It might be a cry of sadness 
or of joy, but it came from deep inside. In its several regions 
American folk music speaks in the musical tradition of the 
people; it is a common bond of group feeling. 

The songs that best expressed the feelings of a people 
were repeated by their singers. Passed on by word of mouth, 
they were constantly altered by slips of memory and the 
vagaries of fancy. They became communal compositions, 
revealing intense personal feeling as well as the unconscious 
feelings of whole peoples. The cowboys sang about the cattle 
camps, hobos sang of life on the road. Some of the South- 
ern mountaineers sang the British songs they learned from 
their ancestors. 

These early songs had no promotion budget. There were 
no publicity departments pushing them. They lived only by 
virtue of their usefulness to the singer. If they touched

@ Our ideal of how we as human beings can best live 
together. either as a family or as a nation, allows 
for the possibility of variety within unity. This is a 
desirable quality in art also. 

It is easy to achieve a kind of rigid and dogmatic 
unity that permits no variation. It is also easy to have 
the kind of variety that might better be called dis- 
order or chaos, without any element of unity. 

One of the things that makes this house the Pace 
Setter for 1960 and a work of art is that it does 
allow, and welcome, variety within its unity. A simple 
example can be seen in a comparison of the rooms 
of the son and daughter. The photos reveal that two 
different personalities live in them. The daughter’s 
suite is decidedly feminine in character and adapted 
to the wishes of a young woman. The son’s room has

The shower, amply-sized for masculine bathing, and the 
water closet are in tile-lined compartments. The lava- 
tory is incorporated into the dresser built into the bed- 
room and, if desired, hidden from view by folding doors. 
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The son ean enter his luxurious suite directly from the exterior 
through the doors near the center of the photo. They open to the 
terrace bridging between the house and the hilltop. This elevated 
and commanding position gives a certain sense of detachment 


and stirs the mind with romantic images of medieval battlements.

@® The cycle of boom-and-bust occurs in fields other than 
economics. Take, for example, the interest in ferns as house 
plants. At the turn of the century the Boston fern was as 
ubiquitous as the aspidistra in the parlor. Ferns in the garden, 
ferns in the fernery, and the fern motif in cut glass and lace 
were all part and parcel of the Victorian era. But when the 
overly-lush decoration of this era was rejected, all that 
was associated with it was rejected too—including ferns.

Radish 


Radishes offer so much more than we are 


currently using them for. Forget them as sculpted roses. 


Use them for taste adventures. And grow them 


yourself if you want to get the better, zesty varieties. 


By SYLVIA SCHUR 


ou might say that radishes have been victimized 
by their own beauty. The red ones, that is. They 
have been thrown whole into salads to make 
color contrast, tortured with a knife to resemble roses 
or tulips, soaked in ice water so they would curl. Often 
they come to the table nearly hidden under piles of 
shaved ice—so cold that when you bite into them they 
freeze your taste buds. And in many areas, the radish 
has traveled too long and far to have any taste left. 

Indeed the radish’s prettiness has all but done it 
in—with people who like their food to taste good 
as well as look good. For with all the emphasis be- 
ing put on radishes as decorations, the white radish, 
with its zestier more characterful taste, has nearly 
been forgotten. 

There is no doubt that the long white icicle radish 
is the gourmet’s choice. There is nothing quite so 
delectable on a hot summer day as a radish sandwich 
made of lengthwise slices of white icicle radish, 
lightly salted, put between thin slices of crusty French 
or Italian bread and accompanied by cold beer. Salt- 
ing makes the radish “weep” and give up more of 
its flavor. And its peppery taste is softened by the 
butter and bread and beer. If the radishes have just 
been pulled from your garden, and if the bread is 
not too long out of your own (or another’s) oven, 
then you have food for the gods. 

But the long white radish takes longer to mature, 
so in spring and early summer radish connoisseurs 
get along fairly happily with the smaller and rounder 
and red types: (though there is a round white type for 
earlier maturing). They have less piquancy, so they 
should definitely not be soaked in water or iced too 


much. And they should be pulled no sooner than neces- 
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sary before serving, if you want the full measure of 
their character. (Don’t make the mistake of thinking 
that you can restore a limp radish by soaking it in 
ice water. You restore the crisp texture, but the taste 
goes into the water—and those fugitive water-soluble 
minerals go down the drain.) 

Using all the varieties, you can have fresh radishes 
six to eight months of the year, for the fall-maturing 
types are good keepers. And the large white Japanese 
radish (called daikon) and the black-skinned Chinese 
radish keep through part of the winter almost like 
winter apples, if stored in a cool, moist place like an 
unheated garage. 

When the little round, red spring radishes are avail- 
able, use them in fresh ways. Use quarter-inch slices 
of the red radish as the base for canapes and finger 
food, instead of bread or melba toast. Cover with 
any of your favorite spreads: paté, or cheese, or sea- 
soned and mashed avocado, or smoked salmon. The

radish as a “carrier” for such foods is much tastier 
and more reliable. It doesn’t crumble the way toast 
slices or crackers do. 

Or julienne radishes to be thrown into a salad of 
greens. They add texture plus that cool, clean, slightly 
peppery taste. Never use radishes whole in a salad of 
greens. Their scale is too gross and there is something 
about slicing them that releases flavor. Julienned or 
sliced-across, paper-thin, more of the dressing can 
coat the radish, and vice versa, more of the radish flavor 
can permeate the dressing. 

White radishes, particularly, have an affinity for 
French dressing. At that very gourmet restaurant.

This summer, be realistic about what you can manage nicely. 


Here are some things to consider 


@ We might as well face it: Dining in the garden presents 
problems. But if approached with an open mind and an elas- 
tic point of view, the problems can disappear and their 
solutions become new amenities to heighten your pleasure in 
daily living. 

The rough and tumble of the garden picnic (or cook-out) 
is all right if children are to be present. But the all-adult 
gathering should foster relaxation, worth-while conversation 
and the contemplative pleasures that should come when you 
are surrounded by the beauties of nature. Whether you 
are guest or hostess, a meal eaten outdoors should bring 
peace, not frenzy. The slapdash of the average back-yard

Yet the formal, sit-down meal at a fully laid table adds 
up to quite some mileage in fetching and carrying. Further- 
more, the average outdoor table seats only four or six, which 
has limitations if you are giving a party. 

So how you arrange for outdoor dining really needs to be 
quite different from your indoor practices. Consider these 
possibilities: 

e Serve only one course at a laid table. Let it be the main 
course or a closing course such as salad and cheese or dessert. 
The other two courses would be finger foods or soup that 
is drinkable without benefit of a spoon. These would be pre- 
sented as “come and get it,” buffet-style foods. 

e Serve the main course at a formally laid dining table 


indoors. Then the first and last course can be’ served, buffet- 


style, in the garden. This reduces the mileage and has the 





added benefit of regrouping people several times for more 
conversational opportunities. 

e Acquire a set of trays, big enough for a whole place- 
setting. Serve the food directly on the dishes on these trays 
in the kitchen, and request that each person come and get 
his own and deliver it back to the kitchen when he is finished. 
Such trays can be quite elegant, and should be color-schemed 
properly to the dishes and linens with which they are going 
to make their appearance. The only limitation of tray service 
is that you would not serve a first course simultaneously 
with a main course. So any first course would have already 
been served in the garden (finger food or soup) or eliminated 
entirely. The dessert might be on this tray at the time it is 
picked up in the kitchen, depending on whether it needs to 


be kept cold till the moment of (Please turn to page 244)

hat some flowers can serve as food and condiment 

is ancient knowledge. Perhaps it is as old as Man. 

The American Indian had a variety of flowers on 
his menu. In the Near- and Far-East flower cookery 
flourished at the time of Buddha, Christ and Moham- 
med. Even right now cosmopolitan cities in the United 
States with large Syrian, Lebanese, Armenian, Turkish, 
and Greek populations have exotic groceries where you 
can find flower buds born in Asia Minor, or crystallized 
flowers or rose-petal jam which is simply ambrosial. 

The Romans enjoyed flowers as condiments and 
spread the idea to other parts of Europe and beyond. 
The great masters of flower-cookery were, no doubt, the 
Aztecs. At least twice a week, the royal chef prepared 
his xochitquilitl—as edible flowers were called—and 
months could go by before a dish made from the same 
flower would reappear. 

Should you ask what value there is in those little 
flowers and weeds, my answer is: much more than 
appears on the surface. They are wonderful sources 
of new flavors and nutritives. Many of them are high- 
ly endowed with vitamins, iron, calcium, and other 
precious minerals. It may surprise you that even 
some of the humble “weeds” like the malva, are on 
the top of the well-endowed list. 

The high fence separating flowers from other herbs 
and vegetables exists only in our minds. This becomes 
clearer when one peeks into some of their family trees. 
Consider the lilies and their close relatives, the garlic, 
onion, leek, and chives. It’s one big, happy family. 
The yellow lily in China and various species of the 
waterlilies on our own continent are real delicacies. 
And the lotus root is gourmet stuff in Japan and China. 
You think nothing of blending chopped tarragon (of 
the aristocratic aster family and first cousin of the 
chrysanthemum) with Chinese garlic (a lily).

You might think it’s funny, but I no longer know where 
my flower beds end and the vegetable patch starts.

House- 
work could be more than a daily treadmill of tedious 
tasks. The liking or not liking could depend on what 
I did with my thoughts. I could put some creative energy* 
into the running of the house itself, or | could do some- 
thing quite separate with my thinking as I worked. 
Either way I would have a sense of fulfillment—not of 
drudgery. 

I believe most of us who are homemakers do not 
really dislike the work of housekeeping so much as 
we are dismayed at what may become of ourselves as 
we clean and iron the years away. We cannot help 
wondering why we were urged to work for A’s and B’s 
in school or why college was held up as a goal, if after- 
ward we are condemned by marriage to scrubbing floors 
and ironing shirts, while our minds coast down the 
years into a state of pathetic atrophy. I think it is just 
for this seemingly dull business of housekeeping that 
we did study, so that we might bring some creativity 
to it, make it an art. Or if our gifts do not le in just 
this direction, so that our minds could be busy at 
something while our hands go through the routine jobs. 
There is no time like vacuuming the downstairs for 
mapping out some new strategy to make the little demon 
next door into a congenial friend for Johnny, or the 
concocting of a casserole for supper, for dreaming up 


a really lurid costume for Janey’s Hallowe’en party. 


Indeed it is true that, after the first few trial runs, 
housework itself is a job mostly for the hands, and 
the mind is left free to roam. So it is especially impor- 
tant that the mind wanders in resourceful places instead 
of puttering aimlessly through stale conversations of 
yesterday or the unsolved worries of today. The mind 
is free, and freedom brings its twin, responsibility, 
along with it. 

This kind of freedom is so vast and so precious that 
most of us do not know what to do with it. We get lost 
and lonely in its spaciousness, yet how we do use it, 
not how we do the household chores, determines what 
we become in the years in which we are homemakers 


with a growing family. 


n the beginning it was necessary for me to give 
myself a few obvious mental shoves to get 
started, to put on my Peter Pan hat so to 
speak. Sometimes I aimed at the creative art 

side of housekeeping by planning a completely new 
meal for the family, or changed the color scheme in 
the bedroom, or simply rearranged the living-room 
furniture. Sometimes I unhooked my mind from “old, 
unhappy, far-off” thoughts by playing a good record 
so that I could hum the themes as I worked. Playing 
something before you start is far better than listening 


as you work. This means that the effort, and thus the

value, comes from you and thus back to you. Sometimes 
I made up jingles about family happenings to go with 
birthday presents, or dug in deeper ‘and read poetry, 
philosophy, or a selection from a recent best-seller. 
Now I get so steamed up over an article I’ve read just 
before I begin working that I breeze right through the 
laundry in double-quick time! “Look out, Mummy’s 
got her atomic steam up,” one of my twins called out 
recently, seeing me tackle the kitchen shelves after 
listening to Sibelius’s Seventh Symphony. 

I cannot agree that housework is drudgery or, as 
Webster defines it, “ignoble toil.” To me there is nothing 
ignoble in keeping one’s house and its contents in semi- 
respectable order. | am more in agreement with Kahlil 
Gibran, the well-known poet and philosopher, who says 
in his volume called “The Prophet” that “work is love 
made visible.” To work with love is “to weave the cloth 
with threads drawn from your heart. . . It is to build 
a house with affection . . . To sow seeds with tender- 
ness... To charge all the things you fashion with a 
breath of your own spirit...” 

Indeed, the care that women constantly give to the 
well-being of their families is an act of continuous love. 
Certainly anyone can give a pill to a sick child, but a 
mother does it differently, as the child makes very clear. 
In a very true sense, the myriad of chores that every

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A Wonderful Thing Happened to You Once 


nee, you made the acquaintance of a bird who 

was no more afraid of you than you were of him. 
Queer for a bird. Usually they are less trust- 

ful of people than anything there is, except fish maybe. 


Pigeons don’t count; they belong with the chickens. 





True birds go by in a glimpse—in a blur of color 
and quickness. But this one perched close to the 
window so that you could really see him as he was. 
The feathers on his chest were many and tiny, fine as 
silk stitches of embroidery, but on his wings and tail, 
the business equipment of the bird, the feathers were 
crisp and strong. His little eye was like a drop of tea. 
He moved his head all the time: this way, that way, 
he never settled down. Rest was not in him. 

He looked young and cheerful except for his claws; 
they looked old and chilly. But the claws are not im- 
portant. The thing about a bird is that he can fly. He 
doesn’t have to hold on to anything.

At the Stewart Maxwell home in Cincinnati, the owners faced 
the additional problem of steeply sloping land. But their 
property did have one asset: a roomy old detached garage. The 
only reasonably level ground on the property was the asphalt 
turn-around in front of the garage. By siting the pool squarely 
in front of the old garage and turning the structure into a 
self-sustaining summer headquarters, (Please turn the page) 
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This pool and its adjoining pavilion are so well integrated 
that, unless you look closely, there is very little hint of their 
former life as a driveway and garage. Now it has all the 
facilities needed by a summer living center: large pool with 
generous deck on all sides; screened room with equipment 
for food and drink preparation plus large game area; toilet 
and dressing rooms just for the use of those at the pool; and 
a wooded setting that provides beauty, privacy, and quiet.

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From the crest of the slope above the pool you can see how the 
level turn-around in front of the garage (left) was extended to 
make room for the pool and its surrounding deck.

the owners faced realistically the problems of living with a 
pool. They have a pool pavilion as complete as any at a club 
or hotel, with twin dressing rooms, bar, food preparation center. 
and game room. Once they take the short downhill walk from 
the house there is no need to return, and guests may come 
directly there without entering the house. 

To bring out the beauty of the steeply pitched slope (for- 
merly covered with scrubby growth), a hillside garden was 
designed, with a trickling brook falling down over heavy rocks 
to a small pool at the base. Though man-made, it adds a pleasant 


weathered touch to the otherwise modern scene.

The leisurely, country-club atmosphere 
of the scene at the left is in vivid 
contrast to the typical back yard 
above. Though the usable rear corner 
of this property was exceedingly small 
(see plan at right), the designer was 
able to give the impression of a large 
restful area by confining himself to 
two major elements: the pool with its 
concrete surround and the extensive 
wood deck. The clean lines carry the 
eye to the far edge of the property. 
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How to put a pool into existing property 2: 
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Before remodeling, the house had a 
small patio and a tiny back porch 
(above), each of which had steps down 
to the ground. At the left, see how 
the enveloping wood deck pulls the 
wings of the house together and makes 
it possible to move completely around 
the house without going up or down 
steps. There is substantial space on 
the wood deck itself for outdoor enter- 
taining so no one need leave this level 
unless he actually wishes to swim. 


When the lot is small, 
think big 


@ The power of positive thinking was never more 
evident than in the designer’s solution to the problem 
of squeezing a swimming pool into this small and 
somewhat dilapidated back yard. Instead of dealing 
with many small elements, Landscape Architect 
Thomas Church thought in terms of only two major 
areas to be built on two levels. By thus simplifying 
what met the eye, he was able to create the impres- 
sion of a vast uncluttered space, which seems far 
larger than the original bits-and-pieces garden. 

The California home of the Robert Sherwoods was 
hemmed in on all sides by other houses. The usable 
space at the rear corner of their lot was only about 
70’ x 35’. The house itself was U-shaped, enclosing a 
postage-stamp terrace at the rear. To go from the 
kitchen door to the terrace meant going down one 
flight of steps and up another (see “before” photo- 
graphs). The yard itself was rough lawn dotted with 
shrubs, difficult to maintain because the ground 
sloped and the area was so broken up. 

The problem was made more difficult by the slope. 
No pool could be raised to the living level of the 
house, which was already three feet above the adja- 
cent ground. At the far corner, the grade level was 


depressed three more feet. In (Please turn the page)

his garden plan, Church did the next best thing. 
He spread a wide wood deck around two sides of the 
house, at the level of all the doorways. This gives 
the occupants complete mobility around the house 
without going up or down a step. At the same time 
it provides them with an outdoor area on which they 
can sit and entertain without going down the steps 
to the pool, unless they definitely want to swim. 

The sloping corner of the property was filled and 
buttressed so that the pool and its surrounding con- 
crete are raised to the highest possible point. 

The pool itself is of generous size, roughly 40’ 
long by an average of 1714’ wide. Thus, the owners 
have a no-compromise pool for people who really > 
like to swim. At the same time, the spacious look

HERE is, however, one type of 

organization we have omitted 
and which constitutes the test of all 
our high concern. We have said lit- 
tle of religion, and less of the innu- 
merable churches which make up 
our plural society. Differences over 
religion are the least amenable of 
all human conflicts, because they 
involve such high principle. Reli- 
gion deals with matters too pre- 
cious to allow give-and-take, and so

Univer- 
sal conversion is unlikely, and liq- 
uidation is execrable. 

At this crossroads, the American 
solution of this problem beckons as 
the hope of the world. Guarantee 
every form of religion leeway but 
with the understanding that none 
will claim monopoly. If religion is 
esoteric, it need not submit to the 
exoteric method of politics. Com- 
promise of all that is compromis- 
able. but compromise only for the 
sake of that which is too precious 
to submit to compromise. This we 
call between church

the will to perfection and the will

to power makes possible warfare 
by proxy and peace with honor. 

In politics, that is to say, we 
fight with ballots, not with bullets; 
and in the name of religion we do 
not fight at all. If charity does not 
move us to treat other men of prin- 
ciple as we ask for ourselves in the 
name of principle, then prudence 
will caution us that we can have of 
liberty only such portion as we are 
willing to give. By emphasizing 
what is agreed and by containing 
privately what is disagreed, we 
have built a society at home which 
is stronger in cohesiveness than 
any society which begets animosity 
by demanding unanimity.

A temperature of 
68° to 70° with relative humidity 
about 50% is the most comfortable 
and healthful climate for people, 
and it is also just right for many 
fine ferns. 

Ferns do best if there’s a drop 
in temperature at night. It can go 
down as low as 55° without harm 
to most of the kinds used indoors. 


Useful facts about humidity 


Ferns do best where humidity is 
high in relation to the temperature. 
In a room with a given amount of 
moisture in the air the relative hu- 
midity is higher in cool places and 
lower in warm ones. Say, for ex- 
ample, that the temperature is 80° 
beside a radiator and 65° beside 
a window in the same room. There’s 
more water in the air, relative to 
the temperature, in the cooler lo- 
cation and therefore it’s a better 
place for ferns. But don’t overdo 
it. Most indoor ferns can’t take 
much below 55°. 


Why humidity is important 


All plants give off moisture to 
the air by the process of transpi- 
ration. Ferns have a high rate of 
transpiration. Their leaves are 
mostly water and they have a large 





leaf area compared to their roots. 
The drier the air the more a plant 
transpires; the wetter the air the 
less transpiration. In a hot dry 
place a fern may be called upon 
to give off moisture faster than the 
roots can take it up, even though 
there’s plenty of water at the roots. 
To maintain steady humidity in 
the house there’s nothing to com- 
pare with an automatic humidifier. 
But a tray of water under the 
plants will help increase low hu- 
midity. Don’t set pots right in the 
water, for the roots must have 
good drainage. Ferns in well- 
drained pots can hardly be kept 
too moist. But if the soil becomes 
water-logged the roots may rot. 


How to keep them growing 


Here, in brief, are the most im- 
portant things to remember in 
growing the ferns we recommend 
in the following list. 

Keep them away from hot dry 
places, away from sustained direct 
sunlight, and away from drafts. 
Keep the coldest temperature above 


55° to 60°, and the median from 
65° to 70°. Give them perfect 
drainage and never let the root 
area dry out completely. Grow

them in a soil mix of equal parts 
lcam, peatmoss, and coarse sand. 
After the roots fill the container 
give a light feeding monthly with 
a balanced liquid fertilizer. When 
insects appear on the leaves, wash 
them off with a spray of water. If 
insects persist, use as a last resort 
a 20% solution of malathion pow- 
der mixed in water, and apply it 
with an atomizer. Rinse with water 
after spraying. 

There are ferns that require 
higher humidity, but these condi- 
tions will suffice for most of those 
that are mentioned below. Notable 
exceptions to these general rules 
are included with the descriptions. 

These are among the most at- 
tractive ferns best suited for grow- 
ing in the house. Those marked 
with an asterisk (*) are illustrated 
on pages 152, 153, 182, and 184.

Thanks to our Latin American 
friends squash flowers are being 
sold at some markets. If you pick 
your own, remember that Flor de 
Calabaza can be prepared from 
flowers of any of the squash fam- 
ily. Learn to pick the male (stami- 
nate) flower which usually has a 
very long stem and bears no fruit, 
while the female (pistillate) is 
conspicuous with her newborn 
baby squash clinging to the stem 
of the flower. 

Flor de Calabaza will combine 
perfectly with chives and mush- 
rooms and is a heavenly garnish 
for French omelettes. Mexicans 
who use an impressive variety of 
vitamin-rich “wild plants and 
weeds” in their kitchens, prefer 
this dish with epazote, a delicious 
weed.

Lots of flowers, you must admit, 
and they are nicely spaced through- 
out the growing season. And I have 
to do almost nothing to them—a 
little spraying and very little prun- 


ing. And I don’t hold it against 


|them that they are placed so they 
| hide neighbors’ houses or the pass- 


ing cars on the street. Perhaps I 
shouldn’t be, but I am gratified 
when plants give me such a double 
dividend. 

So don’t feel sorry for me. I may 
have something you haven’t got. I 
have some dwarf shrubs that don’t 
bloom at all. But they have the 
interesting silhouettes that 
make magnificent patterns against 
the sky and the lawn. Some are 


most 


evergreen and they are up close to 
my windows so I can see them 
closeup in winter. They do a lot 
to relieve the tediousness of winter. 
They are great after a snowfall, 
when the snow nestles in their out- 
stretched arms. But because these 
are all dwarf, they never outgrow 
their appointed places. No work, 
you see—but plenty of pleasure. 

But some of the best shrubs, be- 
cause they give winter pleasure, 
lose their leaves. I have a Euwo- 
nymas alatus, whose stem looks 
like green cork, with four flanges 
on it. When it is bare in the win- 
ter, I can predict the coming of 
spring by the changing color of its 
corky stems. In the fall its leaves 
are the most brilliantly-red thing 
in my garden. In the summer it is 
quietly green like any other tree 
or shrub. It has three personal- 
ities, you might say. No flowers, 
but I love it! 

I have a dwarf Japanese cutleaf 
maple with the most marvelously 
twisted trunk and branches. In the 
summer it is a mound of green 
feathers, and I can hardly see the 
branch pattern. Come winter, its 
trunk and branches are revealed 
and I own the most fantastically 
beautiful piece of ndture ever seen. 
True, I paid $250 for this tree,

where there was a possibility of 
spiritual disturbance. 

The first ceremony, that of rais- 
ing the initial foundation post, was 
a relatively simple affair. A high 
priest and four ordinary priests 
chanted rhythmically to one side 
while the post was being raised 
by the workmen and later placed 
bowls of food around the property 
to persuade the earth spirits to 
keep the foundations of the house 
secure. 

The spirit-house dedication was 
more complicated and of even 
greater importance to the future 
peace of the owner. The belief is 
that the spirits of the compound 
must have a suitable place of their 
own to live in if they are to be 
kept in a kindly frame of mind 
toward the human inhabitants. Fur- 
ther, they must be continually sup- 
plied with such spiritual essentials 
as fresh flowers, incense sticks, and 
occasional food offerings. 


\ OST Bangkok people, even the 
«YI non-animistic ones, offer a va- 
lidity of this belief. For instance, 
there was the family of wealthy 
Europeans who lived without a 
spirit house and who were visited 
with all sorts of domestic disasters, 
ranging from mysteriously broken 
dishes to the death of a favorite 
dog. The servants, tried beyond en- 
durance, finally threatened to quit, 
and the owner consented to have 
a spirit dwelling put up in the back 
yard; since then everything has 
been fine.

Holy water was 
sprinkled throughout the place; a 
festive luncheon was enjoyed by 
Thompson, the priests, and several 
neighbors who had wandered in, 
and the house was considered of- 
ficially blessed and ready for living. 


HETHER because the spirits 

are gratified by all this atten- 
tion or because of the inherent 
beauty of Siamese architecture it- 
self, the completed house is one of 
the most impressive sights in Bang- 
kok today. Its fame among Far 
Eastern travelers has spread so that 
Thompson is obliged to spend al- 
most as much time showing visitors 
through it as he is working in his 
silk shop on Suriwongse Road. Few 
week ends pass when his Sabbath 
rest isn’t disturbed by a delegation 
of tourists who have heard about the 
place and wouldn’t think of leav- 
ing Bangkok without having a look 
at it. Some of them come with let- 
ters of introduction from Thomp- 
son’s friends in the States; most 
are perfect strangers who seem to 
view the house as semi-public prop- 
erty, like the Frick Museum in 
New York. Thompson likes his pri- 
vacy as much as the next man, 
but his pride in the place is suf- 
ficient to make him more hospita- 
ble than many owners might be in 
the circumstances. Lately he has 
opened the house on a regular 
basis, one day a week. 

The main has eleven 
rooms: a spacious central room, two 
bedrooms, a storage room which in 
emergencies is convertible to a bed- 
room; an air-conditioned study, a 
dining room, a kitchen, a large gal- 
lery connecting the kitchen to the 
dining room, a hall 
around the staircase, and two mod- 
ern bathrooms, one of which con- 
tains a sunken tub.

The bathrooms and the air-condi- 
tioned study are Thompson’s only 


architectural concessions to the 
20th Century, and he included the 
latter largely to pacify visitors 
bothered by Bangkok’s heat. His 
own bedroom is not air-conditioned, 
though he did consent to screens 
in the windows. 

The house is almost entirely fur- 
nished with Siamese and Burmese 
antiques and, not surprisingly, 
with liberal splashes of Thai silk. 
In his years of collecting, Thomp- 
son has acquired several hundred 
old temple paintings depicting the 
life of the Buddha (fifty of which 
are currently on a tour of Ameri- 
can museums), 
ment of 


and a vast assort- 
wood-carvings, 
work, statuary, and antique furni- 
ture. Most of this collection is on 
display, either in the house or in 
the garden that surrounds the open 
lower portion, but a substantial 
amount is still in storage.

A minor interior-decorating prob- 


lem was presented by the fact that 
the walls of traditional Siamese 
houses are slanted inward at a fair- 
ly sharp angle. Nobody seems ab- 
solutely certain how this started, 
whether it was done to create an 
optical illusion of height or whether 
it was due simply to lack of build- 
ing skill, but it was certainly not 
done to help picture hangers. 
Thompson solved the problem by 
having two hooks for each paint- 
ing, one at the top and another 
at the bottom. 


INCE he moved into his new 

place, Thompson has found it 
to be everything he hoped for dur- 
ing the long years of dreaming and 
planning. He is impatient each 
afternoon to get back to the house 
and sit in the long living room, one 
entire wall of which is open onto 
the klong. The houses on the other 
side are open, too, and in the early 
twilight he can watch his neigh- 
bors going about their daily rou- 
tines. “It’s like a theater with two 
stages,” he says. “They watch me 
and I watch them. They probably 
think I’m a little crazy to prefer 
this to one of those new, Western- 
style houses, but they’ve been very 
hospitable. Almost every morning 
somebody paddles over with fresh 
fruit for breakfast.”

A veteran homeowner advises 


newcomers not to throw out that pile of scrap lumber 


and old parts. It may be handy for years to come 


By DORIS WILSON 


@ If you buy an old house, I hope 
you will be lucky enough to inherit 
a lot of old junk with it. That’s not 
a joke. The junk you pick up with 
the title is a treasure you won't 
recognize as such for a long time, 
unless you have a scavenger’s natu- 
ral instinct. 

Crazy. tottering outbuildings are 
not necessarily a major tragedy. If 
the basement is cluttered with old 
pipes. screens, large rusty cans, 
chicken brooders, don’t rush to 
phone a junk man to come clean 
it out. If you have a good old-fash- 
ioned attic stuffed with things that 
were “sent upstairs” during the 
long life of the old house, you may 
have come into a fortune of some 
magnitude. 

The first 


homeowner with a modern taste for 


impulse of the new 


clean, uncluttered space in his liv- 
ing arrangements is to get rid of 
the junk. This is natural; you feel 
this is a start in getting your house 
in order. A tidy house with neat 
grounds is a laudable objective. 
But as the owner of one old house 
to another, I say unto you: “Live 
with this junk for a while because 
you don’t know how you may miss 


it when it’s gone.” 


Before you gather up that pile of 
planks, 
and boxes, and touch a 
match to it, think again! You may 
be burning paneling for a living 
room wall, a hundred feet of picket 
fence, a gazebo, about a dozen bird 
feeders, a hot-rod for junior, flats 


boards, beams, window 


frames, 


for seeds, a dog house, plant tubs, 
wood blocks for patio flooring, or 
an assortment of outdoor benches 
and tables. 

It will all come to you later, as 
you painfully scratch out a check 
for a few feet of unseasoned wood 
at the local lumber yard. It will 
come like a bursting light that the 
old boys had the right idea about 
hoarding this stuff. One day, if all 
the junk hasn’t been disposed of, 
you'll come upon a needed 2 x 2, 
just the right length, up in the raft- 
ers of that tottering shed. From 
that day forth you'll be a blood 
brother of the old-timer who cached 
it there. And with lumber costing 
like platinum today, it will have to 
be a pretty shoddy cigar box to 
escape from your private hoard. 

Old oxbow and wagon wheel pre- 
servers do not properly belong to 
our school of junk savers. The pre-

ervers and admirers of things an- 
ique are a different breed, al- 
hough they may also be reverential 
unk collectors. The latter, alas, 
‘re more practical than aesthetic. 
‘hey believe there is an intrinsic 
alue to certain materials that age 
‘annot wither nor custom stale. 
There are two ways of looking at 
un old chicken house, with its sag- 
sing walls, weathered to a shade of 
yarn red, and its caved-in roof. You 
‘an either call in a bulldozer to 
shovel it all up along with the old 
shicken manure, or you can do 
vhat imaginative friends of ours 
lid. Plank by plank those weath- 
red old boards were pulled down.

The cupboard doors of 
new wood were hung with wrought- 
iron hinges bought at eyebrow- 
raising expense. These hinges are 
about half as handsome as several 
sets | have recently discovered on 
old doors propped up against trees 
in the apple orchard. These hand- 
some 12-inch hinges are going to be 
used on the gate of a picket fence 
we are building.

Ingredients: 3 pounds of fresh 
tomatoes. 2 pounds of zucchini, 2 
pounds of spinach or peas or mush- 
rooms or artichokes. (Tomatoes are 
the base; all the other vegetables 
are interchangeable.) 

Simmer for about one hour 
peeled and seeded tomatoes. fla- 
vored with parsley, celery (or cel- 
ery powder), sweet basil. salt. and 
pepper to taste. In another pot, 
the washed but unpeeled 
zucchini, which have been cut into 
cubes. with two ounces of butter, 
salt, and pepper, until soft. In an- 
other pot, cook the spinach 
peas, 


cook 


(or 
artichoke hearts, or mush- 
rooms) in the same way as the zuc- 
chini and the same quantity of but- 
ter, salt, and pepper. 

The three vegetables should be 
separately strained, so that all the 
liquid that has appeared from the 
cooking is removed. and so the 
vegetables when combined with the 
layers of puff paste do not make 
it soggy. 

Now take a large square dish or 
serving platter and make a base 
with one layer of the puff-paste. 
Coat it generously with the zuc- 
chini and sprinkle it abundantly 
with grated Parmesan cheese. 


On top of that place another 
layer of the puff-paste and coat this 
generously with the tomatoes and 
more Parmesan cheese. 

Then add the third layer of sfo- 
gliata (or puff-paste) and coat it 
with the third, plus the usual quan- 
tity of Parmesan cheese. 

Use the last layer of puff-paste 
as a final cover. It should be cut 
like a cake and it is delicious either 
hot or cold. If served cold, sprinkle 
a little lemon juice and olive oil 
over each slice. This is a perfect 
summer dish or 
snack.

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so often identifying themselves 
with the needs of the household 
and proud of their necessary part 
in it. I hope they are now being 
inoculated against the discourag- 
ing disease, houseworkitis, or cabin 
fever as my friends jokingly call it, 
that strikes so many young women. 

To take care of our big old house 
we all work together one afternoon 
after school. This leaves the week 
end free for the children to make 
plans with their friends. During 
the morning, I make a list of the 
jobs to be done. It is a realistic 
list, not a work schedule, for a 
battery of Handy-Andys. When the 
children come home. we have a 
send-off snack to raise their spirits 
and energy; then each child 
chooses the four jobs which she 
wants to tackle. 


HIS freedom of choice means a 

great deal to them (aithough it 
is harder for me) because it makes 
them feel they are offering their 
help instead of being coerced. Al- 
though they do very well and are 
improving all the time, one cannot 
expect professional results from 
the young. I have a list of chores 
for myself, too, which I work on 
simultaneously so we all have a 
feeling of accomplishment together 
as we check the items off. 

Besides pressing the young into 
service, dressing up to one’s pro- 
fession is another way to improve 
the state of mind. Just as my five- 
year-old put on her best apron to 
work in, so I, too, have a quintet 
of good-looking aprons to wear. 
These give me a sense of pride, 
not a feeling of reluctance, when 
I] am summoned unexpectedly to 
the door. 

I have a friend who goes in for 
cotton blouses and wears a fresh, 
becoming blouse every other day 
with her slacks or shorts about the 
house. Another hint that lifts my 
spirits and makes me feel creative 
is to make the dessert for supper 
in the morning as I do the break- 
fast dishes. Doing this ahead is like 
putting time in the bank to use 
later when it is so scarce at the 
five o’clock kitchen rush hour. 

For convenience, I keep all my 


cleaning things in a basket—pol- 
ish, sponges, dustpan, etc.—so that 
with a quick grasp I can get about 
my business. As I work, I put the 
utensils back in the basket. This 
way I do not have to go around the 
house like a bloodhound tracking 
them down afterward. 

Does all this sound a little like 
the part of Pollyanna, the little girl 
whose cheerfulness in the face of 
discouraging situations seemed be- 
yond belief? Better to try for Pol- 
lyanna than to emulate Pandora 


whose curiosity and discontent with | 
the status quo led her and the rest | 


of us, as the fable goes, into a 


much worse situation. It has been 


proved that finding a way to handle 
or face an unavoidable situation 
such as the routine chores of every- 
day is noi false cheerfulness but 
the wisdom of happy survival. 


Every human being wants to feel | 


needed; it is a basic characteristic 
that we all have in common. The 
houseworking mother wants to feel 
that her family need her, that she 
in particular is giving them some- 
thing that no one else can give, 
something special of herself beyond 
the routine cooking and cleaning 
that anyone could do. And so she 
does, in the way she runs her home, 
in the part of herself she does give 
to it, in the person she is in it. 


S HOUSEWORK a state of grim- 

mindedness? Did you and I go 
all these years to school so we 
could spend the rest of our days 
dusting and mopping? I repeat the 
answer “yes,” we did exactly that; 
most of us do. But your mind can 
make you a housewife with peace 
in your heart and something stir- 
ring in your head as you go about 
the daily tasks of family life. You 
can know that the tasks themselves 
are not the “aim and end of living,” 
but only the necessary structure. 
The real aim is the flavor-and full- 
ness of the family life you build 
together. And who is to stop you 
from enriching that flavor for your- 
self and your family by humming 
Wagner to the vacuum, or learning 
Keats as you iron? Housework is 
a state of mind and the horizons 
of the mind are boundless.

@ | do not know how it ever came to be that herbs 
got mixed up with formal gardening and fancy set pat- 
terns in beds. Perhaps it was because herbs are not 
really pretty in themselves, and the idea was to raise 
their visual importance to be-commensurate with their 
taste importance by planting them in fancy ways. 

But take it from an old herb hand, it was not a 
good idea—unless you have a limitless supply of 
manpower, that is. Perhaps they had unlimited amounts 
in those old European monasteries where this whole 
idea seemed to have started. But in modern, short- 
handed America it is not practical. 

My years of experience boil down to this: The 
superior flavor of fresh herbs is well worth the ef- 
fort of growing a few culinaries. Discard extensive 
borders, unusual and unused specimens, and avoid pat- 


terns like the plague. With (Please turn to page 233)

Considering’ man’s capacity for 
wishful thinking, Europe’s igno- 
rance of the pepper shrub of south- 
ern Asia, and Columbus’s mistake 
about the land he discovered, it is 
not strange that the Spaniards, tast- 
ing the hot chili, cayenne, or ta- 
basco, thought the Indians’ plant 
was pepper, and gave it that name. 
The Indians’ peppers are all vari- 


eties of one genus, Capsicum frute- 


scens. The black and white pepper 
of the ancient caravans and the 
pepper shaker is totally different, 
made from the dried berries of 
Piper nigrum a tropical shrub. 
The Old World tasted the pep- 
pers of the New World with quick 
enthusiasm, and I suppose Capst- 
cum did as much or more to topsy- 
turvy Montaigne’s world as the 
proper pepper of the Orient.

The peppers we're 


with (not the condiment) grow 


wild over tropical America and 
some islands of the South Seas. 
They belong to the Nightshade 
Family, along with the potato, to- 
bacco, tomato, eggplant, petunia, 
and others from both the New 
World and the Old. In their native 
warm countries they are peren- 
nials and develop into shrubs, but 
in northern gardens we treat them 
as annuals.

But most of us prefer the sweet 


or mild types, which we stuff or 


slice into salads. These also vary 
in form, including the long and ta- 
pering Sweet Hungarian or Banana, 
the rather round tomato types. the 
heart-shaped Early Pimento and 
the blocky or bell form which is so 
familiar. The difference between 
green and red peppers is not a 
diflerence; some varieties are yel- 
low at one stage or the other but 
most are green when they are ma- 
turing but turn red when ripe. 

Among these, Yolo Wonder, Wis- 
consin Lakes, and Burlington re- 
sist the mosaic disease. When in 
full fruit, ornamental peppers make 
as striking and handsome a house 
plant as I have ever planted. In all 
forms there are good varieties; 
your seedman should carry the best 
for your climate. 

Few garden subjects are better 
medicine for the pride of the be- 
ginning gardener. Peppers do actu- 
ally look like the exotic tropicals 
they are. An amateur can shine in 
gardening circles with his own 
perfect pepper in hand, so to speak, 
and brag with proper pride against 
the experts. Bragging is a trifle 
fraudulent. for peppers give little 
trouble; about all you do is put in 
the plants and pick peppers. The 
old gardener will smile and under- 
stand. I think I have never encoun- 
tered an old gardener who did not

@ Since the decline of the Dandelion as Public Lawn 
Enemy Number One (at the hands of 2-4-D) , crab grass 
has been the great scourge of the nation’s lawn growers. 
Except from New England, the far Northwest, and the 
Bermuda-grass country of the South, this pest is our 
major problem—with a vengeance. 

Although the battle is far from won, the odds against 
crab grass continue to increase and some promising 
new controls are on the market this year. These, along 
with some of the better materials already on hand, 
give us hope for the best arsenal of weapons we've 
ever had in this long war. 

If you are skeptical about the new products, it is 
understandable. For it's a rare year that some new 
miracle weapon is not proclaimed. However, the de- 
velopments this year look more promising than any in a 


long time. Competition among brands may increase this 


season. There will probably be a barrage of claims and 
counter claims. So the wise shopper will keep his head, 
read the labels carefully, and learn as much as he can 
about the pest itself and the chemicals contained in 
the various products. 

Crab grass of course is an annual. Seed begins to 
sprout in early spring and the grass is killed by the 
first hard frost in the fall. We have two main chances 
to kill it with chemicals during these few months. It 
can be killed at or near the time of germination (pre- 
emergent control) or when the grass is grown (post- 
emergent control). There are also some lawn-manage- 
ment techniques that help eliminate crab grass. 

Pre-emergent control is usually the most ideal 
method, and the new materials are of this type. Let’s 
look at these and then review the other pre-emergent 


and post-emergent controls in the same light. 


Pre-emergent controls 

Dacthal is the common name for one of the new 
organic chemicals. It has given some very good control 
at rates of only 10 to 12 pounds of actual chemical per 
acre. This rate comes to about *4 of a pound for 2,500 
square feet of lawn (an area 50 by 50 feet). 

It can be applied with water or a dry carrier. The 
first week of spring or at the start of spring growth 


appears to be a good time (Continued on page 231)

The arsenates 


Some arsenates have been recog- 
nized by turf specialists for 25 to 
30 years as a means of pre-emer- 
gent crab-grass control. 

Calcium arsenate in particular, 
has been available to the public 
as a crab-grass treatment for a year 
or so. It has given good control 
under many circumstances. The re- 
sults, however, are greatly influ- 
enced by the phosphorous content 
of the soil. When phosphorus is 
low, the calcium arsenate treat- 
ment is more effective, but is also 
more dangerous to other grasses in 
the lawn. Organic matter in the 
soil and pH, also appear to in- 
fluence the results with calcium 
arsenate. 

Recommended rates of applica- 
tion are about 350 to 700 pounds 
per acre. This material, as well as 
other arsenates, can have a long- 
lasting effect in the soil. This is 
good for crab-grass control, but also 
poses one of the very great dangers. 
Even a moderate over-application 
can seriously interfere with turf- 
grass reseeding for a year or more. 
And, remember, it is very poison- 
ous to humans and animals. 

Lead arsenate is not as com- 


monly used for crab grass as the 


calcium form. Even at rates of 800 
to 1,000 pounds per acre it has 
often failed to give good control. 
However, it appears that this quan- 
tity of lead arsenate is safer to the 
desirable grasses than the lighter 
applications of calcium arsenate. 

It is used by some golf course 
superintendents who know the 
needs for their conditions, but more 
information is required before its 
use on home lawns can be encour- 
aged. It is also poisonous. 

An arsenical complex of arsenate 
and arsenous oxide is also on the 
market for pre-emergent control of 
crab grass. This material has done 
severe damage to the turf in North- 
eastern United States. Control of

Whether you use post- or pre- 
emergent control, you must read 
the labels on the material carefully 
so youll know the product.

The mistake most often 
made is the failure to apply the 
material evenly, or at the recom- 
mended rate. 

Most of these materials have 
some beneficial side effects, as well 
as harmful ones. Some of them 
kill other weeds. Several of the pre- 
emergent herbicides help control 
insects and such. You usually find 
this information on the packages.

Good lawn care helps too 


It is wise to take advantage of 
other control techniques whether 
you use chemicals or not. Good 
lawn management is, and always 
will be an important point in com- 
bating crab grass. Two cardinal 
rules to take to heart this spring 
are: fertilize early and mow high. 

Early fertilization can thicken 
the grass enough to shade out the 
crab-grass seedlings. The fertilizer 
should be applied in late March 
in most climates. 

If the fertilizer has about 5 per- 
cent nitrogen (the first digit in the 
formula on the bag), 20 to 30 
pounds per 1,000 square feet is a 
good rate. If the nitrogen content 
is about 10 percent, put on 10 to 
15 pounds per 1,000 square feet. 
Fertilizers with more nitrogen can 
be reduced proportionately in rate. 

Grass cut high (leaving two or 
three inches) shades out 
crab-grass seedlings. This height 
may be objectionable to some, but 
it makes crab-grass control easier.

AGE and winter savory are ex- 

tremely hardy plants and will 
drip happily over rocks for as long 
is twenty years without being re- 
newed.

All being evergreen, they are not 
only a nice addition to the rock 
zarden, but it is possible to use 
hem in cooking and garnishing all 
winter. If you have a little clump 
»f lemon thyme somewhere handy, 
you can toss a few sprigs of lemon 
hyme into the pot when boiling 
sreen shrimp. To crisp sugar

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fresh lemon thyme are a dainty 
treat preserved in the same man- 
ner as candied mint leaves. 

I suggest a few group plantings 
in the perennial border of various 
basils, parsley, burnet, borage, dill, 
and copper fennel. All of these are 
easily grown from seed sown di- 
rectly in the border. Copper fennel 
and dill, being tall, are best placed 
in the background, while the others 
can be forward. 


USE two of the above for flower 

arrangements, believe it or not. 
The flattish yellow umbels of the 
delicately-scented dill bloom with 
their finely cut green leaves form 
a pleasingly cool note arranged in 
clear glass in the house on a hot 
summer day. Nor is there anything 
more subtle than the bronze plumes 
of copper fennel foliage, arranged 
in pewter. Burnet (a hardy peren- 
nial) and borage (a_ self-seeding 
annual) have 
leaves. Besides, borage has star- 
like blue flowers—the true blue so 
dificult to come by. These two

Sharp drainage and heavy soil 
are required. It would do well in 
the rock garden, but wherever you 
plant it, mulching in winter will 
keep it from heaving during winter | 
and spring thaws.

| want to spread the gospel and 
convert the entire human race to 
Adam’s profession. 

Peppers will grow in any Wwell- 
‘drained garden, except in cool 
mountain places and the northern 
high plains, for they are long- 
season tropicals. Most gardeners 
in the North buy plants after the 
leaves on the oak trees attain full 
size, when the danger of frost is 
past. Even a light May frost will 
cause them harm. After the plants 
are set out, some 65 to 95 days, 
depending on variety, are required 
before the first fruits are really 
picking size. 


Many soils will do 


The soil need not be especially 
rich, and it may be a trifle acid, 
though for most soils a pH of 6.0 
to 6.8 is best. Too much fertility, 
especially too much nitrogen, may 
résult in a great luxury of leaves 
|/and few peppers. On the other 
hand, you need some fullness of 
feliage to shield the fruits from sun 
scald. Sun scald appears on the 
pepper as a large sunken area with 
a look of gray paper and often 
causes rot. 

As ever, humus can be the sover- 
| eign fixer and cure-all for peppers. 
| It is particularly valuable for hold- 
ing moisture at the roots. They do 
grow reluctant in hot winds and 





drought. When the temperature 
_reaches 90°, blossoms begin to 
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drop. But when it cools off again 
peppers resume full 
operations. If your pepper patch 
needs a fertilizer, a 5-10-5 formula 
is recommended. Do not over-water 
them, either. 

If everything seems to be in good 


commonly 


order, yet the pepper plants are 
not doing too well, give them a 
feeding, or perhaps two, of one of 
the liquid fertilizers, which con- 
tain some of the trace elements. 
But don’t expect trouble, unless 
you are the type, the familiar type, 
who can scare up trouble anywhere 
—after all, you must live true to 
your nature. 

There are a few bugs and blights 
with a taste tor pepper plants, but 
these are seldom very damaging. I 
do not know why they should be so 
immune, in contrast to their close 
and very vulnerable relative, the 
potato, unless there is something in 
pepper sap and juice that human 
research had better be looking into. 

Scientists have discovered that 
the juice of the fruit will destroy 
certain plant viruses, but, as far as 
I know, that is the extent of their 
present findings. I can well imagine 
that a hot chili pepper’s juice 
would scorch a virus right off this 
planet, but the milder kinds seem 
to be equally resistant to trouble. 


Watch for aphids 


The only one of Nature’s spoilers 
likely to cause much damage in 
most gardens is the aphid or plant 
louse, which is easily controlled 
with rotenone, malathion, the old 
reliable, nicotine sulfate, or the 
usual “all-purpose” vegetable spray. 
Aphids are bad some years. If you 
cutworms they 
give some trouble; they are often 
numerous on newly broken land. 
The seed store has baits that are 
pretty effective against them, or, 


have many may 


when you transplant the seedlings 
to the garden, you may want to 
place a collar of heavy paper 
around each siem, extending two 
inches below the surface and four 
above. This will protect the plant 
until the stems have grown tough 
enough to resist the caterpillar. 
Cutworm is the name given to 


the larva of several species of 
moths, which most wastefully cut 
down soft-stemmed plants, often 
near the roots, but some climb and 
cut higher and feed on the leaves. 
The collar will not protect against 
the last. of course, but any insecti- 


cide for chewing insects will do so. 


They work at night. They are 
smooth caterpillars, dull gray, 


green, brown, or dirty white. They 
must lose interest after the plant is 
cut down, or else be possessed by 
a ruthless destructive instinct, for 


one worm may chop several in a 
bad night’s work. 

If you keep down the aphid 
population, there is little chance 
that you will find disease on your 
peppers. Do not plant them too 
close to cucumbers, tomatoes, pota- 
toes, or other members of the fam- 
ily, nor follow any of these next 
season in the same place, for an 
aphid infected with a virus may 
move in and start something. If 
you can, keep a four-year rotation. 
Some star-haunted summer you 
may find a plant that has caught a 
mosaic, which causes mottling, yel- 
lowing. and dropping of the leaves, 
or bacterial spot. which makes 
warts on leaves and fruit, and may 
also cause yellowing and dropping. 
The worst effect of these diseases 
may be the fall of the leaves, for 


this exposes the fruit to sun scald. 
Starting from seed 


If you start your own plants, sow 
the seed eight weeks before your 
frostproof date. Plant the seeds a 
half-inch deep. It is best, though, 
to buy plants—after all, the aver- 
age family needs only a half-dozen. 
I favor the lazy way by instinct and 
conviction, but in starting your own 
there are a couple of extra hazards 
and botherations. 

Cornell University recommends 
that the commercial grower treat 
the seed both with mercuric chlo- 
ride against the bacterial wilt, a 
seed disease, and with a damping- 
off fungicide. Set the plants every 
20 inches in rows three feet apart. 
Shall we mulch? It is the better 
way to handle the chore of cultiva- 
tion for peppers. 

When the plant has formed sey- 
eral fruits, the blossoms drop off. 
After you harvest these, new blos- 
soms will show, for the pepper has 
every intention of fruiting contin- 
ually in perpetual summer for 
years on end. You can use them at 
any size; of course, like most veg- 
etables, they taste best if brought 
in before market maturity. 

Do not try to pick them; cut 
them off with a pair of shears or 
When 


bring them all in, large and small; 


a_ knife. frost threatens, 
if you can store them in a cool 
cellar, not too dry, you may be 
able to keep them long enough to 
avoid the prodigal price they bring 
in January. 

Beyond the crispiness they give 
to salad and the tang to many meat 
dishes. they are worth growing for 
their looks alone. What can match 
a wooden bowlful of these gleam- 
ing beauties in brightest red or 
green? Few plants require so lit- 
tle know-how and give such stun- 


ning harvest.

tumblerfuls and at first taste is 
reminiscent of the innocuous juice 
of apple jelly before it sets. It 
is never exactly heady, but by 
11:00 p.m. when our stube, Der’ 
Grauer Bock, began to quiet down, 
the clientele, while not boisterous, 
seemed more in love with the world 
than is usual under the influence 
of coffee. 

We ended the evening at the 
BB Club, a night club with what 
seemed to us a good facsimile of 
an American band and a remark- 
ably corny floor show, which in- 
cluded a lady who stepped stark 
raked into a great tub of bubble 
bath. 

Sunday morning. up betimes, we 
followed the hotel’s street map to 
the lovely house in the Grosser 
Hirschgraben where Goethe was 
born and raised, lost ourself for an 
hour or so in nostalgia for the ro- — 
mantic literacy of the 18th Century 
and its graceful furnishings, then 
sped before 1:00 p.m. closing time — 
to the Stadels museum for a choice — 
and intimately presented exhibition 
of early porcelain figurines. In this 
sunny Sunday morning, the whole 
town seemed to have turned out to 
walk along the park-lined banks of 
the River Main, dropping in to see 
the museum’s latest show. 

We strolled, over bomb-flattened 
expanses, to the 13th-century 
Frankfurt cathedral where the 
old German emperors used to be 
crowned, then stopped by the Ro6- 
mer, or old town hall, which is the 
only echt German-looking part of 
the town, according to American 
notions of what an old German 
city should look like. 

We lunched at Die Alte Poste 
on the Kaiserstrasse 
bience of oak beams and leaded 
glass, with live-it-up mottoes em- 
bellishing the walls in the German 
script we used to see on beer steins. 
Nicely attuned to everyman’s 
etbook, this is one of a compound 
of restaurants all under the same 
management, all operated at vary- 
ing levels of costliness, and all 
overlooking the garden of the Spiel- 


in an am- 


pock- 


haus. the town’s great theater. and 
its’ plaza of plane trees and neatly 
tended garden beds. 
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The Caravelle, relatively small in size, quiet, and virtually vibration- 
less. has in one year become the favorite “jet jitney” of seasoned travelers 
within Europe and to and from the Near East and North Africa. Placed 
at the rear, its small jet engines are out of passengers’ ear range. 


After lunch we taxied 15 miles 
to nearby Bad Homburg and its 
gambling casino. (You don’t even 
have to taxi, it turns out; the 
Casino runs a regular bus from 
the Frankfurt railroad station to 
the casino.) Here the Edwardian 
international set used to foregather 
to take the therapeutic baths and 
waters (especially cited for nervous 
disorders), and stake their for- 
tunes on the turn of a wheel. Now, 
for two marks a try (about 50¢), 
anyone can have the fun of tempt- 
ing luck at the state-controlled 
tables. Admission to the casino is 
three marks, plus your name and 
passport number. 

We were back in Frankfurt in 
time to have dinner (more sauer- 
kraut, to which we had become ad- 
dicted) and to catch the 9:00 Pp.

the sound of the world

e The ancient myth of the magic 
carpet, or the modern myth of the 
time machine are but pale fancies 
compared to the magic of the rec- 
ord player. Consider, if you will, 
the musical perspective it reveals. 

If we compare the very limited 
scope of the early-day vocal music 
with the vast orchestral range of, 
say, the Chicago Symphony, play- 
ing a modern work, the difference 
is staggering. Although the prog- 
ress was gradual and countless 
composers and musicians were in- 
volved, there were definite peaks 
and plateaus in the upward climb. 

By looking back at the peaks, we 
can get a panoramic impression of 
the major forces that have changed 
the rather plain musical fare of the 
distant past to the infinite delights 
of today’s orchestral repertoire. 

The following ten records repre- 
sent those peaks. You can hear, in 
two evenings, highlights of 400 
years of musical history. 
1. Giovanni Gabrieli (1557-1612) : 
Sonata Pian e Forte 

Until nearly the end of the 16th 
Century, music existed primarily 
for only one function—to enhance 
the pageantry and ceremony of the

church was principally vocal. 

In. the latter part of the 16th 
Century -the Cathedral of St. Mark 
in Venice boasted two superb or- 


church. the music of 


ganists, both named Gabrieli. They 
were uncle and nephew, Andrea 


and Giovanni, respectively. To- 
gether they helped put music on 
the instrumental track that has led 
to the orchestra as we know it to- 
day. They both began to compose 
ceremonial and processional music 
for the church that used instru- 
ments only. In 1597 there was pub- 
lished a collection of Sacrae Sym- 
phoniae by Giovanni Gabrieli. 
Most of the music, as was to be 
expected, was for voice—motets, 
for example—with as many as 19 
different parts, but there were 
many purely instrumental numbers. 

In Sacrae Symphoniae is a So- 
nata Pian e Forte for two trombone 
choirs. With its alternatingly soft 
and loud passages it makes a stun- 
ning dramatic effect and conjures 
up the spirit which prevailed when 
the Venetian Republic was at its 
important of

certo are available as yet; of the 


monophonic versions, I admire Ser- 
kin’s performance with the Marl- 
boro Festival Orchestra conducted 
by Alexander Schneider (Columbia 
ML-5209). 

5. Ludwig van Beethoven (1770- 
1827) : Symphony No. 3 in E Flat, 
“Eroica”’ 

In his admirable Music in West- 
ern Civilization, Paul Henry Lang 
describes Beethoven’s “Eroica” 
Symphony in these words: “One of 
the most incomprehensible deeds in 
arts and letters, the greatest single 
step made by an individual com- 
poser in the history of the sym- 
phony and in the history of music 
in general.” In length (the “Eroi- 
ca’ runs about twice as long as the 
average Haydn or Mozart Sym- 
phony), in formal design, in com- 
plexity, and in harmonic daring, 
the “Eroica” marks a complete 
break with the musical past. 

As conceived the “Eroica’ is 
about the heroic and how it can 
liberate mankind from inward and 
outward oppression. This is the ul- 
timate message of the “Eroica”— 
and of Beethoven. It sounds repeat- 
edly throughout his music. 

Of the available recorded edi- 
tions, the monophonic one by Otto 
Klemperer (Angel 35328) comes 
closer than any other version to 
satisfying me that all that is to be 
found in the score has been probed 
and plumbed by the conductor. In 
the stereo department, Szell’s phys- 
ically exciting version for Epic 
(BC-1001) is my preference. 

G. Hector Berlioz (1803-1869) : 
Symphonie Fantastique 

When the Symphonie Fantastique 
of Berlioz was unveiled to the mu- 
sical world in 1830, the symphonic 
form gained a rich new dimension. 
His contribution to the orchestral 
art was twofold. He considered the 
orchestra in a new perspective. To 
him it was a single magnificent 


instrument, more fully integrated 


than in the past. His orchestrations 
were so disciplined, unified, and 
beautifully proportioned, and his 


| use of instruments in combination 


so imaginative, that his place in the 
history of music is assured. 

His was also an extremely per- 
sonal music, and, for that period, 
served to typify the intensely in- 
ward expression. When the Sym-

phonie Fantastique was written, 
Berlioz was an intense, super- 
sensitive, and high-strung youth of 
twenty-seven. He says in his Mem- 
oirs that the “Episode in the Life 
of an Artist” (his over-all title for 
the Symphonie Fantastique and a 
companion piece) is a “history of 
my love for Miss Smithson, my 
anguish and distressing dreams.” 
The Miss Smithson of whom he 
speaks was the Irish Shakespearean 
actress he eventually married. 

The five movements of the Sym- 
phony detail for us the dreams and 
emotions of a young musician of 
morbid sensibility who takes an 
overdose of opium in a fit of love- 
sick emotional despair. Berlioz 
clothes the music in an opulent 
and colorful orchestration which 
remains to this day a marvel of 
invention. Sir Thomas Beecham, a_ 
renowned interpreter of this work, 
once told me that there have been 
“no surprises given to us in or- 
chestration since the Symphonie 
Fantastique of Berlioz.” 

Sir Eugene Goossens has re- 
corded a vivid performance of the 
score for Everest Records (mono: 
6037; stereo: 3037) and it is espe-— 
cially well-recorded. 

7. Richard Wagner (1813-1883) 
“Prelude” and “Love-Death” from 
Tristan and Isolde 

The synthesizing of dramatic 
and musical elements into one uni- 
fied and organic whole was _ per- 
haps the greatest (but far from the 
only) achievement of Richard Wag- 
ner. To support this thesis we need 
go no further than the composer’s — 
own description of his stage works 
as music-dramas not operas. 

One of Wagner’s most effective ~ 
weapons in his musico-dramatic 
arsenal was his use of so-called 
leit-motifs—musical phrases which 
are always associated with a par- © 
ticular event, emotion, or charac 
ter. The Prelude to that great glori- 
fication of passionate love, the — 
music-drama Tristan and Isolde, is 
an eloquent example of Wagner’s © 
genius. Seven distinct motives are 
to be found in the Prelude, all of 
them connected with the first re- 
alization of their passion by the 
lovers, Tristan and Isolde, but 
Wagner weaves them all together 
in a continuous line. 

A new kind of tonal opulence 
was another of Wagner’s magnifi- 
cent contributions to music. Pure 
richness of sound reaches its 
apogee in his work. The composers 
who followed had little choice but 
to strike out in new directions.

Even now, 51 years after they 
were composed, the Five Pieces for 
Orchestra baffle the vast majority 
of concert audiences. But they 
have had an enormous influence 
on many composers during our 
century and it seems to be growing. 
A key to the character of the 
music is in the program notes for 
the first English performance of the 
music in 1912 at Queen’s Hall, 
London: “This music seeks to ex- 
press all that dwells in us sub- 
consciously like a dream; which is 
a great fluctuant power, and is 
built upon none of the lines that 
are familiar to us; which has a 
rhythm ... as all life in us has 
its rhythm; which has a tonality, 
but only as the sea or the storm 


has its tonality; which has _har- 
monies we cannot grasp or 
analyze. . All its technical craft

10. Bela Bartok (1881-1945) : Mu- 
sic for String Instruments, Per-

A greater concern with orchestral 
color and sonority is one of the 
distinctive features of 20th-century 
music, and a man whose work 
typifies this was the late Hungarian 
composer. Bela Bartok. He was one 
of the most brilliant orchestral 
colorists of our time. 

His contribution was to enrich 
the orchestral pallette, and to add 
a deep, subtle, mysterious quality 
that must be heard to be under- 
stood. Many later composers have 
understood; and learned from the 
haunting sonorous imagery of Bar- 
tok.

crushed the tender sprigs of grass 
in a lawn that we had nurtured 
since spring’s first crocuses.

As the summer began showing 
tag-end age. we gained self-assur- 
ance. We made one rule and made 
it stick: Nobody was to go swim- 
ming alone. It was too dangerous. 
We coped with our crises. My wife 
sprinted ten yards to intercept and 
turn back a toothsome neighbor 
in a Bikini while our preacher 
floated in the pool, oblivious. We 
summoned the courage to eat our 
dinner on our terrace amid our 
neighbors without inviting them to 
sup. We boldly began asking them 
to bring their own refreshments. 
We even suggested occasionally 
that it wasn’t convenient for them 
to swim just now. 

The season had to end. On a 
brisk autumn morning a man from 
the pool company knocked on the 
door.

A traveler who has packed and unpacked all oveh 
Europe divulges her tips on techniqu 


By DOROTHY LOA McFADDEN 


© Half the battle of a good pack- 
ing job is knowing what not to put 
into the suitcase. Efficient packing 
means careful planning, selecting, 
organizing—and enough self dis- 
cipline to leave the unnecessaries 
at home. 

Keep your luggage weight light, 
even if you are not going by air, 
for the time may come when you 
may have to carry your own bags. 
And it is a nuisance and a waste of 
precious minutes and energy to 
have excess items that must be 
pushed aside when you're trying to 
dig out an essential, or refolded 
for every repacking. And remember 
that repacking! The proof of your 
skill is not the neat way you’ve 
organized your belonging during 
the first packing at home; it’s 
whether you can find what you 
need after you've’ disarranged 
everything at your fourth hotel 
stop. If at the end of the trip, every 
item you’ve taken has been used 
not once but several times, your 
packing selections have been a 
shining success. Better to travel 
light than heavy. You really can 
buy practically anything you might* 
need on the scene, plus many in- 
triguingly novel bits of usefulness 
we don’t have at home, and this 
sort of practical necessity shopping 
is an adventure in itself. 

To get down to specifics, here 
are my personal recommendations 
for what to take and how to take 
them. 

Baggage. One of the most effec- 
tive tricks I know is to travel with 
one small bag which exactly holds 
your overnight needs and a change

They 
also prevent snags and soiling of 
sweaters, stockings, gloves, scarves.

Most fitted suitcases with 
bottles and mirror add un- 
necessary weight, as do men’s heavy 
leather toilet cases. 

Knitted or cloth shoe bags are 
pretty, but you will find the right 
foot wear more easily in 
plastic bags.

right shop or doctor is not always 
easy or convenient. 

For laundry problems: A braid- 
ed rubber clothesline is my pet 
travel accessory. It can be fastened 
to any window catch, curtain hook, 
faucet, bed post, etc., and elimi- 
nates the need for clothespins. I 
take two tied together. 

A laundry bag of plastic will 
keep dirty clothes separate until 
you can wash them. 

Envelopes or capsules of soap 
powder are essential, light, and 
space-saving. Be sure yours also 
soften hard water. One excellent 
one washes even wool in cold water. 

For your handbag: A French 
purse with compartments for pass- 
port as well as money is most prac- 
tical inside your big travel hand- 
bag. This can be used alone in the 
evenings, assures your keeping 
your passport with you, and elimi- 
nates constant transferring of 
money. 

A pocket money converter is 
indispensable for saving you the 
headaches of figuring out what a 
price means in your language. 

If you smoke, carry a lighter. 
You can get fluid abroad and can 
usually cadge a refill from the hotel 
concierge, but in Europe matches 
are not freely given away. 

A folding shopping bag or nylon 
net or string bag is another “must,” 
for carrying small packages. Take 
plenty of purse-size paper hand- 
kerchiefs. They usable as 
toilet paper, too. A cloth case keeps 
them clean and whole in your 
handbag. Perfume is most safely 
carried in a small purse-size atom- 
izer. 

A small flashlight which needs 
no battery is often handy. If you 
will be reading maps in a car you 
may want a pocket magnifying 
glass, too. 

Saturated paper face-and-hand- 
washing cloths in envelopes are a 
joy to use on trains or busses be- 
fore reapplying make-up.

By all means carry a notebook, 
indexed by countries, listing shops, 
hotels,

friends and travel books. I 
also list sizes of tables for which 
I might buy linens; glove sizes and 


restaurants, 


preferences for gifts; children’s 


measurements from shoulder to 
shoulder and so on; and a table of 
European versus American adult 
size codes. I also paste small sam- 
ples of wallpaper, curtains, and 
upholstery fabrics into this note- 
book for reference when I am buy- 


ing something for our house. By 


keeping a small spring-back meas- 
uring tape in my bag, I avoid tedi- 
ous arithmetic from the metric 
system! 

Special tips: To save time when 
mailing picture postcards home, 
buy sheets of perforated gummed 
paper, marked off into thirty-three 
labels, and address these to your 
friends before you leave. When 
youre sending a batch of post- 
cards, just tear off the labels and 
paste them on. This saves your 
looking up addresses, assures that 
you won't forget anyone, and saves 
writing time. I also address some 
of these to myself at each stopping 
point en route and leave them with 
desk clerks for forwarding my 
mail. 

Several 8” x 10” heavy manila 
envelopes are handy for the accu- 
mulation of souvenir postals and 
booklets, menus, and other printed 
matter you'd like to keep. Tuck 
these trophies into an envelope 
each night and when it is bulky, 
mail it home. No need to clutter 
your suitcase throughout the trip. 

A few sheets of wrapping paper 
and a small bag of string are worth 
their small space when you want 
to make a small package to mail 
home. 

Tiny calling cards with your 
name and home address are a 
convenience when you make new 
friends, or ask shops to send pur- 
chases back to America. 

Take a large envelope in which 
to keep: forms and membership 
data for hospital insurance claims 
(Blue Cross can be used abroad) ; 
travelers’ insurance data; prescrip- 
tions for your glasses and neces- 
sary medicines; any other infor- 
mation you might need in an emer- 
gency. 

If you expect to do much driving 
in Europe, get Esso maps here in 
America. Reinforce creases with 
cellophane tape. Maps not 
handed out everywhere abroad as 
they are at home. Since Baedekers 
use paper as thin as Bibles, we 
pasted index tabs on to facilitate 
easy reference. A great conven- 
ience is a traveling alarm clock 
(hotel clerks abroad are as human 
as those over here). Not at all 
essential, but frequently useful are 
small folding opera glasses and a 
small scale to weigh your luggage 
if you keep adding souvenirs and

are traveling by air. 

If you are long-legged or cool- 
blooded, you may be more com- 
fortable in European beds if you 
bring a light-weight throw or thin 
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lap robe to supplement those short 
eiderdown bed poufs which don’t 
cover top and bottom all at once.

@ You have time to think about this, unless you are about 
to sign up for a piece of land or an already-built house. 
But unless you think about it—now—you may be com- 
mitted to a number of things that may become irksome 
before the 1960’s have passed. 

The front yard is a symbol—the best symbol—of the 
whole issue of whether your land is yours or whether it 
belongs in part to the neighbors and the neighborhood. 
The issue really boils down to whether or not others 
have the right to look at or onto your land. Is each man’s 
property his, or is it visually his neighbors’? Have you 
the right to eat breakfast on the terrace in your pajamas, 
or is that committing a community nuisance? Have you 
the right to wire your garden for music, or is that too 


committing a nuisance? 


It gets down to things as concrete (and as controversial)

or is the outdoors the common property—visually—of 
others? I would say immediately: If they—the neighbors 
—can hear your garden speaker, or if they can see you 
in your pajamas breakfasting on the terrace, it is a com- 
munity nuisance. And if your children—or guests— 
keep a neighbor from napping in the afternoon, it is al 
nuisance. | 

But must they see you or hear you? Is it their right 
to see you—and you them? Is this the goal of life? If 
you can extend your living habits beyond the walls of 
your house and so enlarge the usable space and the kind) 
of activities in your daily life, should you not do so?) 



















And are there not ways of doing so without committing a 
nuisance, even to a single neighbor? What did you buy al 
house for? Shall the kind of life experienced in a house 
be no different from that in an apartment? 

Thinking analytically about such questions means free- 
ing your mind of preconceptions, the preconceptions born 
of custom and habit. In the summer of 1959, HousE BEAv- 
TIFUL interviewed homeowners in areas where outdoor 
privacy is not known and where it is commonly held that 
a neighbor’s land is common property visually. We 
got reactions such as “I want people to see what my 
house looks like”; “I want to know what my neighbors are

Land Company), Landscape Architect Thomas Church 
was hired to make the front yards private from the street 
and each other, with screening and plantings that would 
be aesthetically acceptable to all. 

He did so, without monotony, even though in plan the 
solutions were identical. Six-foot-high fences of grape 
stakes had low hedges planted in front, diminishing the 
visual height. Each property’s fence angles twice, pre- 
venting any resemblance to a barricade. 

Three different planting color schemes were used, vary-

The front yard of the Heckendorf house is the de- 
sirable side for outdoor living. So they enclosed the 
space with a six-foot louver fence. On the street 
side a clipped hedge reduces the apparent height 
of the fence.

Vines clamber over it, further softening its ap- 
pearance. Much of people’s resentment about 
fences is because they associate them with un- 
aesthetic types seen around factories and other 
commercial installations. Obviously the cold, utili- 
tarian types are not for residential use, unless 
heavily draped with vines and climbing plants.

When everybody wants privacy, there is 
no social stigma attached to screening de- 
vices. Between the two fences, seen in 
the upper photograph, there is a street.

For one family it made 
possible a swimming pool, which would 
not have been possible elsewhere on their 
lot. The pool is on the sunny south side of 
the house, the best location. Yet swim- 
ming pool life in full view of neighbors 
and traffic would be socially unacceptable.

If you are the only one who wants 


privacy on your street, 


here’s one way to do it, beautifully 


When privacy is not a common community goal, and you really 
want it, your strategy should be to create such landscaping 
beauty that all who see will admire and commend you. That 
you have achieved the by-product of privacy they may miss 
entirely while they marvel at your lush bower of beauty. This 
is the socially-acceptable way to achieve what you want with- 
out seeming to go against the local mores. The street-side 
planting explained above is a fine example of how it may be 
done. Two hedges, clipped differently, and a row of flowering 
trees were all it required. The low mounded hedge belies 
the true height of tall hedge. Luxuriant growth of all adds 
to attractiveness.

If you buy the right property, you may have 
a combination of conditions that makes 
posstble built-in privacy.

In the drawing below one sees how a terrace 
was given privacy by cutting into the slop- 
ing ground to drop it out of view and below 
the line of sight and sound. From the street 
the top of the stone retaining wall appears 
to be only a low, unobtrusive wall and does 
not block the view toward the golf course. 


AUTIFUL, May 1960 
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@ A sloping lot has good, built-in opportunities for 
creating privacy with a minimum of screening devices 
which may violate local restrictions. 

In a community with rather tight limitations upon 
what, where, and how a thing may be built, Thomas 
Church, landscape architect, unearthed privacy for the 
David Mackies of Kansas City by digging in right on 
the front building line of their property, which slopes 
down from street level. The sunken terrace, thus created, 
is rather romantically hidden from the street, but still 


elevated enough above the ground on the downhill side 





to have an outlook over the golf course which adjoins 
the property. 

It might be pointed out here that, on a site which 
rises from the street, the reverse of this idea, a raised 
terrace, will also provide privacy if it is surrounded 
with a low, translucent or opaque rail.

Electrical outlets 
set into the wall are used for small 
appliances and extra night lighting. 


© To create a pocket of privacy right on a busy corner 
calls for every trick in the book. And, in this case, the 
terrace, the slope of the land, shrubs, trees, fences, and 
walls are all used with good effect to help screen the sight 
and sound of roads on two sides of the property. 

The terrace, used mostly for entertaining, is located where 
it serves as a buffer between the corner and the house and 
where it is convenient to the kitchen and driveway. The 
sloping triangular roof helps block the view from the street. 
The terrace set into the slope, with a bank on the high side 
and a wall on the low side, also aids in screening. The fence 
is both a shield for the terrace and for much of the house 
and yard. Informal plantings of trees and shrubs block 
specific lines of sight. Their function is definite, but not too 
apparent. The family terrace, at the quiet end of the house 
away from the road, is off the living room, with a pleasant 


view of the lawn, the garden pool, and the formal hedge.

The question of whether to fence or not to fence has 

' been forced on us by social developments of the last 

30 to 40 years. They have created problems that have 

nothing to do with spite and that are not adequately 

solved by a 3-foot look-through, “neighborly” fence, 
which is the limit that many communities allow. 


As property becomes more valuable, lots become 


Nn 


maller, resulting in houses being built closer together. 
Often you hear the neighbors’ bacon sizzle before you 
can smell it. This is especially true in sub-divisions where 
mass-produced dwellings are filling up our wide open 
spaces. With minimum side-line restrictions, houses may 
be only ten feet apart. However, with screen fencing be- 
tween, there is the chance to provide a pleasing back- 
ground for a mosaic, an espaliered vine or tree, a climbing 
rose or a piece of sculpture. Even unadorned by leaves, 
a well-designed fence is more pleasing than a view into 
another house or drying yard, particularly in the morn- 
ings when it may include another wife, complete with 


curlers. Pin curls and burnt toast should remain a family 





affair. And ignoring aesthetics, the neighbor’s radio or 
your baby’s crying will seem farther away if there is a 
fence of substance between your houses.

N eighborliness 


1. Design it so it does not look like a barrier, but like an 
architectural embellishment that will upgrade the whole 
neighborhood. That means it will probably need to be profes- 
sionally designed, if it is structural, or professionally de- 
signed and installed if it consists entirely of plant material. 


2. If it is structural, soften the edges with plantings. If 
space is narrow, do it with vines. If you have the depth (and 
the money), do it with shrubs and small trees. 


3. If it is to be a fence (and your neighbor is not a partner 
in the project), don’t put it right on the property line. Leave ,

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4. Make your privacy screen equally good-looking from 
both sides, whether it be structural or planting. Consult 
your neighbor about what he would like: what materials, 
what color-finish, whether he wants to grow vines or 
espaliered trees on it. You may find he would like to build 
storage lockers against it, or a green house, and would 
welcome something to back up to. Maybe he would be happy 
to make it a joint project, each family developing some 
wanted garden asset. No matter how you solve it, don't 


make it seem you are turning your back on him. + 


3. Take special care if you screen your north property 
line. It is your neighbor’s south- exposure, and theretore 
his best exposure for plant life. (A translucent material is 
ideal there—a plastic or a vinyl-coated screening.) This 
principle of thoughtfulness applies equally to what you do 
on the side where the good and bad winds come from. Your 
neighbor should welcome your blocking the worst winds, 
but he won't forgive you if you block the desirable breezes. 
Just remember, side and rear property lines have quite

The best place for outdoor living here is on the south 


side of the house, which happens to be in the front 
yard—as it is in every house on the north side of a 
street. The problem of privacy was boldly solved by 
setting the house back on the lot so a fence could be 
built as part of it. Vines will soften appearance of fence. 


@ The lucky people are those who live on the south 
side of the street with the front of their house facing 
north. For them the sun shines on the back of the 
house and into their back yard. They can have big win- 
dows and glass walls, inviting the sunshine deep into 
the house in fall, winter, and spring. For them spring 
comes earlier and fall stays later. With the right plan- 
ning they can have three more months of outdoor 
living than the people across the street. 

But for every house on the south side of the street 
there is one on the north whose front faces south toward 
the street. These people cannot open up their rooms 
with glass without becoming goldfish. And, climatically, 
the best part of their property is between the house and 
street, too public for dining, entertaining or sunbath- 
ing. Must they throw away this front third of their 
property and live without the heart-warming floods 
of indoor sunshine in winter? 

Unless they are willing to break with the prevalent 
neighborhood patterns in most areas, this must be their 
fate. But more and more people everywhere are willing 
to break traditional patterns and enclose some of the 
land between the street and house so they may have an 
abundance of winter sunshine indoors and a longer sea- 
son for outdoor living. If the land is flat, as it is 


through most of the Midwest, (Please turn the page)

they cannot use any of the clever devices that can be 
manipulated when there is a change of grade. (See an 
outline of this on page 156.) And, unless money is no 
object, they cannot screen with enough evergreen plant 
material to give them privacy in a glassy house, evén 
in the winter. 

Shown here is a Midwestern example of one way 
privacy is being attained when the street is on the south 
side of the house. In the Peoria, Illinois, home of 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles S. Salzenstein Sr., the front yard 
was fenced with saplings to make a complete outdoor 
enclosure. The L-shaped house makes the other half 
of the enclosure. Consequently they could completely 
open up the south side of the living room with walls 
or glass, even though it faced the street. 

Their house was set far back on the lot, and the 
fence was put forward as far toward the street as the 
law allowed. This creates a generous space in front of 
the house (on the sunny side), which can be used as an 
outdoor living room. It also provides the opportunity 
for a wall of glass on the (Please turn to page 252) 


Plan, left, shows relationship of street to house and why 
glass walls in the living room would have been impos- 
sible here without the fenced front garden. Note how 
axis of garden is set at an angle to the living room 
wall, and how a long straight run of fence is avoided. 
All of this helps minimize the rigidity of the fence. 


Picture at right shows view from entry walk. Diagonal 
line of sight, directed by walk and terminated by statue, 
gives maximum illusion of space. Low flowering shrubs, 
bulbs, and ground cover supply interest at ground level. 
Shape of deck and openings contribute to design, 
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Equally eye-pleasing to owners and 
neighbors is this garden on a_ busy 
residential corner in Piedmont, Calif, 
The perfect balance of sunlight and

Judicious use of small trees adds 
height to screening yet does not com- 
pletely block the line of sight. Vines 
growing up from the other side of the 
fence increase the protection of the 
board fence (upper left) and at the same 
time relieve the starkness of the fence 
on the neighbor’s side. Cireular island 
in the shallow end of the pool serves as 
a play table for the children, a sun-bathing 
spot for adults (it catches sun all day).

above was retained, but diagonal lattice- 

work added. Set out from the dark-paint-

@ People bound by the traditional concepts of open pub- 
lic property between and around houses often take a 
strong dislike to the idea of a solid fence. They may not 
be able to understand the benefits a privacy screen will 
create between lots, and may regard any such attempt at 
screening as an old-fashioned “spite” fence. 

In dealing with such a strongly-rooted tradition, the 
look-through fence can be a great help. It respects those 
looking from the other side, for it does not seem to turn 
its back on the neighbors or the neighborhood. In a few 
areas of the country, a look-through fence even satisfies 
legal requirements—the code may allow it while pro- 
hibiting a solid fence (check your neighborhood restric- 
tions for this possibility). 

From the homeowner's viewpoint, too, an open-work 
fence has advantages. If properly designed (see examples 
on these pages), it does provide the necessary privacy, 
but does it without a feeling of confinement. And it 
allows passage of summer breezes in hot climates where 


air circulation is important. (Please turn to page 218)

For naturalistic look, berms need gentle slopes 
and must oceupy considerable lot depth to gain a protective 
height. Because they are solid earth, berms deflect sounds up 
and away better than most fences. The street-side view (above) 
shows how well house is hidden from passing cars. Inside the 
lot (right), wide berm creates eight-foot protective shield.

Even mounds of earth alone can do wonders 


@ If fences tall enough to stop the eye are not socially 
acceptable in your neighborhood, there is still something 
you can do. Shown on these two pages are ways you can lift 
the level of the earth into raised beds or big mounds. 

Big hillocks (sometimes called berms) are frequently seen 
along heavily traveled streets as you pass through fine neigh- 
borhoods. They are better buffers of traffic noise than any 
other known device and, of course, they stop the flicker 
and glare of headlights from cars passing at night. 


The higher the berms are, the greater width they take. So 
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they are not feasible in tight conditions. However, they can 
be made most attractive, treated as rock gardens or planted 
with low shrubs and ground covers. In flat country, their 
rolling contours make a pleasant change for the eye. 

Acquiring the earth for this sculpting of the ground may 
be done by watching for signs near construction projects 
offering “free fill,” meaning your only cost is the price of 
trucking. If you are building, you would save the earth from 
the basement excavation. After general grading of the mound 
has been done, you would buy fine top scil to guarantee the 
luxuriant growth of plants used. 

If you don’t have the width for a berm (which is rolling), 
you can use retaining walls on one or both sides of the 
elevation. This uses less horizontal space, and the retaining 
walls can be pleasant landscape attractions, becoming the 
basis for rock garden or seating. Elevations no higher than 
eighteen to twenty inches fade into the landscape almost as 
though they did not exist. Fences of four-foot height, set 
atop such raised places, then suffice to block vision from 
cars and pedestrians. 



















Fence attached to house, as above, is sometimes permitted 
where a free-standing fence is not. This fence forms a secluded 
forecourt, protected from deliveries or guests arriving in drive- 
way. Set on a low brick wall, the fence gives height needed 
without having it tower forbiddingly above the landscape. 
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Foliage of plants projecting above seat-wall reduces apparent 


fence height by almost one half. Patterns of vines and shadows 
further prevent monotony on surface plane of fence. This kind 
of naturalizing is needed on both sides of any privacy screen.

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When a raised planting bed becomes the base for a fence, it 
can make a low fence do the work of a much taller one. The 
horizontal line of the lower wall breaks the vertical space 
into two visually separate parts. The eye then measures only 
the exposed height of the fence, not the total protected height. 
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For extra height, fence is 
raised on mound, then made 
inconspicuous by planting. 
From outside, eye is grad- 
ually led up ivy-covered 
bank, past high hedge and 
narrow strip of fence into 
treetops.

To install an effective barrier of trees and shrubs, 
you must be able to afford mature evergreen specimens 


and have enough space to plant them in depth 


® The traditional method of screening property—using a 





‘thick planting of trees and shrubs—can still be classified as 
best. Done properly, it hides all man-made structures around 
the boundaries and suggests that fields and woods lie just 
beyond the green barrier. This kind of screening has two 
basic requirements: mature evergreens and the space to 
plant them in depth. Neither is cheap. But unless you are 
willing to wait years for trees to grow and thicken (see 
page 221 for a story about this), you must use nearly full- 
srown materials. And unless you are willing to settle for 
summertime protection only, you must use evergreens. 
Deciduous trees will leave you completely exposed when 
their leaves drop. The results, however, can be magnificent, 
as seen here at the home of Millard Rothenberg, Scarsdale, 
N. Y. The planting, designed by Landscape Architect Robert 
Zion, is only six years old yet completely separates the 


property from the rest of the world. 
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Landscaping was begun on this 
house only six years ago. The 
careful use of green materials 
in the front has paid off in 
year-round good looks. Taken in 
the fall, this picture (left) re- 
veals the graceful branch struc- 
ture of apple and dogwood trees 
outlined by the white brick of 
the house and the garden wall.

provisions for meal service in the Pace 
Setter reflect the many-layered interests 
of the owners which require frequent and varied 
kinds of entertaining. The man of the house heads 
an international business which means he is con- 
stantly offering his hospitality to visitors from all 
over the world. His wife, an accomplished musician, 
is a dedicated patron of the musical arts. Both 
are active sponsors of their community’s cultural 
endeavors—symphony, church, art museum. They 
feel it their civic responsibility to make their home 
available for the board meetings, the teas, suppers 
and receptions associated with these interests. 
This is in a sense their public life and their 
house is geared to it in a most practical way, for 
they can entertain 100 buffet supper guests in their 
living room, using as a buffet the same dining table 
where they take their simple private meals. Both 
share the conviction that every act of daily life 


should be infused with grace and variety. so the 


house was planned to give them many possible eat- 
ing areas. They have chosen a wardrobe of fine 
tableware, so, whether they dine alone in the dining 
room or on the terrace, o1 -akfast in the kitchen 
or in the erille-screened di r yard, every meal 
becomes an event instead of another trivial act in 


the day’s routine.

The dining room, seen here from the living room and terrace, is also ac- 
cessible from the entry hall and, of course, the kitchen (far left). The 
kitchen also opens on the terrace (top photo) and the grille-screened dry- 
ing yard which is a delightful spot for early morning breakfast. Family 
meals are generally eaten in the dining room shown here, and while this 
area flows into the open plan, it can be entirely closed off by walnut pan- 


els, grille screens or curtains, so that setting and clearing the table can 
be unobtrusive. Dining at this table, wherever you lock you see beauty. 
Buffet is a stock cabinet piece, built into the semi-wall. Table, placed at 
right angles to it, makes service simpler. On the following page, see how 
this table can become a formal dining table, extended to full length on 
the long axis of the room. Ceiling lights were planned to light the table 
whichever way it is placed. For larger gatherings, dining table may be used 
as a buffet and guests seated at smaller folding tables in the living room.

There was no need of enlarging the house, but the 
living-room fireplace wall was completely re-styled 
by the decorator, James Pendleton. There is a new 
arrival from the street to the front door, with gently 
rising steps and landings that are night-lighted to 
prevent accidents. The garage is being moved from 
its position on the west side of the house to the upper 
end, so there will be easy access from the car to the 
service and kitchen entrance. At this writing, the 
swimming pool and shelter are already a reality. 

Throughout the house, the selection of sophisti- 
cated furnishings indicates the high quality of the 
life lived here.

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@ Have you ever tasted a fresh wild mushroom? 
Nothing can prepare you for it—certainly not the 
flavor of the cultivated type. It is as if you had eaten 
nothing but vanilla ice cream all your life and were 
suddenly confronted by the 28-different-flavors menu 
of the modern drive-in. A door opens and you find 
yourself in a completely different world. 

Out of ignorance, most Americans are missing one 
of the truly great gourmet experiences. The hunting 
and eating of wild mushrooms, a commonplace to the 
peoples of Europe, has until recently been limited 
to a small dedicated cult in this country. Now, as 
more and more Americans try wild mushrooms in 
their travels abroad (and at pioneering restaurants 
like The Four Seasons in New York), they are realiz- 
ing what lies beyond the blandness of the cultivated 
mushroom. And with the publication of the first 
simple-to-use, well-illustrated field guide by Dr. Alex- 
ander H. Smith, of the University of Michigan 
(right), Americans are freed from the superstitions 
of the past and can hunt their own mushrooms, as 
Europeans have done for centuries. 

One thing must be clearly understood, however: 
Mushroom-hunting cannot be taken casually; it is 
not for the dilletante or the dabbler. If the Europeans 
seem to take it less seriously, it is only because years 
of experience have given them confidence. To bring 
our knowledge up to their level takes real effort. 
The edible mushroom can be safely separated from 
the poisonous varieties, but it takes intelligent applica- 
tion of the data supplied by the field guide. The book 
should be followed religiously, with all its warnings 
and restrictions. 

Ts all this effort really worth while? Does the 
wild mushroom fresh from the picking have some- 
thing unobtainable elsewhere? The greatest gourmets 
in France seem to think so, for they will get up before 
dawn to haunt the market at Les Halles so they will 
be there when the day’s pickings first come in. And

space. The flat roof over the main living area was lifted 
above the roof of the surrounding rooms and a band of 
clerestory windows was inserted into this space between 
the roofs. 

The major source of natural light in the living room 
is the tall, projecting bay of windows on the east side 
of the room. Sensibly this bay is faced away from the 
street and toward a view. In the lower part of the room 
this source is augmented by windows in the dining and 
music alcoves, facing north and south respectively, and 
by windows in the entrance area, facing west. In the 
upper part of the room the clerestory supplies still more 
light with openings on the north, west, and south sides 
of the room. Light enters the room from all sides, creating 
the balance that gives eye comfort. 

These high windows give a wider distribution of natural 
light over the whole area of the room. Since they are 
directly below the ceiling. they do not have the custom- 
ary wall space above them casting a shadow on the ceil- 
ing. The ceiling, itself, is brightened with light reflected 


from the lower roof surfaces (Please turn to page 256} 


Approaching the house across the auto court 
(upper photo) and going down the few, easy 
steps into the entrance patio (lower photo), 
the arriving guest is aware of the higher 
roof, raised to insert the clerestory win- 
dows.

father was that he was never 

in a hurry. He had time and 
he took it. He walked wherever he 
was walking without hurrying. He 
read his newspaper from the first 
word on the first page to the last 
word on the last page without hurry- 
ing.

if genius had not dared! How much richer our living today 
because Beethoven dared to write music as he heard it. 
Renoir painted life as he saw it. Frank Lloyd Wright has 
designed according to Ais principle of Organic Architecture. 
Columbus followed the stormy path of his conviction. 

These individuals would not stifle the inner voice or sight. 
It is no coincidence that the Golden Age of Greece and the 
Renaissance, both eras of flourishing intellectual and spiritual 
activity, were also times in which the interest in individual 
development was exceedingly high. 

It is this differentness, this “touch of the poet” in each 
of us that must not be throttled by conformity. As the artist; 
carrying his dream with him in the material, struggles to 
wrest from it the likeness of his vision, so must we stand on 
tiptoe to get a better glimpse of the world of ideas and clarify 
our own visions and make them a reality to enhance our 
everyday living. Albert Schweitzer, who has so relentlessly 
followed his idea of service, said in the memoirs of his 
early youth: “Grow into your ideas so life can never rob 
you of them.” 

Have the courage to say to your child, “Yes, I know 
what Jane said, but what do you think?” If you like Willa 
Cather, read her serenely while everyone scrambles to dis- 
cuss Pasternak, or read Pasternak if you are really inter- 
ested and say what you really think. Take a course in Chinese 
poetry and satisfy the longing started years ago by Lao-tzu 
even if there is no one to discuss it with you. | have a friend 
who does not answer her telephone or even get dressed on 
Tuesdays. This is the one day of the week in which she does 
not have a commitment for herself or the children. She lies . 
in bed, Colette fashion, and does the family accounts and 
catches up on her correspondence. Uninterrupted she can 
accomplish a great deal, not the least of which is a sense of 
leisure and a real rest. 

But do not think her actions go uncriticized, especially by 
those who hold the other end of her unanswered telephone! 
Another friend, without benefit of architect, decided to have 
her washer and dryer put on the second floor thus eliminat- 
ing the upward and downward haul of the laundry. But rest 
assured, even her friends have called her queer, for anyone 
knows (they say) that laundry is a business belonging in 
the kitchen or cellar. 

It is surprising that we should be so shy about being our 
real selves, as if we were afraid someone might whisper 
“Madame, your individuality is showing!” Yet in every field, 
art, science, and even entertainment, the premium is on the 
performance that is different. In the recent best-seller for the 
business world, “The Organization Man,” one of the most 
cogent problems discussed was the need to develop and main- 
tain in business an environment in which the creative mind 
can perform free of the pressures of standardization. As you

I am not a fan of the widely- 
touted multiflora rose hedge. It has 
a single and brief flowering season 
and is essentially a formless thicket. 
Roses have other and unsurpassed 
decorative functions. 

Masses of evergreen shrubs, in- 
cluding such flowering varieties as 
azaleas, rhododendrons, and moun- 
tain laurel, provide a_ balancing 
base and lovely serenity to your 
major line of screening. A clump 
of birches; a flowering crab. plum, 
or cherry; or a delicate and poetic 


_ willow are delightful counterpoints 


in an evergreen background. The 
interesting shapes of stones can be 
used sculpturally and simply. They 


need not suggest a rock garden. 


O PLANT trees and shrubs suc- 

cessfully, there is more to be 
learned than any catalog or book 
can tell you. As a matter of fact. the 
more dedicated the gardener, the 
more pleased he will be with suc- 
cess that transcends all the rules he 
has broken. 

I have been through shelves of 
books and magazines. I have lis- 
tened to plumbers, little old ladies, 
produce men in supermarkets, a 
Cherokee Indian with wild theories 
that could only work for him, 
science teachers, and farmers. but 
most of all I have looked at trees 
growing—in my own area. 

There are times when you should 
not plant, even though your printed 
planting guide says go ahead. You 
can dig a tree in the right month, 
but it might be in the middle of a 
dry spell when the soil falls away 
from the roots like dust. You can 
plant a rhododendron near an old 
lilac and wonder why its leaves 
turn brown. You can hose an ever- 
green to the point of drowning 
because its needles are turning, 
when it really needs a dusting of 
sulphur to control spider mite (but 
not if the temperature is much 
over 70 degrees). You get to a 
point where you can almost sense 
what ails a tree or shrub. 

Then there are the rules it is 
the better part of wisdom to ob- 
Move trees in the proper 
season, when they are dormant, 
and avoid doing it during a dry 
spell or when the ground is too wet. 


serve. 


Move trees as quickly as possible. 
Tf they cannot be planted immedi- 
ately, make sure the root ball is 
kept moist and protected from dry- 
ing winds and sun. This can be 
done best by heeling them in. Plas- 


tic bags or sheets, tied securely 
around roots, are also effective in 
retaining moisture. If the trees are 
to be delivered from a distant nur- 
sery, check the reliability of the 
carrier, particularly the local agent. 

If you dig your own trees, make 
sure you get as large a root ball 
as possible. Deal gently with roots; 
they form a multitude of fingers 


that will reach deep for food and | 


hold your tree firmly in place. 


Make sure the holes you prepare | 


for your trees are deep enough and 
wide enough and preferably work- 
ed deeper than necessary with slow- 
acting fertilizer and peat moss to 
induce root growth. 
ball is in burlap, 


If the root 
set the tree in 
position before loosening the bur- 
lap. It will be easier to straighten 
the tree or turn it effectively. 

It is then necessary to establish 
the closest and firmest contact be- 
tween roots and earth. Fill the 
hole with water and, when this has 
seeped through, fill in a layer of 
good soil, tamp down firmly, 
water again. Successive layers of 
firmed-down soil and water should 
be worked until there is a slight 
saucer-like depression around the 
base of the tree, a catch basin 
for rain and subsequent watering. 
However, give it only as much 
water as your soil can handle. 

In subsequent watering, remem- 
ber that a tree needs a great deal 
more water than you would squirt 
at a petunia. Soak newly-planted 
trees religiously and water copi- 
ously for several seasons. 

Keep the roots from moving by 
staking your trees. It takes quite 
a while for them to get a really 
firm grip in the soil. 


and | 


F YOU have a wood lot and want | 


to move a rather large tree, root- 
pruning insures a greater degree 
of success. It has to be done the 
season before actual transplanting. 
Dig a circular trench 12 to 15 
inches wide and twice as deep 
around the tree-to be moved. The 
trench should have as its radius the 
desired width of the root ball you 
will eventually take with the tree. 

We have among our family an- 
ecdotes the tale of The Dogwood, 
the first tree I ever hauled out of 
the woods. I had never transplanted 
a seedling, but I was determined 
to move this fine forest giant, visu- 
alizing its crown of creamy white 
blossoms in the spring. It turned 
out to be a maple. Oddly enough 
the silly old “dogwood” 
today it gives very lovely shade. 
Whether start from 
bumbling beginning or not, 
Your privacy screen or enchanted 
forest will grow lovelier each year.

You should become well acquainted 
with the structure of the mushroom 
itself so that you are fully familiar 
with terms like veil, cap, ring, gills, 
spores, stalk, etc. Only then can 
you put to work the seemingly com- 
plex, but actually simple classifica- 
tion system that the book has set 
up. Like other botanical classifica- 
tion systems, it is based upon a key 
—an orderly system arranged in a 
progressive manner so that you can, 
by a series of choices elimigating 
the kinds you do not have, arrive at 
the group or single species to which 
the mushroom you have found be- 
longs. Unless you can make this 
positive identification, through the 
excellent photographs and list of 
characteristics given in the book, 
no use should be made of the mush- 
room.

Equipment for the hunt 


Very little equipment is needed 
_ to set off on a mushroom hunt. but 
you should have a sharp knife to 
make clean cuts, a partitioned bas- 
_ket or several paper bags, and a 
clean cloth. You should never mix 
_two or more kinds in a basket or 
_bag. They must be kept separately, 
_ not only for identification purposes, 
but also because only one kind 
should be used at a time in prepar- 
ing a dish. In this way you will 
learn to distinguish between the) 
flavors of the various types. If you | 
make a find, never assume that all 
the mushrooms growing in the same | 
patch are of the same species. Use 
the system of identification on each | 
one. 

If you are mushroom-hunting in 
earnest (and we urge you not to do 
it unless you are). a good practice 
to follow-is to keep notes on what 
you find and where you find it. 
Some mushrooms reappear year af- 
ter year in the same spot, and at 
least you know that the conditions 
were ripe at one time for their 
growing there. 


A few general precautions 


Dr. Smith’s list of general pre- 
cautions in regard to eating mush- 
rooms is as follows: “(1) Eat only 
one kind at a time so that if any 
difficulty should develop the cause | 
is known. (2) Eat only young or| 
freshly matured specimens free 
from insect larvae (worms). (3) | 
Cook the specimens well. (4) Eat 
only small amounts when testing a 
species you have not tried previous- 
ly. (5) Do not overindulge under 
any circumstances. There is always 
danger of indigestion from eating 
too much of any food. (6) Have 
each member of the family test 
each new kind for himself or her- 
self.” 


Getting ready to cook 


There is much that seems magi- 
cal about wild mushrooms: the way 
they sprout, rootless, overnight. for

But few householders are 
aware of this or even know the time 
limit and conditions of their own 
particular set of restrictions.

What can you do? 


A great many older residential 
areas have restrictions which ex- 
pired in the 1950’s or will expire in 
the 1960’s.

How to cope with the rules 


But what if you find that your 
neighborhood has restrictions that

The ordinances are usually muni- 
cipal and under the supervision of 
the town planning commission, the 
building inspector, or a special city

mittee. This varies from town to 
town. Just call the city or town hall 
and say you want to build a fence. 
You'll find out soon enough whether 
or not you can. 

If the zoning ordinance forbids a 
fence more than four feet high and 
you want a six-foot fence, you can 
request a variance. There’s always 
a board of appeals. Usually the re- 
quest for a variance in zoning must 
be published in the local papers, 
and you must attend a hearing at 
which you state your case, and any 
objections are heard. The board of 
appeals, perhaps made up of four 
or five members of the planning 
commission, will hear your side of 
the story and a majority vote de- 
cides the case. 

In most cases you can only get a 
if the 
you exceptional difficulty or undue 
hardship and does not significantly 
change the character of the com- 
munity. This is hard to establish in 


variance regulation causes 


the case of a privacy fence. In fact, 
the point of hardship and character 
change is easier to make by anyone 
opposing a fence. 

If you lose your request and feel 





you have a good case, you can (in 
some states) appeal it to the Coun- 
ty Court of Common Pleas. Some- 
times the fencing regulations are 
carried as local administrative pro- 
visions to the Building Code. But 
regardless of the agency of control, 
the legal aspects are the same. 
These are enforceable regulations, 
but you have the right of appeal.

Covenants cover such things as 
the kind of house you can build on 
the property and whether or not 
fences can be built and. if so, how 
high and what kind.

About the 
only way it can be avoided is by 
tacit agreement among neighbors 
to ignore it. This happens when the 
restriction seems more of a detri- 
ment than an advantage. Of course 
there’s always the risk of being 
called to the letter of the law and, 
in the case of a fence or hedge.

Covenants often run for a stipu- 
lated number of years, and are 
sometimes automatically renew- 
able. But, in some cases, property

The stark bare look is one of the 
objections to fences by those who 
want them as well as by those who 
\ don’t. And it’s true that six feet of 
bare, unadorned fence is no aes- 
thetic attraction. But fences can be 
handsome and can add to the looks 
of a garden. 

Understanding the historical 
frame of reference that brought re- 

strictions and covenants into being 
| throws a great light on whether we

Thus the 
emphasis in land development cir- 
cles came to be put, almost entirely, 
on “the look” of the neighborhood. 
“The look” paramount, and 
man’s use of his land overlooked. 

Openness in appearance is all 
right, if there is plenty of space 
between houses. But in subdivisions 
where houses are only 20 to 40 feet 
apart, homeowners pay a stiff pen- 
alty for the park-like look. They

@ The great thing about annuals is their 
fast growth, easy care, and generous dis- 
play of bloom. If they have a shortcoming, 
it is their brief life. A plant blooms for a 
season and is gone forever. But this cycle 
of growth, for which they are named, is not 
as limiting as it sounds. 

We have discovered, in our garden, that 
many kinds of lovely annuals will reseed 
themselves and come up year after year. 
They do this so dependably that we think 
of them as “perennials.” 

These obliging flowers come in a wide 
range of colors, almost every shade, and a 
broad variety of shapes and sizes. Some 
of the flowers start to bloom in early spring 
and continue even through a frost or two. 
They are strong, hardy, easy to establish, 
tolerant of many kinds of soil, and reason- 
ably resistant to pests and diseases. What 
more can you ask of any flower? 

To do their best, these amiable recurring 
annuals need a very minimum of five hours 
of sun a day, and the more the better. Grow

—and related matters 


In which our fearless garden philosopher 


gives Woman all the credit 


for inventing Horticulture 


By WILLIAM ALVADORE BUCK 


® In the Sixth Century B.C. in a 
fable, Aesop’s country mouse ob- 
served to the city mouse, “Better 
bacon and beans in peace than 
cakes and ale in fear.” Beans have 
been in the larder of the Old World 
since history was first written, but 
not beans that many Americans 
have ever eaten or even noticed. 
The familiar bean of Europe, 
sometimes called “the bean of his- 
tory,” has been the broad, horse, 
Windsor, or fava bean, a species of 
vetch. The plant is a shrubby an- 
nual, with pods eighteen inches 
long when ripe, which cannot en- 
dure our summers except in Wash- 
colder 


ington, Oregon, and_ the 


parts of the border states. Shelléd 


when green, the beans taste some- 
thing like peas. The lablab or hya- 
cinth bean, the mung, soy bean, 
and others have been staples in the 
trade of Asia and Africa for un- 
numbered centuries. The mung 
ages ago turned up in China in the 
form of the bean sprout. 

The American beans are those 
we see in the grocery store, varie- 
ties of Phaseolus vulgaris, such as 
the navy bean, the kidney, pinto, 
tepary, marrow, yellow eye, and 
snap bean, as well as varieties of 
P. lunatus, the Lima and sieva or 
baby Lima. 

Plant ecologists and paleobota- 
nists have a fancy that the ances- 
tors of the Indians developed beans 


from the wild. But research has not 
succeeded in tracing cultivated 
beans back to the wild species very 
thoroughly. Histories of agriculture 
generally tell us that all but one or 
two of our vegetables and grains 
were tamed by Stone Age man 
from the weeds of forest and plain. 
We catch the picture of primitive 
man in his fearful tropical jungle, 
coming upon new breeds by a proc- 
ess of ignorant instinct. 

But I have been looking at my 
geography and it has given me 
some new ideas. Today there exists 
a desert near each of the countries 
where most of our grains and veg- 
etables presumably originated. 
Look at Mesopotamia, Peru, the 
Sahara, Mexico, and our South- 
west. Euclides de Cunha in his 
great novel of Brazil, Os Sertoes, 
has suggested that most deserts 
may have been created by destruc- 
tive agriculture. For he read the 
record and saw the desert modern 
farmers actually did create in a 
couple of eastern 
Brazil. Were these deserts once the 
farms of civilized people, who had 
not yet learned to write in stone, to 
build an enduring wall, and carve 
a column, so that their memory has 
been lost? 

We know that in Neolithic times 


centuries in 


the Sahara was a wetter place than 
it is today and supported a con- 
siderable population. We know that 
the Libyans (who traded gods and 
other matters with the early Greeks 
and Minoans) migrated, about the 
dawn of history, from their home 
in the eastern Sahara, and scat- 
tered in several directions. There 
were reasons. Dust bowl winds? 
Throughout legend and _ history 
whole peoples have driven their 
flocks from the dry highlands of 
central Asia in hordes—Persians, 
Hittites, Celts, Greeks, Scythians, 
Medes, and the Aryans who fled to 
India. There must have been some 
technical advancement in that dim 
region, for the Hittites and Achae- 
an Greeks carried iron with them. 
In America, the Toltecs, Aztecs, 
and others came down into Mexico 
on a long trail from the north, 
from a country which. on strict 
cowboy testimony, is so dry today 
that few frogs ever learn to swim. 
The people of these forgotten 
times were Stone or Bronze Age 
citizens, true, but equal in intelli- 
gence to modern man. Did they 
have a science or lore of agricul- 
ture sufficient to the task of devel-

street side without losing privacy. 

For best results this sort of thing 
should be planned when the house 
is planned. The house must be set 
back on the lot far enough to allow 
sufficient space between the south- 
facing walls and the legal line. 


Fence regulations- must be care- 
fully considered, of course, and 


they vary by locality. 
The ground-level of the front 


garden was two to three feet lower 
than the floor of the house, so Land- 
scape Architect Thomas Church de- 
signed a floor-level deck for the 
garden to make it more usable. In 


this way the grade was changed , 


without disturbing the trees. Open- 
ings between the board decking let 
air and water through to the tree 
roots. The house was designed by 
architects Verkler and Tinsman.

longer or shorter, they steadily in- 
crease in number. The days when 
neighborhocd streets had only occa- 
sional traffic and were safe places 
to play ball or run-sheep-run, are 


long since gone. Children don’t be- 
long in them any more. so they 


need protection until they are old- 
er. While fencing them may cause 
frustrations. at least they'll live to 
complain to their pyschiatrists. 
Not only as a parent. but as a 
responsible citizen, you want to 
give the motorist the freedom of 
the 


children darting unexpectedly into 


road without the hazards of 
his path. 
Gardens become noisier as out- 


door living—that postwar discovery 





gains in popularity. Today, fami- 


lies probably concentrate more 
noise on each square foot of garden 
space than they ever have. It’s what 
our gardens are for. but these 
added activities create a great’ need 
for baffling sounds from neighbors. 

The back yard once had only a 
swing under the apple tree. Now. 


children need more play equipment 


because they live too far away from 
schools to use the playgrounds. And 
where are the apple trees? Parks 
can’t appear fast enough to keep 
up with new communities. and even 
the vacant lot next door or down 
the block is becoming a scarcity. 
It’s not that children are any nois- 
ier, it’s quite possible they are 
just shouting nearer the neighbors’ 
windows. , 

And it isn’t just the children. 
Barbecues are not in the same 
sound bracket as the old-time an- 
nual garden tea party. Even a quiet 
barbecue is louder than a prickly 
barberry border. 

With the increase of home swim- 
ming pools from 2,500 in 1948 to 
87,500 in 1958, 
noise factor has undeniably 


the neighborhood 
gone 
up. But the safety factor has gone 
down. In many communities, proper 
safeguards are required before a 
permit to build a pool is issued. 
The law is clear on the pool own- 
er’s varying responsibilities to tres- 
passing. whether through a gate, 
over a fence, or via an overhanging

tree. Certainly no one wants the 
moral liability of having an unpro- 
tected pool available to wandering 
neighborhood children. And it isn’t 
spiteful when an entire pool area is 
properly fenced to free the pool and 
its activities from unnecessary limi- 
tations. 

Dogs are still dogs, but even the 
dog has had his day. In many 
towns, he’s no longer free to go and 
come as he pleases, making his 
daily rounds to the neighbors and 
the butchers. He has to stay home, 
play in your lilies, and eat your 
food. But he’s safe from traffic, 
while your neighbors’ gardens are 
protected from his joie-de-vivre. To 
achieve the happy state of keeping 
both your dog and our tensions un- 
leashed, the only solution is ade- 
quate fencing. (We have found that 
when your own lilies need protec- 
tion, a dog-run will work, especially 
if it is oriented toward the garden 
rather than the street. If he can see 
you, he doesn’t feel shut-off: he 
does feel shut-out, but he learns to 
accept that.) 

So while it’s all very true that 
your justifications may be down- 
right neighborly, you may hesitate

to break the local pattern, espe- 
cially if the neighbor is a life-long 
friend. who doesn’t believe “good 
fences make good neighbors.” 

His acceptance might be simpli- 
fied by proposing a gate between 
your properties. so that your fami- 
lies can still “run next door.” Or in 
planning the screen, special con- 
sideration can be given to the ma- 
terials. design, and colors to be 
sure they complement both houses. 

All fences should be well built of 
quality materials, with as much de- 
signing care and taste as the house. 
That they can be attractive from 
every angle has been demonstrated 
for hundreds of many 
countries—Japan, all the Spanish- 
speaking Turkey, etc. 
Our designers are treating old ma- 


years in 
countries, 


terials imaginatively, and are also 
using new products creatively to 
solve our problems. Necessity is 
finding a way to make fencing ac- 
ceptable as our cities grow and 
create the need. 

As surely as the cave man won 
his fight, one day soon it will be 
considered spiteful only if our gar- 
dens are not adequately screened 
from our neighbors view.

and acts in turn as a diffuse re- 
flecting surface to spread light 
throughout the room. 

Since they are within the area 
of the house and not limited to posi- 
tions in the perimeter walls, these 
windows provide a source of light 
nearer to those central areas that 
usually do not receive much light. 

The total result of all this is 
that, regardless of which side of 
the room the strongest light may 
be coming from, the degree of con- 
trast between light and shadow is 
always diminished by the light from 
these other sources. 

These high windows provide an- 
other advantage: At any time when 
the shining the room is 
touched with it. 
adjoining’ rooms will, for a part 
of the day, block out sunlight from 
the main living area. Here it is 
always admitted over the roofs of 
these adjoining rooms, but not in

sufficient quantity to create a sun 
and heat problem. 


UT why this concern for a 
balanced light condition? 

The human eye is a highly flexi- 
ble and adaptable mechanism, but 
we, as a civilization, are putting 
the ingenious design of this mech- 
anism to severe tests by 
asking it to adapt to opposite 
conditions very quickly and to per- 
form directly opposite tasks almost 
simultaneously. The eyes very 
obligingly make the effort to meet 
the test but in doing so we may be 
left feeling tired and_ irritable 
without knowing why. 

We know the exhaustion of driv- 
ing west in the late afternoon with 
the setting sun being bounced off 
the car hood and into our eyes. 
Meanwhile we are trying to see 
what may be hurtling down the 
road toward us. 

This is an extreme example, but 


very 


many of our homes are built with 
a similar, if less obvious, condition. 
It is present in any room receiving 
light from only one side or source 
and having extreme contrasts of 
brightness and darkness. A person 
is most comfortable in such a room, 
where seeing is concerned, when 
facing away from the light source. 
Otherwise he may wish that he had 
an eye shade or dark glasses. 
Most of us are familiar with the 
soothing light quality that can be 
experienced out-of-doors when we 
are in rather open shade and do 
not re- 
flected light shining in our eyes. 


have direct sunlight or 


This soothing quality comes from 
a general balance of light condi- 
tions: a combination of direct, re- 
flected, and diffused light. One is 
surrounded by light and any strong 
contrasts are eliminated, although 
there will still be some range of 
light values. Some range of values 
is desirable, if not extreme, in order 
to avoid monotony, which can also 
be tiring. 

Our objective should be to re- 
create a somewhat similar balance 
of light conditions within our 
homes and to have a general level 
of brightness appropriate to the 
use of the room or the seeing tasks 
performed there.

the player’s position in the room. 

The most usual chamber group 
is the string quartet. Strictly speak- 
ing. a work for a single instrument 
—a piano or guitar—should be 
called chamber music. Yet, for 
some arbitrary reason, the term is 
applied only to music written for 
two or more instruments. And, 
within practical musical limita- 


| tions, any number can play cham- 


ber music. 
A proper definition of chamber 


| music hinges not upon how many 


pieces play, but how many instru- 


| ments play each musical part. In 


chamber music there is no dou- 
bling. There is one instrument for 
each part. There may, of course, 
be a number of violins, but each 
plays a different part, and each is 
as important as the other. 
Mozart’s Serenade for Thirteen 
Wind Instruments is chamber mu- 
sic, because each musician plays a 


| different part with no duplication. 


On the cther hand, if a string quar- 
tet by Mozart were played with one 
extra violin doubling the first vio- 
lin part, then, certainly, it would 
not be chamber music. 


INCE there is only one player to 
each part, each player is as im- 
portant as another. The second vio- 
linist playing chamber music is as 
important as the first. But in an 
orchestra, should a second violin- 
ist stop for a few moments, it would 
hardly be noticed. A dozen others 
will cover for him, because they 
are playing the identical notes. In 
a chamber group, if anyone drops 
out he is immediately missed. This 
democratic interdependence and 
emphasis on mutual understanding 
is one of the reasons musicians 
so enjoy playing chamber music. It 
is also one of the things a listener 
can learn to appreciate and enjoy. 
Not only can any number play, 
if the parts are different, but cham- 
ber music suits a variety of in- 
struments. The Septet of Saint- 
Saéns includes a part for a trum- 
pet. Tcherepnin has written a So- 
nata for Timpani and Piano. Stra- 
vinsky’s delightful L’Histoire du 
Soldat includes clarinet, bassoon, 
trumpet, trombone, violin, double 
bass, and percussion. 

Equally unlimited are the musi- 
cal styles to be found in chamber 
music. Since composers have been 
drawn to this intimate medium al- 
most throughout the history ef mu- 
sic, one can find such diversities as 
Fantasies for a Chest of Viols dat- 
ing from the time of the first Queen 


Elizabeth, and quartets in the mod- 
ern twelve-tone idiom by Schén- 
berg. And every school or style of 
orchestral writing between those 
two periods has found expression _ 
in this form. ( 

The outward form of the music | 
—its over-all shape—is roughly the 
same as that of the orchestral 
works of the period. In other words, 
a Mozart string quartet is likely to 
have the same four-movement form 
and approximately the same length 
as a Mozart symphony. As in the 
case of a symphony, the four-move-— 
ment form is merely the means by 
which the composer achieves vari- 
ety of mood. i 

The only difference in approach 
required for listening to chamber | 
music, as opposed to that required 
for a symphony, is in the amount of 
sound to expect. Naturally, a small — 
group of players cannot make as | 
much “noise” as a full orchestra. — 
Moreover, in the case of a chamber 
work involving strings only, the ear 
must expect only the color and 
texture of those instruments, rather 
than the multi-colored sound pro- 
duced by an orchestra, with its 
combinations of strings, brass, 
woodwinds, and percussion. : 

Although much of the credit for 
the growing interest in chamber 
music can be attributed to the qual- 
ity of today’s records and phono- 
graphs, this improvement in equip- 
ment has-also climaxed a growing 
interest in orchestral music, which 
is the antithesis of chamber music. 
I mention this not to set one kind 
of music against another, but to 
help explain a historical public 
shift away from chamber music 
toward the larger sound of the full 
symphony orchestra. 


HE trend started with the 19th- | 


century composers who demand- 
ed increasingly larger orchestras to 
express the aims of the growing ro- 
mantic movement. This movement 
was well under way by the time of 
Beethoven. While an orchestra of 
about 45 players was adequate for 
the performance of most of the 
18th-century symphonies of Haydn 
and Mozart. the symphonies of 
the young Beethoven, with their 
stronger dramatic implications, 
such as his Eroica, required more 
weight of tone for their full real- 
ization and impact. 

Berlioz, with the flamboyant col- 
oration demanded by his Fantastic 
symphony, further expanded the 
orchestra. By that time, in 1830,

the entire romantic trend was well 
under way. It resulted in, and was 
given impetus by, the 
works of Franz Liszt, the music 
dramas of Richard Wagner, and 
the tone poems of Richard Strauss, 
along with the symphonies of Gus- 
tay Mahler. Mahler’s Eighth Sym- 
phony was called The Symphony of 
a Thousand because it required 


further 


that many players and _ singers. 
And, finally, this trend reached its 
20th-century culmination in Stra- 
vinsky’s Le Sacre du Printemps, 
which requires one of the most 
tremendous aggregations of musi- 
cians ever assembled. 

With the emphasis on big sound, 
we have tended to lose sight of the 
fact that a good phonograph can 
also do wonders for the sound of a 
small group of performers. This is 
what makes the phonograph, and 
especially stereo, such a wonderful 
way to bring chamber music into 
our homes. 

The listener who would like to 
approach chamber music gradu- 
ally, so to speak, might begin with 
some of the works for larger 
groups of instruments. The Mozart 
work for thirteen wind instruments, 
mentioned earlier, his Serenade 
No. 10 in B Flat Major, K. 361, is 
a delightful introduction. Despite 
the fact that it is limited to the 
color of wind instruments, its full- 
ness gives it an orchestral sound. 

Schubert’s Octet in F, Opus 166 
and Beethoven’s Septet in E Flat, 
Opus 20, both combine winds and 
strings. And though smaller than 
an orchestra, they offer represent- 
atives of the various orchestral 
choirs, with their variety of colors. 


HE acknowledged masterpiece in 

the realm of the string octet 
was written by a boy of sixteen. This 
magnificent composition, which is 
in effect scored for two string quar- 
tets, is the work of Mendelssohn. 
His Octet is Romanticism at its 
best—broad, sweeping melodies, a

Passing through the wards, I 
saw a little girl sitting on the 
floor. She looked up at me with 
such a friendly smile. She was so 
sweet and attractive, I stopped to 
pat her gleaming black hair. Then 
I saw that leprosy had eaten her 
toes and a part of her feet. “Poor 
little brave girl,” I thought, “how 
can you smile when you have no 
feet?” Then the old saying came 
to my mind, “I complained be- 
cause I had no shoes until I saw a 
man who had no feet!” Pin (just 
Pin—she has no surname) is a lit- 
tle orphan girl, 
around 9 or 10, in 
faraway Thai- 
land. She has 
never been to 
school but is intelligent and very 
winsome. 


Leprosy is not hereditary but is 
contagious. A healthy child left 
with leprous parents is certain to 
contract the disease. CCF helps 
to remove such children to school 
colonies and keeps them safe from 
leprosy’s horrors. To let them re- 
main with infected parents is like 
leaving children to play in a river 
infested with crocodiles. Yet 
many remain for the lack of 
funds to save them. CCF helps 
children like Pin, too, who are 
leprous. She needs to have her 
legs amputated, her disease ar- 
rested and then, later, with arti- 
ficial limbs she will be able to 
stand up again.

feed them when they could not. 
Children like these can be cared 
for in a CCF home.

cell growth and was now in Paris 
receiving an international award.

drawing on a brown ground. You 
can order it in any color, so long 
as you use 20 yards. It’s 48” wide, 
and comes in almost any base fab- 
ric—sheer linen, silk gauze, or mo- 
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The wonderful, wacky world of sleep 


If you followed the popular medical advice of 
the Middle Ages about how to sleep better, you 
would have your head shaved, be bled to an 
anemic white, then gorge yourself with a mix- 
ture of wild carrot, parsley and peony seeds. 
Records show that the treatment worked—at 
least there is not one report of a patient who 
felt the need of a second treatment. 

Recent research projects have put to rest 
many long established “facts” —actually myths 
—about sleep. But still there is little that mod- 
ern sleep experts agree on. Only one thing is 
certain, and it can be summed up neatly and 
almost absurdly: Human beings sleep better 
when they lie down. 


How much sleep do you need ? 


Aristotle made one of his few unwise pro- 
nouncements when he stipulated: “Six hours’ 
sleep for a man, seven for a woman and eight 
for a fool.” The length of your night’s sleep is 
a lot like the size of your belt. If it feels good, 
it’s right. 


Work out your own sleep formula 


The average sleeping time for adults is seven 
and a half hours. The fact that you can stay 
dead to the world for ten hours at a stretch 
doesn’t mean you have to. Vary the length of 
your sleep for several days at a time, then see 
how efficiently you operated. Be honest. The 
right amount of sleep can stretch out your life 
two ways. You'll stay healthier and probably 
live longer. And, by eliminating even an hour 
of needless sleep each night, you ll add about 
three years of conscious activity over the aver- 
age life span. 


Sleep patterns irregular 


Tests show that sleep is generally deepest dur- 
ing the first part of the night, but it does not 
become progressively lighter toward morning. 
It oscillates. We go from a deep sleep to a light, 
dozing stage for ten or fifteen minutes, then 
plummet downward again. 


Can a man survive without sleep ? 


Nobody can tell you for sure how long you can 
go without sleep. A test group of laboratory 
animals lasted twenty days without food and 
water. Another group died after five days with- 
out sleep. 

A New York disc jockey recently hit the 
headlines with a marathon nonsleeping per- 
formance. He stayed awake eight and a half 
days, complained of a slight headache, then 


went to sleep for 13 hours and 13 minutes. But 
from tests made during the vigil, there is evi- 
dence that the disc jockey was actually grabbing 
sleep in 30 second snatches, with his eyes open. 

We know what happens to the body during 
sleep. The heart slows, blood pressure drops, 
blood vessels tend to dilate and the body cools. 
But for all the wisdom of modern science, we 
don’t know whether these body changes are the 
cause or the effect of sleep. 


To sleep, perchance to dream 


Everyone is a dreamer. Some people just don’t 
remember their dreams. Eye movements during 
sleep have given us strong clues about dreams. 
When a person is awakened immediately after 
showing rapid eye movements, he can invari- 
ably recall a dream. If he is allowed to sleep for 
five minutes or so after the movements stop, he 
frequently forgets all. Dreams occur about four 
or five times a night, weve learned, and last 
about fifteen minutes each. 

From all indications, the body is relatively 
motionless during the actual dream, except for 
rapid eye movements. But when you're not 
dreaming, twenty to forty changes of position 
are typical throughout the night. 


And so to beds 


There are some peasants in a place in Europe 
who sleep with a pad under their feet instead 
of their heads. Their feet work harder, they 
explain. Japanese are more thoughtful. They 
put pillows under their heads—but the pillows 
are wooden. 

In England, they sell a hydraulically adjust- 
able, electrically heated, mink-covered, tape-

@ As homemaking fans out from cities into the country, more 
and more people are acquiring building sites with exciting 
views. Should they commission their architect to design a 
house that is as exciting as the view? Or should the architec- 
ture be so quietly designed that it sets up no counter-interest 
to the scenery? The house shown on these ten pages and the 


front cover seems to be a nice balanced answer to this question. 





A bay window projects from one corner of the living room to- 
ward the impressive view, reaching out as though to encompass 
it. It works, psychologically, like a hand extended in welcome. 
Strong repeating pattern of the window’s vertical mullions 
heightens the sense of distance of view. Bookshelves subtly 
repeat and echo the proportions of the window units, creating 
an underlying unity that makes itself felt unconsciously. 


Living room, two stories tall, is overlooked by a baleony room 
that serves as a study-guest room. This rooms gets its share 
of the prime view through the glass gable end, plus a ro- 
manticism that always accompanies a balcony. Notice how 
ceiling deck of living room becomes a walk-way to water plants 


or wash windows, and becomes a single visual element with 


the outside roof. Both are surfaced with white marble chips.

The architecture of this house sets up its own ex- 
citement, but it is always along lines that relate it 
to the dramatic view of Golden Gate Bridge and the 
skyline of San Francisco. 

The architect and the client were both determined 
to escape from the usual house composed of a series 
of monotonous 8-foot-high boxes. Both wanted spaces 
within the house where the ceiling is removed from 
the immediate view and the feeling of exhilaration and 
expansiveness of the out-of-doors is achieved. Ceilings 
vary in this house from 6’6” to 22’. 

To give the house a feeling of great spaciousness, 
lone vistas through the house were created by the 
planning. From the living room bay window, the vista 
extends 70 feet through the dining area and the mas- 
ter bedroom. Another example is the balcony bed- 
room which overlooks the living room and the Golden 
Gate. The view is directed sometimes upward (see the 
glazed gable in the living room and also in the 


master bedroom); sometimes (Please turn the page) 
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Another view of the living room from the upper 
baleony room. The 7’ 6” soffit extends around 
all four sides of the living room to give it an 
intimate seale and to contrast with 22’ ceiling 
height at the center of the room. Fireplace is 
trimmed with same Verona marble used as count- 


ers in kitchen and baths. Walls are mahogany. 


Below. you look from the living room up into the 
baleony room. The draperies here are the only 
ones used in the house. Note the series of eye- 
ball spotlights around the decking. These light

downward (the deck at the west side overlooks the 
beach directly below, some 150 feet) ; sometimes out- 
ward (the kitchen bay window looking out onto the 
terrace). 

The panoramic view, which is overwhelming and 
conversation stopping, was divided into a series of 
smaller views, each of which has great individuality. 
For example, the living room faces out to the San 
Francisco skyline and the Golden Gate Bridge, all 
framed by a beautiful grove of pine trees. The entrance 
hall and dining room face directly across the bay to 
the maritime hill town of Sausalito, reminiscent of the 
Italian Riviera. Here the view becomes more intriguing 
by having all the glass shielded with a lace-like grid 
of wood grilles—a flower design from Japanese shoji 
panels. The master bedroom looks into a eucalyp-

The master bedroom is the most inward-turning room in 
the house. Its main relation to the outside is through 
the high glazed gable end revealing the trunks of a 
eucalyptus grove.

Exciting space is created within the house to act as 
a counter-balance to the exciting views outside the 
house.

oriented away from the west at every opportunity. 
The living room faces south and south-west overlook- 
ing San Francisco and the Golden Gate Bridge. The 
west view of Sausalito which lines up with the after- 
noon sun was ignored from the living room except 
from the bay window. The dining area did face the 
west. Here the sun was controlled by wood-slat shades 
which can be recessed in pockets in the ceiling. 
Large areas of plate glass are often uninteresting 
and are particularly cold-looking and uninviting at 
night unless draperies are used to cover them. But 
privacy was not a problem in this house because of its 
location. Neither the architect nor the client particu- 
larly liked draperies. Therefore, all glass areas were 
broken up to make them inviting at night. Wood 
mullions spaced about 12” on center or wood grilles 
applied directly against the glass create wood traceries 
that add great warmth and interest, particularly at 
night when the glass areas tend to become large shiny 
black mirrors. The railings of the balcony become a

Only materials of great natural beauty and perma- 
nence, which would become more beautiful with age, 
were chosen. Color was used sparingly in these mate- 
rials. Only earth colors were used. The architect and 
the client wanted the house to be unobtrusive and quiet. 
Dark brown mahogany walls, light brown concrete-tile 
floors polished to resemble fine old leather, rough 
white plaster ceilings, richly-patterned Verona marble 
counters, gold-leaf doors, weathered gray shingles, 
greenish-brown stained stucco walls—these were the 
colors and materials used. Bolder colors and richer 
materials were used occasionally and strategically in 
the furnishings. For example, the living room has a 
richly colored wall of books, and the upstairs bedroom 
has a Spanish rug used as a bedspread that gives 
a blast of color.

let me use the spade—and to this day, I’m _ thankful. 

The more we looked at and lived with the meadow, the 
less important the perennial border seemed.

We began to wonder whether we should make any changes 
here.

@ {f you want a good part of your land to grow wild—to be 
“out of control,” as Landscape Architect Thomas Church 
puts it—how do you manage it? How do you draw that line 
where man’s grooming stops and nature takes over? The an- 
swer is almost annoyingly simple: Keep the meeting point 
out of sight on the far side of a change of grade and the tran- 
sition will seem perfectly natural. Moreover, there will be 
no clean-cut edge to maintain. In three examples here from 
his own work, Architect Church shows you how it is done. 
In two cases earth was mounded up just before the meeting 
point, making the juncture out of sight on the far side of 
the mound. In the third he simply made use of the existing 
slope achieving the same result. Note, too, how spiky plant- 


ing can camouflage the transition, blurring the meeting point. 





To keep maintenance at a minimum on this large 
property, groomed garden area was carried only 
a few feet beyond the pool deck, the minimum 
necessary for good looks. At this point, the earth 
was mounded up, a row of spiky plants put in 
along the crest. Where planting meets meadow is 
not seen from pool or house. From the terrace, 
the eye sees through the jagged tops of new plants 
to fields beyond, without noticing change in land- 
scaping.

How to 
be realistic about 


a part-time house 


This winter-summer vacation home has the look of elegance, 
but it can be maintained from year to year 


with surprisingly little housekeeping and gardening 


@ Of course there is no such thing—as yet—as a completely 
maintenance-free house. The attribute is merely relative. But 
the more you want a place to look beautiful, the more likely 
you are to be tied to extensive maintenance work. 

This Florida vacation house, used for short periods in both 
winter and summer, was designed to be as trouble-free as a 
couple of experts know how to make it. It is the home of two 
landscape architects, Richard Webel and Janet Darling Webel. 
Obviously they would want beautiful grounds. But, no more 
than any of us, did they want heavy maintenance expenses. 

What they did and how they did it is worth studying very 
closely, for it applies to full-time residences as much as to 


part-time or vacation homes.

All the rooms of the house are elevated a few 
feet above the interestingly-shaped and pat- 
terned terrace and pool. This elevated viewing 
point gives more meaning to the interplay of 
textures and paiterns, and brings out more 
character than would be apparent if the same 
thing were viewed from the normal standing 
or sitting level. Try to imagine this house 
without its interesting garden and you'll get a 
surprise. For, without its landscaping, th> 
house would be quite a mundane affair. (Bed- 
room wing was bought second-hand and 
moved to the site.) Since a vacation house puts 
emphasis on outdoor living, this emphasis on 
the development of the outdoors rather than 
the indoors is perfectly logical and proper.

Raised porch is amply connected to the big living room by big sliding 


doors which push back out of sight into wall pockets. This produces 


the feeling that the whole house is a raised outdoor pavilion. Living 
room is under-furnished so there will be plenty of space to pull in porch 
furniture when the house is closed.

The L-shaped house makes a windbreak against breezes coming off 
the Atlantic. So the terrace (above and right) acts as a protected 
sun pocket, since it is oriented to south.

After two years of experience, the Webels have found that 


garden upkeep averages about two hours a day for three days 


a week, or six hours a week. This is year round now. After 
another year, when the trees and shrubs that were moved are 
fully established, this may be reduced. Now about one-half 


hour a week is devoted to watering—hand watering of trees 


and shrubs and automatic sprinkling of a small ocean-side lawn. 

The Webels distinguish between garde keep and garden 
housekeeping. Housekeeping includes raking graveled surfaces, 
sweeping the terrace and porch, and pool cleaning. Such tasks 
can be deferred for long periods when the house is not open, 


and a lot of sweeping and raking can (Please turn the page)

be allowed to accumulate to a certain degree. and be done just 
before the owners return. 

Except for the circle of zoysia grass on the ocean side of 
the house, all ground surfaces are covered with either paving. 
white sand, pine needles, or gravel. The latter is pinkish brown, 
which blends nicely with the brown pine needles. Reddish- 
pink brick is used as an accent in the paving. This color is 


echoed in a darker version, somewhat like Venetian pink, 


The pretty swimming pool is 
only four feet deep throughout; 
in short, not for diving but solely 
for swimming. The Webels built 
it for the exercise of swimming 
and the visual pleasure of hav- 
ing the water reflect the sky. 
They feel that most home pools 
do not need the specifications 
of a municipal pool. The space 
for lounging and sunning has 
been related more to the house 
and porches than to the pool. 
Thus they get double duty from 
this paving, plus the advantage 
of being more out of the wind. 


A pleasant little incident is made 
of sending fresh water into the 
swimming pool. A raised reflection 
pool, in the form of a segment of 
a circle, has four water jets to 
create the sound of falling water. 
Another segment of a circle con- 
tains the steps that lead down into 
the swimming part of the pool. 


on some painted surfaces—on the sides of the raised pools, 
the foundation walls of the house, and all the fences. The walls 
of the house are light yellow, with shiny black posts and white 
cornices and railings. The white trim carries over into the posts 
and capping of the red fences, helping to echo the building 
grammar of the house. Thus landscape materials and structure 
have been interlocked by careful color planning, producing an

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A circle of velvety zoysia grass, 60 feet in diameter, 
is the only gardening maintenance work they will 
have, once the trees and shrubs get fully estab- 
lished.

Because 
it is slow-growing, they felt it worth the expense 
to sod this circle, so it would be beautiful from 
the very beginning.

more natural flavor in food

Why do some foods taste better than others? There’s no real mystery. 
It’s due to technique or “know-how” in handling. Frank Lloyd Wright 
called this point of view “exploiting the nature of the materials.” 
It’s knowing how to make the food be more itself, saber) 

losing any of its taste essence or nutritional value 

on its way into your mouth. House Beautiful sets down here 

two techniques for achieving more flavor from the same foods 

you are now eating: puréeing and thin-slicing. Both are widely used 
in countries that rank high in gourmet matters. Puréeing 

of many vegetables is a common practice in France. Thin-slicing 

is prerequisite to the cooking of China and Japan. Both techniques 


are akin to chewing. Both can broaden your cooking repertoire 


Ehminate the indigestible, fibrous residues and 


you ll step up flavor by 10 to 30 per cent 





@ It is really very simple to heighten the flavor of the same 
foods you are now eating. Simply do not put into your 
mouth the part of the food that has no taste or no nutri- 
tional value. 

It’s that easy! 

Since different foods have different fibrous content, and 
it occurs at different places, we cannot make any blanket 
rules about how to remove these tasteless, indigestible sub- 
stances. Some vegetables, such as peas, corn, lima beans, 
and kidney beans need to be cooked and then puréed in a 
Foley food mill or passed through a sieve. (Latter is more

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tedious.) Other vegetables, such as tomatoes, call for peeling 
and seeding. The cucumber needs only to be seeded, as its 
skin is not fibrous. (However, commercial cucumbers with 
waxed skins should be peeled as these waxes are suspect 
from the health point of view.) Beef develops amazing new 
flavors when scraped from its tough connective tissues with 
a blunt tool like a kitchen table spoon, and is very delicious 
eaten raw. 

Other countries know these facts and practice them ex- 
tensively. Puréeing is common in France, and peeling and 
seeding is taken for granted by any French cook who con- 
siders himself to be a cook. Scraped raw beef is prized 
throughout Scandinavian countries for open-faced sand- 
wiches. (Tartar steak, as known in the U. S., is generally 
ground beef, with the fiber having been ground with the 
meat, so the intrinsic taste is not heightened.) Peeling and 


seeding is meticulously practiced in Japan at all social

Seraped beef is very different from ground beef. In the former, 
the fleshy, meaty part is scraped out of the connective tissue 
and muscle tissue with a blunt tool like a kitchen spoon, leav- 
ing the fiber as empty as an unfilled sack or pastry tube. 
The result is pure puJpy meat, so tasty it can be eaten raw 
with a minimum of seasoning, or dressed like steak tartare. 
The remaining inedible fiber can be used in the cooking water 
of vegetables or soups for its remaining nutritional values, 
which are thought to stimulate the flow of gastric juices.

An amazingly high percentage of tasteless, nutritionless fiber 
exists in corn, peas, and limas. In these three pictures the 
glass on the left contains the indigestible fiber left after 
puréeing. On the right, in each picture, is the edible, di- 
gestible, useful part. (These fibers are lignin, cellulose, and 
hemicellulose.) By removing such fibers, the taste of the vege- 
table is markedly heightened, yet absolutely no nutritional 
value is lost. The removal of the fiber reveals new nuances 
of flavor so interesting that little or no seasoning is required. 
Try puréeing these three types of vegetables, make compari- 
son taste tests, and see for yourself. 


levels. and in both homes and restaurants. 

The most interesting part about puréeing the fibrous 
vegetables is that the taste of the edible parts is so loaded 
with flavor that they need very little seasoning, hardly even 
salt. That is, unless they have been overcooked and so have 
lost their flavor in the cooking water. 

Puréeing permits shorter cooking time. Since the cooking 
process is primarily a way to break down fibers to make 
food more digestible and since puréeing removes these same 
fibers mechanically, the cooking time can be shortened, 
which is beneficial for both taste and nutrition. 

The vegetables that improve most markedly by puréeing 
are corn, peas, and limas. The outside covering of each ker- 
nel or pea or bean feels, to the touch, like ground cello- 
phane when you examine this residue after puréeing. Taste it 
too, and you will see at once why it contributes nothing to 
flavor. It simply has no flavor. (Please turn to page 151)

Get the hang of slicing and dicing 


—the Chinese way of producing good food 


Slicing is the way to walk down a whole new road 





to good flavors. Small pieces cook faster than big pieces.

@ One of the most fascinating aspects of a truly gourmet 
approach to food is this basic truth: If it tastes better, it 
is better, nutritionally. 

House BEAUTIFUL’s attitude toward cooking and eating 
has leaned, in the main, toward the gastronomic values. But 
we are fascinated to find that whenever we pursue some 
preparation technique to its ultimate in taste perfection, we 
find that we have arrived at some newly-discovered nutri- 
tional truth. It is delightful indeed if the road to high 
gastronomy does truly lead to good health and longevity. 

Slicing and dicing in the Chinese way, prior to cooking, 
definitely enhances taste. In fact, the hub of Chinese cook- 
ing is reducing all the ingredients to small uniform pieces 
before the cooking process begins. When pieces are small, 
enormously more surface is exposed to the heat—from 25 to

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50 times more. So you can see instantly how the cooking 
time would be speeded up by starting with smaller pieces. 

The nutritional gain is of two kinds: No part of the food 
is exposed very long to the heat and no part gets overdone 
while other parts are coming to doneness. Long exposure to 
heat is known to destroy many of the crucially-needed amino 
acids and enyzmes. 

In the Chinese stir-fry method of cooking this hazard is 
fantastically reduced. The constant stirring also contributes 
evenness of exposure. Smallness of pieces produces quick- 
ness, and stirring produces evenness of exposure to heat. 
Together they add up to truly important gains in flavor 
and food value. 

But the hurdle for most Americans is that we are not 
very expert slicers. Our hands are not too steady, and the 
slices and cubes we produce are not uniform enough in— 
size. Yet uniformity is essential, for then all pieces reach 
doneness at the same time. None is overdone or underdone. 

We have been researching the slicing devices on the 
market that can improve your slicing ability. There are 
excellent slicing machines, both hand-operated and elec- 
trically-operated, These should be left out on the work 
counter at all times so they are ready for use. And if you feel 
you cannot afford one of these, get the knack of producing 
small uniform pieces with a new knife with an adjustable 
guide rail on it. Or get a Chinese cleaver and practice until 
you are expert at it. (See House BEAUTIFUL’s article on 
Chinese-cleaver chopping in June 1959, pages 146-147.) 

A slicer makes it possible for you to slice meat paper- 
thin, and its accuracy is unfailing. Thin-sliced meats cook 


Knife with built-in slicing control cuts 
lotus root or any vegetable or fruit 
into slices of exact thickness desired. 
Width of slice can be adjusted by 
loosening thumb screw.

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almost as quickly as they touch the pan. Thin-sliced meats 
have a quite different taste from cubes or thick slices. 

Meat to be properly thin-sliced should be partially 
frozen, for this gives it the firm “stance” necessary to get 
uniformity in thickness of slice. 

Vegetables should be sliced, cubed, or cut into sticks, 
depending on what the recipe calls for. Asparagus (even 
when it seems tender) is best when cut into long, thin, ob- 
lique slices. And fibrous vegetables, such as celery, should 
always be sliced on the diagonal. Oblique slicing of long 
foods (see celery-cutting at the right) produces more sur- 
face to be presented to the heat. So the more fibrous the 
foodstuff, the greater the gain by oblique slicing. 

Try this recipe for Beef with Vegetables and see what

he first time you saw it, the 

horse looked as high as a hill, 

and it felt as high as a hill when 
your father lifted you into the saddle. 
It was not like sitting on anything else. 
Though your father put your feet in 
the stirrups and the reins in your hand, 
you still didn’t feel very well fas- 
tened. Besides, the horse was alive. 
It breathed, shivered its neck-skin in 
squalls, turned one ear one way, one 
the other. It shifted its stony feet and 
swagged its tail. Worst of all, it turned 
its long head around to look at you 
and blew out its breath in a sort of 
reverse snort. 

The conclusion you reached was: “I 
want to get down.” So you were lifted 
down. And then, of course, observing 
the horse and thinking things over, 
you reached the conclusion: “I want 
to get up again.” So you were prompt- 
ly lifted up. 

That time your father, holding the 
bridle, spoke to the horse and it moved 
forward, a hill in motion, and you 
held on to the pommel and shouted 
a little till you got used to it. Then 


your father told you what to say to 


stop the horse. You said it and the 
horse stopped and you suddenly real- 
ized what power was. 

You began to like the horse and 
went on liking him better and better. 
It was not long before you knew him 
by heart: his healthy smell, his vel- 
vet nose, his calm nature. He had 
tranquil eyes that were shadowed by 
a grass of lashes, and his mane and 
tail that looked so silky from a dis- 
tance were as tough to the touch as 
witches’ broomstraws. His teeth were 
like piano keys; sometimes he shriv- 
elled his lip up to show them.

@ No matter how often a material has been worked and no 
matter how great previous artists have been, in the hands 
of a new designer the material itself can take new forms 
that reveal still other facets of its beauty. 

The work of ceramic artist David Weinrib is a case in 
point. The stoneware tiles seen here reach out in a new 
direction, yet the understated colors and textures he brings 
out in the clay have always been there, locked within it. 
He has found new ways to give expression to a time-honored 
material with a subtlety and depth of beauty in tiles that 
will reward the owners for years to come. The strong sense 
of integrity in all of his work is in glaring contrast to the 
superficial ornamentation that characterizes so much in de- 
signing today. 

But Weinrib’s work is important for a second reason. He 
limits himself strictly to architectural applications where 
the tiles are designed into an integral whole and where they 
serve a functional purpose as well as an artistic one. As 
work counters, table tops, wall sections, or floors, the tiles 
provide a sealed, easily-maintained surface. They prove 
that high artistic level is not incompatible with down-to- 


earth practicality. (Details about equipment on page 161.) 
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Textured effect seen here was achieved through the 
slip-trailing technique. Patterning resulted from

The 
home cook could not spare the many hours required to 
produce that sparkling tasty jelly out of calves’ feet, calves’ 
heads, veal bones, and other gelatin-bearing foods. 

But that is no longer necessary. The coming of canned 
jellied consommés and canned meat glazes puts the art of 
the aspic on a whole new plane. By exploiting the wide 
variety of well-seasoned jellied consommés, which need 
only a little bolstering with unflavored gelatin, you can 
produce dishes that extravagantly please both the eye and 
the palate. 

in many ways the jellied consommés, used as a base for 
aspic, put us ahead of the old classic ways of producing 
aspic. For the classic French aspic is a pale, bland- 
tasting thing, contributing no very positive flavor to the 
thing it encloses. But most jellied consommés start with a 
little more flavor, which can be easily heightened in the 
kitchen by the addition of minced fresh herbs or clear 
mushroom broth. Jellied madriléne, with its clear pink 


color, just cries out to be wed to pink slices of cold roast

beef or little balls of steak tartare. And jellied clam con- 
sommé is a great vehicle for presenting minced clams or 
clams-on-the-half-shell. 

House BreauTiIFUL asked Albert Stockli, Chef-Director 
of Restaurant Associates, which operates such gourmet 
restaurants as The Four Seasons and The Forum of the 
Twelve Caesars, to examine the canned jellied consommés 
on the market and decide if they are the equivalent of or 
better than the classic French aspics that he produces in 
the kitchens of his restaurants. He found nine brands that 
pleased him for taste. In using them, he found that it was 
necessary to fortify them in strength, so they would stand 
up and perform as an aspic or glaze. Only about a fourth 
to a half teaspoon of unflavored gelatin for a 1244-ounce 
‘can was needed. Different brands required different 
quantities of gelatin. 

He recommends that you experiment with the brand of 
your choice, keeping it in the refrigerator for 24 hours, 
then opening it and noting how limp or stiff it has be- 
come. If it is fairly well set, and does not tremble when 
shaken, you will need the lesser amount of gelatin. (His 
list of satisfactory brands is given later.) 

Which brings us to that matter of texture. An aspic 
must have tenderness when the tongue presses on it. Yet 
it must have enough body to stand up for 20 to 30 minutes 
after it is removed from the moids and is served. It 
should not melt and start to liquefy before you have 
finished eating it. Yet it should never be leathery or 
spring back at the touch of fork or spoon or tongue. It 
must have that elusive quality of being tender at the 
same time it is a solid. It must have textural presence 
without any resistance. Nor should it remind you of tea- 
room tomato aspic in taste. 

This brings us to the central proposition: Aspic is 
a cold, enclosing envelope or (Please turn to page 165) 





If you want to mold a big aspic, it requires more careful 
technique than little molds. You have to line the sides 
of the mold with aspic before you put in the main in- 
gredients. You do it by hoiding the tin mold in contact 
with ice, coating about a third of it at a time, in three 
or four stages. Then add whatever is to be contained, 
keeping the lined mold well submerged in ice. The food 
added should be as cold as (or colder than) the lined mold.

Is our sense of values as commercial as it sometimes seems? 


And if we ourselves unconsciously use money as a standard of judgment, 


how can we expect our children to do otherwise? 


A thoughtful appeal for a return to the true appreciation of what is important 


have no aversion to money. Nor do I object to 

children learning the value of a dollar. But more 
and more, as I watch my three grow up, I feel that 
there is no real need for constantly teaching them 
the importance of money. Quite the opposite. I think 
it’s a successful parent who can reverse the general 
trend and de-emphasize the importance of money, 
substituting other values in its place. 

At an early age, society and the economic basis of 
life make it perfectly clear to even the most sheltered 
child that money means purchasing power. 

Beginning as toddlers, each one of mine knew quite 
well that it took the contents of my pocketbook to 
produce satisfactory results in the candy, toy, and 
pony-ride departments. Today, they're even more 
aware of what it takes to acquire the tickets, trinkets, 
clothes, and cars they want so badly. Not backward 
in arithmetic, they can figure for themselves how many 
allowances, paper routes, and baby-sitting jobs it takes 
to satisfy their wants. 

For parents to emphasize the obvious seems to me 
most unnecessary. No, my plea is for lessening the 
youngsters’ concern with money and to heighten their 
appreciation of ideas and accomplishments. I would 
like to see instilled in them more ambition and less 
acquisition. 

But how can we parents go about reversing an 
entrenched social pattern, assuming, of course, that 
we want to? 

First, I would begin by re-examining our own adult 
behavior. How often do we rate people, products, and 


periormance by price tag? Can’t you hear yourself

saying: “They're a darling couple and very well-to- 
do.” Or in reporting a friend’s success: “‘He’s really 
got it made.” Then there’s the curious way we have 
of acknowledging a compliment: “It should be nice, 
it cost enough.” Or the reverse: “And will you be- 
lieve it? I paid only $2.98.” And how many times 
have you heard the work of an artist discredited on 
the grounds: “Nothing is worth that much!” Also, to 
my regret, how often do we stifle a child’s earnest 
request with the paralyzing answer: “What do you 
think your father is—the United States Mint?” 
We all say these things to a greater or lesser degree. 
They’re thoughtless American habits of speech. Yet 
behind this fagade of price-quoting and money gripes, 
I believe that basically we’re a more sensitive, altruis- 
tic, and thoughtful people than our critics would have 
us appear. Despite our talk, we are open-handed and 


open-minded. 


t is in this open-mindedness, I think, that our hope 
lies for improvement. Once we recognize our 
common failing, this obsession with money, the next 
step for concerned parents is to change deliberately 
their choice of words and to correct their children’s. 
I would like to urge substituting adjectives like

“stimulating,” “attractive,” and “worth-while” for the 
overworked ones, “rich,” “loaded,” and “wealthy.” 

The first time the dollar-sign method of description 
entered my personal ken with real impact was when 
our oldest boy changed schools. After hearing about 
his new teachers and homework, his father asked if 


he’d met any nice fellows.

“Gee, yes!” he answered enthusiastically. “There’s 
this one kid who has a swimming pool and his father’s 
a prosperous pharmacist.” 

My husband and I reacted with raised eye-brows, 
then with tacit understanding both of us launched into 
a pointed line of questioning. “Does he also come 
from a family with nice manners and a sense of 
humor? Do they do interesting things? And what else 
is so special about them?” 

In all fairness to the druggist, his family is ex- 
tremely fine, broad in their interests, and generous 
with their pool. But what this incident did for us 
was to indicate clearly that we'd better start making 
a more determined effort to guide our children in 
the proper evaluation of a person’s worth—the key 
to which we think is character not cash. Now, when- 
ever any one of them uses money as a definition of 
quality, the rest of us say, “And what else is there 


worth talking about?” 


o much for phraseology. A fresh vocabulary is 
only the beginning, and a pretty superficial 

one at that. I don’t believe for a minute that not men- 
tioning money will make its impressiveness disappear. 
Saying to our young that it’s bad manners to discuss 
the subject won’t alter their attitude if our own sense 
of values is hopelessly caught up in the cost of things. 
The next step follows quite logically, then. All of 
us would do well to reconsider the personal values 
on which our behavior is based. Such self-examina- 
tion leads us to wonder: Do we equate extravagance 


with good taste? Does a display of opulence appeal

DO YOU KNOW THE DIFFERENCE 
BETWEEN “COSTLY” AND “PRICELESS”? 


This philosophy has seemed to 
please our three. More than once 
I’ve overheard the neighborhood 
gang discussing their families’ rela- 
tive wealth and a proud, familiar 
voice will speak up. “We’re rich— 
in love, friends, and fun—.” 


URTHERMORE, the does-it- 

make-sense yardstick has also 
served us very well. Together we will 
weigh such alternatives as: Does it 
make sense to buy box seats when 
we can enjoy the game from gen- 
eral admission? Does it make sense 
to get a horse or a boat when 
weve no place to keep them? Does 
it make sense to fly first class when 
tourist fast? And on 
and on. 

Sometimes the answer is “yes” 
because the temporary pleasure out- 
weighs the greater cost. Sometimes 
we simply make the wrong choice 
only to decide later that it wasn’t 
very sensible and we'll never do 
that again. But our children almost 
never say, or hear us complain, 
that we can’t afford something. (Al- 
though this might well be the case.) 
Price is a factor, certainly, but only 
one of many factors that help us 
determine the worth of whatever 
were considering. And this, I be- 
lieve, is as it should be. 

However, it’s relatively easy to 
define and lay down a set of values 
for tangible things. When it comes 
to evaluating the worth of people. 
I for one find that human qualities 
are much harder to delineate. 
Again, I believe each adult has to 
examine his own attitude first. 

Do we, for instance, revere 
wealth above intellect and accom- 
plishment? Does the size of a man’s 
bank account determine the degree 
of respect and deference he’s 
shown? Do we in this day and age 
honor money-making more than 
service, payola more than skill, or 
big-spending more than decency? 
Does money triumph over all? 

It would be heartening to say it 
doesn’t, that most of us prefer the 
nobler virtues of intelligence, good- 
ness, and integrity but there is too 
much evidence to the contrary. In 
ambassadorial life, the largest cam- 
paign coniributors receive the plum 
diplomatic posts. In academic cir- 
cles researchers with large grants 
take precedence over “just” teach- 
ers. In the social whirl those with 
conspicuous fortunes are lionized 
while others of charm and beauty 
but humbler means are slighted.

remoyed from our daily concern, I 
can think of examples closer to 
home. Recently, among my circle 
of friends there have been surpris- 
ing reactions to changes in fortune.

will ask her to do the so-called 
“dirty work.” Donations, — yes. 
They'll ask for money but not work. 
She’s quite amused by it all. 

In another case, a nouveau-riche 
financier moved into our midst. On 
the basis of one large gift he was 
able to have a community auditori- 
um named for him. although the 
rest of us had been contributing 
and raising funds for years. 

What does it all mean? I would 
say it means that money influences 
the judgment of many persons. But 
each of us must answer to our own 
conscience. If we cultivate friends 
because we genuinely like them 
rather than because of what they 
ean do for us, our children will, 
too. If we reward good service with 
praise and not just a check, our 
children, too, will work to please 
as well as to be paid. If we sup- 
port what we honestly believe to be 
right and not merely popular, our 
youngsters will have the courage to 
take independent stands. 

Ideally, the sum total of our in- 
dividual “right” attitudes should 
produce a trend toward higher es- 
teem for men and minds. 


OMETIMES., however, it takes 
\’ too long for a trend to start. 
since education is a slow process. 
We who are raising families now 
can’t wait for a new cycle to come 
about. For us, the proof of the pud- 
ding lies in how we go about our 
daily living. Just how dependent 
we are on money to enrich our lives 
and those lives entrusted to us rests 
with each set of parents. Finding 
real satisfaction in “priceless” 
things as well as “costly” ones 
takes awareness, knowledge, effort, 
and parental guidance. 

For example, it’s often easier to 


| send a gift than to write a good 


thank-you letter. It’s simpler to 


take guests out than to entertain 
them at home. It requires less 
thought to send the kids to the 


movies than to accompany them to 


a museum, take them for a walk 


along the beach, or help them cul- 
tivate a garden. Certainly it’s easier 
to pay for lessons in tennis, swim- 


ming, music, cooking, and paintin 
than to teach them yourself. Re 
peated over and over again, this 
pattern of buying fun and talen 
fixes the idea in a child’s mind that 
something paid for is preferable to 
something self-made and that any- 
thing worth doing costs money. | 
Yet no intelligent parent agrees 
with this. Children themselves are. 
naturally so creative, so quick to. 
appreciate human skills that with 
a minimum of encouragement they 
develop a preference for anything’ 
they have a hand in. They’ll choose 
home-baked cookies to store-bought, 
back-yard barbecues to eating out, 
practically anything that calls for 
self-participation. 







ARRYING this principle to an 
4A older age level, one of” the 
most successful examples of mind 
over money I’ve heard of concerns | 
four Radcliffe undergraduates. They, 
managed to make an exciting extra- 
curricular life for themselves on a 
student budget. Each Sunday they’d 
check the Boston newspapers for 
announcements of gallery openings, 
poetry readings, and concerts open 
to the public. When there was noth- 
ing that piqued their interest, they 
would “create” their own philhar- 
monic program by playing record- 
ings from the college record library. 
They saw the ballet in rehearsal. 
And evenings when they ate out, 
they found owner-chef restaurants 
where they could get the best gour- 
met meal on their modest budget. 
Among some still older students, 
college-trained mothers; to be ex- 
act, I’ve found an increasing ten- 
dency to barter their talents and 
skills. One mother will give music 
lessons in exchange for tennis in- 
struction. Another will paint a 
child’s portrait in return for a 
handknit sweater. Some even give 
home permanents in exchange for 
baby sitting. The advantage of trad- 
ing skills, these women tell me, is 
that each gets the benefit of the 
other’s exclusive ability which nei- 
ther of them could otherwise have 
afforded. And they appreciate it 
more than any money payment 
could have indicated. 

By de emphasizing money and 
highlighting solid achievement, we 
should be able to raise a new gen- | 
eration of less materialistic and 
more accomplished humans. For in 
the words of Clement Attlee, “No 
social system will bring us happi- 
ness, health and prosperity unless 
it is inspired by something greater 
than materialism.”

Since it is not used in any way by 
the digestive process, and passes 
through the intestinal tract un- 
changed and unprocessed, why di- 
lute the taste by swallowing it, at 
the same time diluting the flavor of 
the useful food. 

The younger and smaller these 
fibrous vegetables are. the less fiber 
there is to extract. The older, the 
more fiber. So you can use your 
own judgment about when purée- 
ing will make a marked improve- 
ment. 

Special recipes for puréeing are 
not needed. Just cook these vege- 
tables the way you now prefer, only 
shorten the cooking time a little. 
Purée immediately and serve im- 
mediately. Then compare the taste 
of the puréed way with your regu- 
lar way. 

But you may want to work out 
some new presentation wrinkles 
for serving puréed vegetables. 
Serve individual portions on 
toasted, crispy rounds of hearty 
bread, buttered before toasting. Or 
pack into timbales which are held 
at low temperature in the oven for 
ten minutes and then unmolded on 
individual plates. Or pack into 
heated pastry shells of the crispest, 
tenderest variety. Some people like 
to garnish these individual servings 
of puréed vegetables with a few 
drops of freshly-squeezed lemon 
juice. or a dot of butter. But you 
will be amazed how little will need 
the aid of seasonings—even salt or 
pepper. 

But whatever you-do. give a serv- 
ing of puréed or mashed vegetables 
a form, a shape, and a textural con- 
trast. It will then intrigue the eye 
as much as the taste buds. The only 
drawback to puréed and mashed 
vegetables is their soft texture, but 
that can be compensated for by 
the method of presentation. 

Not all vegetables have indigest- 
ible fibers, so some do not benefit 
from puréeing. But, surprisingly, 
some benefit from mashing—po- 
tatoes. carrots, rutabagas. and tur- 
nips, for example. A twin sister to 
mashing is grating. Try grated 
raw white or red radish some time 
if you really ‘want to find out what 
a radish tastes like. 

Mashing and puréeing produce 
the same thing, mechanically 
speaking: a foodstuff with the con- 
sistency of thick cream. Their 
heightened taste value seems to 
come partly from the fact that 
taste buds of the tongue are more 
exposed to the food itself. For grat- 
ing, mashing, and puréeing all pro- 
duce the same textural consistency.

The moment its pink color has dis- 
appeared, it is time to add the 
sherry, soy sauce, and sugar. Stir 
well, add cooked cabbage, and con- 
tinue to cook for two minutes more, 


tossing meat and vegetables to- 
gether. Add monosodium  gluta- 


mate, stir, and serve immediately. 

Part of the great appeal of stir- 
fry dishes for Westerners, is the 
deliciously fresh flavors of even 
commonplace foods developed in 
their cooking. many of which have 
previously been undiscovered. Also, 
there is interest in the way the 
Chinese combine many foods in a 
single dish. Tsuifeng Lin, best 
known to Americans as Mrs. Lin 
Yutang, wrote a book titled, Cook-

Plunge live lobster into boiling 
water and cook in bubbling water 
for 8 minutes. Remove from water 
and cool.

Use your food slicer to cut meat 
into slices, which can then be cut 
into pieces of proper size. Dice, 
carrots and green peppers.

approach to gardening began to 
evolve. 

In many places we did nothing 
at all, in others we established a 
little more order of our own kind. 
We did a little clearing. a little 
thinning, a little pruning. And we 
added to the things we enjoyed 
most. Along the brook we added 
more of the wild flowers that were 
already there, and a few new ones. 
appropriate to the location. And 
the 
through all the land. 

Our creative efforts and changes 


same through the woods, 


occurred mainly in three areas, the 


stream, the woodland, and_ the 
meadow. 
Where the cowslips fling their 


giddy gold along the water’s edge 


each April sending up smooth 
shiny green leaves among the 


stones and ledges, we added more. 


Observing how they grew, we 
learned how to tuck in others 


around the contours that fold down 
to the water. We were charmed by 
the maidenhair fern on the stream 
bank—fern so blue-green in the 
spring, so sensitive to each passing 
We 


growth around so it would spread 


zephyr. cleared out other 
more freely, and to give it the set- 
ting it deserves. 

Beside a clear vista of the brook 
we pruned to widen the view. and 
placed two old stumps from which 
we watch the water flow and eddy 
as it streams past rocks and jutting 
nubs of moss. We also see the lazy 
trout, their shadows undulating on 
the sandy bottom. And the water 
bugs scoot about, rippling the 
smooth surface. 

The brook purled along peace- 
fully and beautifully by itself, But 
by carefully scooping out, disturb- 
ing the border plants as little as 
possible, and by damming up with 
some nearby stones we accom- 
plished two things. We increased 
the sound and music of the water 
till we could hear it easily from 
the sleeping porch above. And we 
also created a cool deep place to 
swim in summer. The blue heron 
likes our “swimming hole” too. and 
kingfishers often swoop down there 
for fish. 

There was a path 


narrow we 


liked to take through our woodland. 


so we widened and opened the 
path by carefully thinning out the 
brush and trees. To accompany the 
wake-robin already there, we. set 


white trillium along the edge, and 


pink and yellow lady’s slippers, 
ind also a_ scattered irregular 
lanting of scores of wood _ hya- 


To reduce the work in our vegetable garden we 
in small space. We seed things like lettuce, beets, 
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grow as much as we can 
chard, and carrots much 


closer together than recommended, and use many of the tender thinnings to 


eat. The little plot in the corner by the shed is 


a seed-bed for growing prim- 


roses and a few wildflower seeds to set out in woodland and meadow. We also 


grow cutting flowers among the vegetables, 


cinths. Further on, among the ferns 
and trout lilies nature had planted 
there, we added primroses. 

Each year we extend this wood- 
land path, carving it from a thick 
tangle, but leaving on each side a 
considerable thicket which the 
birds appreciate. We let the path 
follow where beauty leads. An in- 
teresting old weathered rock invites 
a turn in the path. And it must 
pass near that sculptured fallen 
log, the tree trunk with its but- 
tresses, and the dancing trout lilies 
sweeping along the curving bank. 
So the path wanders, and we with 
it—and each year it gets a little 
longer, and more interesting. 

In one place the path leads to 
the meadow, which is a story in 
itself. Over a hundred different 
kinds of wild flowers were thriving 
in the meadow when we came, and 
we have let them all alone. With 
identification book, magnifying 
glass, and plenty of new-born curi- 
osity we have explored and learned 
about everything from the early 
hawkweed to the carpet of tiny 
October. 
When we mastered the names of 


blue-purple asters in 
these flowers and how to recognize 
them, we felt on better speaking 
terms, and this vast weird garden 
became ours, as well as Mother 
Nature’s. 


to make full use of the space. 
‘ 


In addition to looking, learning, 
and appreciating the meadow. we 
have changed it some, too. We 
have naturalized daffodils there: 
we plant them in casual sweeps fol- 
lowing the contour of the land. 
Each year another hundred go in, 
and they grow and increase in 
number. Up near the house, where 
the meadow becomes a lawn. we 
have planted winter 
aconite, grape hyacinths. And un- 
der the hornbeam tree snowflakes 
and snow drops thrive in the mead- 
ow grass. Along the old stone walls 
there were a few dogwood trees, 
and we have added more. We have 
cleared around the Solomon’s seal 
so it is easier to see and can really 
run and have weeded 
around the wild columbine that 
grows in a great drift on the north 


crocuses, 


rampant, 


side of the stone wall, to give it 
more room to spread. 
When the 
spring, we burn brush in piles in 
the meadow—in a different place 


we clear paths in 


each time. A great crackling-hot 
bonfire on a chilly March day 
warms our hearts and hands. and 
those of the visiting grandchildren 
as well. And in summer the bright- 
est black-eyed Susans of all. the 
most exuberant Canada lilies, and 
meadow rue spring up and com- 
pletely hide the burned area. They 
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all thrive on the potash from the 
bonfire ashes. 

We have discovered that wher- 
ever we want grass we merely mow 
the meadow and. behold. it be- 
comes a lawn. The grass grows 
rapidly, stays green and behaves 
as grass should. It may not be the 
perfect lawn from a professional 
point of view, but it suits us very 
well. It is pleasant and green, and 
makes a fine badminton court, a 
fine horseshoe pitching alley, and 
an inviting green fringe around the 
house. It is good to sit on, to walk 
barefoot on, to fly a kite from, and 
to smell when freshly cut. What 
more can you ask of a lawn? 

We trim the grass with our ro- 
tary mower, 12 to 15 feet out from 
the house all around. This greatly 
simplifies upkeep and _ reduces 
mowing time. In addition we have 
cut paths about four feet wide 
through the meadow where we 
want to go: down to the brook, the 
terrace beside it, the north mead- 
ow, and around the vegetable gar- 
den. And one other path through 
the “orchard,” which consists of 
six small apple trees that we set out. 
Here we like to walk on June eve- 
nings in firefly season when the 
honeysuckle is in full fragrance 
and flower. 

We did want a certain so-called 
civilized area; that is, we wanted 
raspberries, grapes, asparagus, 
vegetables, and annuals mingled 
in. How could there be a summer 
without a marigold and a zinnia 
and corn on the cob? But we didn’t 
want to run into a lot of upkeep. 

In a good sunny area next to 
the drive. up close to the house, 
and available to the kitchen (and 
to general supervision), we built 
a vegetable garden 30 by 40 feet. 
This may sound like a lot of work, 
but not with the easy method we 
have learned to use. 

In this area, flanked by aspara- 
gus on one end, and raspberries on 
the other, we grow a great and 
fabulous variety of vegetables, and 
some flowers. One little corner is 
blocked off for a seed bed. At the 
moment it is filled with primrose 
seedlings which will go down into 
the woods with the others along the 
shady breokside We 
raise spice pinks here to add to the 


path. also 
meadow in a special place where 
they already grow. 

Because there are no vegetables 
like fresh vegetables, really fresh 
—ten minutes from the garden, 
picked just before dinner. cooked 
briefly, buttered, and served imme- 
diately, we grow a huge assort- 
ment. Beets, carrots, chard, spin- 
tomatoes, 


ach, radishes, onions, 


lettuces, squash, cucumbers, corn, 


string beans, and peas all brighten 
our summertime table. 

With constant 
mulch—a layer of manure and a 
layer of hay—over this garden we 
never need to dig it up in the 
spring. We merely part the hay 
and sow the seed. We seldom have 
to weed, and the decomposing or- 
ganic matter provides a constant 
supply of plant food. This mulch 
also maintains 


our eight-inch 


moisture, encour- 
ages worms, and practically elimi- 
nates weeds. It is perhaps the 
greatest work saver of all. 

We have learned some specific 
things here on our acres that will 
never leave us; even should we 
find ourselves living on other land, 
in other parts of the country, and 
with other plants. 


We accept the land as it is 


The more land you have the 
more chance there is for variety. 
Here we have become aware of the 
slope of the land, different types 
of soil, extremes of sun and shade, 
and how each location invites cer- 
tain kinds of plants. Parts of the 
meadow are swept with wind, there 
is the area along the stream, there 
are places where drainage is good, 
and poor. We adapt our gardening 
to these conditions. Instead of 
being concerned about a shady 
corner and wishing it were sunny, 
were happy to have a place for 
primroses, hostas. ferns, and other 
shade-loving plants. And that dry 
gravelly spot, constantly hot and 
sunny, happily becomes a tangle 
of reseeding portulaca. Instead of 
trying to raise peaches, which don’t 
like our late spring frosts and win- 
diness, we settled on grapes and 
raspberries which thrive willy 
nilly. We’re learning to relax. 


We prefer plants that do best 
on their own 


When there is a lot of land to 
take care of, you learn to do things 
the easy way by necessity, and 
you learn to put the right plant in 
the right spot. We look for plants 
that take care of themselves. And 
when we find them, we naturalize 
each in the place of its choice 
whether it is meadow, woods, or 
brookside. Besides wild flowers 
there are a number of perennials 
that will naturalize. We plant these 
instead of others that must stand 
in a neatly hoed bed or border. We 
concentrate on trees and shrubs 
that are also suited to their loca- 
tions and will be self-sustaining. 
All this leaves us free for swims, 
and for the hammock. Summer- 
time, to-our way of thinking, is 
more hammock time than a time 
and weed.

We’ve learned some facts 


about organic gardening 


There is a lot of fancy and a 
certain amount of fadism on this 
subject. But when you live every 
day with meadow and woodland 
and observe the way so many dif- 
ferent things grow you can’t help 
but see that the natural organic 
way, in most cases, is best. We’ve 
learned, for example: there’s no 
substitute for a mulch. Compost is 
a wonderful slow-acting plant food. 
Birds and some bugs can be a great 
help in insect control. Sprays can 
be overrated. Don’t spray until you 
have a real reason. Spraying poi- 
sons about frequently kills more 
and different things than intended. 


We improve existing assets 


In a “garden” as large as a 
meadow, things tend to blend to- 
gether. So, when we find something 
we especially like, we look for ways 
to enhance and set it apart. For 
example we may trim the grass 
around a lovely clump of butterfly 
weed and clean the dirt and debris 
from an outcropping of rock to re- 
veal all its natural beauty. We 
cleared around the Indian poke 
down by the stream and curved the 
path by for a view of it. Our sunny 
bog, dusted with the gold of wild 
parsnip in May, gives us pleasure. 
so we leave it a bog, and add a few 
more plants that like wet feet. A 
good way to increase the impact 
of any planting is to take what has 
a good running start, remove any 
surroundings that blur its effect. 
and then plant more of it. 


We do a iot in a little space 


We've learned to love the natu- 
ral look of our land and we hesi- 
tate to mark it with the hand of 
man. This is one reason why our

We’ve found that short supply 
is the essence of treasure 


There is the story of the Em- 


peror of Japan who came to see a 
large and famous garden of chrys- 
anthemums. But the gardener had 
cut down all but one perfect mi- 
The 
American visitors were horrified. 
but the Emperor understood it as 


raculously lovely blossom. 


a simple act of great sensitivity. 
When you have just a bit of 
something, you consider it in a dif- 
ferent light than if you have a lot. 
Instead of a whole border of Jap- 
anese Iris we have just a few on 
the terrace where they are more a 
part of daily life. We could not 
love nor appreciate them more if 
we had great beds of them. One 
tall and lusty sunflower volunteered 
by the entry to the house, and, 
ridiculously, in the midst of a tiny 
bed of bulbs. How we loved and 
pampered that plant. We stood on 
a step ladder to see how the pollen, 
in a gold circle, moved daily in- 
ward, and to note the rhythmic and 
patterned way the seeds were ar- 
ranged in the head. When some- 
thing volunteers, as most things in 
a meadow do, you feel chosen, and 
take a special kind of interest in it. 


We’ve learned to love 
the little things 


It may seem strange that we’ve 
developed an eye for the little 
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things on a larger place. And of 
course any observant person with 
curiosity will learn this lesson in 
any situation. But our observation 
was sharpened here in response to 
nature’s way of camouflaging. 

When we had a conventional 
garden we used to plant great 
splashes of color to catch and be- 
guile the most unseeing eye. But, 
here, we’ve taken nature on her 
own terms. and have learned to 
seek out tiny gems of beauty. We 
now appreciate many small things 
which we formerly trod upon: 
the beauty of the common b'ue- 
eyed grass up close, the enlarged 
meadow rue blossom like a huge 
snowflake, and a single floret on 
a butterfly bush. 

When you really take time to 
look at what you have, be it ever 
so small and simple, you don’t need 
so much or so many. 

Finally, we have discovered that 
a garden, to be completely satisfy- 
ing. is more a process of nature 
than a pattern of man. There is 
constant change within a given 
form. As we watch the disciplined 
freedom of natural forces on a 
large scale we, too, are changed. 
We find ourselves part of a larger 
process than we thought. And we 
are enriched thereby.

of the summer-house set needs to 
include machines for ice and hi-fi 
or instantaneous seating for twenty. 
There’s no need to be utilitarian or 
multi-purposeful because ponder- 
ous problems, like concealing bulky 
plumbing, never occur. Nor is the 
spirit saddened by the sight of a 
barbecue coldly waiting for steaks. 

The gazebo, imaginatively con- 
ceived and artfully placed in a ver- 
dant setting, has been expressed in 
various idioms. Historically, it 
comes to us from many cultures. 
In Persia it was a brightly car- 
peted kiosk, small and canopied; 
in China it was a pavilion, placed 
on a hill or an artificial mound, 
commanding a view of the garden: 
in Spain it was a_vine-covered 
Glorietta; and in Italy it was a 
belvedere. overlooking the coun- 
tryside. In Japan, the teahouse re- 
affirms the oneness of man with 
nature, while in England the sum- 
merhouse sits tranquilly among the 
flowers. In our Victorian yesterday, 
the garden shelter was where the 
young man stole a kiss, and Elsie 
Dinsmore fell asleep. 

Of stone, brick, wood, or wire— 
the list is open if we consider ga- 
zebos of the past and of today. 

They are adaptable to the whim 
of the designer as well as to an 
amicable acceptance of whatever 
is available. Their forms vary with 
the native architecture, but, being 
small, they seem most at ease as 
circles, octagons, or squares. They 
are not easily typed, for they can 
be ornate or simple, restrained or 
flamboyant, classic or “contempo- 
rary,” colonnaded or closed. They 
wear their roofs with the mad dash 
of a high-styled chapeau, while the 
material used—lattice, lath, thatch,

You can make these connections 
for yourself in the easily-visited 
tombs and in the Etruscan collec- 
tions of Florence, Chiuse, Volterra, 
and other Tuscan towns.

the towns each have their separate 
and unique existences, each with

USCANY is

_ backed by the wild peaks of the 


Appenines, looking out on the sub- 
trepical Tyrrhenian Sea with its 
sweet green islands, lying halfway 
between the two great poles of Ital- 
ian energy: Milan, the brain, and 
Rome, the solar plexus. 

No larger than the state of New 
Jersey, it has a good coherent sys- 
tem of roads. Besides great art and 
history and landscape, it also has 
remarkably good and varied spas, 
beach and 
which to relax from the rigors of 
travel. It is bewilderingly full of 
and gardens 
and palaces, but for travel pur- 
poses it is conveniently condensed 
in a rough circle that extends from 


mountain resorts in 


churches, frescoes, 


the approximate center in Florence 
about 50 miles in each direction. 
Star these names, for they are 
inextricably part of the tapestry of 
Tuscany: the nine provincial capi- 
tals of Florence, Grosseto, Leghorn, 
Massa-Carrara, Pistoia, Pisa, Siena, 
Arezzo, Lucca; and around them, 
in distinct constellations, the small- 
er towns of San Gimignano, Certal- 
do, Pienza, San Miniato, Cortona, 
Montepulciano. To sample these is 
to get the true savor of how deep 
and pervasive were the springs of 
medieval and Renaissance energy. 
One must not be content with the 
wonders of Florence alone. It is a 
region that cries out to be seen as 
a whole, so beware of losing your- 
self in its details. 
Fiorence: It is what they say it 
is. the Athens of Italy. Full, ripe, 


| splendid, almost inexhaustible; a 


city created almost entirely by 
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artists. Giotto and Michelangelo 
made it. and Botticelli, Brunelles- 
chi, Ghiberti, Pisano, Donatello, 
della Robbia, Benvenuto Cellini, 
and countless others of the greatest 
masters. Dante. Boccaccio—but one 
stops in awe before the concentra- 
tion of human genius that made 
this city. 

In a time of big cities and in an 
over-populated country, Florence 
has maintained the human scale 
and rhythm. Its 400,000 people are 
sharply defined individuals, their 
faces as full of interest as those of 
their forebears in the Renaissance 
paintings. Equally striking is the 
fact that it has not permitted ur- 
banity and sophistication to disturb 
its unity with the rich green coun- 
tryside. A cultivated Florentine 
knows the rural scene as he knows 
the medieval lanes and the fabu- 
lous museums of his city. On a 
market day you can sit at a café 
in the Piazza della Signoria, where 
the shadow of the noblest medieval 
palace in Europe falls on the statu- 
ary of Michelangelo and Cellini, to 
watch the farmers in boots and 
corduroy who know that this city 
belongs to them as much as to the 
artisans and aristocrats. 

‘ 

HIS is a city to walk in, to ab- 
sorb stone by stone. And then, 
for refreshment, to walk out of into 
the encircling hills that seem to 
stand at the end of every street. In 
twenty minutes or less 
among the old walls of villas, go- 
ing uphill among trees and gar- 
dens, in dark lanes of cypress that © 


one is 


lead past castles and olive groves 
—ftrom the delightful village of 
Fiesole, for example. across the 
easy hills to Settignano and the 
superb villa of the art historian, 
the late Bernard Berenson. 

Here one can walk in the gar- 
dens of the Villa Gamberaia, one of 
the finest examples of a 17th-cen- 
tury “Italian Garden.” Or climb to 
the high terraces of the Church of 
St. Francis above Fiesole, an old 
Etruscan stronghold. The view sur- 
passes even that from San Miniato 
on the other side of the River Arno 
—Giotto’s shimmering white bell- 
tower among the domes and the 
blood-orange tiles of Florence. 

You can make innumerable ex- 
cursions to the hill towns and villas 
lying within a five-mile radius of 
Florence. There is the panorama 
of the Arno valley from Bellos- 
guardo Hill, a spot beloved by 
Henry James and Mark Twain; or 
the magnificent 14th-century Cer- 


tosa del Galluzzo, a Carthusian 








t 
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monastery (four miles by street car 
No. 36, and only one of many de- 
lightful street car trips through the 
town and out of it). There is Im- 
pruneta, known for its jars and 
terra cotta ware. with a famous 
tair in mid-October. and a grape 
harvest festival; Sesto Fiorentino 
with its primitive home potteries 
and an important school of cer- 
amics; and Montelupo. producer of 
some of the best ceramic work of 
the Renaissance, where good pot- 
tery is still made. 


EST of all perhaps are the easy 

bus and trolley excursions to 
the outlying villas: to Villa Petraia 
with its fountain by Giambologna; 
then to the nearby Villa de Cas- 
tello, one of the many garden- 
estates of the Medici; and close 
by, a typical old Tuscan country 
house, the Villa Topaia. From April 
through June and sometimes in 
September through October the 
Florence Azienda Autonoma di 
Turismo organizes trips to some of 
the important villas usually closed 
to the public. 


Delightful havens in these hills, 

with fine food, long views, and 
relief from the midday city heat, 
are the outdoor terrace restaurants, 
like Oliviero’s, in a flower-trimmed 
villa at Via Michelangelo 78, and 
the leaf-shaded terrace of the Au- 
rora in Fiesole. 
Gardens, houses, crafts. Among the 
Florentine villas you can find the 
purest (un-anglicized) examples of 
the Tuscan gardens, wondertully 
disciplined creations. conceived as 
continuations of the houses. The 
clearly profiled, straightforward 
country houses of. the 16th Cen- 
tury are the most appealing, framed 
by terraces on different levels over- 
looking the valleys, with hedge- 
openings on a variety of views, and 
avenues embellished with statues 
and fountains that lead to clusters 
of holm-oak and cypress. Observe 
the refreshing openness around 
these houses to offset the stony 
complexities of the town, and the 
way areas of shade are sited to 
provide atmospheres of seclusion. 
Houses worth seeking out are the 
Medici villa at Poggio a Caiano, 
decorated by the della Robbias; the 
Villa Corsini at Quarto; and the 
principal country seat of the Me- 
dici, the castle at Cafaggiolo. 

Florence is Italy’s most flourish- 
ing producer of well-made. beauti- 
ful, and oriental handcrafts—from 
mosaic work to articles of leather 
and high fashion. The bookbinder, 
the jeweler, the stonecutter, the 
potter, and the basket 
(along with the mason, the joiner. 
the carpenter. etc.) are commonly

Perhaps the shopper’s greatest 
pleasure is to come for the great 
Handcrafts Fair and Market (in 
late April and May, dovetailing 
with the important music festival) ; 
then to visit the National Museum 
of Handcrafts; and then to hunt 
through the maze of back streets 
or the small shop with a workroom 
in the back where a family of 
craftsmen will find or make just 
the inlaid box or jar or whatever 
that has caught her fancy. Outside 
of Florence one should look out 
for the glass of Empoli, the wool- 
ens of Prato, the woodwork of Cas- 
cina, and the pottery of Arezzo. 
Seeing Florence. Many an _ over- 
earnest traveler has worn out his 
pleasure in an effort to “do” this 
greatest of all art cities. Stop and 
consider: a dozen or more majestic 
palaces filled with treasure; two 
dozen museums, including, in the 
Uffizi, Italy's foremost collection of 
paintings; twenty of Europe’s most 
engrossing churches; a long, mag- 
nificent river-front; five superb 
public gardens; miles of atmos- 
pheric streets whispering the names 
of a hundred great men. It simply 
cannot be “done.”

Other towns, other pleasures: 
The one drawback of Florence is 
that it is not large enough to ab- 
sorb the crowds it attracts. From 
mid-May September it is 
crammed. July and August are the 
hardest months, for the heat as well

as for the crowds. but hotel reser- 


vations well in advance are a 
necessity from May through Sep- 
tember. Spring comes early in 
Tuscany so March and April are 
easy, uncrowded months, as are 
October and November, until rain 
and cold winds begin to chill the 
inadequately heated old buildings. 

But the richness of Tuscany is 
not summed up in one city alone. 
Beyond Florence is a feast of towns 
and country—that taken together 
offers perhaps more than Florence, 
an easily accessible. unconstrained 
concentration of old objects and 
vigorous life more rewarding than 
any comparable entity in Europe.

the Middle Ages was a time of real 
inventiveness and energy in some 
places. It did not take a Renais- 
sance to make Siena. 

There is living evidence of this 
in the renowned Sienese festival. 
the Palio, a wild-horse race around 
the cobbled saucer of the Campo, 
horse and bare-back rider 
representing one of the contrado 
or wards of the city (July 2 and 
August 16). Passionate. sometimes 
brutal, it is run amidst scenes of 
color and tumultuous ardor that are 
not of our time.

Pisa: Here most travelers stop on 
the edge of town, glance at the 
cathedral, gape at the Leaning 
Tower, and get back on the road. 
They are missing one of the most 
interesting cities of Italy. Pisa, 
close to the sea, was once a great 
cosmopolitan port, and its climate 
is easy. This may account for the 
naturalness, the fish-wife quality of 
its life. the crude vigor intimately 
juxtaposed to Renaissance elegance. 

To get its full flavor look in 
the open markets off the main 
street. Walk through the intricate 
narrow alleys, away from the broad 
sweep of the river with its facade 
of palaces and the bridges so beau- 


tifully reconstructed by local 
craftsmen. 
There is also the Piazza dei 


Cavalieri, with which nothing in 


Florence can compare for harmony 
and integrity. And there is, stand- 
ing alone on a green meadow near 
the old city wall, the group of build- 
ings that form perhaps the most 
striking unity of religious art in 
Europe: the cathedral, the Leaning 
Tower, the Baptistery, the 
Camposanto. D’Annunzio called it 
the “Field of Miracles.” It comes

close to epitomizing the Tuscan 
achievement.

The molds can be anything: cus- 
tard cups, saucers, muffin tins, tea 
cups. Tin is the easiest to unmold 
from. And once you’ve acquired 
the hang of getting your aspic to 
the perfect consistency, you should 
buy some pretty individual molds 
of tin. Timbale molds in tin make 
a nicely-sized individual serving 
and cost about $5 a dozen. Indi- 
vidual ring molds are extrava- 
gantly pretty, for they let you dress 
up the hole in the middle with gar- 
nishes: minced herbs, sliced olives, 
cherry tomatoes, mayonnaise. 

At the beginning we mentioned 
using meat glaze, instead of jellied 
consommé. This is meat stock, re- 
duced and reduced till it is a solid 
and highly concentrated. It results 
in a creditable stock worthy of 
being made into an aspic. Use the 
meat glaze at the rate of about two 
to three teaspoons to one quart of 
cold water with four tablespoons 
of dry gelatin. This produces a 
classic-tasting aspic, which can 
then be flavored with sherry. or 
wine or with grated citrus peel 
or tomato paste. Meat glaze is a

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@ If hosta weren’t so good-looking, you could call it a 
weed—it is that tough and self-sustaining. Few plants can 
match the beauty of its foliage, but it will grow untended 
in almost any garden. 

Hosta is considered a shade plant. And it is true, it will 
thrive with less light than almost anything else. It is one 
of the few plants that will flower in the deep shade on the 
north side of a house, or at the base of a north-facing wall 
or fence. 

But it’s a mistake to let its value as a shade plant blind 
us to its usefulness elsewhere in the garden. There is no 
reason to grow it only in the shade. Plant it wherever you 
would like a strong accent of cool green with a show of 
late summer flowers. Although any of the hostas will 
actually grow in any exposure, it is best to put those with 


the largest leaves in filtered shade. The varieties with 


smaller leaves, such as H. lancifolia, are best adapted to 
a sunny place. 

The foliage is truly magnificent. It has size, rich color. 
deep ribbing, high gloss, and excellent keeping qualities. 
The leaves are prized for flower arrangements and. the 
smaller kinds, as backing for corsages. The tall stalks of 
lavender or white flowers in late summer can be considered 
an extra dividend. 

Hosta is at its luxurious best when grown in deep rich 
loam, but will do surprising!y well in any garden soil. 
It is completely hardy, and the plant covers the ground 
so thoroughly that other seedlings will be shaded out. 
and weeding is no problem. The roots are within six 
inches of the surface, so hosta can be safely planted be- 
neath deep-rooted trees or tall shrubs without competing

Few plants will grow beside a pool 
and look as much at home as this 
hosta does, and also grow in a dry 
sunny place—as hosta will. But 
adaptability is a great virtue of the 
plant. It is a good choice here, be- 
cause rock gardens are hard to 
maintain and any plants that take 
care of themselves are a blessing. 
Also, the root clump is compact 
and will support a big plant in a 
small place. This is H. ventricosa, 








Hosta is used here to 
hide the foundation 
during the growing sea- 
son when people walk 
around this end of the 
house. It won’t, of 
course, do a year-round 
job. Low leaves can be 
removed so a mower 
will go under the plant 
and eliminate hand 
trimming.

Here’s how to have 
hosta and not miss it so 
when it is gone. Ground 
cover is here the year 
round; hosta is a wel- 
come seasonal visitor. 
Only small ones work 
this way. Large ones 
shade out ground cover. 
This is H. lancifolia. It 
has a narrow leaf and is 
one of the best to use 
in a dry, sunny place. 





or an arid climate, hosta will grow very well without water- 
ing or feeding. But, in case of drought, soak the root area 
thoroughly once every week or two. To increase the size 
of the planting or help speed its growth, apply a 5-10-5 
fertilizer in early spring. 

The plant grows from root clumps (stools), which can 
be planted any time from March through August. If you 
wish to divide a plant of your own, it can be done in spring 
or fall, but the roots will recover more quickly if divided 
in spring. As soon as the frost turns the leaves brown in 
fall, they can be cut off at ground level. The plant will 
simply disappear until spring. The only pests that trouble 
hosta are slugs and snails. You can control them with 
generous and consistent use of slug bait. 

The names of hosta are unbelievably confused. There 
are about 12 different kinds to which some 70 different 
names have been applied. And keep in mind that some 
catalogs still list them as funkia, niobe, or plantain lily. The 
names in the list that follows are reasonably standard, but 
to be certain of what you are getting, you should see the 


plant or a picture or description in a catalog. 


The Best of the Hostas 


H. sieboldiana. Large broad, blue-green, ribbed, heart- 
shaped leaves with slightly waved edges. Pale blue flowers. 
H. fortunei. Medium-size leaves with a handsome blue- 
green cast and wavy edges.

and its Curious Cousins 


The crucifer family includes 


some controversial members, such as 


cauliflower and Brussels sprouts. 


But “most everyone likes broccoli, 


and here's how to bring it to perfection 


By WILLIAM ALVADORE BUCK 


e Broccoli belongs to a lineage 
that possesses a strange and mon- 
strous talent. Under the hybrid- 
izer’s art, the wild cabbage. of the 
mustard or crucifer family, can 
change into eccentric forms which 
are permanent and often edible. 
without any change in essential 
nature or species. A cabbage head 
is a single bud modified colossally. 
Brussels sprouts are thickened 
buds which develop in the axils of 
the leaves. In Jersey kale the stem 
has been modified into a trunk so 
woody and tough that it is often 
carved into a walking cane. C. 
Bauhin in 1671 described a mighty 
kale that grew in Florence to the 
height of a tree. The curd or head 
of cauliflower is an alteration of 
the flower stems and flowers, a dis- 
tortion so gross that it almost justi- 
fies its heavyweight scientific des- 
ignation: hypertrophied  inflores- 
cence. In kohlrabi the short leaf 
stem has swelled edible 
bulb. Green broccoli, 
known in Italy as calabrese, which 


into an 
sprouting 


has gained so much popularity on 
the American table in the last gen- 
eration, is another form of this pro- 
tean cabbage. So are garden kale 
and collards. 

Note that these are not merely 
close members of the mustard fam- 
ily, but varieties of the same plant. 
Science has settled this as solid 
fact and therefore has given them 
all the same species name. For ex- 
ample. cabbage is Brassica oler- 
acea, variety capitata, and sprout- 
mg broccoli, the plant we’re main- 
ly concerned with here, is Brassica 
oleracea, variety italica. 

Broccoli in the form we grow it 
may be a late arrival. Jefferson ob- 
served a vegetable by the same 
name in colonial markets, but there 
is another crop sometimes called 
broccoli, little appreciated on this 
side, which is something like cauli- 
flower (once cole florie). 

I have cultivated this 
for years, and I can agree with 
Lewis Gannett. 
Cream Hill: “No plant is easier to 


broccoli 


who wrote in 


grow in the garden and none more 
rewarding.” It is vigorous and easy- 
going, keeps healthy with little 
care, produces heads for months, 
and can endure considerable frost. 
In the South, gardeners commonly 
sow seeds in autumn, leave the 
seedlings in the open to the winter 
blasts, and begin the harvest in the 
early spring. 

One of the best practices for the 
northern parts of the country, de- 
cidedly to the king’s taste, is to 
handle it as a fall crop. perhaps to 
be planted after early beans or 
June peas. In late May or June, 
sow a nursery row, a foot long, half 
an inch deep, in some off-section of 
your garden. A row a foot long will 
provide ample plants for most fam- 
ily gardens. 

When the early crop vacates its 
space, transplant the seedlings to 
the spot, setting them every eight- 
een inches in rows 30 inches apart. 
Plant them deeper than they stood 
in the nursery row. Like all the 
Brassicas, broccoli transplants eas- 
ily. Though, of course. moving a 
plant is never a pick-me-up. 


F THE ground is dry in the nurs- 

ery row, water it before you take 
up the seedlings and let the water 
sink in well. Water them well as 
you set them out, a pint to a quart 
for each one. Broccoli is a thirsty 
plant. The advantages of the nurs- 
ery row are several: economy in 
the use of space, the opportunity 
to set the roots deeper than they 
normally grow when started from 
seed. and of course, the advantage 
of an early start. But if you have 
ample space. by all means sow the 
seed in its permanent place. 

There is one early broccoli that 
matures in 60 days, but the variety 
you are most likely to plant takes 
80 to 90. So. if you add ten days 
for the transplanting setback, you 
can figure that you will be harvest- 
ing the big heads after the heat of 
the season. Broccoli does not enjoy

The one illness I have 
encountered, club root, can be crit- 
ical. It is a slime-mould infection, 
which swells roots monstrously, 
dwarfs and yellows the plant, and 
a most impressive stink. 
real rotten smell in the 
largest size, it is hard to beat a 
sick member of the cabbages. 

Club root lives in the soil and 
feeds on nearly all of the crucifers. 
The mould is strict in its diet and 
should die out in four years if it 
has no crucifer to feed on. Hence, 
the most necessary precaution 
against club root as well as other 
diseases is to practice a four-year 
rotation, including in the rotation 
the other members of the family: 
mustard, Chinese cabbage, rad- 
ishes, turnips, cabbage, and the 
other Brassicas, Charlock, wild 
mustard, shepherd’s purse, and 
other weeds are also crucifers and 
they, too, can carry any diseases 
that may affect edible members of 
the family. 

Club root will also die or go 
away somewhere if the earth turns 
sweet, with a pH of 7.2 or higher. 
One autumn I realized before I put 
the garden to bed for the winter 
that the next spring it would be 
most practical to place the broccoli 
the following year in a spot where 
I suspected that club root still lin- 
gered. For each plant I expected to 
raise | chopped in a couple of 
handfuls of ground limestone, 
which is very safe, but needs all 
winter to affect the soil.

T IS only sensible, of course, to

bage butterfly. His protective color 
may fool some predators, but not 
the gardener. for he eats like the 
fat stuff he is, and you are bound 
to notice and seek him out. 

The cabbage looper is a measur- 
ing worm with legs fore and aft. 
He is also easy to find, for he loops 
around the leaves restlessly, as 
though he had a worry on his mind. 

Aphids, green and gray, often 
infest my broccoli late in the sea- 
son. Malathion, 
rotenone, 


sulfate, 
and other insecticides 
control them. To warm-blooded 
creatures like ourselves rotenone 
is harmless by all accounts, yet I

am loath to use any poison on any 
vegetable that we eat without shell- 
ing or husking. So when the plants 
are producing and I observe a 
flower head or leaf near the head 
that is curled and twisted and 
dusty with aphids, I pluck it and 
stamp on it. 


N THE South the harlequin bug, 
a gaudy red and black sap 
sucker, sometimes does damage. My 
last word was that there were only 
two methods of dealing with the 
harlequin. One was the hand-and- 
foot treatment, the other directed 
that you plant an early trap crop of 
mustard, collards, kale, or another 
crucifer and burn the plants when 
they are well infested, after spray- 
ing them with kerosene. Sucking 
bugs have long evaded the march 
of science, but probably today the 
Southern seedman can sell you 
something I have not heard about 
which will kill this true stink bug. 
Come to think of it, I have lost 
a couple of plants to cut worms. 
As a rule, I put in two or three 
more plants than [ anticipate we 
will need. so we have not missed 
them. The latest and easiest pro- 
tection against cut worms, as well 
as cabbage maggots, which are bad 
in some localities. is to dust the 
base of the plant with chlordane 
or dieldrin when you set it out. 
My wife serves broccoli in many

landscape because of the bold in- 
terior reflections mirrored on the 
windows. For this reason all lights 
in the living room, entrance hall, 
and dining area were designed to 
be controlled by rheostats so that 
the lights could be dimmed, when 
desired, to reduce the reflections 
on the glass and thus get a better 
view of the distant sparkling city. 

The dining room table is dark 
walnut. Place mats of a dark color 
are used when dining. Only the 
dishes, silver, and glassware are 
chosen to reflect the light. These 
are well lighted by a pin-point spot 
over the dining table. By lighting 
only the areas absolutely neces- 
sary, the reflections have been cut 
down in this room so that the glory 
of the view can be fully appre- 
ciated. 

Flexibility of lighting is obvi- 
ously important for creating a 
mood. During cocktails the living 
room lights are kept bright. After 
dinner the lights are dimmed and 
the fire turned up to make the room 
cozier and more conducive to the 
conversation that goes with coffee 
and brandy. 

Lights are also used to create 
pattern. For example, in the en- 
trance hall a strong spotlight is 
focused down on the Spanish chan- 
delier to create a rich pattern of 
light and shadows on the rough 
plaster walls. Lights in the plant- 
ers located on various ledges cast 
patterns on the ceilings.
